PAULS 


Died  of  Heart  Failure  at 

St.  Paul. 


Found  Dead  In  His  Room 
By  Night  Watchman. 


That  Is  Now  the  Belief  of 
Those  at  the  President's 

Bedside. 


Paul  Sharvy.  of  this  city,  died  last 
night  or  early  this  morning  in  the 
Windsor  hotel  in  St  Paul  of 
heart  failure.  The  news  was 
conveyed  to  Duluth  by  tele- 
phone at  an  early  hour  this  morn- 
ing. Mr.  Sharvy  had  been  In  St.  Paul 
for  two  or  three  days  attending  the 
state  fair  and  looking  after  some  busi- 
ness mailers.  Yesterday  afternoon  he 
was  in  the  office  of  the  Windsor,  and 
was  apparently  in  excellent  health.  Be- 
tween 3  and  4  o'clock  this  morning  he 
was  found  on  the  floor  of  his  room  at 
the  Wind.sor  dead.  The  door  was  lartly 
open.  inili«ating  that  he  had  been 
awakened  by  his  illness  and  tried  to 
get  out.  The  watchman,  In  going 
through  th^  halls,  noticed  the  open  door 
and  his  investigation  disclosed  the  dead 
man.  Life  was  extinct,  but  a  phy- 
eician      was      quickly      called.  The 

body  was  removed  to  undertaking 
rooms  and  will  be  brought  to  the  city 
this  evtning  on  the  Twilight  Limited  at 
10  u'clock. 

A  dispatch  to  The  Herald  from  St. 
Paul  .says  that  when  found,  Mr.  Shar- 
vy was  partially  dressed  and  had  ap- 
parently died  while  preparing  to  retire. 
Medical  aid  was  sumnioned,  but  it  was 
too  late  to  be  of  avail  and  Col.  Mon- 
fort  notified  the  coroner.  Coroner  Mil- 
ler made  a  hasty  examination  and  de- 
cided that  apoplexy  or  heart  failure 
^as  the  cau.se  of  death.  A  post  mortem 
■Ocaniiualiou    will   be   held   by   Dr.    Fin- 

oell. 

Th>'  postmortem  examination  showed 
thai  dr-ath  was  due  to  fatty  degenration 
jf  the  heart. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of 
Paul  Sharvy  was  a  personal  shock  to 
ft  large  number  of  Duluth  people,  for 
he  was  a  man  of  wide  acquaintance  and 
unUersal  friendship.  Coming  as  It  did 
witlu'ut  warning,  it  seemed  hard  to  be-

Morning  Consultation  oi 
Physicians  Shows  Ex- 
cellent Conditions. 

Milburn  House.  Buffalo.  Sept.  9.— 
Bhottlv  alter  b  o'clock  the  doctors  who 
toad  not  taken  part  in  the  all  night 
Vigil  began  to  arrive.  Dr.  Wasdin, 
th-  maiiiK'  hospital  specialist.,  was  the 
llr-t  tp  iv-ach  the  house  and  joined  Dr. 
Kixev,  who  has  remained  ^i  the  presl- 
deiits  be^lside  practically  throughout 
th.-  night.  Dr.  Parke  came  at  8:15  and 
It  was  apparent  that  -lie  morning  con- 
t^ultalion  oi  ail  the  physicians  soon 
would  be  held.  At  this  lime  all  was 
*iuiet  aliout  the  Milburn  household,  ex- 
cept lor  the  coming  of  the  doctors.  Sec- 
rtiary  CorUlvou,  who  had  been  on  duty 
on  and  off  all  the  night,  was  catching 
a  little  needed  rest  in  an  upper  cham- 
ber, and  the  regular  force  of  the 
house  attendants  had  not  yet  come  on 
duty. 

.\si.lo  from  the  pathological  condi- 
tioii.s  of  the  ca.se,  circumstances  to- 
day were  peculiarly  favorable  for  the 
patient.  It  was  an  ideal  September 
day  with  bracing  air,  moderate  tem- 
peraiuie  and  a  light  breeze  blowing 
over  the  entrance  to  the  Milburn  house. 
The  sun  shone  brightly  most  of  the 
time  with  now  and  then  the  shadows 
of  Unht,  tleecy  clouds.  The  physicians 
A\  t'lc  <iiiick  to  note  these  external  con- 
ditions for  they  contributed  greatly  to 
the  toniiort  ot  the  patient  and  gave  as- 
surance against  the  depression  of  ex- 
tr«-me  litat  or  inclement  weather. 

Th  •  moining  consultation  of  the  phy- 
ulcians  In  ought  out  that  the  condition 
of  tin  I  resident  was  entirely  satisfac- 
tory an  i  as  they  came  away  from  the 
houi><*,  they  expressed  renewed  con- 
fidence in  his  recove;Ty.  It  was  stated 
that  the  official  bulletin,  which  was 
being  prepared  would  show  a  gratify- 
ing condition. 


lieve.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  physique, 
great  strength  and  the  picture  of 
health.  None  would  have  picked  him 
as  likely  to  receive  the  summons  of 
death  in  the  very  prime  of  life.  His  loss 
will  be  keenly  felt,  for  he  was  a  man 
of  admirable  personal  qualities,  cordial 
and  kindly  toward  all  and  generous  to 
a  fault.  He  was  a  plain  and  direct 
man,  vigorous  and  determined.  His 
fine  manhood  and  courage  were  fre- 
quently exhibited  during  his  career  as 
sheriff,  but  he  was  the  last  man  in  the 
world  who  would  have  admitted  it,  for 
the  modesty  which  shrinks  from  self- 
approbation  was  a  part  of  his  being. 

Paul  Sharvy  was  born  in  Lev:ing.?r, 
Norway,  fifty-three  years  ago.  He  came 
to  this  country  when  he  was  14  years 
of  age  and  located  in  Chlca,sro.  In  1S69 
he  came  to  Duluth  and  engaged  in  the 
grocery  business  for  some  time  afterward 
entering  the  employment  of  the  elevator 
system  here.  He  rose  steadily  and  when 
in  18S8  he  vva«  nominated  by  the  Republi- 
can party  of  St.  Louis  county  for  sheriff 
he  was  foreman  of  Ele\-ator  E.  He  was 
elected  to  the  office  of  sheriff  and  assumed 
the  duties  and  retired  fpora  the  office  in 
January,  1895  after  six  years  of  .ners'lce. 
During  that  time  he  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  very  best  officers  the  county  had  ever 
had.  Since  his  retirement  fronv  that  of- 
fice he  has  been  in  no  active  business. 
At  the  time  of  death  he  was  a  deputy 
United  States  marshal.  He  was  president 
of  the  Central  Gun  club  and  took  great 
interest  in  the  shoots  and  tournaments 
held  by  that  organization.  He  was  also 
an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Duluth 
Curling  club  and  at  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing was  elected  president,  but  declined  to 
serve.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
order. 

Mr.  Sharvy  was  married  in  18io.  His 
wife  and  two  children,  a  son,  Herbert  and 
daughter.  Lizzie,  survive  him.  The  laml- 
ly  residence  is  at  lf)25  East  First  street. 
His  parents  are  not  living,  but  he  ha.s  a 
brothf-r  and  two  sisters  in  Chicago.  Mrs. 
Sharvy's  mother.  Mrs!.  Caroline  Peterson, 
makes  her  home  in  Duluth.

Buffalo.  ,  ye'H.  9.— Dr.  Mciiurney,  who 
has  joined  the  physicians  in  attendance 
on  Presid.nt  McKinley.  says  that  if  the 
president  ke>  I'S  t>n  improving  the  crisis 
will  be  pass'd  on  Tuesday  and  that  in 
three  or  four  weeks'  time  he  will  be  ab»o 
to   resume   his  ordinary  duties. 

"The  president  is  nourished,"  says  Dr. 
McBurnev,  "bv  injecting  a  proper  amount 
of  whtskv,  hot  water  and  raw  egKS.  He 
Is  allowed  a  few  swallows  of  water.  He 
talks   some   and  seems  clear-headed." 

"How  long  will  it  be  before  the  crisis 
is  reached?      E)r.   McBurney   was  asked. 

"Prol.ablv  l)v  Tuesda'-  said  the  doc- 
tor "That  will  allow  a  margin  of  forty- 
tlKht  hovira.  and  by  that  time  we  ought 
to  be  able  to  tell  with  a  reasonable  de- 
irree  of  certalntv  whether  he  is  Roing  to 
recover.  Peritonitis  has  not  developed.

SOME  ALARM 

Caused   By  the    Bulletin 

Stating   Restless  I^ight 

Had  Been  Passed. 

Milburn  House,  Buffalo.  Sept.  9.— 
President  McKinley  has  gone  thiougn 
the  early  part  of  the  crisLs  without 
material  saciirtce  of  strength  or  the  ap- 
peasance  of  dangerous  symptoms. 
There  was  an  unsatisfactory  note  in 
the  first  bulletin  of  the  morning  in  ref- 
er, nee  tJ  the  restless  night  pase  1  by 
the  president.  Some  consolation  was 
diawii  Irom  the  statement  that  the 
sufferer  had  slept  fairly  well,  but  the 
general  effect  of  the  bulletin  was  to 
break  down  .some  of  the  prevailing 
optimism  and  create  fresh  anxiety  as  to 
itninediate  developments  in  the  case. 
The  circumstances  of  the  previous  dav 
had  been  favorable,  and  the  popular 
;:viitici)'ation  was  that  the  tidings  from 
tiie  Sick  room  wDuld  continue  to  be  en 
couraging.  The  bulletin  created  a  feel- 
ing of  uneasiness  that  seemed  to  be 
shared  by  all  who  read  It.  Tt  was 
known  that  the  patient  was  well  within 
the  crisis,  and  the  fear  was  created 
that  the  restlessness  was  the  forerun- 
ner of  some  of  the  dire  things  feared  as 
possible  results  of  the  wounds.  It  was 
also  pointed  out  that  it  was  one  of  the 
few  unfavorable  things  said  by  the  o'Tl- 
cial  bulletins,  and  several  distiubirg 
rumors  were  put  in  circulation.  The 
gere'-al  state  of  the  sufferer  remains 
unchanged,  however. 

A  slight  decline  in  temperature,  and 
an  inclination  of  the  pulse  and  respira- 
tion to  return  toward  normality  were 
ff.xorablo  conditions,  and  the  official 
statement  gave  an  assurance  that  no 
unfavorable  symptoms  had  .^hown 
themselves.  The  doctors  still  incline  to 
a  very  hopetui  view  of  the  ca.se,  and 
insist  that  at  present  it  does  not  pre- 
cnt  a  single  unsatisfactory  fea*^uro. 
They  pay  that  several  complications 
fraught  with  serious  consequences  in.-.y 
de(vior>,  but.  they  do  not  now  antici- 
pate that  any  of  them  will  appear.  The 
president  holds  his  own  so  far  in  the 
•.lucial  hour?. 

Tlie  moning  hours  at  the  Mr  burn 
house  v;eie  very  quiet,  few  of  the  o:-- 
cupant.s  of  the  house  were  astir  ^i'ly, 
and  save  for  sentries,  police,  newspaper 
correspondents  and  telegraphert-.  the 
street  w.i=  det-erted.  A  few  workmen, 
as  they  pased  to  their  daily  toil,  pastel 
near  tho  house  to  ask  as  to  the  ore^i- 
denfs  con  litlon.  Shortly  after  day- 
light, a  small  crowd  gathered  on  West 
Forrv  street.  The  police  nnd  military 
les'riction-s  have  b<='en  somewhat  re- 
laxed, but  the  Milburn  house  Is  still 
crjrefully  guarded  and  no  one  is  per- 
mitted to  approach  it  without  a  clial- 
louge  and  explanation. 


Milburn  House,  Bufifalo,  Sept.  9.— 
President  McKinley's  condition  this 
morning  is  so  favorable  that  it  has  dis- 
pelled almost  the  last  shade  of  doubt 
and  apprehension  and  has  led  those 
nearest  him  to  make  the  most  con- 
fident predictions  of  his  recovery.  The 
official  bulletins  from  the  physicians,  as 
well  as  the  authoritative  statements 
of  those  in  most  intimate  relation  with 
the  presidential  household  give  certain- 
ty to  the  feeling  that  the  worst  phases 
of  the  crisis  are  about  over. 

The  tone  of  the   6   a.   m.   bulletin   'n 
referring    to   the    president's    somewhat 
restless    night    gave    temporary    appre-  I 
hension.   but   this  was  speedily   dispell-  | 
ed    by    the    results    of    the    consultation  | 
held  by  the  doctors  from  8  to  9  o'clock  i 
and   officially    announced   at    the   latter  j 
hour.     This   disclosed       a     marked    im- 
provement  in    the    pulse    and    tempera- 
ture.   Aside    from     these     pathological 
features,  the  doctors  gave  the  cheering 
information,    free    from    all    technicali- 
ties of  science,  that  the  president's  con- 
dition was  becoming  more  satisfactory 
and  that  u-ntoward  complications   were 
becoming  less  likely. 

Besides  their  official  s'gned  utterances, 
the  doctors  gave  individual  opinions  in 
buoyant  and  conttdent  toiK-s.  They  made 
known,  too,  that  the  president's  mind  is 
clear,  his  mental  faculties  as  vigorous  as 
ever,  and  that  he  retained  his  cheerful, 
happy  disposition.  He  wa«  even  ready 
to  talk  with  the  doctors,  but  they  re- 
strained him  to  a  considerable  extent. 
The  positive  assurances  gove  to  the  mein- 
bers  of  the  cabinet  and  to  the  relatives 
and  dearest  friends  of  the  president  a 
feeUng  of  confidence  little  short  of  abso- 
lute certainty  that  the  president  was  now 
well    on    the   way    to    recovery.      Without  ]   "  ■    t  /t~x> 

exception,  those  who  came  from  the  house  |  Associated  Press, 
expressed  this  same  confident  view. 
Among  those  who  called  to  receive  the 
good  news  and  then  to  repeat  to  the 
many  anxious  watchers  were  Attorney 
General  Knox,  Secretary  Wilson,  Post- 
master General  Charles  Bmory  Smith, 
Senator  Hanna,  Abner  McKinley,  Myron 
T.  Herrick,  Senator  Fairbanks,  Comp- 
troller Dawes  and  many  oiherts  hohiing 
the  closest  relations  with  the  preeldent. 

Milburn  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  9.— The 
doctors  began  assembling  about  8 
o'clock  and  it  was  9:15  before  any  of 
them  came  away  from  the  Milburn 
house.  Pending  their  conferences  there 
was  au  anxious  wait.  Several  visitors 
arrived.  Including  former  Postmaster 
General  Bissell  and  Charles  P.  Sanerer. 
Mr.  Bissell  was  one  of  the  first  to 
emerge  from  the  house  after  the  doctors 
had  completed  their  consultation,  and 
in  a  brief,  general  way  he  summarized 
the  situation  by  saying  that  the  con- 
ditions were  favorable,  although  he  had 
no  details.  A  few  moments  later  Dr. 
Roswell  Parke  and  Secretary  Wilson 
came  out  together.  Dr.  Parke  answer- 
ed the  many  inquiries  with  a  cheerful 
and  very  positive  assurances  of  con- 
fidence. 

"The  situation  is  entirely  satisfac- 
tory," said  he,  "and  there  are  no 
symytoms  to  cause  alarm." 

He  was  asked  if  the  earlier  bulletin, 
referring  to  the  president's  "somewhat 
restless  night,"  warranted  any  appre- 
hension. 

"Not  in  the  least,"  he  replied.  "It 
is  entirely  natural  that  a  patient  in  the 
president's  condition  should  have  some 
periods  of  restlessness,  but  he  is  re- 
ceiving no  anaestetlcs.  He  is  fully  con- 
sciotts  at  all  times  when  he  is  awake, 
and  his  mind  is  clear." 

When  asked  if  the  president  conversed 
with  those  about  him,  the  doctor  sa'd 
the  patient  was  quite  able  to  talk  and 
did  so  as  far  as  the  physicians  permit - 


I 


ted,  although  they  were  reluctant  to 
permit  him  to  sap  any  of  his  energy  in 
this  way.  Secretary  WiLson,  who  moved 
on  down  Delaware  avenue,  while  Dr. 
Parke  was  talking  to  the  newspaper 
men,  was  overjoyed  with  the  word 
which  the  physicians  had  brought  from 
the  sick  room. 

"The  president  will  get  well,"  he  said, 
several  times.     "I  feel  It,   and  am  sure 
the  doctors  now  feel  it.    Of  course,  the 
danger  point  has  not  been  passed,  but 
the    contiriued    abs»en<>f»    of    unfayorfible 
symptoms  strengthens  our  hope.     The 
period  for  periotonltis  to  appear  is  rap- 
idly  passing  away   and  there   is   not   a 
sign    of    Intlamation.    The    promptness 
with  whloh  the  operation  was  performed 
and  the  skill  with  which  it  was  accom- 
plished are  telling  their  story.    The  tis-  j 
sues  were  sutured  so  quickly  that  they  j 
probably    began    to    heal    immediately. 
The    president's    good   health    and    the 
long   life   of  careful   living   behind   him.  j 
are  in  his  favor,  but  above  all  his  in-  i 
dominaltable  and  fine  courage  are  the 
factors    counted        upon    to    pull      him  i 
through.    He  has  made  up  his  mind  to 
live,  and  live  he  will.    The  rise  in  his 
temperature  during  the  night  was  some- 
what disturbing,  but  his  febril  condition 
this   morning   and    our    hopes   continue 
in    the    ascendent.    The    fact    that    his 
slumber  during  the   night   was   restless 
Is  not  to  be  wondered  at.     All  the  con- 
ditions   under    which    he    Is    living    are 
abnormal.     The  water  and  liquid  nour- 
ishment which  he  is  receiving  are  being 
added  hypodermlcally,      and     this  fact 
alone   would    account  for   his   restless- 
ness." 

Dr.  Herman  Mynter  came  from  the 
Miiburn  house  at  9:30.  He  said  to  the 
"Everything  is  satis- 
factory. Every  hour  that  passes  with 
no  decidedly-  unfavorable  results  is  en- 
couragaing  and  indtcativ|  of  final  re- 
covery." 

Dr.  Eugene  Wasdin.  another  of  the 
consulting  staff,  emerged  from  the 
house  a  few  minutes  later.     He  said: 

"There  are  no  distiesslng  symptoms. 
The  restlessness  of  the  patient  durim? 
the  night  is  not  serous  and  is  to  be  ex- 
pected when  it  Is  understood  that  he 
slept  during  the  day  yesterday." 

Abner  McKinley,  brother  of  the  presi- 
dent, arrived  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Mil- 
burn  at  10:05  and  was  immediately  ad- 
mitted. 

Senator  Fairbanks  and  Comptroller 
of  the  CurrencyDawes  came  up  from  the 
house  together  and  their  smiling  face.s 
indicated  the  satisfaction  prevailing 
among  those  nearest  the|  president. 

"Splendid.  Splenilid,"  I  said  Senator 
Fairbanks,  referring  to  the  doctors'  last 
report.  Then  Abner  McKinley  arrived 
and  there  was  an  Interesting  group  on 
the  lawn,  with  the  tali  figure  of  Senator 
Fairbanks  In  the  center',  and  Messrs. 
McKinley  and  Dawes  on  either  side. 
The  good  news  from  the  pick  room  was 
iiiiparted  to  the  presidents  brother  and 
the  latter's  friends,  and'  all  joined  in 
heartfelt  expressions  of  felief.  Intense 
anxiety  had  been  felt  over  the  outcome 
of  the  morning  conference,  and  the  re- 
suit  lifted  a  great  load  of  apprehension 
from  those  nearest  and  dearest  to  the 
president,  giving  them  greater  courage 
than  had  been  felt  at  anlr  time  before. 

When  Abner  McKinlej^  came  from  the 
house  at  10:45  he  repeated  the  expres- 
sions of  the  confidence  given  by  thos» 
who  Pad  preceded  lilm,  but  added  no 
new  details  to  the  situation 

Senator  Hanna  drove  up  as  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinley left.  The  seuat'ir  seemed  to  bo 
In  a  happy  frame  of  min4.  as  the  satis- 
factory bulletin  hud  ?  Itpady  reached 
him.    When   a  nupirtjer  OT  photograph- 


era  leveled  their  cameras  at  him,  he 
smilingly  asked:  "How  many  times  a 
day  do  you  fellows  expect  to  do  that 
to  nt"' 

A  friend  of  the  senator,  who  ac- 
companied him,  added  the  jocular  com- 
ment: "Instead  of  the  camera,  you 
had  better  put  the  X-rays  on  the  sen- 
ator." 

The  passing  remarks  reflected  the 
happy  state  of  feeling  which  prevailed 
among   those   near   the   president. 

Twelve  o'clock,  1  o'clock  and  2  o'clock 
came  and  went  and  the  absence  of  an 
official  bulletin  began  to  cause  some 
comment,  which,  however,  was  tem- 
pered, if  inclined  to  be  pesslmlstiii^  by 
the  fact  that  the  physicians  had  not 
been   summoned   to  come  back   to   the

Secretary  Feels  There  Is

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Ailes,  from 
Secretary  Gage,  over  the  long  distance 
telephone.  The  secretary  said  the  latest 
report  of  the  physicians  was  eminently 
satisfactory  and  that  the  president 
would  get  well.  Secretary  Gage  ex- 
pects to  return  to  Washignton  in  a  day 
or  two,  and  will  be  followed  at  inter- 
vals by  other  members  of  the  cabinet. 
It  Is  not  expected  that  any  of  them, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  Secre- 
tary Hay,  will  remain  In  Buffalo  for 
any  length  of  time. 


Roswell  Parke, 
one  of  the  physician.'?  in  attendance  on 
the  president,  was  busy  in  the  operating 
room  of  the  general  hospital  In  this 
city,  when  a  reporter  called  to  ask 
him  some  particulars  regarding  the 
president's  condition. in  addition  to  the 
meagre  statements  sent  out  In  the  bul- 
letins from  the  bedside.  Dr.  Parke  was 
adverse  to  any  public  discussion,  but 
he  finally  consented  to  add  his  individ- 
ual testimony  to  th(  hopeful  character 
of  the  combined  statement  of  the  physi- 
cians in  the  following  words: 

"If  In  such  cases  (cases  analogous  to 
that  of  the  president)  the  patient  is  in 
good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  third 
day  the  attendants  are  justified  in  re- 
garding it  as  having  passed  a  most 
critical  period.  If  now  the  public 
chooses  to  apply  that  statement  to 
the  particular  case  of  the  president,  it 
probably  would  make  no  mistake.  We 
have  seen  nothing  tc.  justify  any  alarm- 
ing rumors  and  1  don't  know  how  they 
should  have  obtaine<l  circulation. 

"Yesterday  the  president  slept  like  a 
child  and  this  morn  ng  was  as  cheerful 
as  could  be  desired  and  as  communica- 
tive as  the  attendi.nts  permitted  him 
to  be.  We  cannot  allow  him  to  talk 
yet  to  permit  him  to  tire  himself  In  any 
way.  Mrs.  McKinley  is  the  only  person, 
other  than  the  professional  attendants 
in  the  case,  who  is  allowed  to  see  the 
president."  ,     . 

"Is  it  true,"  the  doctor  was  asked, 
"that  the  physlda  is  expect  to  make 
public  a  statement  giving  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  operation  and  other  data  re- 
garding the  case?" 

"Perhaps,"  Dr.  Parke  answered.  In 
due  time,  as  soon  a;;  circumstances  will 
permit,  a  detailed  report  probably  will 
appear  In  a  medics  I  journal,  but  don't 
you  think  it  is  ruther  early  to  talk 
about  that?" 

Dr.  Parke's  manner  throughout  the 
interview  Indicated  that  his  impres- 
sion of  the  prospects  of  the  president's 
case  based  upon  the  conditions  as  they 
now  exist,   was   hopeful. 

All  of  the  physicians  agree  that  one 
of  the  most  encouraging  features  of 
the  case  is  that.  In  fiddltion  to  the  w  ater 
injection,  there  ha?  been  a  little  milk 
and  egg  nourlshnent  given  the  pa- 
tient and  that  there  has  been  no  ill  ef- 
fect from  it.

McKinley  was  admitted  to  the  sick 
room  this  morning  and  had  a  brief  stay 
with  her  aflilcted  husband.  The  veil 
of  domestic  privacy  Is,  of  course, 
thrown  over  the  details  of  the  meeting 
and  any  accounts  of  it  are  necessarily 
suppositions.  Mrs.  McKinley  bore  up 
well  and  displayed  the  same  fortitude 
which  has  characterized  her,  as  well  a« 
the  president,  since  the  tragic  event 
occurred.  Although  there  have  been 
statements  that  Mrs.  McKinley  has  not 
been  apprised  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  president  was  injured,  it  can  be 
stated  positively,  that  she  is  fully 
aware  that  he  was  shot,  although  it 
has  not  been  necessary  to  dwell  on  the 
harrowing  details  of  the  affair.

A  head-end  collision  occured  about  2 
o'clock  yesterday  morning  between 
two  freight  trains  on  the  Fosston 
branch  of  the  Eastern  Minnesota  road, 
about  three  miles  this  side  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Minn.  An  east  bound  train 
loaded  with  wheat  from  the  Dakota 
wheat  districts  met  a  train  of  emotles 
going  west.

Philadelphia    at    New    York 
After  Two  Years. 

New  York.  Sept.  9.— The  American  liner 
Phlladelphi;^  forijierly  the  Paris,  arrived 
Saturday  after  an  ab.sence  of  more  than 
two  years,  t  It  was  on  its  way  to  this 
port  from  Cherbourg  when  it  went  on  the 
Manacles  in  May.  1899.  It  brought  546 
cuuin  and  336  steerage  passengers.  The 
practically  new  ship  made  a  fine  trip 
from  the  Needles  off  Southampton  in  six 
days,  sixteen  hours  and  forty  minutes, 
at  an  average  speed  of  18.95  knots  an 
hour.

To     Come    and     Guests 

at  Wedding  Are 

Dismissed. 

Aurora,  111.,  Sept.  9.— On  Thursday 
evening,  Sept.  5,  Miss  Vide  De  Guodard, 
clad  in  her  wedding  finery,  sat  in  her 
home  on  South  Broadway,  in  this  city, 
and  waited  in  van  for  the  expected 
bridegroom,  Veramus  Clark  Vanetten. 
The  guests  had  assembled  at  the  Park 
Place  Baptist  church,  where  the  cere- 
mony was  to  occur,  which  had  been 
decorated  with  all  the  art  of  the  flor- 
ist. Neither  bride  nor  bridegroom  put 
in  an  appearance.  Kev.  W'.  Langdon 
Sanders,  who  was  to  have  performed 
the  ceremony,  quietly  informed  the 
guests  that  for  reasons  too  painful  to 
relate  the  wedding  would  not  take 
place.  The  aflfair  seems  to  be  a  great 
mystery  and  when  the  truth  of  the 
cause  of  the  postponement  of  the  wed- 
ding is  known  it  will  prove  a  story 
more  romantic  and  mysterious  than  the 
tale  of  "Monte  Cristo." 

Thus  spoke  one  of  the  parties  inter- 
ested in  the  ca.se  this  morning.

Roosevelt    Will     Not   Be 

President  While  Mc- 

Kinley  Lives. 


Members  of  Cabinet  De- 
cide to  Delay   the 
Succession. 


Precedent  and  Its  Effect 

In    Future    the 

Reason. 


Washington,  Sept.  9.— Vice  President 
Rocsevelt  will  not  become  acting  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  while  Presi- 
dent McKinley  lives.  This  is  known  to 
be  the  decision  of  the  entire  cabinet, 
which,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
memljers,  is  now  assembled  in  Buffalo 
awaiting  the  issue  of  the  president's  in- 
juries. 

Tlie  constitution  provides  that  'in  case 
of  the  removal  of  the  president  from 
official  position,  or  of  his  d<^ath,  resig- 
nation or  inability  to  discharge  the 
powers  and  duties  of  said  office,  the 
same  shall  devolve  upon  the  vice  presi- 
dent." 

A  question  has  arisen  wheth'?r,  if 
Prf  sident  McKinley  should  survive:  his 
wounds  for  a  long  period,  during  which 
he  would  be  physically  incapacitated 
for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
high  office,  N'ice  President  Roosevelt, 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  the  con- 
stitution, should  not  become  acting 
president. 

The  two  most  eminent  lawyers  'n  the 
cabinet.  Attorney  General  Knox  and 
Secretary  of  War  Root,  agreed  that  it 
would  be  establishing  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent to  admit  the  right  of  th?  vice 
president  to  assume  the  powers  and 
duties  of  chief  executive  under  existing 
circumstances.  Then.  Xoo,  the  prece- 
dents are  all  against  the  contention 
that  Col.  Roosevelt  becomes  acting 
president  by  jea.''on  of  the  fact  that 
Mr.  McKinley  is  hovering  between  life 
and  death. 

When  President  Garfield  was  shot  by 
Guiteau  Vice  President  Arthur  made 
no  effort  to  usurp  his  powers  and  was, 
throughout  the  long  period  of  the 
presidents  Illness  and  until  his  death, 
only  a  vice  president.  After  Garfield's 
death  he  took  up  the  reins  of  control. 
There  were  days  and  weeks  during  the 
two  months  that  President  Garfield 
spent  at  Elberon  when  he  was  only 
half  conscious. 

Thus  far  President  McKinley  appears 
to  be  wholly  conscious  of  all  that  is 
happeneing  around  him.  The  decision 
of  the  cabinet,  however,  is  not  based 
upon  the  status  of  the  president's  con- 
dition, but  upon  the  broad  principle 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  invite  the 
temporary  succession  and  thus  create 
a  precedent  which  might  lead  to  future 
peril.  It  is  known  that  the  cabinet  has 
reached  its  decision  without  regard  to 
the  individual  feelings  of  its  members 
toward  Col.  Roosevelt.  They  a.'<.«ume 
that  the  questions  Involved  are  too  far- 
reaching  and  important  to  be  con- 
sJdeied  in  connection  with  the  person- 
ality   of   an    individual. 

This  explanation  of  the  attitude  of 
the  cabinet,  given  by  a  high  govern- 
ment official  and  personal  friend  of 
President  McKinley,  sets  fortii  the 
reasons  of  the  cabinet  for  sidetracking 
Col.  Roosevelt  very  clearly: 

'"The  cabinet  has  no  feeling  for  or 
against  Col.  Roosevelt  in  the  premises. 
His  personality  does  not  enter  into  the 
questions  involved.  Indeed  every 
member  of  the  cabinet  regards  Col. 
Roosevelt  as  a  high-minded,  diplo- 
matic American  gentleman.  trust- 
worthy in  any  station  or  position  to 
which  the  American  people  might  ele- 
vate him.  The  cabinet,  however,  haa 
to  consider  the   future. 

"If  in  the  future  there  should  be  a 
vice  president  with  a  disposition  to 
enter  upon  intrigue  and  a  cabinet  com- 
posed of  men  disposed  10  favor  the  vice 
president's  intrigue  serious  complica- 
tions could  easily  arise  if  the  president 
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"It  is  the  opinion  of  the  cabinet  that 
the  president  himself  shall  be  the  judge 
of  his  ability  to  pe-form  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  until  he  decides  the 
question  he  shall  continue  to  be  presi- 
dent in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  We 
believe  that  Col.  Roosevelt  will  grace- 
fully yield  to  this  view  of  the  meaning 
of  the  constitution." 

The  length  of  th(  stay  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  cabinet  in  Buffalo  will  de- 
pend upon  whether  or  not  the  president 
shows  early  signs  of  improvejnent  or 
tlie  reverse.  So  long  as  there  is  danger 
that  death  will  be  the  issue  of  his  in- 
juries the  cal)inet  w;ll  remain  at  Buffalo 
prepared  to  meet  every  emergency  that 
may  arise.  The  m-mbers  will  act  in 
unison  in  dealing  with  all  public  ques- 
tiono  that  are  brought  to  their  atten- 
tion. 

Tlie  possibility  of  A'ice  President  Roose- 
velt succeeding  to  tilt-  presidency  ni  the 
event  of  Mr.  McKinl'-y  s  death  is  sUll  en- 
gaging the  atlerition  of  Republican  posi- 
ticians  and  is  causing  them  a  vast  deal 
of  worry  and  concern.  Col.  Roosevelt's 
liking  for  the  sti-entous  life  and  his  ca- 
pabilities as  a  troulj  e  maker  are  so  well 
known  that  every  ofliceiiolder  in  Wasli- 
iiiglon  who  is  subjec.  to  removal  regards 
his  comina:  to  ihe  White  House  as  an  al- 
most certain  jirelude  to  a  shakuig  up  in 
the  departments  and  elsewhere  such  as 
the  country  has  not  seen  since  the  tiays 
when  the  spoils  system  was  in  full  swing. 

ll  is  realized  that  the  whole  fabric  of  the 
McKinley  admijiistra  tion  is  made  up  of 
nitn  wlio  earned  the  gratitude  of  the 
president  or  his  poltical  advisers.  They 
are  largely  men  selet  ted  by  Senator  Han- 
na.  Col.  Roosevelt  knows  ihis.  He  has  no 
affeotion  for  Hanna  oecause  of  the  eava- 
lier  treatment  lie  received  at  the  hands  ot 
the  Ohio  si.-nator,  not  only  at  the  l-'hil- 
adelphia  convention  last  summtr,  but 
previously  on  all  occasions  when  the  pos- 
sibility of  his  becon-Jng  a  eandidate  for 
vice  i)re.sident  was  broached.  It  is  uni- 
versally conceded  thtt  the  advent  of  Col. 
Rooseveli  to  the  VVhi  .e  House  would  mark 
the  downfall  of  Senator  Hanna  as  a  na- 
tional  boss  of   the  liin>ublican  party. 

Hanna  would  not  rnire  voluntarily,  say 
the  politicians;  Roosevelt  wouiil  force 
his  retirement.  Othei-  bosses  whose  pow- 
er and  influence  have  been  gained 
through  friendship  for  the  president 
would  suffer  etjually  with  Hanna.  Tlicre 
would  be  a  wholesale  realignmenl  in  ine 
ranks  of  the  party  leaders  and  in  congress 
as  well.  Memneis  of  ;he  senate  and  house 
who  are  powerful  because  of  their  sup- 
posed intimacy  at  tht  White  House  would 
have  to  submit  to  b-ing  forced  into  the 
background,  because  Co!.  Roosevelt  would 
shower  his  favors  ujxjn  other  men,  who 
would  naturally  profit  by  Ijecoming  lead- 
ers   on    iheir    own    account. 

Col.  Roosevelt's  career  from  the  time 
he  first  appeared  in  public  life  is  beiiis 
closely  analyzed.  Especially  is  his  record 
as  governor  of  the  stite  of  New  York  Ix-- 
ing  submitted  to  per:iistent  and  thosough 
scrutiny  for  the  puri>ose  of  determinuig 
what  sort  of  a  president  he  is  likely  to 
make.  The  opinion  ol  men  at  the  present 
time  is  that  he  lack-;  disunity  and  in  no 
manner  compares  to  President  Mclvinlei' 
as  a  student  of  public  opinion.

Reached  In  Strike  Situa« 
tion  at  McKeesport. 

Strikers  Would  Not  Allow 
Men  to  Enter  Mills. 


Plitsburff,  Sept.  9.— The  strike  situa- 
tion in  McK  •esport  reached  an  acute 
Itage  this  morning  and  serious  trouble 
lias  feared  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of 
the  striking  tube  workers  to  prevont 
mt-n  from  returning  to  work  as  they 
Aid  Saturday.  The  effort  was  almost 
perfectly  successful  and  where  last 
week  from  800  to  100  men  Avent  back 
Into  the  mill,  not  more  than  a  dozen 
»vtM-f  able  this  morning  to  elude  the 
muliitude  of  pickets  and  get  back, 
rht  re  was  greater  excitement  in  Mc- 
Kt  siiort  this  morning  as  a  result  of 
the  strikers"  action,  than  at  any  time 
yet.  Something  over  2000  strikers  con- 
gregated about  the  great  plant  of  the 
National  Tube  company  shortly  after 
mi  Inight  and  remained  there  until  this 
rti'irninif,  when  the  employes  who  went 
to  work  last  week  reported  for  duty 
Bt  7  o'clock  this  morning.  Every  ap- 
proach to  the  mill  was  guarded  most 
vigilantly  and  around  the  main  en- 
Irnnce  more  than  600  strikers  were 
Cr^iwded.  and  as  men  approached  to  go 
to  work  thew  were  met  and  turned 
back.  Almost  all  of  the  great  force 
who  returned  last  week  reported  for 
duty  again  and  there  were  many  more 
vho  were  willing  to  go  back  but  these 
were  met  by  the  pickets  as  they  ad- 
vanced near  the  mill  and  forced  to  re- 
turn home.  No  over  a  dozen  escaped 
the  vigilance  of  the  pickets  and  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  into  the  mill.  About 
fifty  police  were  on  duty  about  the 
mill,  but  no  arrests  were  made.  As  a 
result  of  the  disturbances  this  morning, 
the  big  tube  mill  Is  idle  and  complete- 
ly tied  up.  Just  what  the  National 
Tube  company  will  do  now  Is  a  mat- 
ter of  conjecture.  It  Is  l)elleved  by 
many  that  an  attempt  will  be  made  to 
start  the  mill  with  imported  men  and 
that  an  appeal  will  be  made  to  Sher'ft 
JdcKinley  for  protection. 

At  the  meetings  of  lodges  of  the  fed- 
ieration  of  labor  in  McKeesport  yester- 
dav  the  question  of  returning  to  work 
In  the  tube  mill  was  voted  on.  The 
butt  welders  voted  to  return,  but  were 
prevented  from  doing  so  this  morn- 
ing by  the  .strikers  who  gathered  about 
the  mill.  The  employes  of  the  rolling 
Jnill  of  the  National  Tube  company 
yoted  to  a  man  not  to  return. 
I    At    Deramler    a    crowd    of    fully     800

strikers  gathered  about  the  plant,  and 
while  they  were  orderly,  they  refused 
to  obey  the  orders  of  the  fifty  deputy 
sheriffs  on  guard.  Fewer  workmen  re- 
ported from  McKeesport  than  last  week, 
though  more  men  came  by  boat  from 
Duquense. 

The  air  of  mystery  surrounding  the 
Amalgamated  head^iuarters  during  last 
week's  conference  of  the  general  execu- 
tive board  still  pervaded  the  rooms  today. 
The  members  of  the  board  were  again 
on  hand  early,  but  all  efforts  to  secure 
information  as  to  the  subjects  under  dis- 
cussion, or  to  get  an  expression  from 
any  of  them,  were  futile.  Pre.-5id<'nc 
Shaffer  "had  nothing  to  s-ay"  to  all  In- 
terroiratories. 

The  continued  session  of  the  executive 
beard  is  regarded  as  a  hopeful  sign.  It 
is  now  felt  that  the  strikers  will  accept 
any  honorable  terms  made  by  the  steel 
people,  and  a  visit  of  the  Amalga.mated 
officials  to  New  York  at  any  time  to  deal 
directly  with  President  Schwab  is  not 
Improbable. 

The  situation  at  McKeesport  Is  looked 
upon  with  apprehension,  and  an  outbreak 
is  feared  at  any  moment.  Locally  there 
is  no  change.  All  the  mills  started  by  the 
combine  are  running.  The  strikers  are 
not  interfering  with  the  workmen,  and 
everything  is  ijuiet.  The  crucial  test  In 
the  strike  will  come  when  the  ste«l  com- 
pany starts  in  earnest  to  open  Its  closed 
mills.  This,  it  is  said,  will  be  done  In  a 
few  days,  and  the  combine  officials  claim 
that  when  the  strikers  realize  how  many 
of  the  old  men  are  at  work  they  will 
tumble  over  one  another  to  get  back  to 
their  old  places. 


Milwaukee.  Sept.  9.— Thirty-five 
Amalgamated  a.ssoclation  men  returned 
to  work  at  the  plant  of  the  Illinois  Steel 
company  in  Bay  View  today.  Many 
others  are  uneasy  and  are  expected  to 
return  in  a  few  days.  It  is  said  that 
three  out  of  six  of  the  company's  mills, 
the  top  and  bottom,  twelve-inch  and 
rail  mill,   were  started  this  morning. 

There  was  no  trouble  whatever.  Many 
of  the  radicals,  or  those  who  bolted  at 
the  meeting  yesterday,  acted  as  pickets 
today,  taking  the  names  of  all  those 
who  went  to  work.  The  mechanical  de- 
partment is  said  to  be  working  almost 
fully.  It  is  said  the  Amalgamated  men 
who  returned  to  work  today  will  work 
a  12-hour  shift  until  more  men  are  se- 
cured. Among  those  who  passed 
through  the  gates  to  report  for  duty 
were  J.  !>.  Hickey  and  J.  F.  Cooper,  the 
two  men  who  went  to  Pittsburg  ten 
days  ago  to  learn  the  real  facts  m  re- 
gard to  the  big  strike,  and  who^e  re- 
port created  a  sensation  throughout  the 
country.

Burton  Bellinger  Is  Ar- 

raigned  In   Court  on 

Forgery  Charge. 


Enters  Plea  of  Guilty  and 

Will  Be  Sentenced 

Later. 


Ten   Years  Is   the   Limit 

of  Sentence  Possible 

For  Him. 


Burton  Bellinger  resumed  the  center 
of  the  stage  this  morning  in  district 
court  long  enough  to  enter  a  plea  of 
guilty  to  a  charge  of  forgery  in  the 
second  degree.  In  a  few  days  more 
he  will  make  positively  his  last  appear- 
ance previous  to  a  long  retirement,  on 
which  occasion  he  will  receive  from 
Judge  Dlbell  his  sentence  for  the  crime 
to  which  he  pleaded  guilty  thin  morn 
ing. 

Since  Bellinger's  recovery  from  h?s 
spell  of  insanity,  or  what  he  intended 
to  be  insantity  and  which  the,  doctors 
said  was  not  like  any  brand  of  insanity 
with  which  they  were  acquainted,  Bel- 
linger has  been  a  quiet  occupant  of  a 
cell  in  the  county  jail.  He  has  given 
no  particular  trouble  to  the  jail  author- 
ities, and  he  has  shown  no  disposition 
to  relapse  Into  his  semblance  of  idiocy. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  when  Bel- 
linger was  caught  and  brought  back  to 
Duluth  it  was  his  announced  intention 
to  plead  guilty  and  take  his  medicine, 
and  he  showed  a  desire  to  get  his  sen- 
tence as  early  as  possible.  In  order 
that  he  might  be  serving  it  at  once,  and 
have  it  over,  that  he  might  start  life 
anew.  His  belief  seemed  to  be  then 
that  he  would  get  a  year  or  two  at 
the  most.  In  some  way  he  began  to 
appreciate  that  his  position  was 
probably  worse  than  that,  and  when  he 
was  arraigned  he  created  some  surprise 
by  pleading  not  guilty.  Then  he  was 
led  back  to  jail,  and  that  evening  he 
began  his  insanity  demonstration,  start- 
ing out  with  an  Imitation  of  what  the 
doctors  call  acute  mania,  and  after 
keeping  that  up  for  a  few  days,  sub- 
siding into  dementia  or  idiocy.  He  had 
an  examination  in  court  on  the  ques- 
tion of  his  sanity,  and  thougn  he  stuck 
to  it  very  well  four  doctors  all  said  he 
was  shamming,  and  the  court  remand- 
ed  him   for   trial. 

No  trial  will  be  necessary,  however, 
because  he  came  up  this  morning, 
looking  about  the  same  as  usual,  and 
entered  a  plea  of  guilty  to  one  of  the 
two  charges  of  forgery  that  stand 
against  him.  No  plea  was  entered  up- 
on the  other  charge,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  when  he  is  sentenced  upon 
the  one  and  starts  serving  his  sen- 
tence ,the  other  will  be  dismissed. 

No  definite  time  has  been  fixed  for 
sentencing  him,  but  it  will  probably  be 
done  within  a  few  days.  The  case 
came  before  Judge  Dibell.  who  will  ad- 
minister the  sentence.  It  can  be  as 
much  as  ten  years. 

Michael  Flaherty,  who  was  indicted 
by  the  g:and  jury  now  sitting  for  grand 
larceny  in  the  secon  ddegree,  and  who 
when  first  ai  raigned.  peladed  not  guilty, 
this  morning  withdrew  his  first  plea 
and   entered  a  plea  of  guilty. 

The  grand  jury,  which  adjourned 
from  Friday  afternoon  to  this  after- 
noon, resumed  its  sessions  at  2  o'clock 
this  afternoon.  It  will  be  sitting  a  day 
or    two    longer.

Several  of  tlio  pri- 
soners have  admitted  acquaintance 
with  the  would-be  assassin,  Czolgosz, 
and  the  police  are  working  on  the  the- 
ory that  the  president's  assailant  was 
Inspired  to  do  the  deed  by  the  teach- 
ings he  received  while  here  last  July.

Buffalo,  Sept.  9. — Acting  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  Hackett  has  been  pressing 
Attorney  General  Knox,  both  by  wire 
and  letter,  to  appoint  one  of  the  a.ssist- 
ant  attorney  geiieral  to  assist 
Capt.  Lemley,  the  judge  ad- 
vocate of  the  Schley  court  of 
inquiry  in  the  conduct  of  the  cas  be- 
fore the  court.  The  attorney  general, 
however,  has  declined  to  take  a  step 
which  he  believes  would  look  like  the 
government  prosecution  of  the  officer 
under  investigation.

It 
is  an  inquiry  undei  the  navy  depart- 
ment, made  at  the  request  of  Ad.niral 
Schley  and  the  goveinment  has  nothing 
to  do  with  It.  The  presid*'nt,  himself, 
recommended  Admi-al  Schley  for  pro- 
motion, and  now  foi  the  department  of 
justice  to  detail  an  officer  under  It  to 
assist  in  the  conduc:  of  the  case  would 
inevitably  be  construed  as  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  adndnistration  to  con- 
vict Admiral  Schley.

Policy  to   Scatter   Them 

Will     Be    Made 

Aggressive. 

Washington,  Sept.  9.— Secretary  Gage 
has  sent  an  emphatii'  order  to  the  trea- 
suiy  depariment  that  ail  anarchicts  iij  the 
I'niied  States  are  to  Ik?  located  as  soon  as 
possible.  Assistant  Secretary  Ailes  trans- 
mitted the  order  to  the  acting  chief  oi  tbe 
Secret  service  departmeiU,  and  it  io  fair 
to  assume  that  these  instructions  are  now 
being  carried  out. 

The  secret  service  department  is  one 
of  the  branches  of  the  government  about 
which  very  little  IS  known  puijlicly.  Just 
how  competent  In  point  of  number  the 
service  is  to  deal  with  the  matter  is  not 
known.  Chief  W  ukie  is  now  away  in  Wis- 
consin, Ijut  will  return  tomorrow.  It  is 
reported  tliai  he  is  authuiized  to  add 
many  men  to  his  force. 

One  of  the  treasury  oflicials,  in  discuss- 
in"  the  anarchists,  said  that  this  govern- 
ment fiave  the  mrater  tjuite  a  bit  of  ailen- 
tion  :#  the  time  of  the  assassination  of 
King  iiumbert.  They  located  groups  of  an- 
archists in  unexpected  jilaces.  They  were 
found  in  Mobile,  New  Orleans,  in  ouiie 
lijile  towns  of  the  Middle  West,  and  or- 
ganizations in  Kastern  cities  where  they 
had  never  been  heard  of.  These  ivere 
found  i-o  be  not  specially  active,  and  utter 
a  little  detective  work  the  matter  was 
dropped.  This  official  said  that  the  depart- 
ment might  or  might  not  h»ive  a  suspi- 
cion that  the  shooting  was  the  result  of 
a  plot.  That  would  hake  no  difference  with 
the  character  of  the  work. 

The  ilrst  thing  was  to  locate  all  anar- 
chists. Then  th.«%  touid  'oe  dealt  wltn 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  discovery. 
The  best  information  obtainable  is  to  tl^e 
effect  that  the  department  does  not  be- 
lieve a  iilot  existed,  and  that  Czolgosz 
acted  as  an  imlividual.  The  policy  of  the 
secret  service  depariment  heretofore  has 
been  to  employ  no  violent  repressive 
measures.  It  is  held  by  the  officers  of  the 
government  that  when  the  law  lays  its 
hand  on  an  anarchist,  two  new  •;nes  spring 
up  to  tight  his  battle.  What  ihe  gov- 
ernment objects  to  is  an  anarchistic  nest. 
These  assassins  are  bred.  Paterson's  group 
of  anarchists  do  great  national  harm. 
But  if  all  the  Pateraon  anarchists  were 
scattered  they  would  be  only  a  lot  of  in- 
dividual nuisances,  without  power  of 
damage.  When  a  bad  anarchist  lives  in 
a  fairly  decent  social  atmosphere  he  be- 
comes "harmless  in  spite  of  himself.  It  is 
when  llie  nasty  nest  fosters  In  the  dark 
that  the  anarchists  come  forth. 

"The  policy  to  scalter  tliem  will  be  now 
made  aggressive.  The  government  will 
not  be  conspicuous.  There  will  be  no  out- 
ward persecution  to  advertise  the  repres- 
sion which  will  go  on.  The  anarchists  will 
lose  their  employment.  The  local  police 
will  keep  them  on  the  go.  They  will  be 
"pan  handed"  away  from  nests  of  anar-

This  wjirniiig  wus  sent  to  him 
whiie  lu-  was  in  San  l'ian..isco  by  Gustave 
Meyer,  a  boy,  who  I  ves  at  No.  1(»1  Wasn- 
ington  street,  Hoboken.  Ac  ihe  time  Pres- 
ident M(Kin:ey  was  watching  eagerly 
over  the  bedside  of  Mrs.  Mcivinley,  whose 
life  was  despaired  of  by  the  attending 
physicians. 

Young  Meyer  had  predicted  the  election 
of  President  McKinie.v,  i->nd  when  hf  was 
elected  he  remembered  the  t)redlction  of 
the  Hoboken  hoy  ;'.!:d  wrc.r'i  i'.i::!  a  letter 
.-.f  Thanks.  Mivr:  M;.<^.  3.i;-Kinle:.-  was 
I  taken  ill  on  the  \V«.-i.::n  trip  and  was 
thought  to  be  dvlns  yoiiUfc  Meyer  wired 
tlie  pre;-ident  at  San  Francisco  as  follow.s: 

"Your  wife  will  live  another  year— until 
about  next  February  or  March— but  be 
careful  of  yourself.  You  will  be  shot  or 
slabbed  during  the  month  of  June  or 
else  In   Septemer." 

The  young  astrologer  was  flrftUy  con- 
vinced that  there  would  be  an  atteuipt 
made  to  take  the  yrei'deiit's  life  during 
the  month  of  June,  iiut  he  said  that  it 
mighi  l>e  delayed  i;ntil  tne  autumn.

State  Inspector  of   High 
Schools   Makes   An- 
nual Repprt. 

St.  Paul.  Sept.  9.— George  3.  Alton,  state 
inspector  of  high  schpol^,  In  his  annual 
report,  outlines  a  commercial  course  in 
high  schools,  authorised  by  recent  legis- 
lative action.  Hi.s.  course  covers  four 
years,  for  which  a  diploma  is  to  be 
awarded.  English  is  made  a  study 
throughout  the  four  y».'ars,  and  Mr.  Alton 
t  mphaslzes  the  Importance  of  penman- 
ship and  spelling.  The  purely  technical 
branches  are  correstTondence,  business 
forms,  bookkefping.  typt- v.riting  and 
stenography.  Allied  studies  are  commer- 
cial arithmetic,  lommeroial  geographv, 
commercial  law  and  study-  of  commerce. 
Algebra  and  geometry  comprise  the  high- 
mathematics  and  phy.sioUtgy  or  zoology 
and  chemistry  or  physics'  the  sciences. 
The  course  contains  'besidt^  Knglish  and 
American  history,  civics,  political  econ- 
omy and  mechanical  drawing. 

Inspector  Alton  {;ivt»'  considerable 
prominence  to  the  importance  of  the  jan- 
itor. "He  should  V>e  a  man  of  character," 
says  the  inspector,  "one  whose  Influence 
over  the  children  is  kindly  and  just," 
and  he  should  take  pride  in  keeping  the 
schoolhouse  clean,  "ihe  mothers  who 
send  children  to  school  with  fresh  clean 
clothes  and  receive  them  with  grimy 
han(ls  and  soiled  dn-ssts,  should  insist 
that  the  .school  In-  kei)t  more  like  the 
home."  "A  dirty,  dislig\ired  schoolhouse 
is  the  beginning  of  disrespect  for  things 
juiblic." 

The  inspector  believes  in  the  high 
school.     He  says: 

"Local  sentiment  is  almost  unanimous 
for  the  maintenance  of  high  schools. 
While  an  intelligent  inildic  polity  must 
always  be  in  favor  of  Jiljeral  sui>port  for 
normal  schools  and  for  a  statt^  imivers- 
ily,  1  am  free  to  assert  that  state  aid  to 
high  schools  ranks  next  to  aid  for  rural 
schools  as  an  efficient  means  of  bringing 
education    home   to    the   people. 

"So   far   as   1   can   collect   information. 


salaries  in  Minnesota  are  compar:<tiv<'!y 
moderate  and  1  am  safe  in  s.iyiug  thai  i>i 
proportion  to  their  enrollment,  and  in 
proportion  to  the  volumt-  of  work  accom- 
pllsheil,  our  high  schools  are  the  cheap- 
est .'schools,  cost  tin  least  money,  o.  any 
schools  of  their  class  on  the  face  of  the 
globe." 

The  increase  of  state  aid  to  $1000  has 
caused  a  general  improvement  in  facili- 
ties and  instruction.  --any  new  build- 
ing's were  erected.  Aitnin  built  a  $30,'Xf^; 
school.  Blue  Earth  replaced  two  old 
structures  with  a  new^  one  and  Owatonna 
made  extensive  additions. 

Among  the  studies  taught  in  the  high 
schools  the  grnatest  gain  in  students  is 
shown  in  rhetoric.  Th'^  Knglish  classics 
hH\e  increased  in  use  to  such  an  extent, 
the  report  says,  that  nt-.^.r;:-  i-verv  stud- 
ent in  the  high  school  system  is  studying 
some  English  classic  daily.  Latin  is  now 
taught  in  all  of  il'...-  scm-ols  and  sbows  a 
gain.  German  gained  and  »lri-eek  is  taught 
in  l>\U  twelve  scho(«i:».  .vlanuai  training 
was  Introduced  in  r->  new  schools.  Frt-e- 
hand  drawing  lost  If  students  and  me- 
chanl<-al  drawing  was  aboii.shed  in  two 
schools.  ,  The  system  of  optional  studies, 
the  inspector  thinks.  lUis  not  resulted,  as 
feared,  in  avoiding  hard  subjects  for  eas- 
ier ones.

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Tallman,  and  on  every  visit  to  Washing- 
ton has  gone  to  the  department  and  in- 
sisted that  the  Tallman  case  be  opened 
and  Tallman  reinstated.  The  red  tape 
that  had  to  be  disposed  of  would  have 
dlscouraKcd  a  man  of  less  persistency 
He  compiled  with  every  requirement  of 
the  department,  however,  and  Instructed 
Tallman  from  time  to  time.  The  case  -was 
finally  reopened,  and  now,  after  being  off 
the  postoflTice  department  rolls  since  Aug. 
31.  1804,  Tallman  is  to  be  reinstated.  It 
is  said  that  Tallman  is  poor,  and  that 
the  persistence  of  Mason  was  prom;:)ted 
soledy  because  of  a  promise  made  to  Tail- 
man  SIX  years  ago  that  he  \vould  never  let 
up  on  his  case  until  he  had  seen  him  oc- 
cui)ylng  a  place  under  the  government 
service.  In  the  first  Instance  the  depart- 
ment could  not  do  otherwise  than  remove 
Tallman,  whose  defective  memory  was 
solely  responsible  for  his  troubles.  Where 
the  department  Is  open  to  censure,  how- 
ever, was  in  its  refusal  to  reopen  the  case 
after  the  honesty  of  the  carrier  had  been 
demonstrated  by  the  finding  of  the  letter. 
If  Tallman  had  not  had  a  powerful  friend 
he  would  undoubtedly  have  gone  to  his 
grave  with   the  stigma  resting  upon  him. 


Steam  vessels  and  six  were  steel  steam- 
ers.

The  do- 
part  nient  does  not  propose  to  allow  tech- 
nlcalitits  or  trumped-up  evidence  to  de- 
prive the  homesteaders  of  the  use  of  their 
lands,  .  \  i:  temporarily.  Taken  alto- 
g'ether,  tin-  opening  of  the  new  country 
and  subse<iu«'m  action  has  been  a  great 
Improvement  over  previous  events  of  the 
kind. 


yg  I  States  navy,  points  out  the  vast  im- 
provement in  the  building  of  racing 
yachts  that  have  come  from  these  con- 
tests. From  the  America  of  1851  to 
the    Constitution    of    today    there    has 

been  a  steady  growth  in  the  art,  with 
a  constant  gain  in  speed,  and,  to  date, 

an  unbroken  demonstration  of  our 
supeiiority  over  our  English  cousins. 
Another  result  has  been  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  yachts  used 
by  the  people  in  this  country.  But 
outside  of  yacht  racing,  it  has  stimu- 
lated yachting  as  a  means  of  recreation 
and  has  been  a  large  factor  in  estab- 
lishing a  profitable  industry.  It  has  also 
stimulated  a  sense  of  fair  play  among 
us.  In  the  beginning  we  were  in- 
clined to  give  the  English  very  hard 
conditions  to  contend  against,  vir- 
tually .such  as  to  make  a  "sure  thing" 
for  us.  But  the  races  have  had  their 
moral  effect  and  the  yachting  rules 
now  are  such  as  to  give  both  chal- 
lenger and  defender  equal  chances. 

Furthermore,  Mr.  Spears  thinks  that 
these  races  have  turned  the  thoughts 
of  our  people  toward  the  .sea,  so  that 
from  a  comparison  of  our  racing  yachts 
with  those  of  Great  Britain,  we  have 
gone  on  to  the  comparison  of  our 
warships  and  our  merchant  marine  and 
thus  a  public  sentiment  has  been  sti- 
mulated such  as  to  prove  a  real  fac- 
tor in  compelling  the  improvement  of 
our  navy  which  has  been  so  marked  in 
recent  years.  If  Shamrock  II  should 
succeed  in  taking  back  the  cup  to 
the  land  of  its  origin,  we  might  argue 
that  the  event  v.ould  still  further  sti- 
mulate all  of  the  wholesome  things 
that  Mr.  Spears  says  is  the  result  of 
this  yacht  racing  thus  far.

At  that  time 
William  E.  Mason  was  in  Chicago  prac- 
ticing law.  Tallman  appealed  to  Mason, 
asserting  his  Innocence,  and  asked  that 
he  be  defended.  Mason  took  up  the  case 
and  had  Tallman  cleared  of  the  charge 
before  the  United  States  court,  to  which 
the  case  was  taken.  It  appears  from  the 
statements  now  made  that  Tallman  es- 
"tabMshed  the  fact  that  he  had  taken  a 
decoy  letter,  which  liad  been  fixed  up  by 
a  postofflce  In.spector.  The  inspector  had 
been  advised  that  a  number  of  letters  were 
being  mlsfced.  The  decoy  letter  was  car- 
ried to  an  address,  but  not  delivered. 
Tallman  returned  It  to  the  postofflce  and 
placetl  it  In  the  box  in  which  poorly  di- 
rected letters  are  placed.  He  forgot  this 
action  and  could  not  tell  what  disposal  he 
had  made  of  the  letter  when  questioned 
%y  the  inspector.  In  spite  of  this  showing 
In  court,  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
having  the  case  reopened,  and  Tallman 
reinstnted.  Since  that  time  Mason  became 
sen.itcr.      Ho   has   never   lost   interest   in 


PAUL  SHSRVY. 

There  were  f«w  better  known  resi- 
dents of  Duluth — certainly  none  who 
was  more  generally  esteemed — than 
Paul  Sharvy,  and  the  news  of 
his  sudden  death  at  St.  Paul,  where  he 
went  a  few  days  ago  on  business,  haa 
shocked  a  multitude  of  friends  and 
acquaintances.  To  the  bereaved  wife 
and  family  heartfelt  sympathy  will  be 
extended  in  their  hour  of  sorrow. 

It  seems  almost  impossible  to  realize 
that  Mr.  Sharvy  has  passed  from  earth 
and  that  the  social  and  business  circles 
in  which  he  moved  will  no  longer  feel 
his  genial  presence.  Many  a  man  will 
feel  that  by  the  demise  of  Paul  Sharvy 
he  has  lost  a'  true  friend.  There  was 
no  hypocrisy  in  his  nature.  His  friend- 
ships were  deep  and  lasting.  He  was 
always  straightforward  in  his  dealings 
with  his  fellow-men,  and  in  politics  and 
in  business  "his  word  was  as  good  as 
his  bond."  His  generosity  was  un- 
bounded, and  his  benefactions  were 
numerous  and  were  carefully  concealed, 
because  he  was  as  modest  as  he  was 
open-hearted.  No  worthy  person  in 
distress  who  approached  Paul  Sharvy 
ever  went  away  empty-handed. 

Mr.  Sharvy  was  sheriff  of  St.  Louis 
county  for  six  years,  and  no  one  ever 
filled  that  position  with  greater  ability 
and  success.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  officials  who  ever  served  the 
people  of  this  county.  He  was  in  all 
respects  a  model  official.  Since  his  re- 
tirement from  the  shrievalty  he  has 
been  interested  in  various  enterprises, 
in  all  of  which  his  excellent  judgment 
and  shrewd  business  sense  were  of  in- 
estimable value.  His  business  asso- 
ciates will  sadly  miss  his  counsel  and 
aid.  

DRIVE  OUT  THE  "REDS." 

What  is  to  be  done  In  regard  to  the 
anarchists  in  the  United  States?     This 
is  a  quesion  that  has  l)een  brought  to 
the  front  by  the  dastardly  attempt  to 
asstjsginate  President  McKinley  at  Buf- 
falo.    Whether   this   shocking  crime   is 
the    work    of    an    individual    or    is    the 
result  of  a  plot  of  these  inhuman  and 
blood-thirsty  wretches  has  not  yet  been 
determined.       The     evidence     seerns  to 
point  to  the   existence  of  a  conspiracy 
to   stiike   down   the   executive  head   of 
the     republic.       What     the     anarchists 
hoped  to   gain   by  murdering  the   man 
who  was  selected  by  the  people   to  be 
their  president  is  not  apparent.    It  cer- 
tainly would    not    have     helped     their 
cause  had  the  attempt  to  kill  him  been 
successful,      which     fortunately    seems 
not  to  have  been  the  case,  the  aJvices 
today  from  Buffalo   increasing  the  be- 
lief   that    the    president    will    recover. 
Certain  it  is  that  the  people  generally 
turn  with   loathing  from  an   organiza- 
tion   whose    chief    purpose    is    that    of 
murder  and     assassination     of     public 
men.     There   might   be   some   faint   ex- 
cuse  for  such  action  in   the  case  of  a 
tyrannical  ruler  in  a  country  where  the 
people  are  denied  a  voice  In  the  govern- 
ment,  but  in  a  free  republic   like     the 
United  States,  where  every  citizen  is  a 
sovereign  and  those  in  authority  hold 
their  places  by  the  popular  vote,  it  is 
inconceivable  that  any  attempt  should 
be  made  upon  the  life  of  one  chosen  to 
fill    the   high    office   of   president— espe- 
cially one  so  blameless  in  character,  so 
pure  in  motive  and  po  upright  in  pur- 
pose as  President  McKinley. 

It  is  said  that  steps  are  now  to  be 
taken  by  the  secret  service  to  break  up 
the  nests  of  anarchists  in  various  cities 
and  scatter  them.  This  is  a  good  plan 
so  far  as  it  goes,  but  it  does  not  go 
far  enough.  It  is  wise  to  scatter  them 
so  that  their  opportunities  for  conspir- 
ing will  be  lessened,  but  it  would  be  far 
better  to  devise  some  method  of  exter- 
minating them— Of  driving  thejn  out  of 
the  country  or  locking  them  up  where 
they  would  have  no  chance  to  exercise 
their  murderous  propensity.  There  are 
many  anarchists  in  the  United  States- 
far  more  than  most  people  imagine. 
There  are  some  in  Duluth,  and  they  are 
just  as  rabid  and  bloodthirsty  in  their 
talk  as  was  the  wretch  who  fired  the 
shots  at  the  president.  Such  creatures 
are  a  dangerous  element  in  the  com- 
munity, and  if  any  measure  can  be  de- 
vised that  would  drive  them  out,  there 
should  be  no  hesitancy  in  employing  it. 
There  should  be  no  room  anywhere  in 
this  glorious  republic  for  the  red  Hag  of 
anarchy.

Seven  Men  Killed  In  Colli- 
sion on   the  North- 
ern  Pacific. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Jamestown — Five  men  were  killed 
and  six  others  seriously  injured,  two  of 
whom  have  since  died,  in  a  collision 
v.'hich  occurred  early  Sunday.  A  mixed 
train  on  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad 
came  in  from  Oakes  caiying  seventeen 
men  on  a  flat  car.  As  the  train  passed 
the  station  a  road  engine  was  struck 
and  the  force  of  the  collision  caused  the 
flat  car  to  collapse.  1  he  names  of  the 
dead  and  injured  could  not  be  learned. 
They  were  harvest  hands  who  had 
boarded  the  car  at  Lamoure. 


NO  SUBSIDIES  NEEDED. 

One  of  the  principal  arguments  made 
by  the  friends  of  the  ship  subsidy  bill 
at  the  last  session  of  congress  was  its 
need  to  encourage  ship  building,  an  In- 
dustry which  they  claimed  had  fallen 
into  decay. 

That  argument  will  not  do  at  the 
coming  session.  There  has  been  a  great 
revival  of  ship  building  and  the  out- 
look is  very  bright  for  a  largely  in- 
creased production.  During  the  month 
of  August  a  total  of  142  vessels  were 
built  in  this  country.  It  is  true  that 
the  great  majority  of  ships  were  of 
small  tonnage,  but  there  were  several 
large  steamers  among  the  lot.  There 
was  a  total  of  70  wooden  sailing  ships 
and  63  steam  wooden  vessels,  1  steel 
sailing  sliip  and  8  steel  steamers  turned 
out  of  our  shipyards  during  the  month 
just  ended.  Three  of  the  latter  were 
more  than  3500  tons  each.  One  craft 
of  4997  gross  tonnage  was  built  at  Cleve- 
land, O.,  for  the  American  Shipbuild- 
ing company  and  will  be  used  in  the 
trade  of  the  Great  Lakes.  Another  ves- 
sel, the  El  Dia,  of  4613  tons,  was  built 
by  the  Newport  News  Shipbuilding  com- 
pany. This  is  one  of  the  several  craft 
that  are  now  under  construction  at  that 
yard  for  this  railroad  system. 

The  vessels  are  to  take  the  place  of 
the  four  ships  sold  by  the  late  Collis 
P.  Huntington  to  the  navy  department 
during  the  war  with  Spain.  The  new- 
ships  are  somewhat  larger  than  the  ones 
that  were  sold  to  the  government  and 
of  course  are  built  on  greatly  improved 
plans.  The  El  Dia  is  to  be  used  on  the 
line  between  New  York  and  New  Or- 
leans. A  third  steel  steamer  of  con- 
siderable tonnage  to  be  completed  in 
August  was  the  Colonel,  of  3879  tons, 
built  at  Wyandott,  Mich.,  for  use  on  the 
Great  Lakes.  The  shipbuilding  estab- 
lishments along  the  Great  Lakes,  by  the 
way,  are  enjoying  a  period  of  great  ac- 
tivity at  present.  Last  month  thirty- 
two  vessels  of  various  types  were  con- 
structed by  the  yards  in  that  region,  the

It  was 
Jules  Hrouillard  who  s.iid  at  the  heit;ht  ol 
hi.s  fame: 

"A  gentleman  needs  $1000  a  day  to  live 
en.  • 

He  was  the  grandson  of  a  French  immi- 
grani,  who  in  his  yout'n  would  have  re- 
garded 10  francs  a  day  as  a  large  fortune. 
This  immigrant  esiabl  shed  a  retail  busi- 
ness, which  naturally  evolvwd  liUo  a 
wholesale  one  with  tie  development  of 
Now  York.  The  grandson  was  oorn  heir 
to  a  large  fortune— one  mcueover  that 
grew  by  ho  effort  of  the  possessor  to. stu- 
pendous proportions. 

At  30  Jules  had  highly  developed  taslcs. 
It  was  then  that  he  made  his  famous 
remark  about  a  gentleman  and  his  JIikj^i  a 
dav.  His  knowledge  of  eating  and  drink- 
ing was  e.xtraordinarv.  Society  felt  that 
he  had  rendered  an  imperishable  service 
bv  showing  how  high  ihe.se  arts  might  "oe 
carried.  He  had  prr  ved  that  America 
was  entitled  to  a  place  among  the  hifihly 
civilized   nations. 

We  mav  mention  but  a  few  of  his  serv- 
ices. He  invented  several  new  cocktails, 
one  of  which,  an  ex»  uisite  decoction  of 
absinthe  and  brandy  was  more  efficient 
than  anvthing  of  its  s  ze  ever  known.  He 
established  the  laste  f  >r  very  old  and  dry 
champagne  Previousb  Americans  i;nd  !.•- 
garded  champagne  as  .i  li(|uid  io  be  drunk 


and  friends  that  she  had  entered  into  the 
holy  bonds.  The  example  is  one  that  may 
be  followed  in  the  best  society  again. 

Brouillard  at  the  age  of  40  was  an  ex- 
ceedingl)-  dapper,  rather  plump  man,  with 
hair  rapWly  turning  gray.  His  personal  ap- 
Ijearance  was  a  monument  to  the  labors 
of  Jwo  valets  and  other  attendants.  Look- 
ing beyond  the  weTl-groomed  air,  one 
might  liote  a  certain  pastiness  of  the  com- 
plexi«m  and  puffiness  under  the  eyes, 
which  spoke  of  $l(i«0  a  day  spent  in  per- 
sonal   indulgen<'e. 

It  is  astonishing  what  vulgar  ailments 
wiU'attack  brilliant  men  of  the  world.  Mr. 
Broulllard's  physicians  announced  to  him 
one  day  thai  unless  he  abstained  religi- 
ously from  all  alcohol  and  followed  a  se- 
vere diet  he  would  die  an  early  and  mis- 
erable death.  Hut  a  lifetime  passeil  in 
spending  $1(kK)  a  day  does  not  permit  on© 
easily  to  give  up  the  most  cherished  luxu- 
ries. He  struggled  for  a  little  while  and 
then  ijegan  to  succumb.  He  asked  his 
chosen  companion  to  smuggle  bottles  ot 
champagne  and  brandy  to  nim  i)ast  the 
trained  nurse,  who  was  employed  to  see 
that   he  had  none. 

The  physicians  struggled  hard  to  save 
him  for  his  life  was  an  exce.ssivelv  valu- 
able one.  As  long  as  he  lived  he  had  in-- 
exhaustible  money  to  pay  for  medical 
care.  As  soon  as  he  died  there  would  ba 
an  end  of  it.  For  years  the  battle  was 
fou.ght— one  one  side  science,  on  the  otiier 
disease,  backed  by  the  bottle.  The  mea 
of  science  made  a  remarkable  tight.  They. 


on  festive  occasions,  the  flavor  of  which 
was  of  no  importance.  Op  rare  occasions 
Brouillard  condescended  to  cook  a  canvas 
back  duck  himself,  an  operation  so  dcll- 
ate  that  no  common  i>en  may  describe  it. 

He  established  a  racing  stable  in  Eng- 
land, won  an  histori:-  race,  and  proved 
that  an  American  could  maintain  a  com- 
paralively  calm  demeanor  in  the  presence 
of  British  noblemen.  He  was  equally  dis- 
tinguished in  France. 

We  had  almost  forgotten  to  mention 
that  he  was  married.  His  wife  was  a  beau- 
tiful and  refined  woi4|in,  but  scarcely 
atile  to  reach  the  e  sal  ted  cosmopolitan 
standard  of  life  set  b.-  her  husband.  That 
he  had  lo  spend  $1000  a  day  to  drink  con- 
tinuallv  new  drinks  and  eat  new  dishes 
and  to  patronize  liberally  the  demi-monde 
of  two  hemispheres  rather  tended  to  dis- 
courage that  commonplace  domesticity 
which  is  the  ideal  of  many  wives.  Before 
they  reached  middle  age  their  estrange- 
ment became  complete,  but  not  formal 
or  legal.  The  desertel  wife  did  not  desire 
a  divorce  and  the  husband  could  hardly 
seek  one. 

He  found  a  peculiarly  congenial  female 
companion,  with  whom  he  led  a  nomadic 
life,  usually  spending  the  summer  In  Ku- 
rope  and  the  winter  in  Florida.  To  enable 
this  person  to  pay  a  >  urious  tribute  to  re- 
snectability  he  ha.i  one  of  his  servants  go 
throush  a  sham  jnarria^e-  wLHi  her.-  450 
that  she  might  ahhounce  to  her  relatives 


exhausted  their  knowledge  and  Ingenuity. 
One  month  Mr.  Brouillard  would  follow 
the  most  skilfully  regulated  diet,  the  next 
he  would  terrify  his  doctors  by  seeking 
happiness  and  oblivion  In  the  bottle.  The 
original  $1(X>0  a  day  was  now  largely  ex- 
ceeded and  much  of  It  fortunately  went  to 
the  doctors. 

For  twenty  years  that  fight  was  waged. 
Time  and  again  disease  seemed  about  to 
triumph,  but  science  beat  it  back.  That 
the  fight  lasted  so  long  was,  of  course,  a 
victory  for  the  doctors.  It  was  a  curious 
romance  of  modern  science  of  a  kind  that 
Ibsen  could  alone  appreciate   perfectly. 

The  end  came  suddenly,  as  It  doea  In 
such  cases.  Brouillard  drank  his  last  bot- 
tle of  champagne,  took  to  his  bed  and  died, 
wihtin  three  davs. 

His  fame  did  not  die  with  him.  His  xs^ll 
created  wide  interest.  \X  Innulted  his  wife 
bv  leaving  the  family  country  place  to  the 
companion  of  his  later  years.  Many  peo- 
ple said  that  the  wife  was  foolish  to  crit- 
icize and  oppose  the  will  of  so  able  and 
gifted  a  man  of  the  world. 

The  late  Broulllard's  dictum  that  "a 
gentleman  needs  $1000  a  day  to  live  on" 
was  widely  repeated  and  admired.  Men 
with  siw.OOO  a  year  and  men  with  nothing 
wishel  that  they  might  live  up  to  so  high 
and  noble  a  rule.  Even  the  maou'-r  in 
whieb  he  had  died  seemed  to  acuuire  dig- 
nity from  the  briliiant  character  of  the  de- 
ceased.

T^ie  attending  physicians  fear 
septic  poisoning  and  are  paying  little 
or  no  attention  to  the  location  of  the 
bullet. 

I'hyHlcians  are  much  interested  in 
this  case.  The  probing  instrument  can 
be  dropped  half  way  through  the  gray- 
ish matter  of  the  brain  In  the  hole 
made  by  the  bullet. 

Several  physicians  have  expressed 
the  opin;<>n  that,  since  living  this  long 
with  ih-  :••  1  imbedded  in  the  brain, 
Mrs.  Green  stands  very  good  chances 
of  recovery. 

She  passed  a  good  night  and  this 
morning  her  head  seemed  much  clearer 
than  would  naturally  be  supposed 
under  such  conditions.

Secretary  Hill  of 
the  Improvement  company  had  previous 
to  the  excursion  heen  around  the  city 
and  secured  several  delegations  to  meet 
the  excursion  train  at  6:30  o'clock,  the 
time  it  was  advertised  to  arrive  in  the 
city.  When  the  train  arrived  at  the 
Omaha  depot  at  (!  o'clock,  there  was  not 
a  person  to  greet  the  visitors.  The  depot 
was  not  opened  ami  many  of  — .■.  visitors, 
many  of  them  ladies  and  it  being  their 
first  visit  to  the  <ity,  were  compelled  to 
shiver  about  the  depot  platform  for  sev- 
eral hours.

For  years  before  he  came  into  posses- 
sion of  his  millions,  John  Steele  drove 
teams  in  the  Pennsylvania  oil  fields, 
near  Franklin.  He  was  the  adopted  son 
of  a  Mrs.  McCIintock.  wh3  was  burned 
to  death  by  attempting  to  hurry  up  the 
kitchen  flre  with  kerosene  in  March, 
3S63.  Her  will  showed  that  she  had  left 
everything  to  'Coal  Oil  Johnny."  who 
was  then  20  yea  rs  of  age,  and  at  the  age 
of  18  years  had  married. 

Hetiad  been  hiauling  oil,  when  a  neigh- 
bor ran  to  tell  him  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
McCllntock.  He  hastened  home.  A 
search  of  the  premises  disclosed  $2,000,- 
000  which  the  cleceased  had  hoarded. 

Until  Steele  reached  his  majority  his 
conduct  was  irreproachable.  He  did  not 
swear,  smoke,  drink  or  gamble.  But 
after  becoming  21  he  decided  to  see

"Coal  Oil  Johr.ny"  then  started  In  to 
have  what  he  iialled  "fun."

The  life  of  prodigality  and  un- 
controlled dissipation  Into  which  he 
plunged  was  sc  wild  aus  to  be  almost  be- 
yond belief. 

He  ordered  champagn— not  by  the 
bottle,  but  bj  the  case.  He  gave  a 
$5000  diamond  ring  to  a  negro  minstrel 
for  singing  a  song  that  pleased  him.  On 
one  occasion  he  wagered  a  bottle  of 
wine  that  he  could  spend— actually  pay- 
ing out  for  "fun"  and  not  giving  any 
away— $10,000  1  day  for  two  months. 
And  he  won  the  bottle. 

At  another  vlme  he  received  a  large 
sum  of  money  for  rentals  on  his  farm 
when  he  was  on  the  street  and  intoxi- 
cated. It  was  In  bank  notes,  as  he  al- 
ways required  it.  checks  being  objects 
of  suspicion  with  him,  and  when  he 
stuffed  It  into  I's  po.kets  thcybulged  out 
like  an  urchin'n  after  a  raid  on  an  apple 
orchard.  His  coat  could  not  set  well 
on  him,  padded  with  money  as  he  was, 
'  and  he  was  disgusted. 

Just  then  he  caught  sight  of  a  bank, 
and  rushing  into  It,  shouted: 

"Here,  take  care  of  this  stuft  for  me; 
It's  a  nuisance." 

He  dumped  the  pile  before  the  re- 
ceiving teller  and  went  away  before 
that  functionary  could  get  bis  breath  or 
collect  his  wl:s  sufficiently  to  give  an 
evidence  of  th«'  deposit.  And  when  John 
tried  to  locate  the  bank  he  was  quite 
unabl«  to  do  to.    He  didn't  take  it. 


Occasionally  Steele's  prodigality  as- 
sumed a  beneficial  phase.  Twenty- 
eight  hundred  dollars,  one  day's  receipts 
from  his  wells  and  royalty,  went  toward 
the  erection  of  the  soldiers'  monument — 
a  beautiful  shaft  of  white  marble — In 
the  South  park,  Franklin.  Excepting 
Dan  Rice's  $5000  memorial  at  Girard, 
Erie  county.  Pa.,  this  was  the  first 
monument  to  the  fallen  heroes  of  the 
civil  war.  Ten,  twenty  or  fifty  dollars 
frequently  gladdened  the  poor  who 
asked  for  relief. 

But  Steele's  theatrical  venture  was 
perhaps  the  most  picturesque.  He 
bought  fine  clothes  and  diamonds  for  a 
minstrel  troupe  which  was  touring  the 
oil  country,  and  then  purchased  a  third 
Interest  In  the  show.  His  first  move 
was  to  get  $5000  worth  of  wood  cuts  at 
his  own  expense.  They  were  all  the  way 
from  a  "1-sheet"  to  a  "24-sheet"  in  size. 
The  show  went  on  the  road  and  did  an 
enormous  business.  At  Rochester,  N. 
Y.,  Steele  treated  the  company  to  a  sup- 
per which  cost  $1000.  He  then  conceived 
the  idea  of  traveling  on  his  own  train, 
and  purchased  an  engine,  a  sleeper  and 
a  baggage  car.  Dates  for  two  weeks 
were  canceled,  and  the  compajiy  went 
junketing,  Steele -footing  the  bills. 

At  Erie  they  had  a  $500  supper,  and  it 
was  there  that  he  bought  the  first  car- 
riage and  presented  It  to  the  driver 
after  taking  a  short  morning  drive. 

The  dates  being  canceled,  he  insisted 
upon  Indemnifying  the  actors  for  the 
loss  of  time  by  paying  all  salaries,  esti- 
mating the  possible  business  receipts 
upon  the  basis  of  packed  houses,  and 
paying  that  amount  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  company.  In  Chicago  he  gave  an- 
other exhibition  of  his  eccentric  traits 
by  leasing  the  Academy  of  Music  for  the 
season,  and  the  company  did  a  large 
bu.'uness. 

On  (me  occasion  Steele  hired  the  Gir- 
ard hotel  in  Philadelphia,  and  wanted  to 
buy  another,  but  it  was  not  for  sale. 
The  Girard  was  leased  for  one  day,  and 
everybody  in  Philadelphia  seemed  to 
catch  on.  Open  house  was  kept,  and  a 
placard  was  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  announcing  that  everything  was 
free.  When  he  thought  he  had  suffi- 
cient "fun"  he  turned  the  place  over  to 
the  landlord.     This  cost  him  JSOOO. 

The  day  of  the  hotel  transaction  Steele 
was  up  on  Arch  streeL  A  rain  sett'ng 
in,  he  approached  a  hack  in  front  of  a 
fashion-ubie  store  and  essayed  to  engage 
it  to  drive  him  to  the  hotel.  The  driver 
said  It  was  impossible,  as  he  had  a  party 
in  the  store.  Steele  tossed  him  a  $500 
bill,  and  the  hackman  said  he  would 
risk  it.  When  he  arrived  at  his  destina- 
tion Steele  said: 

"See  here,  cabby,  you  are  a  likely  fel- 
low.   How  would  you  like  to  own  that 


rig.'" 

The  driver  thought  he  was  joking,  but 
Johnny  handed  him  $2000.  A  half  hour 
later  the  driver  returned  with  the  state- 
ment that  he  had  purchased  the  rig. 
Steele  gave  him  $1000  more  to  buy  a 
stable,  and  the  man  today  is  the  richest 
hack  owner  in  Philadelphia. 

Suddenly  Steele's  wealth  came  to  an 
end.  When  he  was  flying  the  highest. 
Capt.  J.  J.  Vandergrift.  of  Pittsburg, 
and  others  kindly  urged  him  to  save 
some  of  his  money.  He  thanked  them 
for  their  friendly  advice,  but  he  said  he 
had  made  a  living  by  hauling  oil  and 
could  do  so  again  If  necessary,  but  he 
could  not  rest  until  he  had  spent  his 
entire  fortune. 

He  succeeded  in  spending  more  than 
his  Income,  and  was  In  debt.  Creditors, 
scenting  his  downfall,  were  pres.slng 
him.  He  mortgaged  his  farm  for  a  large 
sum,  and  plunged  afresh  Into  wilder  ex- 
travagance and  more  reckless  dissipa- 
tion than  before,  but  with  less  to  go 
upon,  and  the  end  came  quickly. 

After  a  short  time  of  destitution.  In 
which  he  was  deserted  by  all  who  had 
preyed  upon  him,  he  went  to  work  driv- 
ing the  Girard  house  stage,  in  which 
guests  were  carried  to  and  from  the  de- 
pots. He  soon  wearied  of  that,  and 
someone  paid  his  fare  back  to  OUcreek, 
Venango  county,  where  he  obtained  em- 
ployment as  a  freight  handler  at  Rouse- 
ville.  That  was  not  sufficient  to  support 
himself  and  family,  and  there  was  noth- 
ing more  remunerative  that  he  could 
find  there  to  do.  ^         ,       - 

Finally  hl»  wife  raised  by  the  sale  of 
her  jewelry  a  sum  sufficient  for  the 
transportation  of  the  family  to  Nebras- 
ka, and  there  'Coal  Oil  Johnny"  settled 
down  to  live.  Realizing  the  handicap  of 
his  ignorance— for  he  was  hardly  able  to 
read  or  write — he  took  care  that  his  son, 
a  bright  lad,  should  receive  a  good  edu- 
cation. When  the  boy  was  old  enough 
he  entered  the  railroad  business  at  Ash- 
land. Neb. 

Mr.  Steele  is  now  a  prosperous  farmer 
and  yearly  visits  his  old  homestead  in 
Pennsylvania. 

For  some  time  he  has  not  been  enjoy- 
ing the  best  of  health,  but  manages  to 
attend  to  business.  When  In  reminiscent 
mood,  while  visiting  at  his  old  home- 
stead he  occasionally  speaks  of  his  wild 
career,  and  calls  himself  the  biggest  fool 
on  God's  green  footstool.  But  the  past 
does  not  worry  him.  He  is  living  in  the 
present,  and  is  essaying  to  lay  up  a 
snug  sum  for  rainy  days.

Woman  Who  Imprisoned 
Herselt   For  Forty- 
Six  Years. 

New  York,  Sept.  9.— Sarah  Howells, 
who  was  known  a.s  the  most  eccentric 
woman  of  Suffolk  county,  was  buried 
Saturday  at  Mattituck.  L.  I.  For  forty- 
six  yeans  she  lived  in  one  room,  upon 
the  floor  of  which  she  was  found  dead 
by  her  sister-in-law.  Mrs.  Joel  Howells. 
Miss  Howells  retired  to  her  room  when 
she  was  a  remarkably  fine-looking  g'rl 
of  20. 

Various  stories  have  been  told  con- 
cerning her  self-imposed  punishment. 
Som>^  said  that  .she  was  disappointed  in 
love;  others  that  the  lover  of  her  youth 
died.  Forty-.six  years  ago  Sarah  How- 
ells was  R  rail,  stately  gifl,  with  a 
vivacious  nifinner.  She  was  well  edu- 
cated and  was  looked  tipon  as  one  of 
the  belles  of  SulYolk  county.  The  How- 
ells are  wealthy  and  have  social  con- 
nections with  the  best  families  for  miles 
around. 

Miss  Hovclle  w.^s  ir.depondently  rich. 
She  went  to  the  room  without  announc- 
ing her  intentions  t'-,  an.vbody  and  fur- 
nished It  with  a  lounge  and  stove,  com- 
fortable chairs  and  her  Vvooks.  A  small 
melodion  was  in  one  corner  of  the 
room  and  the  church  hymnal  and  the 
bible  were  placed  upon  that.  When  Miss 
Howells  first  announced  that  she  would 
stay  in  this  room  the  neighbors  and 
friends  smiled  gently.  Tiiey  declared 
thjit  it  was  the  resolution  of  a  willful 
girl  and  that  she  would  soon  reenter 
the  social  life  of  the  village. 

But  Miss  HowcIIr  diaappointod  them 
all — she  rigorously  kept  to  her  doom 
and  lived  the  life  of  an  inmate  of  a  con- 
vent. She  saw  no  newspapers,  but  read 
standard  books  and  the  bible  and  de- 
voted her  time  to  improving  her  mind. 
She  arran.ged  with  butchers  and  groc- 
ers to  bring  her  food  to  the  house.  A 
lawyer  In  Mattituck  and  her  brothers 
attended  to  her  btislness  affairs.  Her 
clothing  was  of  the  severest  simpllcit.v. 
To  those  who  were  privileged  to  visit 
Howells  she  was  known  as  a  sweet, 
kindly  woman,  whose  mind  was  won- 
derfully well  cultivated.  She  played 
and  sang  well  and  had  a  talent  for  em- 
broidery and  art  work.  Repeated  ef- 
forts were  made  to  induce  her  to  tell 
why  she  kept  her.se'f  a  prisoner.  She 
would  smilingly  say  that  it  concerned 
nobody  but  herself.  At  ftist  her  lii..nd.« 
tried  to  persuade  her  th.it  her  self-im- 
posed penance  was  wrong.  To  all  she 
gravely  shook  her  heisd  and  replied: 
"I  have  made  my  vow  and  I  will  keep 
it."

TERRIFIC  STORM 

Caused     Great    Disaster    on 
Lake  Huron. 

Port  Huron,  Micii.,  ikpt.  9.— Last  night 
witnessed  the  results  if  one  of  the  worst 
disasters  on  Lake  Huron,  rising  from  the 
severe  gale  that  has  been  blowing  lor 
twenty-four  hours.  Piled  upon  the  shores 
are   many   thousands   C'f  dollars  worth   of 

vessel  property  and  the  chance  for  get- 
ting them  off  are  s.-nall  unless  many 
Ibuusaiids  more  shall  be  expended  in 
dredging.  Strange  to  say,  in  connection 
Witt:  this  great  calamity,  there  is  no  los.s 
of  life.  The  life  savhig  crews  look  thirty- 
eight  people  from  vessels  last  night  and 
others  were  beyond  ianger.  The  barge 
Amaranth,  owned  by  Capt.  Kotcher,  of 
Detroit,  is  a  total  los-s.  Sl»e  was  loaded 
with  lath  as  was  the  steamer  I'auley. 
Their  cargoes  are  strewn  all  along  tlie 
sliore.  Ever  since  Saturday  nighl,  tlte 
Wawalam  lias  been  endeavoring  to  re- 
lease herseli  and  at  f  o  lioclv  last  niglit 
sIk-  succevded  in  getting  into  deep  water. 
The  tug  Sarnia,  ownto  ai  S;irnia,  Out., 
wliich  went  to  the  issistance  of  the 
wrecked  boats,  is  pourdiiig  on  jhe  bottom 
deserted  by  her  crew,  Ijut  will  be  S4veil. 
Capt.  Plough,  of  the  life  saving  crew, 
came  ashore  at  6;2o  p.  m..  with  eight  men 
and  reported  no  loss  of  life.  He  staled 
that  without  doubt  it  is  the  worst  wreck 
jliat    he   has   witnessed   In    years. 

Heroic  efforts  will  I)  •  made  to  save  ail 
boats  with  the  excei'tion  of  the  Ama- 
ranth, The  crews  of  whaleback  202  and  the 
Wawatam  stood  \>y  tlieir  boats  and  lUd 
not  leave  them.  They  were  in  danger  and 
although  the  life  savers  went  xo  tnem 
they  refuseJ  assistat  ce.  Wreckers  will 
be  on  the  scene  in  the  morning  and  an  es- 
timate can  then  ije  made,  alarine  men 
are  present  from  Chicigo  and  oiher  ports 
and  thev  iironounce  the  scene  one  ot  the 
most  remarkable  withotu  loss  of  life.

JURY  CASES. 

Calendar    Is    Taken   Up 

In    the   District 

Court. 

The  trial  of  jury  cases  in  di.strlct 
court  began  this  morning  and  all  three 
courts  were  supplied  with  cases,  though 
that  in  Judge  Ensign  s  court,  in  room 
No.  2,  lasted  but  a  short  time.  The  case 
was  that  of  the  Western  Land  associa- 
tion against  J.  \V.  Thompson  and 
others,  to  eject  the  defendants  from  lot 
8,  East  Sixth  street,  Duluth  proper. 
First  division,  and  as  the  defendants 
did  not  appear  to  oppose  it,  a  verdict 
for  the  plaintiff,  under  the  direction  of 
the  court,  was  reached  in  a  very  short 
time,  together  with  a  judgment  for 
$300  damages.  The  case  was  tried  once 
before,  when  the  plaintilT  got  a  verdict, 
but  the  defendant  got  a  new  trial.  H 
B.  Fryberger  was  the  attorney  foi  the 
plaintiff. 

The  case  of  Ella  H.  Smith  against  the 
First  National  bank,  after  going  the 
rounds  of  the  three  courts,  finally 
reached  a  trial  in  room  No.  1,  before 
Judge  Dlbell.  and  it  was  still  on  at 
noon.  The  sxiit  is  to  recover  for  illegcij 
negligence  in  not  collecting  certain 
notes  before  the  statue  of  limitatUma 
cut  them  off.  The  case  is  quite  a  com- 
plicated one.  with  sslx  different  causes 
of  action. 

At  noon  Judge  Cant,  in  iO(im  Xo,  3, 
was  hearing  the  case  of  Frederick  Sahl- 
berg  against  Louis  R,  Martin,  to  re- 
cover $1000  damages  for  an  alleged  fail- 
ure to  carry  out  a  contract  to  convey 
certain  timber  lands.

NO  BIDDERS. 


Forieited  Tax  Sale  Which 

Proved  to  Be  a 

Fizzle. 

County  Auditor  Maiden's  reputation 
RF  an  auctioneer,  which  has  been  rapid- 
ly disappearing  ever  since  his  first 
great  success  with  the  forfeited  tax 
sale,  held  under  tlio  1897  law,  received 
its  last  and  finishing  blow  this  morn- 
ing. A  forfeited  tax  sale  had  been  ad- 
vertised for  this  morning,  when  prop- 
erty bid  in  for  the  state  at  the  forfeited 
tax  sale  held  under  the  law  of  1853 
was   to   be  sold. 

The  auditor  was  there  to  make  the 
sale,  and  the  treasurer  was  there  to 
take  the  .noney.  but  theie  were  no 
sales  and  no  money.  That  is,  ther« 
were  no  sales,  except  to  the  state, 
which  did  a  rushing  business  buying 
back  property  it  had  already  bought 
in  several  times  and  whlih  It  sought  by 
this  law  to  sell  to  other  Investorfi.  A 
few  people  appeared  and  stood  around 
for  aAshile.  apparentlj  more  out  of 
curio.slty  than  anything  else,  but  the 
most  dulcet  tones  of  the  county  audi- 
tor could  not  charm  a  single  bid  out 
of  them.  After  oiYerlng  a  few  pieces 
without  making  any  sales.  Auditor 
Halden  adjcairned  the  sale  to  tomor- 
row. If  he  has  no  better  luck  then  he 
will  carry  the  .sale  through  and  let  the 
state  buy  it  all.  after  which  he  will 
leave  the  auctioneer's  field  until  tht 
next    regular   delinquent    tax    sale. 


RUFFIANS 


Use   Dynamite  on  a  Rail- 
road   Office    In 
Chicago. 

Chicago,  Sept.  9.— A  band  of  rufflans, 
supposed  to  be  safe  robbers,  blew  out  a 
portion  of  the  receiving  ofTice  of  the 
Chicago    general    railroad    here    today 

with  dynamite,  but  were  driven  from 
the  building  by  a  fusilade  of  shots  fired 
by  William  Brown,  the  receiving  clerk. 
The  men,  four  or  five  In  number,  de- 
manded entrance  to  the  office,  saying 
they  were  linemen,  when  Brown  re- 
fused to  let  them  In  they  blew  down 
the  door  and  part  of  the  wall  and  rush- 
ing over  the  debris  headed  for  the 
company's  safe,  which  held  $450.

Washington,  Sept.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  war  department  signed 
an  order  which  is  of  considerable  im- 
portance to  the  national  capital.  In 
case  of  war  w^ith  any  foreign  power  or 
powers,  the  action  taken  by  the  depart- 
ment would  mean  much  to  Washington. 
It  calls  for  the  establishment  of  a  war 
colege  upon  the  reservation  which  has 
been  an  artillery  post  since  the  war  of 

the  rebellion. 

The  construction  of  fortifications  on 
the  Potomac  river  fori  the  defense  of  the 
national  capital  has  resulted  In  the 
withdrawal  of  the  artillery  from  Wash- 
ington, and  it  has  been  intended  to  use 
the  old  Barrack  grounds,  which  are 
among  the  largest  in  the  East,  for  an 
Infantry  post.  Gen.  Nelson  A.  Miles  has 
advocated  this  course,  but  the  decision 
to  establish  a  military  college  here, 
based  on  the  ideas  of  the  naval  war 
college  at  Newport,  will  probably  result 
in  an  abandonment  of  the  plan. 

Under  the  order  today  the  engineer 
school  and  the  battalion  of  engineers 
now  at  Willets  Point  are  transferred 
here  and  Willets  Point  is  to  be  aban- 
doned for  engineer  purposes.  The 
changes  involved  are  far-reaching  and 
will  have  an  important  bearing  on  the 
military  force  that  may  be  located 
around   Washington. 

Fort  Meyer,  at  the  gates  of  Arlington, 
is  the  most  important  cavalry  post  in 
the  East,  but  may  be  al.so  made  into 
an  artillery  post,  with  the  pi>ssibil!ty

Exports  to  Cnlna  are  beginning  to  re- 
sume their  normal  proportions.  The 
July  figures  of  the  treasury  department 
show  the  total  exports  to  China  from 
the  Ignited  States  as  f'i. 622,475.  against 
$1,349,697  in  July,  1900.  In  the  seven 
months  ending  with  July,  1901.  the  total 
exports  to  China  are  $9,703,787.  against 
$9,100,321  in  the  corresponding  seven 
months  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
Taking  the  exports  to  the  British  and 
Russian  possessions  in  China  also,  the 
total  for  the  seven  montfe?  is  $10,090,816, 
as  against  $9,294,930  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  last  year. 

Our  exports  to  China  in  July.  1901,  are 
larger  than  in  any  x)reoeding  Ju'y.  a 
fact  which  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
commercial  relations  with  China  are 
not  likely  to  permanently  suffer  as  a 
result  of  the  events  of  the  past  year.The 
average  July  exportation  to  China  from 
the  United  States  in  the  past  few  years 
has  been  about  51.200,000.  or  about  on^^- 
half  the  total  for  July,  1901  and  in  July 
of  the  years  immediately  preceding  the 
hostilities  they  reached  only  about  $1,- 
500,000. 

Nearly  all  articles  of  exports  show  a 
marked  increase  in  July,  1901,  as  com- 
pared with  that  month  of  the  preceding 
year.  It  is,  however,  chiefly  in  cottons. 
min«r:i?  oils,  tobaco,  lumber  and  bi- 
cycles that  the  increase  is  ntost  suong- 
ly  marked.  Cotton  cloth  was  the  first 
to  feel  the  eft'ect  of  the  events  of  last 
year,  and  In  the  fiscal  year  ending  with 
June  the  fall  in  our  exports  of  c;Otton 
cloth  to  China  was  ni^arly  one  million 
yards.  In  July.  1901,  however,  there  was 
an  increase  of  over  IS.000.000  yards  as 
compared  with  July  of  last  year,  the 
figures  being:  July,  1900,  15,519,945 
yards  July,  1901.  33.9S8.TS3  yards. 
In  mineral  oil,  the  figures  for 
July  in  the  two  years  were:  July,  1900, 
2,458.546  gallons  July,  1901.  6,368,524  gal- 
lons.

product  of  the  tussock  moth,  so-called 
from  the  three  tussocks  or  tufts  of  hair 
so  prominent  on  the  caterpillar.  The 
fact  that  the  female  moth  is  without 
wings  tends  to  simplify  somewhat  the 
method  of  prevention,  especially  to 
those  trees  not  yet  affected. 

A  broad,  thick  stripL-  of  raw  cotton 
tied  around  the  trunk  and  renewed  oc- 
c.i.'^ionally  win  prove  effective.  Such 
banding  will  be  useful  also  In  cases 
where  the  trees  have  already  been  at- 
tacked, as  many  caterpillars  drop  from 
the  trees,  and  the  cotton  prevents  their 
return.  Such  eggs  as  are  deposited  on 
the  trees  are  usually  low  down  on  the 
trunk  and  can  easily  be  removed  by 
scraping.  In  view  of  this  nuisance  at 
the  pre.sent  time  it  behooves  individual 
owners  of  trees  to  take  prompt  steps 
to  abate  it  for  the  present  and  prevent 
it  for  the  future.

"Great  stress  is  laid  upon  the  publish- 
ed statistics  of  Cape  Colony  and  Natal, 
which  show  .i  deer  -ise  in  lOOO.  comvared 
with    1S9-.    of    United    States    imports, 
amounting  to  $1,672,878.32,  while  the  in- 
crease   of    imports    from    the    United 
Kingdom   for  the       same     period     waj 
$6,678,093.56,"       states        Consul-General 
Stowe.   reporting   from   Cape  Town   re- 
garding trade  in  South  Africa.     "A  de- 
crease   is    al.«o    shown    in    the    imports 
from  almost  every  other  country.     The 
United    States   lost   12.6   per   cent;    Ger- 
many.  23.7  per  cent;    Belgium,   11.2  per 
cent,  and  Austria.  54.6  per  cent.  I  con- 
tend,  figures  to  the  contrary,  that  1900 
has  been  the  largest  export  year  of  the 
UnUed    States    to    South    Africa.      The 
statistics  of  1900  cannot  be  depended  up- 
on, as  there  is  an  entire  absence  of  r.^- 
Ui  ns  iTom  Delagoa  bay.     One  hundrc  1 
and   seventy-seven     million     cigarettes 
were  shipped  direct  to  Cape  Colony  and 
Natal  by  one  house  in  the  United  States.

It  Is  shown  that  South  Africa 
takes  more  of  our  products  than  does 
the  Argentine  Republic,  Brazil,  all  other 
South  American  states,  the  Chinese  em- 
pire. East  Indies.  Russia.  Denmark, 
I  Spain,  Sweden.  Norway,  Austria,  Tur- 
1  key  all  the  West  Indies,  not  including 
Cuba,  or  all  the  Central  American 
states;  and  this  trade  i.s  only  exceeded 
by  that  with  the  United  Kingdom,  Ger- 
many, Netherlands,  France.  Belgium. 
Italy.  Mexico,  Japan,  or  British  Aus- 
tralia.

Forest  fires  are  ravaging  the  country 
and  threaten  several  large  lumbering 
districts.  Twenty-three  houses  have 
been  destroyed  in  the  settlement  of 
While  Bay.  N.  F.,  and  It  is  feared  that 
other  villages  also  have  been  burned. 
It  is  impossible  to  cope  with  the  fires, 
and  unle.ss  heavy  rainfalls  extinguishes 
them  the  loss  to  the  timber  interests 
will  be  very  great. 

Herman  O.  Armour,  of  New  York 
city,  died  suddenly  of  apoplexy  Sunday 
at  his  summer  cottage  at  Saratoga.  Mr. 
Armour,  who  had  been  in  compara- 
tively frail  health  for  some  time,  was 
able  to  ride  out  once  or  twice  a  dav  and 
appeared  to  be  gaining  strength.  This 
afterngon,  acorrrpanied  by  a  coachman, 
he  took  his  regular  drive  and  on  h-ts  re- 
turn stated  that  he  felt  much  re- 
freshed. Shortly  afterward  he  was 
seated  on  the  porch  of  his  cottage,  con- 
versing with  friends.  Suddenly  he 
ecased  talking  and  immediately  ex- 
pired. 


New  York,  Sept.  9.— Max  O'Rell's 
London  cable  to  the  Journal  says:  I 
have  just  returned  from  that  part  of 
France  which  is  inhabited  by  the  most 
sober-minded  of  my  compatriots.  I 
have  had  conversations  with  the  high- 
est and  the  lowest,  and  I  grieve  to  come 
to  the  sad  conclusion  that  the  hatred 
of  England  is  deep-rooted  in  France. 

Thank  God,  no  one  actually  wants 
war,  but  if  England  were  to  be  so 
impolitic  as  to  inflict  another  humilia- 
tion on  France,  however  small,  a  war 
would  be  imposed  on  the  government 
by  the  people.  Indeed,  no  govern- 
ment could  live  an  hour  that  would 
submit  to  it. 

No  doubt  the  English  are  awake  to 
this,  and  no  sober-minded  Englishman, 
I  must  say,  would  wish  for  a  war  with 
France,  any  more  than  any  sober- 
minded  Franchnian. 

Diplomatically  speaking,  things  are 
quiet  at  present,  and  there  is  no  imme- 
diate danger,  but  the  great  danger  lies 
in  this,  that  the  minds  of  the  people 
are  so  prepared  for  a  war  with  England 
that  you  hear  them  speak  of  Waterloo 
but  never  of  Sedan. 

They  have  forgotten  the  indemnity  of 
one  billion  dollars  they  paid  to  the 
Prussians  in  1871;  thfey  have  almost 
forgotten  the  loss  of  Alsace  and  Lorain. 
They  are  the  richest  people  in  the 
worlds  and  they  will  give  any  money 
the  government  wiH  ask  for  the 
strengthening  of  the  Fl-ench  navy.  You 
hear  them  say  that  the  military  power 
of  England  has  been  broken  up  by  30,- 
000  Boer  peasant?,  that  trie  English 
have  been  living  on  bluff  and  make- 
believe^  and  that  France,  with  her 
army  of  1,400,000  men,  which  is  now 
the  wonder  and  admiration  of  all  the 
great  military  powders  of  Europe,  is  not 
going  to  endure  one  more  semblance  of 
humiliation. 

The  visit  of  the  czar  will  have  a  sig- 
nificance which  It  never  had  before.  He 
will  land  at  Dunkirk  and  review  the 
French  fleet  In  the  North  sea.  under  the 
eyes  of  England. 

Then  he  will  go  and  review  an  army 
corps  of  150,000  men  in  the  East,  under 
the  nose  of  Germany. 

The  first  review  will  mean  a  warning 
to  England,  and  the  second  an  invita- 
tion to  Germany  to  be  on  friendly  terras 
with  us. 

Men  of  the  highest  standing  in 
France  have  said  to  me  that  before 
five  years,  perhaps  within  a  few  months, 
the  (German  emperor  would  be  invited 
to  visit  France,  and  that  within  a  few 
years  there  will  be  an  alliance  between 
France  and  Germ<..ny. 

The  French  prejss,  which  not  long 
ago,  advised  their  readers  to  boycott 
Wagner's  operas  in  Pari.s.  advi33  them 
now  to  go  and  hear  then:  in  I'.ayreuth. 
The  German  papers  are  full  of  praise 
for  the  French  people  and  of  admir- 
ation for  the  French  army. 
Sign  of  the  times,  indeed!

»e.va.tive  press  are  ui-animous  in.  show- 
ing their  futility  and  predicting  their 
failure.

"Nothing,'  he  said,  "could  be  more  In- 
senate  than  a  policy  of  leniency  and  clem- 
ency. It  '-s  easy  for  those  w^ho  .ttw  tar 
away,  far  from  the  battlefield,  to  speak 
of  generosity,  but  those  only  who  are 
engaged  In  the  fray  can  coolly  judge  the 
situation.  W^hat  Is  certain  la  that  len- 
iency Is  out  of  the  question,  and  that  vio- 
lence alone  will  bring  about  a  result.  Cost 
what  may,  ail  these  wretched  people 
must  be  exterminated.  It  Is  the  only  pos- 
sible solution,  and  all  our  compatriots 
born  In  Holland  are  as  convinced  of  It 
as  I  am  myself.  Your  majesty  may  re- 
main assured  that  personally  I  should 
wish  to  use  clemency.  In  spite  of  the 
hatred  which  I  feel  for  these  heretics  and 
traitors,  but  this  would  be  the  most  dan- 
gerous of  follies."

has  is  not  humiliated  with  impunity. 

If  the  destinies  of  England  were  in 
the  hands  of  Lord  Salisbury  or  Lord 
Rosebery.  I  don't  think  there  would  be 
the  slightest  danger  of  an  odious  and 
criminal  war  between  the  two  great 
liberal  nations  of  Europe  but  with  Mr. 
Chamberlain  at  the  helm  a  man  whose 
unruly  member  is  his  tongue  there  is 
danger  ahead  at  any  moment. 

How  will  the  Eng'ish  understand 
this?  Will  the  English  press  see  it? 
Will  the  latter  do  their  utmost  to  avoid 
friction?  Will  they  do. their  best  to  ap- 
pease animosities,  smooth  away  diffi- 
culties, speak  well  of  a  nation  of 
workers,  or  will  they  ever  attempt  to 
increase  their  circulation  by  sneers  and 
Insults  hurled  at  their  neighbors?

France  and  Rus.-ia  are  not  the  only 
black  clouds  in  the  horizon  of  England. 
They  will  disperse  if  the  English  will 
use  a  little  amiability  in  their  diplo- 
macy. I  am  not  sure  that  If  I  were  an 
Englishman  I  would  not  still  more  fear 
Germany  than  either  Prance  or  Russia. 
Not  that  a  war  is  likely  to  take  place, 
but.  little  by  little,  Germany  is  taking 
the  place  of  England  all  over  the 
world. 

The  old  Kaiser  Wllhelm  I  was  the 
founder  of  Germany,  but.  though  the 
greatest  factor  for  peace  in  Europe, 
Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  is  the  founder  of  the 
German  navy  and  of  a  colonial  Ger- 
man empire.

Fresh  Evidence  Connect- 
ing   Kentucky    Men 
With  Goebel  Plot. 

Louisville,  Ky.,  Sept.  9.— The  com- 
monwealth is  practically  in  pos-St-ssion 
of  all  the  salient  d^iiails  of  the  con- 
spiracy which  led  up  to  the  assassina- 
tion of  Governor  William  Goebel.  Sinco 
the  trial  of  Caleb  Powers,  Jim  Howard 
and  Henry  K.  Youtsey,  the  common- 
wealth has  set'ured  evidence  which  is 
said  to  be  tenfold  stronger  than  that 
brought  out  by  the  prosecution  in  the 
former  trials.  Much  of  this  new  evi- 
dence will  not  be  in  shape  to  be  intro- 
duced on  the  sei-ond  trial  of  Howard, 
whkh  will  begin  in  the  circuit  court  in 
Frankfort  tomorrow. 

The  commonwealth  has  come  into 
popse.'spion  of  facts  concerning  a  secret 
meetiriy  which  was  held  in  the  agricul- 
tural building  about  tweniy-four  hours 
before  Governor  Goebel  was  shot.  Only 
m*  n  known  to  be  friends  of  Caleb  Pow- 
ers and  W.  !^.  Taylor  were  admitted  to 
the  room  and  all  of  them  were  mem- 
bers of  Powt-rs'  ban<l  of  mountaineers, 
who  had  been  bro'.ight  by  him  to 
Frajjkfort  from   Eastern  Kentucky. 

After  the  men  Selected  to  attend  the 
meeting  had  been  gatheretl  in  the  room, 
a  former  senator  rapped  for  order,  and 
exclaimed:     "The  only  thing  to  do  is  to 

kill  CJoebel,  the .     That  is  what 

we  are  here  for  and  that  is  wh.it  we 
■will  have  to  do.  Nothing  will  do  him 
but  a  dose  of  lead." 

It  is  claimed  that  both  Taylor  and 
Powers  can  he  connected  by  witnesses 
with  the  chairman  of  this  meeting. 

It  is  the  general  belief  in  Frankfort 
that  it  will  not  be  long  before  Common- 
wealth -itti-rney  Franklin  will  request 
Governor  I>urbin  of  Indiana  for  Taylor. 
It  Is  al-^o  the  general  impref-si<m  now 
that  Govern(»r  Durbin  will  not  h';*sitate 
to  deliver  Taylor  to  the  Kentucky  au- 
thorities.

Strikers  Have  Practically 
Tied  Up  Plant. 


"I  am  an  anarchist— a  student  of  so- 
ciology, but  nothing  in  anything  I  ever 
said  to  Leon  Czolgosz  knowingly  would 
have  led  him  to  do  the  act  v/hich 
startled  everybody  Friday." 

"Not  even  in  your  ivcture?"  put  in  a 
reporter.  "He  says  your  words  s?t  his 
brain  on  fire." 

"Am  I  accountable  because  some 
crack-bramed  person  put  a  wrong  con- 
struction on  my  words?  Leon  C^rol- 
gosz.  I  am  convinced,  planned  the  deed 
unaided  and  entirely  alone.  ThvM\?  is 
no  anarchist  ring  which  would  h?lp 
him.  There  may  be  anarchists  who 
would  murder,  but  there  are  also  men 
in  every  walk  of  life  who  sometime.^ 
feel  the  impulse  to  kill.  I  do  not  know 
surely,  but  I  think  Czolgosz  was  ore  of 
those  down-trodden  men  who  see  ail 
the  misery  which  the  rich  inflict  upon 
the  poor,  who  think  of  it.  who  brood 
over  it,  and  then  in  despair,  resolv.;  to 
strike  a  great  blow,  as  they  think  for 
the  good  of  their  fellow  men.  But  that 
is  not  anarchy.  "Czolgosz,"  (the  Rus- 
sian woman  pronounced  the  name  with 
the  greatest  ease)  "Czolgosz  may  have 
been  inspired  by  me,  but  if  he  wos  he 
took  the  wrong  way  of  showing  it." 

The  police  are  not  entirely  satisfi-^d 
with  Miss  Goldman's  story.  When  Capt. 
Shuttler  and  Detective  Hertz  discover- 
ed her  at  the  home  of  one  Norri.s,  at 
303  PhefReld  avenue,  she  denied  her 
identity. 

"Hello.  Miss  Ooldman."  .«!aid  the  cap- 
tain as  he  entered  the  palor.  "Are  you 
glad  to  see  me?" 

"I'm  not  Miss  Goldman;  I'm  a  Swed- 
ish woman  and  my  name  is  Lena  Lar- 
son." answer^-d  the  anarchist.  en- 
deavoring to  imitate  a  Swedish  dialect. 
"All  light;  I  si>eak  Swedish  myself," 
said  the  police  officer,  as  he  poured 
out  a  few  questions  in  the  Norse 
tongue.  Miss  Goldman  did  not  answer 
him,  affecting  to  misunderstand.  De- 
tective Hertz,  meanwhile,  bad  been  in- 
vestigating, and  had  discovered  a  pen 
with  the  name  Emma  Goldman  engrav- 
ed  on   it. 

"What  does  this  mean?"  shouted 
Capt.  Schuttler.  holding  the  tell-tale 
article  before  its  owners  eyes. 

"It  means  that  the  game  is  up."  she 
said.  She  then  admitted  her  ident'ty 
fully  and  accompanied  the  officers  to 
the  "office  of  Chief  ONeil. 

Mjss  Goldmans  arrest  was  in  answer 
to  a  request  sent  to  the  various  pol'ce 
chiefs  of  the  country  from  Buffalo. 
Chief  O'Neil  telegraphed  Chief  Bull  of 
his  capture,  and  will  hold  her  until 
the  Buffalo  officer  takes  charge  of  her. 
Capt  CoUeran,  chief  of  detectives,  has 
sworn  out  a  warrant  charging  Emma 
Goldman  with  conspiracy  to  as.sassm- 
ate  President  McKinley.  Mi.ss  Gold- 
man is  being  held  at  the  central  police 
station  in  this  city. 


Pittsburg,  Sept.  10. — There  was  an  at- 
tempt made  today  to  resume  operations 
at  the  National  Tube  works  at  McKees- 
port.  The  streets  were  thronged  early 
with  thousands  of  strikers  and  the 
men  who  were  turned  back  yesterday 
by  the  strikers  did  not  leave  their 
homes.  Except  at  the  Huey  street  en- 
trance to  the  mill,  there  was  no  dis- 
order. A  few  bricklayers  started  into 
the  plant,  but  a  crowd  of  Hungarians 
assembled  there  forced  them  to  remain 
on  the  outside.  The  men  operating 
the  light  department  were  unable  to 
get  in  the  works  today  and  it  is  prob- 
able the  plant  will  be  in  d.irkness  to- 
night. The  tie  up  is  now  about  com- 
plete and  it  is  likely  the  officials  will 
shut   down   the   plant   indefinitely. 

At  Demmler  the  works  were  running 
about  the  same  as  yesterday.  The  boat 
brought  the  Duquesne  men,  who  have 
been  working  in  the  mill  over  an  hour 
earlier  than  usual  and  there  was  no 
excitement.  All  the  crew  but  the  en- 
gineer, fireman  and  captain  struck  this 
morning,  but  the  men  were  brought 
over  with  the  assistance  of  a  number 


of  deputy  sheriffs. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Amalgamat- 
ed as.sociation  was  again  in  charge  of 
the  regular  officer,  the  general  execu- 
tive board  having  adjourned  finally 
last  evening,  without  reaching  any  con- 
clusion, so  far  as  known.  Most  of  the 
members  have  returned  to  their  homes. 
No  date  was  fixed  for  a  future  meet- 
ing, and  It  is  said  that  President  Shaf- 
fer and  his  advisors,  were  empowered 
to  conduct  any  future  negotiations 
themselves.  What  action,  If  any.  was 
taken  by  the  board  during  its  three 
days'  session,  is  not  known.

That  the  President  Will  Live. 

The  Danger  Point  Success- 
fully Passed. 

A  Rapid  Convalescence  Is

Milburn  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  10.— The 
president  will  live,  but  probably  will 
carry  the  bullet  of  the  would-be  assas- 
sin with  him  to  the  grave.    This  is  the 

expressed  opinion  of  Dr.  Charles  Mc- 
Burney.  of  New  York,  in  a  statement 
to  a  reporter  of  the  Associated  Press, 
after  the  consultation  of  the  physicians 
this  morning.  He  announced  the  presi- 
dent had  passed  the  danger  point,  and 
now  only  the  possibility  of  complica- 
tions  remained. 

He  announced  that  unless  the  bullet 
embedded  in  the  muscles  of  the  back 
caused  trouble,  there  would  be  no  neces- 
sity to  extract  it.  In  his  opinion  it 
would  not  even  be  located  with  the  X- 
ray.  The  only  use  of  the  X-ray,  he 
said,  would  be  to  satisfy  curiosity.  All 
the  other  phj-sicians  were  equally  con- 
fident after  the  morning  consultation, 
that  recovery  is  assured.  Dr.  Mynter 
said  the  president  was  out  of  the  woods, 
and  Dr.  Wasdin  supplemented  the  fig- 
ure of  speech  by  adding  "With  plentv 
of  daylight  behind  him."

On  Russian  Yacht. 


Copenhagen.  Sept.  10.— The  czar  and 
czarina  and  their  children,  the  king 
and  queen  of  England,  the  king  of  Den- 
mark, the  king  of  Greeoe  and  twenty- 
eight  royal  princes  and  princesses,  all 
on  one  train,  arrived  here  at  noon  to- 
day from  Fredensbory  and  were  pres- 
ent at  a  farewell  luncheon  on  board  the 
Russian  imperial  yacht  Standart.  Then 
all  the  party,  with  the  exception  of  the 


czar^-  went  on  board  the  imperial  yacht 
Pole  Star,  to  take  leave  of  the  czarina.

Milburn    House.    Buffalo.    Sept 
Again    what    may    be    termed    a    crisis 
night,    the   fourth   since   the   dast«rdly 
attempt   on    the    life   of   President   Mc- 
Kinley, has  passed  anu  without  a  single 
symptom  unfavorable  to  his  recovery. 
In    fact    the    tone    of   the    first    bulletin 
this  morning  was  most  carefully  word- 
ed,  rejoicing     that     the     distinguished 
patient  had  been  more  comfortable  dur- 
ing any   previous   period   since   he  was 
wounded.    Both  pulse  and  temperature 
are  a  trifle  higher  than  yesterday  morn- 
ing, but  so  little  as  to  cause  no  worry, 
and  in  fact  rather  to  give  encourage- 
ment by  the  slightness  of  the  change  of 
condition.     Between   2   a.   m.   and     6:30 
a.  m.  there  was  not  a  sign  of  life  about 
the    Milburn    mansion    except    that    at 
3:15   Dr.    Parke,    who  had   been   one   of 
the  night   watchers,    left    the   house   to 
go  to  his  room.     At  tare  Intervals  the 
watc'ners  on  the  corner  opposite  would 
see   the   light   in   the  president's     room 
brighten  a  little  as  the  attendants  did 
something  for  the  patient's  comfort. 

At  6  o'clock  a  gentle  rain  began  fall- 
ing, making  it  unpleasant  for  the  news- 
paper watchers  and  the  guards.  Luck- 
ily the  civic  and  military  authorities 
had  provided  shelter,  a  big  erection 
booth  and  several  tents  forming  a  fairly 
comfortable  retreat  from  which  the 
front  of  the  Milburn  house  could  be 
kept  under  observation. 

At  6.  the  hour  at  which  the  first  bul- 
letin had  been  issued  on  other  morn- 
ings, there  was  no  sign  of  life  about 
the  house  except  the  slowly  moving 
guards  parading  the  walks,  and  it  was 
understood  that  Secretary  Cortelyou 
had  left  word  that  I  e  was  not  to  be 
disturbed  until  7  o'clock,  another  Flight 
indication  that  the  president  was  doing 

well. 

It  was  a  minute  or  so  after  7  o'clock 
when  the  first  bulletin  was  Issued,  al- 
though the  bulletin  itself  was  dated  at 
5:20  o'clock.  It  was  Signed  by  Drs. 
Parke  and  Rixey,  who  had  divided 
the  night  watch,  and  its  tone  of  hope- 
fulness was  the  most  decided  of  any 
given  out  since  the  president  was  shot. 
There  was  a  confident  ring  about  the 
phrase,  "the  president  has  passed  the 
most  comfortable  night  since  the  at- 
tack on  his  life." 

This  sent  those  who  road  it  on  their 
way  rejoicing  in  the  almost  firm  con- 
viction that  the  recovery  of  the-  dis- 
tinguished  patient  was  now  almost  ab- 
solutely assured.

He  slei  t  well  and  wlieu  he 
awoke  he  was  cheery  and  even  chatty.  He 
is  not  receiving  an;-  nourlstiraent  ihus 
far  except  by  enema.

"Have  you  considered  the  prospects  of 
his  removal?"

Dr.  Parke  referred  to  tho  fact  that  the 
bulletins  were  most  conservative  and  gave 
re,<u!ts  such  as  the  medical  fraternity 
would  be  expected  .o  pass  upon  In  the 
case   of  any   citizen. 

"It  would  be  well  to  have  it  staled."  he 
added,  "that  the  president  ie  not  being 
deprived  of  benelits  .'f  private  citizen:?hiii. 
He  is  being  treated  exactly  as  any  other 
citizen  would  be  and  is  getting  the  ben- 
efit of  It.  We  view  :he  case  just  as  Diat 
of  nnv  other  man  who  might  be  similarly 
afflicted." 

Dr.  Parke's  latter  statement  will  explain 
the  fact  Ihat  the  official  bulletins  are 
based  on  rigid  scl;ntific  princij>Ies  as 
they  are  applicable  alike  to  all  cases  ot 
surgery. 

Dr.  Herman  Mynter  was  the  next  of  tne 
consulting  physicians  to  come  from  the 
house.  He  was  folic  wed  by  Dr.  Eugene 
AV'asdin,  and  they  walked  down  the  street 
together.  To  the  qufries  of  the  newspaper 
men.   Dr.    Mynter   said: 

"The  president  is  doign  splendidly  and 
he  is  out  of  the  woods.  If  I  may  express 
It  that  way." 

"Yes."  chimed  in  Dr.  Wasdin.  "and  he 
has  plenty  of  dayllpht   behind  him." 

Dr.  Mynter  said  fi  rther:  "I  have  never 
been  really  optlmlsiic  because  I  do  not 
like  to  prejudice  sc-ious  cases,  but  now 
I  can  say  lo  you  tliat  everything  in  the 
president's  condition  warrants  the  state- 
ment that  he  is  on  the  road  to  Quick  re- 
covery."

Sept.  10.— From  1874  to  ISTti.  the 
family  of  Leon  CzolgoBz,  the  assailant  of 
President  McKinley,  lived  in  Detroit,  and 
former  neighbors  assert  that  L^-on  was 
born  here  in  the  summer  ol"  l.S7r..  A  search 

of  oil!  city  directories  resulted  in  locating 
the  Czolgosz  family  at  141  Benton  street 
in  1S74.  Inquiry  in  this  vicinitj-  ilevelo;^ed 
several  people  who  had  known  the  famny. 
J.  J.  Lorkow.fki.  a  prominent  Polish  sa- 
loonkeejier.  lived  across  troni  the  CzolgOoZ 
family  on  Benton  streti  and  knew  tlie 
father  well.  He  is  sure  that  the  bov  was 
born  ill  the  Benton  street  house  in  1S74. 
Lorkowski  says  that  Czolgosz  moved  to 
Posen.  Mich.,  near  Alpena,  in  1S75,  going 
later  to  Alpena.  If  this  information  Is 
correct,  Leon  is  27  years  old  insiead  of  liS 
as  he  asserts.  When  thl.s  was  pointed  out 
to  Lorkowski.  who  is  a  very  inielligent 
man.  he  said  that  many  Polish  boys  did 
not  know  their  age  and  he  pre- 
sumed that  Czolgosz  was  not  sur« 
of  his.

Burton  H.  Bellinger  was  sentenced 
to  eight  years  at  hard  labor  in  the 
state  prison  at  Stillwater  this  morn- 
ing for  the  crime  of  forgery  in  the  sec- 
ond degree,  to  which  he  had  pleaded 
guilty.  He  starts  his  sentence  at  the 
age  ot  22,  and  if  he  serves  it  out  he  will 
be  30  years  old  when  he  faces  the  world 
again. 

He  made  a  plea  for  a  short  sentence, 
and  promised  Judge  Diljell,  who  im- 
posed the  sentence,  that  if  he  got  a 
reasonable  term  he  would  be  a  man 
and  make  something  of  himself  when 
he  came  out.  But  Judge  Dibell  as- 
signed several  good  reasons  why  a 
short  sentence  was  impossible. 

Bellinger  was  somewhat  nervous  and 
apparently  slightly  apprehensive  when 
he  faced  the  court  at  the  opening  of 
the  day's  session  this  morning.  He 
preserved  his  composure  throughout, 
however,  and  when  he  heard  his  sen- 
tence he  looked  hard  at  the  court  for 
a  few  seconds,  his  face  set  and  pale. 
Then  he  turned  away  and  was  led  back 
to  the  county  jail. 

In  response  to  the  u«ual  inquiries,  he 
snid  that  he  had  learned  the  trades  of 
dentistry  and  electrical  working.  He 
had  put  in  five  years  at  these,  about 
three  years  on  electricity  and  two  years 
on  dentistry,  working  turn  about  at 
the  two  occupations.  When  h<='  was 
arrested  he  was  engaged  in  electrical 
working.  After  these  questions  had 
been  asked,  the  court  released  him 
from  his  oath  and  asked  him  about  his 
past  life.  He  had  nothing  to  say  why 
sentence  should  not  be  pronounced 
against  him.  He  waited  a  sentence, 
because  he  ha^  done  wron<j.  He 
thought  he  could  take  a  reasonable 
sentence  and  come  out  and  be  a  man 
by  working  and  making  something  of 
himself.  He  could  see  where  he  had 
made  a  big  mlstalte. 

Asked  if  he  had  not  been  in  trouble 
before  to  a  conslderiible  extent,  he  said 
he  had.  Asked  what  its  nature  was,  he 
said  it  was  petty  thieving  and  "one 
thing  and  another."  He  had  taken  a 
good  many  things  th&t  were  not  of 
much  use  to  him.  Asked  If  he  had  ever 
taken  anything  that  was  of  no  use  to 
him,  he  said  he  li4«l  not.  but  he  had 
taken  things  he  might  as  well  have 
bought.  He  had  been  accused  of  many 
things  he  did  not  do,  however. 

He  expressed  regret  at  having  stolen 
the  checks  from  Dr.  Spengler,  and  said 
that  he  was  sorry  for  it  afterwards  be- 
cause Dr.  Spengler  had  been  a  good 
friend  to  him,  as  good  a  friend  as  he 
had  ever  had.  He  was  glad  when  he  i 
was  caught,  because  it  was  better  than 
chasing  around  the  country  a  fugitive 
from  justice.  He  felt  better  when  he 
was  caught. 

Asked  if  he  remembered  the  insanity 
hearing  he  said  he  did  not,  though  he 
had  been  told  he  had  had  one.  He 
had  never  been  In  prison  before, 
though  he  had  been  in  jail  waiting 
trial.  He  had  never  been  convicted  be- 
fore, but  had  served  eight  months  in 
Red  Wing  when  his  mother  sent  him 
there,  and  he  had  had  a  good  record 
while  there. 
In  passing  sentence  Judge  Dibell  said: 
"I  have  been  asked  to  give  you  a 
light  sentence,  and  it  would  be  the 
pleasante.st  thing  for  me  if  I  could  do 
so.  It  seems  that  for  ten  years  you  have 
been  pretty  constantly  in  trouble.  The 
newspapers  have  undoubtedly  taken 
every  occasion  to  call  attention  to  your 
misdeeds,  and  you  have  had  more  no- 
toriety than  others  who  have  done  as 
much  as  you.  If  you  want  to  reform 
It  can  only  be  after  years  of  training. 
"Your  Sentence  should  not  be  short. 
It  should  be  such  as  to  deter  others 
from  crimes  of  the  same  nature.  Your 
career  has  been  somewhat  theatrical. 
Y^ou  have  done  things  in  a  dramatic 
way,  and  you  have  had  something  of  a 
dime  novel  career.  No  doubt  there  are 
other  boys  in  the  city  who  have 
watched  you,  and  a  light  sentence 
would  have  a  bad  effect  upon  them. 
You  are  not  a  safe  man  to  have  in  the 
community.  If  let  loose  you  will  prob- 
ably commit  other  crimes  of  which  you 
have  no  thought  now.  Therefor**  your 
sentence  cannot  be  light.  It  is  th?  sen- 
tence of  the  court  that  yau  be  confined 
in  the  Minnesota  penitentiary  at  Still- 
water, at  hard  labor,  for  the  period  of 
eight  years." 

Bellinger  stood  for  a  few  seconds 
staring  at  the  judge  and  his  face  grew 
hard.  Then  he  compressed  his  lips  and 
ttirned  back  to  his  seat,  and  was  led 
back  to  jail. 

The  sentence  might  have  been  ton 
years.  There  is  another  indictu-'ent 
pending  on  which  a  similar  sentence 
mifht  have  been  made.

Chicago,  Sept.  10.— After  the  inter- 
views with  Emma  Goldman  were  over, 
Capt.  Luke  Colleran,  chief  of  detectives, 
served  a  warrant  on  Miss  Goldman, 
charging  her  with  conspiracy  to  mur- 
were  not  made  in  New  York  and  aiie  is 
sworn  to  by  Capt.  (;'olleran. 

It  gives  as  her  co-conspirators  Abra- 
ham Isaaks.  Maurice  Isaaks,  Clement.e 
Pfeutzer,  Hippollle  Havel.  Henry  Trav- 
agllo,  Alfred  Schneider,  Julia  Mechame, 
Marie  Isaaks  and  Marie  Isaaks.  Jr.  All 
btit  Miss  Goldman  were  arrested  some 
days  ago.

Believed  to  Have  Knowl» 

edge      0?     Czolgosz 

Closely  Examined. 

Buffalo,  Sept.  10.— A  number  of  wit- 
nesses supposed  to  have  knowledge  of 
the  movements  ol  Czolgosz  after  he 
came  to  Buffalo,  vvere  brought  to  po- 
lice headquarters  this  morning  by  local 
officers  to  be  questioned  by  Superin- 
tendent Bull  and  District  Attorney 
Penney.  The  poii<e  declined  to  give 
the  names  of  the  witnesses  or  to  tell 
what  Information  had  been  gained 
from  them.  Attorney  Penney  would 
only  say  that  he  knew  several  wit- 
nesses had  been  brought  in  and  that 
he  had  been  asked  to  come  down  and 
examine  them. 

"You  can  say."  said  he.  "that  the 
statement  that  Governor  Odell  had  dis- 
cussed the  case  with  me  and  that  we 
had  decided  lo  suiunon  an  extraordin- 
ary grand  jury  is  '^^  romance.  There  is 
a  grand  jury  now  in  session  here  and 
it  is  clothed  with  all  the  power  neces- 
sary in  the  premises.  There  is  noth- 
ing new  in  the  ca^e.  I  cannot  tell  you 
anything  as  to  Lmma  Goldman.  I 
know  of  no  frictkn  between  the  state 
and  federal  orticers  working  on  this 
case." 

When  asked  alKUt  the  alleged  pres- 
ence here  of  Mrs.  Czolgosz,  mother  of 
the  prisoner,  Supe  intv-ndent  Bull  said: 
"If  Mrs.  Czolgosz  Is  In  Buffalo  I  have 
n.;  knowledge  of  the  fact.  She  has  not 
come  here  and  haji  not  tried  to  seo  her 
son.  No  one  has  asked  to  see  the  pri- 
soner."

and  (.-^refully  planned  plot  to  kl'.  th- 
president,  and  the  Inquiry  is  being 
pressed  energetically  along  that  line  in 
every  city  where  there  are  circles  of  an- 
archists. 'Ih;  NeA\-  York  and  Patcrson 
departments  are  watching  the  anar- 
chists of  their  twc  cities,  while  at  Chi- 
cug<!,  Clevelaml  and  Detroit  there  are 
men  on  the  trail  of  the  prisoner. 

The  secret  service  bureau  at  Wash- 
ington Is  cooperating  with  every  one  of 
Its  operatives  who  can  be  used.  That 
the  plot  has  not  j  et  been  revealed  and 
the  identity  of  ihe  principals  estab- 
lished, the  police  themselves  admit. 
Czolgosz  has  been  examined  by  Doc- 
tors Creoo  and  Fowler,  specialists  on 
mental  disorder,  who  were  c:«!led  in  by 
District  Attorney  Penney.

Sultan   Must    Settle    All 

of    the    French 

Claims. 

Paris,  Sept.  10. — It  is  expecte<l  in  ofR- 
cial  circles  here  that  the  sultan  of 
Turkey  will  ask  the  French  govern- 
ment, now  that  the  Tubini  claim  has 
been  settled,  by  direct  negotiations, 
between  the  claimant  and  the  porte, 
to  resume  diplomatic  relations,  France, 
however,,  will  reject  any  such  provi- 
sion, and  until  the  sultan  has  yielded 
in  the  case  of  the  Lorando  claim, 
which  is  nearly  four  times  the  amount 
of  the  Tubini  claim,  M.  Constans  will 
not  return  to  Turkey.  Advices  from 
Constantinople  say  it  is  believed  the 
Lorando  claim  will  soon  be  settled. 

The  attitude  of  the  sultan  towards  the 
French  claims  is  undoubtedly  aitrlbuiable 
to  the  expectation  of  a  decree  of  the 
French  minister  of  the  interior  in  ex- 
pelling Turkish  spies  from  France.  The 
decree  had  been  held  Ijack  for  several 
days  ill  the  hope  that  the  su'.tan.  who, 
naturally,  wa.s  aware  that  it  had  been 
drawn  lin,  would  lake  the  hint,  but  the 
patience  of  the  government  was  linally 
exhausted  and  yesterday  Feridoun  Bey, 
heaci  of  the  Turkish  police  in  Paris,  and 
ancjther  spy  were  ordered  to  leave  France. 
Thi.s  stei)  was  followed  by  today's  an- 
nouncement that  the  sultan  had  settled 
the  Tubini  claim.

GAS  WAS 
INHALED 


Girl    Committed   Suicide 

y/hile    Wearing   a 

Party  Dress. 


Quarreled       With      Her 
Sweetheart  and  Re- 
solved on  Death. 


Body  Found  Few  Minutes 

After    Life   Had 

Left  It, 


Chicago,  Sept.  10. — Still  wearing  the 
party  gown  of  the  evening  before,  Julia 
J.  Latham,  aged  26  years,  killed  her- 
self by  inhaling  gas  at  her  apartments 
in  the  Barrett  fiats,  260  Bowen  avenue. 
She  had  been  the  hostess  at  a  supper 
the  niglit  before  and  had  quarreled  with 
her  sweetheart.  This  is  suppostd  to 
have  been  the  cause  of  her  suicide. 

Miss  Latham  was  a  stenographe-  and 
lived  on  the  fourth  floor  of  thr-  flat 
buiifling.  Friends  say  she  was  in  love 
with  Harry  Roy  Weissert.  On  Satur- 
day night  she  gave  a  party  in  honor  of 
Emnxa  Jackson,  of  Green  Bay,  Wis., 
who  is  visiting  her  sister.  Grace  Jack- 
son, in  the  fiat  immediately  below  Miss 
Latham's.  Four  men  and  women  coni- 
posed  the  party,  and  they  had  a  gay 
time. 

Miss  Latham  was  in  a  particularly 
jovial  humor  and  was  the  life  of  the 
party.  In  the  course  of  the  evening 
she  playfully  knocked  a  glass  out  of 
Weisserfs  hand  and  he  spoke  to  her 
angrily.  The  incident  seemed  to  dis- 
tress the  girl,  and  she  spoke  of  it  sev- 
eral times  to  her  Intimate  friend,  Grace 
Jackson. 

The  guests  went  home  about  2:30 
and  AVeissert  accompanied  two  of  the 
men,  without  speaking  to  Mias  Latham, 
although  she  begged  him  to  forgive  her. 
She  returned  to  the  room  and  waited 
for  liim  to  come  back  and  make  up  the 
quarrel.  As  he  failed  to  appear  she 
became  desperate,  and  took  the  rubber 
tube  from  the  gas  range  and  attached 
one  end  of  it  to  the  gas  jet  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  room,  inserting  the  other  end 
in  her  mouth.  Then  she  laid  down 
upon  a  sofa  and  intialed  the  gas  until 
she  died. 

The  body  was  found  by  Grace  .Tack- 
son  at  6  o'clock,  a  few  minutes  aft»'r  life 
had  left  it.  Miss  Jackson  awoke  at  that 
hour  with  a  start  and  noticed  si'Moe 
sheets  of  paper  under  her  door  She 
liastily  lighted  the  gas  and  saw  that 
the  note  was  in  Miss  Latham's  hand- 
writing. She  read  enough  to  guess  the 
trouble  and  immediately  ran  lo  Miss 
Latham's  room.  The  door  was  slightly 
ajar  and  she  rushed  in.  to  find  her 
friend  lying  unconscious  and  pa.st  all 
aid. 

The  letter  which  Miss  Jackson  ^'ound 
under  her  door  was  in  two  parts,  one 
intended  for  Weissert  and  the  other  for 
Miss  Jack.son.  N-^ither  was  signed,  and 
both  notes  were  incoherent.  This  is  the 
letter: 

".'):20 — You  have  not  returned  yet. 
When  you  do  it  will  be  everlastingly  too 
late — farewell — ail  is  over.  I  think,  like 
you,  a  man's  life  is  what  you  make  it. 
No  explanations  *  •  •  n  will  be  too 
late.  Ah,  how  I've  loved  you.  Ah! 
liuy,   farewell,  forever,  farewell. 

"5:30 — He     has     not     returned.     Keep 

this  a  secret  from  St .     I  was  a  true 

friend  and  you  sympathize  with  Ray. 
It  is  better  so.  I  care  not.  Mail  this 
to  Ray — or  rather  to  Mr.  Stikes,  Hous- 
ton, Tex.  He  will  pav  my  funeral  ex- 
penses. TJfe  is  all  a  mi.stake.  Emma, 
I  would  like  to  have  my  watch.  Ask 
Harrj'  to  wear  my  sapphire  ring.  You, 
Grace  •  *  *  Florence  will  grieve. 
Promise  me.  Grace,  tell  Harry  that  I 
love  hint.    Keep  all  from  the  papers." 

Miss  T.,ath.'',rn  came  to  Chicago  several 
Vi-avs  ago  from  Kentucky  and  for- 
merly was  employed  by  the  American 
Press  association.

"The  city  of  Duluth,  Minnesota,  is 
hereby  granted  a  license,  revocable  at  will 
l)y  the  secretary  of  war,  to  erect  a  sus- 
pended car  transfer  or  art*al  ferry  over 
the  DuJuih  canal,  on  the  lin*  of  l^ake  ave- 
nue, in  said  city,  and  on  the  lands  of  the 
I'nited  States  i)ertaining  to  that  canal, 
as  shown  on  the  attached  piaus,  whlcii 
have  been  approved  by  the  chief  of  eiir 
gin^^rs,  upon  the  following  provisions  and 
conditions: 

"l.— That  the  piles  shaJl  be  driven  to  a 
depth  of  at  least  fifteen  feet  below  the 
Ixjttom  of  the  adjoining  ship  canal  cribs, 
and  the  spaces  between  the  piles  filled  in 
with  sand  and  roek,  or  sand  and  gravel, 
to  the   top  of  the  piles. 

"3. — That  the  total  area  included  within 
the  four  ixjsts  of  each  tower  shall  be  filled 
with  sand  to  a  d^epth  of  five  feet  above 
datum,  and  be  so  protected  as  not  to  be 
damaged  by  the  elemtiits  until  the-  Cnited 
States  shall  have  completed  the  filling  in 
of  the  adjoining  area. 

•;'..— That  .said  ( ity  of  Duluth  shall,  dur- 
ing the  next  session  of  congress,  present 
tlio  matter  to  congress  wi'th  a  view  to 
such  legislative  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  a  permanent  adjustment  of  the 
several  Interests  whieh  are  connectei  with 
traffic  through  and  across   the  canal. 

"4. — That  said  car  transfer  shall  be  oper- 
ated in  coniformity  to  regulations  to  be 
approved  by  tht*  chief  of  engineers,  and 
the  work  of  comstructiiig  tht;  .^arae  shall 
be  suijjeet  to  the  supervi.tiijn  of  the  en- 
gineer officer  of  the  i'nited  States  army 
la   charge  of   the   locality. 

"5.— That  any  sura  which  may  have  to 
be  exi)ended.  after  revocation  of  this 
license,  in  fmtting  any  premises  or  v>roi>- 
erty  hereby  authorizllcd  to  be  occupied 
or  used  in  as  good  con-dltion  for  use  by 
the  United  States  as  it  is  at  this  d-a-te, 
shall  be  repaid  by  said  city  of  Duluth  on 
demand." 

Work  on  the  bridge  may  b^gin  immedi- 
ately, so  that  the  concrete  foundations 
may  be  in  by  the  close  of  navigation,  at 
which  lime  the  superstructure  would  be 
put  up.

The  eleventh  annual  commencement  ex- 
ercises of  St.  Luke's  hospital  took  place 
last  evening  and  two  nurses.  Miss  Grace 
McConnell  and  Miss  Amelia  Hall,  were 
presented  with  the  diplomas  which  pro- 
claim that  they  have  linished  the  course 
of  training  at  the  hospital  and  are  com- 
petent to  minister  to  the  sick  witlt  that 
skill  and  knowledge  which  education  and 
practice   bring. 

The  exercises  wehe  held  at  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  church  and  in  the  presence  of 
about  150  people.  -  ue  address  of  the 
evening  was  delivered  by  Hon.  Joseph 
B.  Cotton  and   was  an  eiodUcut  on«'. 

The  speaker  opt-ned  with  a  reference 
to  the  hospital  association  and  the  glor- 
ious work  it  is  doing,  the  lofty  motives 
und  line  aspirations  which  prompted  its 
organization  and  the  success  which  nas 
met  its  endeavors.  "I'onlght  two  young 
women  are  to  be  presented  with  di- 
plomas and  receive  the  congratulations 
of  friends  after  three  years  of  patient 
and  submissive  toil.  The  world  ever 
draws  insiiiration  from  the  life  and 
acliievements  of  those  who  toil  for  the 
upbuilding  of  society  and  humanity.  The 
history  of  all  the  ages  proves  that  no 
great  result  is  accomplished  in  the 
world"  s  advancement  without  humaa 
sacrifice  and  human  suiiL-ring.  lius 
seems  to  be  the  inherent  logic  of  life  it- 
self. 

ihe  history  of  the  past  has  taught  us 
the  necessity  of  specialization  and  spe- 
cial fitness  for  life's  duty.  In  the  early 
day  before  the,  general  ditfusion  of 
knowledge,  before  inveiitivg  genius  com- 
menced its  triumphant  way,  ijefore  the 
Anglo-Saxon  movement  b«^gan.  one  need 
have  only  a  little  knowledge  of  a  few  or 
many  things.  Today  the  inherent  logic 
of  life  demands  that  he  be  a  si>ecialist; 
that  he  especially  tit  and  qualify  hiniself 
for  the  performance  of  some  special 
work.  Today,  our  young  men  and  women 
are  schooled  for  some  special  calling 
with  the  guide  and  aid  of  the  accumulat- 
ed wisdom  of  the  past.  It  ia  the  age  of 
tiR  specialist.  The  demand  of  the  times 
is  for  the  best  in  every  calling.  The 
opportunity  was  never  greater,  for  gen- 
ius, for  ability,  for  faithful  and  persist- 
ent work.  Not  genius  is  required,  be- 
cause genius  is  the  exception  and  is  apt 
to  l>e  erratic,  but  energy  and  conscien- 
tious application  to  a  particular  subject 
are    the   essentials. 

"In  the  midst  of  life  and  happiness,  the 
shadow    of   sickness    and   disease   is   ever  ' 
about    the    portal.      The    complement    of 
health  is  disease.     The   end   of   growth   is 
decay.     The   counterpart  of   life  is  disso- 
lution.    Such    is    nature  s    unwritten,    but  ; 
intiexible   law.     When   sickness   comes   or 
disease   gains   a   foothold.    ..le  physician's  \ 
duties    begin    and    the    nurse's    mission    is  I 
at    hand.      Someone    must    prescribe    and  | 
give    relief.

A 
sympathetic    soul    is    needed    to    alleviate 
pain,   to  chase   away   sorrow,    to   minister 
unto  the  stricken.     Members  of  the  grad- 
uating   class,    this    work    and    many    like 
you    have   chosen.

The  work  of  the  nurse,  the  speaker  said, 
invoU'-s  a  rtsignation  of  the  plea^ur'e;^  of 
the  world  tc  a  considerable  .-xtent.  It 
means  long  hours,  faithful  vigils,  hard- 
ship and  unremitting  toil,  a  life  devoted 
to  th.o  interests  of  others,  but  lhou..?h  it 
irMjans  a  farewell  to  the  Irivoliiit-s  .o''  life, 
it  bis  rewards  that  ar«  freat  anl  last- 
ing. Its  mission  has  its  origin  in  th?  .soul, 
its  mrin-testalions  are  love,  its  prima 
source  is  hope  and  its  fruition  is  immor- 
tality. It  is  a  sllen  and  pathetic  work, 
but  !t  is  work  that  lives  rorever  'inding 
a  place  in  er during  history  side  by  side 
with  the  great  accomplishments  in  art, 
invention  and  literature.  It  is  pr?-^nun- 
ently  a  woman's  wfirk,  too,  and  ever  has 
been.  In  times  of  peace  and  wir  the 
v.'ork  of  woman  is  the  hom*",  by  (h-^  sick 
bed,  in  the  hospital.  In  the  camp,  in  t>l:ic.»s 
of  pestilential  disease,  in  prisons  and  upon 
the  battlefield,  is  a  part  of  the  imp^rish- 
alilc  history  of  the  world,  and  its  sweJt- 
e.st  liiemcr.v".  "To  have  contributed  in  i>ne'3 
lif.»  to  huriian  happiness;  to  have  abated 
liunian  suflering;  to  have  alleviated  hd- 
niuii  miseiv  and  given  comfort  ;ind  s-,  n;- 
pathy  to  the  distressed  and  made  lir_''s 
dav  of  su"shine  longer  In  some  hom.?  or 
p'ace,  is  to  have  performed  a  wjraan's 
glorious  and  highest   mission.

BELONGS  TO  THE  COUNTRY. 

If  the  list  of  federal  office  holders  pub- 
lished by  the  Minneapolis  Journal  yes- 
terday contains  as  many  errors  in  re- 
gard to  the  rest  of  the  state  as  it  does 
respecting    the   offices    credited    to   Du- 
luth.   it   is   of  very     little     value.    The 
Journal  published  the  list  with  a  view 
of  showing   that    St.   Paul,   with   about 
one-eleventh    of    the    population    of    the 
state,   has  one-third   of  the  federal   of- 
fices.   The    state    outside    of    St.    Paul 
and    Minneapolis,     with    four-fifths    of 
the  population,  has  only  one-half  of  the 
places,  according  to  the  Journal's  list, 
but  a  correct  count  would  show  a  stMl 
greater    proportion.      For    instance,    in 
the  customs  service  the  names  of  Isaac 
E.    West.    Per    Larka,    Peter   O.    Noben, 
and    C.    W.    Cate    appear.      They    were 
residents    of    Duluth    when    they    held 
office,  but  all  are  dead.     Whether  there 
are  any  other  dead  men  in  the  list.  The 
Herald  does  not  know. 

The  Minneapolis  paper's  idea  in  pub- 
lishing the  list  is  to  prove  that  St.  Paul 
has  no  claim  on  the  office  of  United 
States  district  attorney  and  there  is 
no  doubt  its  contention  is  correct.  It 
is  equally  true  that  Minneapolis  has 
no  claim  on  it  either,  and  the  office 
should  be  bestowed  upon  some  attorney 
outside  the  two  large  cities. 

There  are  130  offices  in  the  Journal's 
list,  and  of  these  fifty-nine  are  held  by 
Twin  City  politicians,  their  salaries  ag- 
gregating   $107,150.72.    while    the    state 
outside  the  cities  has  only  seventy-one 
j  offices,  with  total  salaries  of  $103,570.23. 
I  When  it  is  remembered  that  four-fifths 
!  of  the  population  of  the  state  lived  out- 
j  side  the  two  cltie.s,  the  injustice  of  tho 
I  present    state    of    affairs    is    apparent. 
i  The  Journal  has  supplied  an  unanswer- 
able argument  why  the  district  attorn- 
eyship  should   not   go    to   either   of    tho 
Twin  Cities.

Judge  Advo- 
cate   Lemley    will,    of    course,    defend 
Howison   and   argue   that   nothing   has 
occurred  to  show  that  he  cannot  serve 
as  an  unbiased  judge.

For    Uni- 
form Divorce 
Laws. 


The  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  divorce 
oases     coming     before 
the    district    court     m 
Duluth    has    attracted 
considerable    atleniion 
of  late.     With   a   view    of    repressing    the 
tendency       to    seek   divorces       for    trivial 
causes,  the  judges  have  been  cross-exam- 
ining  the  witnesses  closely,   with    the   re- 
t.ult   that  some  cases  will  end  in  divorces 
being  denied.    The  Minnesota  laws  on  the 
subjecl  of  divorce  are  <iuite  lax  and  make 
it  quite  easy  to  secure  release  from  mat- 
rimonial  bonds.     In   this  connection  it    is 
wurthy  of  note  that  the  state  commission- 
ers for  the  promotion  of  uniform  legisla- 
tion  have  recently   held  iheir  annual  ses- 
elun  at   Denver.   The  abuses  aimed  at   by 
this    conference   are   notorious   and   result 
from  the  fact  that  Instead  of  one  unif<»rm 
law  for  the  entire  country  there  are  forty- 
live    stalutes.    many    of    which    are    loose 
and  conflicting.    Tlie  result  Is  that  divorce 
Is  easily  obtained    in   one   or  more  stales 
where  the  law  Is  lax  by  citizens  of  another 
Who  go  there  and  acfjuire  a  temporary  res- 
idence solely  for  that  purpose.  This  would 
be    deplorable   enough    if    the    validity    of 
the  divorce  oMained  were  afterward   uni- 
versally recognized,  but.  as  is  well  known. 
It  is  often  assailed  and  sometimes  defeat- 
«d,  with  the  most  serious  martial  compli- 
cations and  conse(iuences.    The  true  rem- 
edy for  the  evil  is  a  uniform  national  law 
enacted  by  congress.  But  this  is  impossi- 
ble   without    a    constitutional   amenJment. 
and    tiicre   Is    little   hoiie    for   the   adoution 
©f  suih  amendment.   The  next   best    thing 
to  it  Is   to  secure  uniformity  in   the  exist- 
ing  laws    by    the    action    of    the    several 
•tate   legislatures. 


THE  TREASURY  EXHIBIT. 

According  to  a  Washington  dispatch 
to  The  Herald,  published  in  another 
column,  the  treasury  department  offi- 
cials find  that  a  surplus  is  still  piling 
up  on  their  hands,  despite  the  passage 
of  the  revenue  reduction  bill.  There 
was  a  surplus  of  revenue  for  the  month 
Of  August  exceeding  $6,000,000.  This 
compares  with  a  small  deficit  for  the 
same  month  last  year,  and  for  the  two 
months  of  this  fiscal  year  the  treasury 
e.xperience  is  the  exact  reverse  of  that 
of  July  and  August.  1900.  a  surplus  ap- 
proaching $7,000,000  contrasting  with 
a  defi.it  of  some  $S.O00,0OO.  The  com- 
parative August  figures  giving  prin- 
cipal sources  of  revenue  are  as  follows:

The  approximate  loss  of  $4,000,000  in 
receipts  is  confined  to  the  internal  rev- 
enue and  shows  the  operations  of  the 
war  tax  reduction  act  of  the  last  con- 
gress. It  is  thus  clear  that  the  ab- 
sence of  any  decline  in  internal  rev- 
enue during  July  was  due  to  the  spe- 
cial cause  of  dealers  In  taxed  articles 
holding  off  for  the  reduction  until  after 
July  1,  when  purchases  of  supplies  of 
new  stamps  at  the  reduced  rates  tem- 
porarily operated  to  prevent  a  loss  in 
revenue.  The  estimated  effect  of  the 
tax  reduction  measure  was  a  saving 
to  the  people  of  $40,000,000  a  year.  It 
will  be  seen  that  a  continuation  of  the 
August  loss  from  internal  revenue  over 
the  rest  of  the  fiscal  year  would  bring 
the  fact  up   to  the   estimate. 

But  it  will  be  seen  that,  notwith- 
standing the  revenue  reduction  there 
is  a  large  surplus.  This  is  due  to  a 
remarkable  decline  in  expenditures.  If 
the  August  results  are  not  exceptional, 
further  tax  reductions  will  be  neces- 
sary to  prevent  the  treasury  from  con- 
tinuing to  be  a  highly  disturbing  factor 
in  the  money  market.  The  treasury 
exhibit  indicates  that  all  the  remain- 
ing war  taxes  can  safely  be  repealed.

THE  SCHLEY    INQUIRY. 

The  Schley  court  of  inquiry  will  con- 
vene on  Thursday  unless  something  un- 
foreseen happens  to  prevent,  and  those 
principally  concerned  in  the  great  con- 
troversy are  all  ready  for  the  hearing. 
For   the   past   three   weeks   the   various 
men  engaged  to  look  after  the  interests 
of  Admiral   Schley   hnve   been   working 
hard   in   the     preparation   of     the     ad- 
miral's defense,  and  they  now  feel  that 
they  are     well     fortified     against   any- 
thing the  other  side  may  bring  up.  The 
line  of  defense  was  laid  out  som.^  time 
ago  and  has  been  carefully  developed. 
So  completely  is  the  case  made  up  that 
no  material  additions  are  expected  from 
the  preliminary  examination  of  the  wit- 
nesses who   were  summoned  on  behalf 
of  Armiral  Schley.    Several  of  these,  in- 
cluding   Admiral    Baker,    who.    during 
the    war    was    a    member    of    the    war 
board;  Admiral  Watson,  who  had  com- 
mand   of    the    second    flying    squadron 
that   was   organized   for   an   expedition 
to   Spain,   and   Capt.    Clark,   who  com- 
manded the  Oregon,  have  already  been 
interviewed   by   Judge   Wilson   and   the 
other   attorneys     for     Admiral    Schley. 
They  are  expected  to  substantiate  and 
elaborate  on  certain   features     of     the 
Cuban    campaign    that    they    have    al- 
ready referred  to  in  reports  which  now 
form  parts  of  the  official  record. 

Although  Schley's  counsel  are  keep- 
ing very  quiet  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
policy  they  propose  to  follow  before  the 
court,  it  is  known  that  it  will  not  only 
constitute  a  defense  of  Schley  but  will 
be  an  attack  on  Admiral  Sampson.

More  than  1000  persons  have 
been  designated  for  appointment  to 
these  and  other  vacancies.  but  so 
many  have  failed  to  pass  the  required 
examination  that  comparatively  little 
progress  has  been  made  in  filling  the 
total  of  the  vacancies. 

Nearly  300  positions  as  .second  lieu- 
tenant are  unfilled  and  that  there  are 
about  250  vacancies  In  the  grade  of  first 
lieutenant,  including  all  three  branches 
of  the  army.  By  the  act  of  congress 
increasing  the  army  to  100.000  men 
there  were  promotions  all  along  the 
line.  The  advancement  of  so  mar/y 
officers  and  the  creation  of  new  posi- 
tions left  about  900  vacancies  among 
the  second  lieutenants  to  be  filled  by 
the  president.  The  law  provided  that 
these  places  should  be  filled  by  the 
commissioning  of  such  enlisted  men  as 
should  pass  the  examination  and  by 
the  appointment  of  men  within  certain 
age  limits  who  served  in  the  volunteer 
army.  Nothing  waS  left  for  civilians. 
There  was  an  immediate  rush  on  the 
part  of  former  volunteers  for  the  com- 
missions. Between  11,000  and  12,000  ap- 
plicants were  received.  First  of  all 
the  enlisted  men  were  taken  care  of. 
About  400  of  them  took  the  examination 
and  of  this  total  185  passed  and  were 
commissioned.  Since  then  many  of 
the  former  volunteer  otticeis  and  men 
have  been  disposed  of. 

It  is  evidently  the  intention  to  m.aK«i 
the  available  places  iast  as  long  as 
possible,  for  the  utmost  ri-or  has  been 
observed  in  marking  examination  pa- 
pers and  a  man  once  failing  has  but 
scant  show  for  another  tiial.  Men 
have  been  ord^-'id  btfore  the  e.>.-am.ir.- 
Ing  board  in  batches,  iinnouncemcnt 
of  designations  being  made  Wh  p.reat 
frequency,  yet  there  are  nearly  500  va- 
cancies at  the  present  time.  Great 
complaint  has  been  ma'de  by  candidates 
on  the  ground  that  the  examinations 
are  unduly  severe.  This  is  denied  at 
the  department,  where  it  is  claimed 
that  the  men  getting  commissions  in 
this  manner  enter  the  service  on  a  foot- 
ing equal  with  graduates  from  West 
Point  and  should  accordingly  come 
somewhere  near  the  latter  in  qualific- 
ations. Cases  have  occurred  where 
another  chance  has  been  given  to  a 
candidate  failing  to  pass  the  examin- 
ation on  his  first  attempt.  In  order  to 
get  a  second  trial,  now-ver.  a  man 
must  have  an  exceoti..ni-l  reoora  as  a 
volunteer. 

Any  young  man  who  served  in  the 
Spanish  war  is  eligible  for  an  appoint- 
ment and  can  take  the  examinations 
if   he  desires^ ' 

The  foreign  buslnesss  of  the  United 
States  is  not  wholly  exporting,  by  any 
means,  and  the  dealings  In  farm  pro- 
ducts is  not  a  one-sided  affair  at  all.  This 
country  Iniys  liberally  abroad,  and  espe- 
cially so  from  the  foreign  farmers.

It  is  a  curious  fact 
that  in  spite  of  the  big  output  of  domestic 
egr;<s.  there  are  some  people  who  Insist  on 
buying  foreign-laid  eggs.  We  bought 
]3.-.,0'.0  dozen  of  foreign  eggs  last  year, 
worth  almost  »10,0<X'..  Twenty  thousand 
dozen  came  from  Canada,  76,Oi.m>  dozen 
from  the  Chinese  empire,  37,000  dozen 
from  Hong  Kong  and  W7  dozen  from 
Mexico.  Forty-two  thousand  dollars" 
worth  of  milk  wa.^;  also  Imported  last 
year,  most  of  it  coming  from  Switzerland. 
We  even  Imywrted  such  things  as  beans 
and  peas,  cabbages,  onions  and  potatoes.

Mrs.  Florence  McKay,  of  Dawson  City, 
Alaska,  was  in  the  city  yesterday  en 
route  for  her  old  home  in  Hillsdale  county, 
Mich.,  to  spend  the  winter.  She  will  re- 
turn  to   Dawson   next  siaing. 

Mr  and  Mrs.  McKay  weni  to  the  Klon- 
dilte  regions  several  years  ago  in  search 
of  wealth  and  while  they  have  been  fairly 
successful,  they  have  as  yet  no  intention 
of  giving  up  their  far  northern  home. 
Mr.  McKay  has  several  fine  claims  in  the 
vicinitv  of  Dawson  City  and  remained  to 
look  after  his  interests.  He  has  not  been 
back  to  the  sJates  since  he  first  went  to 
Alaska,  but  Mrs.  McKay  returns  every 
two  years  to  visit  her  relatives  and  enioy 
the  beneiits  of  civilization  over  winter 
that  she  has  not  the  opportunity  of  enjoy- 
ing in  Ihe  frozen  north.  She  is  a  woman 
netiring  middle  age  but  is  very  active  and 
business-like.  She  likes  Alaska  and  is 
content  to  make  lier  home  there  so  long 
as  she  can  return  to  the  states  occasion- 
ally. She  thinks  nothing  of  the  long  trip 
by  wafer  and  overland  and  she  says  that 
she  has  made  il  so  often  that  it  has  lost 
all  its  dangers  to  her. 

Mrs.  McKay  says  thai  the  torrible  ca- 
tastrophe which  hapiH-ned  to  the  steam- 
er Islander.

is  looking  for  notoriety  on  the  lectuie 
ii!a!form. 

Mrs.  McKay  says  that  the  lessons 
taught  the  people  of  the  Klondike  during 
past  winter  seasons  has  not  been  wiihout 
its  effect  and  the  people  will  start  into  an- 
oiher  winter  season  better  prepared  to 
withstand  danger  from  food  shortage. 
She  says  that  the  terrible  suffeping  in 
former  seasons  could  have  been  avoided 
liad  the  iieople  been  more  intent  on  nig- 
paring  for  the  winter  instead  of  trying  to 
get    rich   quick. 

Mrs.  McKiiy  has  a  firm  belief  in  the 
future  of  Alaska  and  believes  that  for 
years  to  come  it  will  be  an  important 
fnc'or  in  the  wealth  producing  sections  of 
this  country.  She  ;ays  that  the  gold  sup- 
ply is  lo  all  jiractical  purposes  inexbaus- 
tible  and  thai  other  gold  discoveries  in 
tliis  almost  unknown  land  in  Ihe  n<jrlh

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Sept.  10. — ^According  to 
an  Eastern  paper,  the  treasurj'  aepart- 
ment  is  accumulating  more  money 
than  was  judged  would  be  the  income 
by  the  operations  of  the  Dingley  tarift 
law.  It  appears  that  a  further  reduc- 
tion, from  a  revenue  standpoint,  will 
be  made  before  congress  assembles 
next  December,  and  after  that  time 
provisions  will  be  made  for  a  reduction 
in  the  taxes,  brought  about  by  the  in- 
crease to  carry  on  the  war  between 
Spain  and  the  United  Slates.  The  trea- 
sury situation  today  is,  that  money  is 
still  being  piled  up,  ihe  result  of  excess 
of  receipts,  over  disbuisements.  It  is 
now  stated  that  the  excess  for  the  pres- 
ent fiscal  year  amounts  to  $t!,69;), 266.72, 
and  the  available  cash  in  tlie  treasury, 
after  deducting  the  gold  leserve  of 
$150,000,000  and  the  trust  funds  held 
for  the  redemption  of  outslandlTig  gold 
certificates,  silver  certificates  and 
treasury  notes,  amounts  to  $179,- 
652,312. 

The  most  remarkable  feature  of  this 
growing  surplus  is  that,  notwithstand- 
ing the  revenue  reduction  law  became 
effective  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal 
year  and  was  esiiinated  to  cut  down 
the  internal  levenue  receipts  $40,000,000 
per  year,  as  compared  with  the  same 
date  last  year,  there  has  been  an 
improvement  of  §11,776,565.  On  Sept. 
4,  1900,  instead  of  a  surplus  there  was 
a  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year  amounting 
to  $5,083,298,  while  at  this  time  last 
year  the  available  cash  balance  was 
$135,410,600. 

Contrary  to  the  general  belief,  the 
present  conditiun  of  aftairs  is  not  due 
to  an  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the 
government  over  last  year,  but  to  a  re- 
duction of  expendiiures.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  receipts  for  the  present  fis- 
cal year  to  date  are  smaller  than  for 
the  same  time  last  year.  The  customs 
receipts  for  the  present  fiscal  year  are 
nearly  $2,iMXi,00o  larger,  but  internal  rev- 
enue shows  a^  falling  oft"  of  about  S3,- 
tXK),000  and  there  has  been  a  net  de- 
crease in  revenue  amounting  to  $1,219,- 
196.  The  expenditures  for  lliis  year 
are  $12,095,763  below  those  of  last  year, 
and  this  is  what  atcounts  for  the  cur- 
rent surplus.  The  most  notable  fail- 
ing off  in  expenditures  has  been  in  ex- 
penditures under  the  war  departnient, 
wliioh  up  to  Sept.  1  were  nearly  $9,- 
000,000  less  than  for  the  same  time 
last   year. 

The  officials  of  the  tivasury  depart- 
ment believe  that  the  surplus  will  go 
on  accumulating  if  there  is  no  change 
in  the  revenue  laws  and  no  abnurnial 
increase  in  expenses.  It  is  not  thought, 
however,  that  the  present  rate  of  re- 
ceipts from   internal   revenue  will  keep 

up   throughout   the    year.

Buffalo  is  entertaining  .ti-dests  from 
all  sections  of  the  United  Slates  and 
Canada  and  South  American  countries, 
as  well  as  visitors  from  Euiope.  at  the 
famous  Pan-American  exposition,  and 
St,  L.ouis  is  piejiaring  a  world-break- 
ing expo.sition  to  celebrate  the  centen- 
nial of  the  Louisiana  puixhase  of  1.S03. 
As  yet  very  little  is  heard  of  a  more 
important  exposition,  from  a  material 
or  comercial  standpoint,  "the  South 
Carolina  Inter-State  and  West  Indian 
exposition."  which  will  open  at  t'harles- 
ton  next  December.  This  exposition  is 
not,  like  most  other  so-called  world's 
fairs,  intended  to  commeinorate  the 
anniversary  of  a  past  event,  but  to  In- 
augurate new  industries  and  com- 
merce; to  help  open  new  foreign  mar- 
kets, particularly  in  the  West  Indies; 
to  begin  the  twentieth  century  of  the 
Christian  era  with  the  arts  of  peace; 
to  develop  the  American  culture  ot 
silk  and  tea;  to  prouiote  the  Southern 
manufactures  of  cotton  and  iron;  to 
establish  new  steamship  lines  from 
Charleston,  the  central  seaport  of  the 
great  Southwest;  to  show  the  world  the 
rei?ources  and  attractions  of  that  pro- 
lific country;  and  the  advantages  of 
Charleston  as  a  connecting  link  be- 
tween the  producers  of  the  Southeast- 
ern states  and  the  Mississippi  valley 
on  one  side,  and  the  markets  of  the 
world  on  the  other. 

It  will  not  be  as  expensive  and  com- 
prehensive as  the  World's  Columbian 
exposition,  at  Chicago,  but  in  the  de- 
velopment of  Ideas  and  twentieth  cen- 
tury policies,  it  Aill  c<'imibute  as 
much,  or  more,  to  tha  ^-xparsion  of 
American  coinmerce,  and  the  luace  of 
the  world.  Upon  the  subject  of 
Charleston  and  Its  exposition  Col. 
Alex.  D.  Anderson  has  prepi:red  and 
published  a  very  interesting  pamphlet 
regarding  its  advantagjs  as  a  seaport 
and  its  industrial  and  eommer.::?|al  fu- 
ture. Col.  AndeiKon,  it  xvlll  *^f  ,-e- 
called.  was  one  of  the  strongest  advo- 
cates before  congress  to  secure  the  lo- 
cation of  the  World's  i"alr  at  the  na- 
tional capital,  instead  of  at  Chicago, 
where  congress  decided  this  great  in- 
ternational exhibit  shouM  be  held.  Col. 
Anderson,  in  the  preface  to  his  pamph- 
let, says: 

"The  South  Carolina  Tnter-State  and 
"West  Indian  exposition,  at  Charlescon, 
is  an  exposition  vkith  an  idea,  .and  the 
development  of  the  idea  is  a  matter 
of  li-anscendent  national  importance  in 
that  it  aims  at  the  expansion  of  Amer- 
ican commerce  in  neighboring,  open 
and  most  profitable  rie'ds. 
"The  chief  purjiose  of  the  exposition  is 
the  promotion  of  more  intimate  com- 
mercial relations  with  the  seventy 
principal  West  Indian  islands. 

"To  appreciate  the  importance  of    the 


movement  one  should  examine  the  rec- 
ord of  exports  from  tha  United  Statas 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1900, 
and  he  will  find  that  our  exports  of 
merchandise  to  the  West  Indies  were 
greater  than  to  the  fifteen  republics  of 
South  and  Central  America  combined; 
three  times  those  to  the  Philippines  and 
Hawaii  combined;  greater  than  those 
to  China,  Japan  and  Asiatic  Russia 
combined,  and  greater  than  those  to  the 
following  European  countries  com- 
binecL.  viz:  Russia,  Austria-Hungary, 
Spain,  Portugal,  Norway  and  Sweden, 
Turkey,  Greece  and  Switzerland. 

"He  will  also  find  that  the  per  C3pit^a 
imports  from  the  United  States  by  the 
people  of  the  West  Indies  were,  durfng 
the  last  fiscal  year,  $7.90  in  value,  whil3 
those  by  South  America  were  but  $1,13. 
tliose  by  the  Philippines  but  34  centp, 
and  those  by  China  but  3  cents. 

"The  West  Indies  are,  then,  among 
Uncle  Sam's  best  foreign  customers, 
and,-Jike  the  merchant  princes  of  New 
York,  he  should  treat  his  best  custo- 
mers with  due  attentioa  and  hospitality 
when  they  visit  the  exposition  and  join 
with  ChaiieSTon  in  appropriate  and  cor- 
dial greetings. 

"Charleston,  thoroughly  imbued  with 
the  .spirit  of  this  progressive  age  is  pre- 
paring to  show  il'e  visitors  from  these 
neighboring  islands  the  products  and 
manufactures  which  the  people,  not 
only  of  the  South,  but  of  the  whole 
United  States,  have  for  the  West  In- 
dian markets. 

"During  the  nineteenth  century  the 
city  was  ravaged  by  fire,  war  and 
earthquake,  but,  like  the  phoenix,  it 
has  risen  from  its  ashes,  and  with  an 
unfaltering  trust  in  the  future  will  help 
Inaugurate  tlie  twentieth  century  with 
a  most  timely  and  comprehensive  tri- 
bute to  commerce  and  the  arts  of 
peace. 

"By  reason  of  its  advantageous  geo- 
graphical position  as  a  seaport,  and  a 
natural  outlet  for  the  surplus  products 
of  the  great  Southea-Aern  states,  and 
the  Mississippi  valley  and  its  proximity 
to  the  W^est  Indies,  it  has  an  important 
mission  to  perform  in  behalf  of  Ameri- 
can commerce, 

"To  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
North,  South,  East  and  West,  to  the 
American  (eighteen)  sister  republics,  to 
Cuba,  which  will  soon  become  the  nine- 
teenth sister,  to  the  British,  French, 
Dutch  and  Danish  colonies  in  the  West 
Indies,  and  other  parts  of  America,  to 
the  nations  of  Europe  on  one  side  and 
the  countries  of  the  Orient  on  the 
other,  Charleston  will  extend  the  right 
hand  of  welcome  at  an  expo.«ition 
which,  in  quality  at  l-^ast,  the  inaugu- 
ration of  business  policies  for  th^.  fut- 
ure and  more  extensive  commercial  re- 
lations with  all  lands,  will  be  worthy 
of  the  dawn  of  the  twentieth  century, 
and  the  great  American  republic,  which 
has  just  entered  upon  what  may  be 
termed  its  international  era.' 

Charleston  is  one  of  the  eldest  cities 
in  the  I'nited  States.  Settlements  were 
first  made  upon  its  present  site  as  early 
as  1670,  or  2.31  years  ago. 

In  1680  it  acquired  the  name  of 
Charleston  by  becoming  the  successor 
of  a  town  by  that  name,  .previously  lo- 
cated on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river, 
but  whose  surroundings  were  not  suit- 
able for  ocean  shipping,  A  seaport  ade- 
quate to  the  largest  sea-going  vessels  of 
those  days,  was  the  objective  point  of 
the  early  settlers,  and  when  the  proi>er 
.site  was  found,  the  city  of  (Charleston 
was  there  laid  out.  In  a  very  few  years 
it  had  established  an  extensive  coast- 
wise and  foreign  trad^.  and.  as  pioneer 
of  American  foreign  commerce,  it  soon 
became  one  of  the  chief  seaports  r f  the 
new  world  and  a  mo.'-t  attractive  and 
prosperous  city. 

Nature  has  made  Charleston  a  central 
deep  water  outlet  on  the  South  Atlantic 
coast  for  a  lartre  part  of  thf  great 
Southeast.  Short  transportation  lines. 
radiating  from  the  center  and  extend- 
ing to  the  aiiRsis«L|)pi  and  Ohio  i-ivers, 
and  to  the  gulf,  intersect  on  the  way 
several  very  rich  .ind  prolific  states. 

By  the  use  of  the  term  "Great  South- 
east" is  meant  South  Carolina,  North 
Carolina.  Georgia,  Virginia,  West  Vir- 
ginia, Alabaina,  Missi.'sippi.  Tennessee, 
Kentucky  and  Florida.  The  total  area 
of  the  great  Southeast,  as  above  de- 
fined, is  149,715  square  miles,  or  14.8  per 
cent  of  the  area  of  the  whole  United 
States,  exclusive  of  Alaska,  and  newly 
acquired  islands.  Much  has.  been  said 
and  written  about  the  .great  North- 
west and  the  great  Southwest.  It  is 
time  that  more  was  said  and  written 
about  the  resources,  products,  manu- 
factures, varied  topogi-aphy  of  the  great 
Southwest,  and  the  Southland  gener- 
ally, with  which  Charleston  is  so  closely 
identified.  The  coming  exposition  will 
endeavor  to  do  its  duty  in  this  as  well 
as  every  other  respect.

The  negro  had  been  a  lion  ever  since 
last  Friday.  He  has  sold  the  buttons 
off  his  coat  and  waistcoat  for  sums 
ranging  from  $•'>  to  $20  apiece,  and  fin- 
ally parted  with  all  the  clothing  he 
wore  during  the  struggle,  to  visilois 
who  wanteil  them  as  souvenirs. 

It  was  not  umil  Saturday  afternoon, 
when  he  had  nothing  else  left,  that  he 
had  time  to  get  his  photograph  taken. 
Thtse  went  off  like  hot  cakes  on  Satur- 
day night,  and  the  photographer  ex- 
pects to  woik  Ills  assistants  from  now 
on  to  the  close  of  the  show,  printing 
pictures. 

So,  when  "Big  Jim"  came  around  to 
the  Buifalo  club  yesterday  afternoon 
to  see  the  senator  from  Ohio,  he  was 
respli-ndeiit  in  new  raiment  and  his 
po<  kets  were  lined  wdth  greenbacks 
and  jingling  coin. 

He  was  abashed  when  he  was  ushered 
in  and  found  himself  a  guest  of  Buf- 
falo's most  exclusive  club.  Senator 
Hanna  came  forward  with  outstretched 
hand  and  shook  hands  warmly  with 
the  negro.  He  made  him  a  little  speech, 
in  which  he  told  Parker  how  brave  he 
was,  and  thanked  him  for  his  ioralty 
to  the  president  and  for  his  prompt- 
ness in  springing  to  his  assistance. 

The  senator  asked  the  negro  to  tell 
him  just  what  happened,  and  Parker, 
in  his  recital,  left  out  much  of  the  trim- 
ming with  which  he  has  embellished  liis 
story  to  hero  worshippers. 

"And  if  they  had  not  pulled  me  off  I'd 
ha'  sa\ed  the  police  and  the  soidiers 
and  everybody  else  a  mighty  big  sight 
of  trouble,"  was  Parker's  last  remark 
as  the  Interview  closed.  Senator  Han- 
na's  eyes  twinkled,  but  he  made  no 
statement. 


EXCLUDE  ANARCHISTS.

Black. 


Chicago,  Sept.  10.— Formal  announce- 
nrwnt  -win  be  made  toan  of  the  engage- 
ment of  MargaretHorton  Potter,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  W.  Potter,  and 
John  Black,  son  of  Gen.  John  C.  Black. 
the  famous  commander. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  the  young 
people  are  members  of  two  of  the  best- 
known  families  of  the  city,  there  is 
more  than  the  ordinary  interest  in  the 
betrothal,  for  the  coming  wedding  will 
be  the  culmination  of  a  friendship  form- 
ed through  the  marriage  of  mutual 
friends. 

While  the  homes  of  Mr.  Potter  and 
Gen.  Black  are  within  a  few  blocks  of 
each  other  and  the  older  members  of 
the  families  have  been  friends  for 
many  years,  the  young  folk  of  the 
households  have  never  become  ac- 
quainted. Last  June  at  the  marriage 
of  Miss  Mervyn  Winsian  and  Dwight 
Lawrence,  one  of  the  most  fashionable 
nupital  celebrations  of  the  year,  there 
was  a  large  attending  party  of  poi>ular 
young  people.  Miss  Potter,  as  an  in- 
timate friend  of  the  bride,  was  chosen 
to  be  one  of  the  bridesmaids  and  Black, 
who  was  a  good  friend  of  the  groom, 
was  an  usher.  Preceding  the  wedding 
there  were  many  festivities  and  dur- 
ing the  summer  these  have  been  con- 
tinued in  house  parties  at  the  various 
country  homes  about  Chicago. 

The  marriage  probably  will  be  an 
early  January  celebration,  although  a 
definite  date  has  not  been  chosen. 

Miss  Potter's  recent  literary  successes 
have  been  marked.  Her  entrance  into 
the  field  some  three  or  four  years  ago 
was  meteroic  and.  unlike  many  reputa- 
tions made  quickly.  her  subsequent 
novels  have  been  such  as  to  give  her 
a  substantial  position  among  writers. 
Miss  Potter's  first  novel,  "A  Social 
I..ion."  was  written  when  she  was  36 
years  of  age.  and  its  appearance  the 
following  year  under  the  noin  de  plume 
of  -Robert  Dolly  Williams,'  created 
much  comment.  In  the  .society  world 
it  was  commented  on  becau.se  it  pic- 
tured some  phases  of  society  of  which 
society  was  not  proud  and  therefore 
the  little  world  was  much  shocked  and 
greatly  displeased.  In  the  literary 
world  it  was  commented  on  because  It 
gave  the  field  a  new  writer  who  showed 
much  promise  of  better  things. 

Miss  Potter  came  otit  in  society  two 
years  later  and  has  been  one  of  the 
admired  belles  of  the  city  ever  since.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  she  found  time 
to  write  and  give  to  the  public  a  his- 
torical romance.  "Uncanonized,"  which 
attracted  much  favorable  attention,  al- 
though her  more  recent  novel.  "The 
House  of  De  Mailly,"  in  all  probability 
has  won  for  her  more  widesptead  at- 
tention than  anything  she  has  yet  at- 
tempted. 

At  present  she  is  writing  a  novel  the 
scenes  of  which  are  laid  in  Egypt,  and 
for  the  material  of  which  she  journeyed 
to  Egj-pt  last  winter,  remaining  in  the 
land  of  the  Nile  for  some  months.  Miss 
Potters  sister,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Potter 
Daniels,  has  also  won  renown  as  an 
author.  She  is  the  older  of  the  "two 
literary  Potter  sisters,"  as  they  are 
known. 

The  news  of  Miss  Potter's  engage- 
ment recalls  the  mysterious  burglary 
In  which  the  family  recently  figured. 
Last  November  the  Potter  mansion  on 
the  Lake  Shore  drive  was  visited  as  It 
had  been  on  a  previous  occasion  by  a 
daring  burglar,  who  after  brutally  as- 
saulting Mrs.  Potter,  escaped  with 
jewels  said   to  be  valued  at  $20,000. 

Although  many  suspects  have  been 
arrested  charged  with  the  crime  the 
identitv  of  the  marauder  to  this  day 
is  a  mystery.  The  crime  in  the  Potter 
home  was  one  of  the  most  sensational 
in  the  city.  The  high  wall  of  the  house 
one  morning  was  scaled  by  the  burglar, 
who  crept,  it  is  supposed,  through  a 
half -open  window  In  Miss  Potter's 
bedroom,  thence  into 
of  Mrs.  Potter. 

Seeing  Mrs.  Potter 
soundly,  the  burglar 
chloroform,  but  dealt 
the  temple.  Hastily  ransacking  the 
rooms  he  obtained  the  diamonds  and 
other  jewelry  and  escaped.  Mrs.  Pot- 
ter revived  some  time  after  the  as- 
.sault,  but  threw  little  light  on  the 
burglar's  visit  and  crime,  which,  be- 
sides being  one  of  the  most  daring,  has 
been  one  of  the  unsolved  mysteries  of 
Chicago.

An    Attempt    Was   Made 

To  Assassinate  Mc- 

Kinley. 

Phoenix.  Ariz.,  Sept.  10.— What  is  here 
regarded  as  an  undoubted  attempt  to 
assassinate  I'resident  McKinley  on  May 
7,  during  the  vlrlt  of  the  presidential 
party  to  this  city,  has  just  been  dis- 
closed. At  the  time  the  affair  was  only 
known  to  few  persons,  and  the  press 
did  not  give  publicity  to  the  incident 
owing  to  an  attempt  of  the  ofticfrs  to 
locate  the  would-be  Hssassin.  \s  the 
carriage  b*»ar4ng  the  orel^ident  1-eached 
a  point  on  Washington  street,  a  man 
Bprang  from  the  dense  moving  throng 
and  attempted  to  climb  into  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinley's  carriage. 

He  had  one  hand  on  the  back  of  the 
seat  in  which  the  president  sat  anl  one 
foot   on   the   carriage   step.     Just   as   he 
drew    himself   up.    and    before   he    could 
make   a   movement,    rough   riders,    who 
were   escorting     the     chief     executive, 
seized  him  by  the  collar  and  threw  him 
into    the    crowd,    which    <iuickly    swal- 
lowed  him.     Thousan^ls   who   lined   the 
fide  walks     were     e\zing     at     the     dis- 
tinguished   occupant    of    the    carriage. 
Nothwithstanding     the     efforts  of     the 
rough  riders  to  recapture  the  man,  he 
managed    to   escape   in    the    crowd.      A 
secret    service    man    acompanying     the 
jiresident  was  informed  of  the  incident, 
and     Mcl'iinley's     handshaking     subse- 
quently  was  confined   to   but   few    per- 
sons.     V\\    to    that    time    the    prt^sident 
mingled  freely  with  the  people,  literally 
touching     elbows     with     horny-handed 
miners    at    the    Congr^'Ss    mine    wiib    a 
feeling   of    utmost    security.     The    man 
who  attempte<l  to  climb  into  the  presi- 
dent's carriage  was  of  medium  height 
and  a  stranger,   who  preceded   the   ar- 
rival of  the  presidential   party  by   two 
days.

Chicago.  Sept.  11— Magistrate  Prindl 
ViUe  today  granted  a  continuance  until 
Sept.  la  in  the  case  of  the  anarchist 
l*!cturer.  Kmma  Goldman,  ^vho  was  ar- 
le^tcd  here  yesterday.  City  Prosecutor 
C>v.t'ns  statrd  that  the  prisoner  was 
charred  with  conspiracy  to  murder  the 
president  and  th<tt,  therefore,  he  de- 
eired  that  she  be  held  without  bail. 

Miss  Goldman  was  not  represented 
by  counpel.  but  declared  her  desire  to 
have  an  immediate  hearing.  With  a 
determined  little  snap  of  her  teetli.  she 
said  she  was  ready  to  proceed  without 
counsel.  When  the  court  granted  the 
continuance,  she  said  she  wanted  to  be 
allowed  her  freedom  under  bond.  The 
magistrate  said  that,  as  the  latest  bul- 
letin Indicated  that  the  distinguished 
patient  at  Buffalo  was  on  the  high 
road  to  i-ecover>-.  he  would  consider  the 
matter  of  bail  further  and  would  an- 
nounce his  decision  at  noon. 

Miss  Goldman  appeared  In  court  at 
9:30  a.  ra.  under  the  escort  of  M-itron 
Keegan.  She  seemed  surprised  that  no 
lawyer  was  there  to  take  up  her  de- 
fense, and  glanced  uneasily  about  the 
room  full  of  uncouth  prisoners  and 
anxious  spectators.  She  asked  for 
Lawj'ers  Baltiel  and  Browne.  They 
were  not  in  court,  and  Justice  Prlndi- 
viUe  said  he  would  wait  a  reasonable 
time  for  them  to  appear. 

Although  the  telephone  was  kept 
'bus>'  an  hour  elapsed  and  the  lawyers 
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were  still  absent.  Chief  of  Detectives 
Colleran  then  demanded  that  the  h=^ar- 
ing  proceed.  It  took  only  a  few  min- 
utes and  then  Miss  Goldman  was  led 
back  to  her  room  in  the  woman's  an- 
nex. 

She  looked  tired  and  nervous.  When 
Prosecutor  Owens  repeated  the  cha.ge 
against  her  she  flushed  and  then 
smiled. 

•1  asked  the  chief  of  police  last  night 
to  have  Lawyer  Saltiel  sent  to  me," 
she  said  to  an  Associated  Press  re- 
porter before  leaving  the  court  room. 

•'I  guess  he  must  have  forgonen  it. 
I  expected  my  friends  would  have  been 
busy  in  my  behalf."  Forgetting  that 
most  of  them  have  been  locked  up  in 
this  nation  wide  dragnet,  which  the 
police  have  flung  out. 

Chicago,  Sept.  11.— Emma  Goldman, 
the  alleged  anarchist  Queen  arrested 
here  yesterday,  spent  a  very  uncom- 
fortable night  In  the  woman's  annex  to 
the  Harrison  street  police  station  last 
night. 

She  ate  a  hearty  supper,  but  shortly 
afterward  she  complained  of  headache 
and  wrote  a  prescription  which  she 
handed  to  Chief  Matron  Keegan.  with  a 
request  that  It  be  filled.  The  matron, 
however,  declined  to  do  so  without  the 
sanction  of  the  chief  of  police,  fearing 
an  attempt  to  do  herself  harm. 

The  matron  offered  her  a  headache 
cure  that  she  herself  used,  but  Miss 
Goldman  refused  to'  take  It. 

She  talked  nearly  the  whole  night  to 
the  matron,  again  and  again  repeating 
her  wonder  that  so  Insignificant  a  man 
as  McKlnley  should  receive  such  wide- 
spread attention. 

••Her  words  were  even  more  violent 
than  in  the  Interviews  she  gavr;  out 
yesterday,"  said  the  matron  today. 
"She  did  not  ask  to  see  a  lawyer,  say- 
ing she  was  willing  to  take  it  for  grant- 
ed that  her  friends  In  the  city  would 
see  that  she  had  proper  legal  apuist- 
ance." 

At  9:30  a.  m.  Miss  Goldman,  looking 
pale  but  determined  appeared  in  Jus- 
tice Prindiville's  police  court.  Assist- 
ant City  Prosecutor  Owens  told  the 
magistrate  that  Chief  Bull  of  Buffalo 
had  asked  the  Chicago  police  to  hold 
Miss  Goldman  as  long  as  possible, 
pending  the  investigation  they  are 
making.  Mr.  Owens  asked  for  a  post- 
ponement of  the  case  until  Sept.  19,  the 
date  set  for  the  hearing  of  the  other 
alleged  anarchists  under  arrest  hcje. 
Miss  Goldman  had  no  attorney,  the  re- 
liance she  had  placed  on  her  friends 
apparently  having  been  a  mistake.  The 
case  was  temporarily  postponed  in 
view  of  the  possibility  that  Her  attorney 
might  have  been  delayed. 


WAS  A  PLOT 

An  Anarchist  Conspiracy 
to  Kill  President. 

Czolgosz  Confesses,  Impli= 
eating  Goldman. 


New  York,  Sept.  11.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Buffalo  says:  Leon  F. 
Czolgosz  has  confessed  to  the  police 
that  his  attempt  upon  the  life  of  Presi- 
dent McKinley  was  the  result  of  a  con- 
spiracy, in  which  many  besides  him- 
self had  a  part.  So  far  as  can  be 
learned,  Czolgosz  has  refused  to  men- 
tion any  more,  except  that  of  Emma 
Goldman,  but  papers  are  in  existence 
which,  if  they  can  be  discovered,  will 
lay  bare  the  entire  conspiracy  and  will 
result  in  wholesale  arrests,  followed  by 
prosecutions. 

Although  Emma  Goldman  has  been  ar- 
rested In   Chicago,   it   is   probable   that 


papers,  taking  them  from  his  pockets, 
from  his  valise  and  from  the  drawers 
of  his  table.  All  were  bound  together 
in  one  package,  which  he  concealed  be- 
neath his  coat. 

Czolgosz  say.s  that  he  made  a  circuit- 
ous and  aimless  trip  about  the  city,  and 
that  at  some  point,  which  he  cannot 
now  describe,  he  came  upon  an  open 
sewer.

For     Alarming     Reports 
Sent  Out  About  Pres- 
ident's Condition. 

Milbiirn  HouFe,  Buffalo,  Sept.  11.— 
"The  president  has  passed  a  very  com- 
fortable night,"  said  the  6  a.  m.  morn- 
ing bulletin,  and  Dr.  Rixey  and  Was- 
den,  the  two  physicians  who  remained 
at  the  president's  beside  throughout  the 
night.  A  few  minutes  later.  Dr.  P.ixey. 
the  president's  regular  physician,  was 
seen  by  an  Associated  Press  reporter. 
He  displayed  no  evidence  of  anxiety, 
and  was  emphatic  in  his  characteriza- 
tion of  the  senatlonally  alarming  re- 
ports put  in  circulation  In  the  early 
hours  of  the  morning,  as  a  result  cf  the 
buUetih  issued  a  few  minutes  before 
midnight,  but  dated  10:30  p.  m.  Dr. 
Rixey  was  asked  about  these  reports, 
and  he  replied  earnestly  and  without 
any  hesitation  whatever: 

"Those  statements  are  not  true.  The 
presldjent  Is  not  in  a  serious  condition 
and  there  is  no  alarm  felt  over  him. 
The  facts  are  just  as  stated  in  the 
i-egular  bulletins  of  the  physicians,  who 
are  anxious  that  the  public  shall  be 
fully  acquainted  with  the  truth.  " 

The  scare  caused  by  even  the  faintest 
indication  of  trouble  in  connection  with 
the  president's  wound,  coming  on  the 
heels  of  steady  and  continued  improve- 
ment, was  only  natural  under  these 
circumstances.  But  there  is  absolutely 
no  reason  to  doubt  the  frankness  of  the 
official  statement  of  the  physicians  that 
the  opening  of  a  few  stitches  of  the 
wound  last  night  "cannot  give  rise  to 
other  complications."  And  Dr.  Rixey, 
this  mornign,  was  emphatic  In  his  in- 
sistence of  X\\&  complete  truth  of  the 
statement.  The  opening  of  "the  wound 
was  In  no  sense  an  operation.  It  was 
more  In  the  nature  ot  a  redressing  of 
wound,  an  antiseptic  dressing  to  allay 
the  slight  irritation  that  had  appeared. 
Between  1  a.  m.  and  daylight,  when 
one  of  the  nurses  came  out  for  a  breath 
of  air  and  stated  that  the  president  was 
sleeping  peacefully,  there  was  no  evl- 
dances  about  the  Mllburn  residence  of 
the  least  trace  of  excitement.  Indeed 
it  was  more  than  usually  quiet.     Th2 


lights  were  kept  burning  through  the 
night  very  low,  and  no  one  appeared  to 
be  stirring  in  that  poition  of  the  house 
where  President  McKinl«e  lies.  No 
callers  appeared  and  no  one  emerged 
therefrom.  Secretary  Cortelyou  and 
Mr.  Milburn  came  over  to  the  press 
tent  at  1  o'clock  to  assure  the  news- 
paper men  that  there  was  no  occasion 
for  alarm. 

The  fact  that  the  wound  In  the  presi- 
dents  abdomen  is  nut  heaMng  is  not  a 
feature  at  all  unusual  In  such  cases, 
explained  one  of  the  phys'iclans.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  usual  for  gunshot 
wounds  to  heal  by  what  Is  termed 
"second  intention"  through  granula- 
tion. Especially  is.  this  the  case  with 
older  persons,  whereas  In  the  case  of 
young  people  they  usually  heal  by  first 
intention.  There  is  absolutely  no  indi- 
cation of  blood  poisoning  In  the  presi- 
dent's case,  said  the  doctor,  when  a 
newspaper  man  hinted  that  the  irrita- 
tion which  had  appeared  at  the  ex- 
terior wound  might  have  partaken  of 
that  nature. 

As  the  morning  advanced  and  the 
usual  activities  of  the  day  began,  the 
feeling  of  confidence  began  to  grow 
stronger.  It  was  noted  as  a  good  sign 
that  the  physicians  outside  of  the  house 
had  not  retarned  up  t<j  8:15  o'clock,  so 
that  it  was  clear  the^  had  been  no 
alarming  symF)toms  du^ng  the  early 
hours  of  the  morning.  The  day  was 
bleak  and  cheerless  and  ijave  a  rather 
gloomy  outward  appearance  to  th-.'  sui- 
roundings.  The  sky  was  overcast  with 
promises  of  rain.  The  scene  about  the 
house  was  much  as  It  Ims  been  for  the 
last  four  days..  The  nailitary  patrol 
was  shifted  at  8  o'clock,  and  the  sen- 
tries who  had  paced  l^efore  the  house 
throughout  the  night '  ^ave  place  to 
fresh  men.  * 

At  8  o'clock  the  physicfens  began  ar- 
riving at  the  house  for  the  morning 
consultation.  Dr.  Mynter  was  the  first 
to  appear,  driving  up  In  a  buggy.  He 
was  followed  by  Dr.  Park,  Dr.  McBur- 
ney  and  Dr.  Mann.  They  had  not  been 
sent  'for  and  came  in  accordance  with 
the  usual  understanding  that  a  consul- 
tation would  be  held  at  8:30.  prepara- 
tory to  the  fl  o'clock  bulletin. 


Milburn    House,    Buffalo,    Sept.     11.— 
President  McKlnley  continues  to  show 
the.most  unmistakable  evidences  of  im- 
provement  and    recovery   and    the   un- 
easiness caused   by  last  night's  dress- 
ing of  the  abdominal  wound  has  given 
way   to   more   pronounced       confidence 
than  has  existed  at  any  time  since  the 
shooting.       The   incident   of   last   night 
never  had  any  significance  to  the  doc- 
tors and  such  as  It  had  given  rise  to  in 
the    lay    mind    was    quickly    dispelled 
when  the  physicians  arrived  this  morn- 
ing. Their  9  o'clock  bulletin  pronounced 
the  president  in  excellent  condition  and 
made   known   that   he   had    slept   well 
and    had    experienced    decided    benefits 
from  the  dressing  of  the  outer  wound. 
But  the  doctors  did  not  confine  them- 
selves   to    the    brief    official    bulletin. 
They  were  ready  to  frankly  and  fully 
discuss   all    its    bearings.    This    gave    a 
body  of  authoritative  information      on 
these    circumstantial    details    of        the 
president's    condition,    all    showing       a 
most  highly  satisfactory  condition.   As 
to  the  re-opening  of  the  abdominal  in- 
cision this  was  dismissed  as  part  of  the 
treatment  necessary  to  the  progress  of 
such  wounds.  As  to  the  inner  wounds, 
where  the  bullet  penetrated   the  walls 
of    the    stomach,    there    was    the    most 
graitfyihg  progress,  as  the  stomach  was 
now  carrying  on  normal  digestive  pro- 
cesses.     The  beef  juice  which  was  ad- 
ministered through  the  mouth  for  the 
first  time  last  night,  had  been  assimi- 
lated   without    the    slightest   Indication 
that  the  wounds  in  the  stomach      re- 
tarded the  processes  ot  nature. 

The  president  hlmsielf  showed  many 
signs  of  Improvement.  He  was  so 
cheery  that  one  of  the  doctors  re- 
marked that  he  would  let  him  smoke 
before  long.  He  had  shown  not  the 
sMghest  depression  from  the  dressing 
of  the  wound  last  night.  Mrs.  McKin- 
ley had  her  usual  brief  morning  visit 
with  him. 

The  situation  was  so  bright  that  all 
of  those  about  the  president  and  the 
many  who  came  to  inquire  as  to  the 
president's  condition,  were  cheered  with 
confidence  akin  to  absolute  certainty 
that  the  president  is  now  on  the  high 
road  to  recovery.  There  continued  to 
be  talk  of  his  early  removal  to  Wash- 
ington, although  the  doctors  were  not 
willing  to  place  any  such  movement 
within  two  or  three  weeks,  and  some 
of  them  held  that  the  climate  here  was 
much  more  conducive  to  his  progress 
then  that  of  the  national  capital. 

Mrs.  McKinley  saw  the  president 
this  morning.  When  the  doctors  ar- 
rived at  the  house  this  morning  for 
the  consultation  they  passed  her  sit- 
ting In  the  upper  corridor  of  the  resi- 
dence at  work  on  her  knitting.  She 
was  in  good  spirits,  and  after  the  visit 
of  the  doctors  they  gave  their  assent 
to  her  entering  the  .dck  room  again. 
She  remained  only  a  minute,  as  the 
physicians  are  avoiding  any  sapping 
of  the  president's  strength  by  pro- 
longed visits,  even  by  those  nearest  to 
him. 

Secretaries  Hay,  Wilson  and  Hitch- 
cock arrived  at  the  residence  at  10:30. 
rind  twenty  minutes  later  Gen.  Charles 
H.  Grosvenor,  Judge  A.  S.  Thompson, 
an  old  personal  friend  of  the  president, 
who  only  reached  the  city  this  morn- 
ing, and  Frank  Baird,  of  this  city, 
were  ushered  in.  At  11  o'clock  Post- 
master     General     Smith     entered     the 

house. 

At  1:30  Governor  Yates,  of  Illinois, 
and  Senator  Templeton,  chairman  of

ENTHUSIASTIC 


Were  Physicians  After  Morn- 
ing Call  on  President, 

Milburn    House.    Buffalo.    Sept.    11.— 
The  stay  of  the  doctors  was  rather  k>ns- 


er  than  usual  this  i-norning.  but  this 
was  to  be  expected  after  the  events  ot 
last  night.  It  was  noted  that  no  cab- 
inet officer  had  called  since  early  last 
evening,  so  that  it  was  apparent  that 
those  nearest  the  president  in  an  of- 
ficial capacity,  were  not  alarmed  over 
the  happenings  of  last  night.  The  con- 
ference*broke  up  at  a:  15  and  five  min- 
utes later  Dr.  Mynter  left  the  house. 
"It  is  all  good  news,"  said  he,  as  he 
reached  the  rope  at  vrhich  half  a  hund- 
red newspaper  men  were  congregated: 
"The  action  we  took  last  night  has 
proved  beneficial  an<l  I  feel  more  con- 
fidence in  the  president's  recovery  than 
at  any  time  he  was  shot.  Everything 
is  favorable  and  W€  have  tripled  the 
amount  of  nourishment,  giving  him 
now  three  teaspoonfuls  of  beef  juice 
every  hour,  instead  of  one.  But  the 
president's  recovery  will  be  slow.  All 
talk  of  his  sitting  ap  In  a  few  days 
and  leavlne  Buffalo  in  a  week  is  non- 
sense. I  shall  be  sai  isfied  if  he  can  be 
moved  in  six  weeks.  ' 

f)r.  Mynter  said  tuat  Dr.  Mann  had 
taken  out  the  stitcaes  in  the  wound 
last  night.  He  desc-ibed  the  necess'ty 
for  the  action,  expUining  that  an  ir- 
ritation of  the  skin  was  not  unusual 
in  such  cases.  He  said  that,  generally 
speaking,  the  president  was  doing  ex- 
cellently. He  drank  water  freely,  pass- 
ed it  freely  and  the  condition  of  his 
bowels  was  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Roswell  Parke,  who  came  from 
the  house  two  minutes  later,  gave  the 
most  positive  assurances  of  satisfaction 
at  the  condition  of  affairs  and  in  ad- 
dition gave  to  the  Associated  Press 
many  of  the  circumstantial  details  of 
the  case  at  this  moment  to  allay  any 
apprehension. 

"What  was  done  last  night,"  said  he, 
"should  not  be  call*  d  a  'secondary  op- 
eration,'  or  any  'operation'  at  all,  as  Jt 
was  nothing  of  the  kind.  It  was  ju.U 
that  ordinary  care  ijlven  to  an  Incision 
that  is  called  for  by  the  reQUlrements 
of  surgery.  In  fac:,  as  affecting  the 
patient,  it  was  little  more  than  open- 
ing his  vest,  so  thai  opening  of  the  in- 
cision should  not  be  given  an  erraneous 
interpretation. 

At  that  moment  JIayor  Deihl  drov  up 
and   inquired   of  Di'.   Parke  as  to 
real  condition  of  alfairs. 

"It   could    not   be    better. 
Dr.  Parke,  in  most  positive  manner. 

Continuing  his  reports  to  the  press, 
Dr.  Parke  said: 

"No  anaesthetics  were  necessary  or 
were  even  thought  of.  There  has  been 
no  resort  to  any  artificial  processes. 
The  president  was  perfectly  conscious 
and  calm,  and  there  was  not  the  slight- 
est depression  following  the  incident." 
Dr.  Parke  was  a«ked  as  to  the  oper- 
ation of  the  boweliJ  following  the  first 
administration  of  beef  juice  by  the 
mouth  last  night. 

"The  results  ha/e  been  excellent," 
he  replied,  "and  this  morning  we  have 
increased  the  quancity  of  beef  juice  by 
the  mouth.  The  oowels  have  moved, 
showing  that  the  natural  digestive  pro- 
cesses are  opera tlog.  and  that  the 
wounds  In  the  side  of  the  stomach  are 
not  Interfering  wit  a  the  proper  assimi- 
lation of  food  goini;  into  iL" 

The  bulletin  date!  9  o'clock  was  given 
out  at  9:45.      Drs.  McBurney  and  Mann 
emerged    from    the    house    together   at 
10:08  o'clock.   Dr.   :vicBurney  expressed 
surprise  when   informed   that  alarmist 
stories    had    follo\\ed    the    issuance    of 
last    nights    bulleiin.        "I    think    the 
bulletin  was  perfe<-tly  frank."  Then  he 
explained   the  character  of  the   irrita- 
tion which  had  made  the  re-opemng  of 
the  Incision  necessary.  "It  was  caused, 
just  as  we  stated,  by  the  fact  that  a 
piece  of  the  presidt  nt's  coat  was  carried 
Into  the  body  by  the  bullet,  not  far,  not 
over  an  inch.      The  bullet  then  slipped 
on  through  the  fac.      The  fragment  of 
the  coat  was,  of  course,  removed  when 
the  operation  was  performed,  but  every 
surgeon  understar  ds  that  even  though 
every  foreign  par  :icle  Is  removed,  tis- 
sues exposed  to  c<mtamination  are  apt 
to  show  irritation.  That  was  so  in  this 
case.  When  the  stitches  were  taken  out 
the  wound  opened  of  itself.' 

"Was    any    foreign    substance    found 
within?" 
"Not  a  particle,  •  he  answered.  . 
"Was  any  pus»  found?" 
"No,  not  a  suggestion  of  pus." 
Dr.   McBurney    said   he  had   not  de- 
cided   just    when    he    would        return 
home. 

"If  I  remain  over  tonight  it  will  be 
solely  because  of  my  Intense  interest  In 
the  case." 

When  asked  as  to  when  the  president 
could  be  moved  he  said  that  no  question 
as  to  that  had  arisen. 
"If  it  were  necessary,"  said  he,     he

could  be  moved  today.  He  could  be 
placed  In  an  ambulance,  taken  to  the 
train,  placed  on  a  lounge  in  a  speclsel 
car  and  taken  to  Washington.  That 
is,  so  far  as  his  condition  is  concerned. 
But  there  is  no  reason  why  he  should 
not  enjoy  every  comfort  and  take  his 
time  about  it.   It  will  not  hurt  him  to 

remain  a  few  weeks  in  Buffalo." 

Dr.  McBurney  said  that  the  interior 
wounds  had  healed.  That  was  proved 
by  the  manner  In  which  the  president 
had  digested  the  beef  juice  given  to 
him  last  night,  he  said.  He  said  the 
president  had  relished  the  nourishment 
given  him  and  that  tomorrow  he  will  be 
given  the  white  of  an  egg  and.  perhaps, 
something   else. 

Dr.  Mann,  who  performed  the  ori-. 
ginal  operation  last  Friday,  and  who 
did  the  dressing  of  the  wound  last 
night,  concurred  in  the  expression  of 
coBfidence  which  the  other  doctors  had 
given. 

■■^^^lat  was  done  last  night,"  said 
Dr.  Mann,  "was  merely  the  usual 
dressing  of  the  incision  of  the  abdomen 
recjuiyite  to  keep  It  in  proper  cond.tion. 
The  incision  is  about  five  inches  long, 
just  above  the  navel,  horizontal  and  In 
line  with  the  body.  There  Is  no  cross 
Incision.  The  cut  wai=  laid  open  care- 
fully and  some  antiseptic  gauze  in- 
serted. The  results  were  entirely  sat- 
isfactory, and  the  president's  condl- 
•..'on  this  morning  shows  the  benefit  of 
what  was  done.  He  is  cheerful  and 
confident.  In  fact  he  is  doing  so  well 
that  I  shall  not  be  surprised  If  we  let 
him  have  a  cigar  before  long.  >s  to 
just  whf  n  he  can  be  moved,  that  is  not 
being  considered,  for  the  reason  that 
he  Is  much  better  off  here  than  he 
would  be  In  Wajshington.  There  the 
weather  is  Intolerable  In  September, 
but  here  it  is  cool  and  bracing,  which 
will  count  much  In  the  stages  of  con- 
valescence. One  of  the  most  depress- 
ing heat  periods  I  ever  experienced 
was  in  Washington  in  September,  so 
that,  all  things  considered,  I  think  that 
it  will  lend  much  to  the  president's  re- 
covery to  remain  where  he  is  at  least 
until  October." 

Dr.  Mann  was  asked  as  to  the  rela* 
tion  of  the  outer  Incision  of  the  inne( 
wounds  of  the  stomach. 

"They  are  quite  separate,"  said  he. 
"The  wounds  of  the  stomach  are  those 
made  by  the  bullet  while  the  outer  in- 
cision was  that  required  by  the  surgical 
operation.  Immediately  after  the  shoot- 
ing. As  to  the  wounds  of  the  stomach, 
they  were  closed  during  the  operation 
and  now  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  to 
permit  the  sutures  to  heal  by  natural 
process.  That  these  are  progressing 
nicely.  Is  evident  from  the  restoration 
of  the  normal  digestive  processes.  Un- 
til last  night  we  had  not  permitted  food 
to  enter  the  stomach  by  way  of  the 
mouth.  But  the  administration  of  beef 
juice  has  proved  so  satisfactory  that 
we  have  doubled  the  amount  and  will 
add  the  white  of  eggs.  He  is  receiv- 
ing as  much  as  three  and  four  teaspoon- 
fuls  of  beef  Juice  an  hour  and  this  will 
be  gradually  increased." 

Dr.  Mann  was  asked  If  the  treatment 
of  the  wounds  will  In  any  way  affect 
the  course  to  be  pursued  as  to  ex- 
tracting  the   bullet. 

"Not  at  all,"  he  replied.  "There  \9 
no  need  of  extracting  the  bullet.  I  have 
known  a  man  who  carries  a  bullet  :rt 
the  muscles  of  his  heart.  In  this  case 
the  bullet  Is  encisted  by  this  time  an<l 
it  is  not  a  feature  of  the  case  to  giv4 
further  concern."

Years  Ago. 

Bridgeport,  Conn^,  Sept.  11.— After  hav- 
ing quarreled  with  her  intended  husband, 
Eugene  Petit,  on  Christmas  eve.  forty- 
three  years  ago,  because  he  took  a  drink 
of  liquor,  Mrs.  Jennie  D.  Hill,  matron  at 
police  headauarters,  will  marr>'  him  Dec.

So 
did  Petit,  who  moved  to  Syra-cuse.  A 
laundress  who  was  employed  by  Mrs.  Hill 
one  day  mentioned  having  worked  for  the 
Petit  family  and  told  of  the  death  of  Mrs.

A  tin  horn  gambler,  known  as  the 
"Yukon  Kid,"  was  given  a  great 
thrashing  last  night  in  a  Lake  avenue 
saloon  for  uttering  sentiments  in  favor 
of  the  anarchist,  Czolgosz,  who  made 
the  murderous  attempt  on  President 
McKinley's  life  last  Friday. 

The  utterance  and  subsequent  fight 
occurred  in  the  saloon  of  Edwari  De- 
vine,  at  206  South  Lake  avenue. 

The  "Yukon  Kid"  is  said  to  have 
trailed  a  man  into  the  salo(m  for  some 
unknown  purpose,  and  while  in  there 
became  involved  in  a  dispute  with  the 
saloon  i)roprietor. 

Mr.  Devine  is  quoted  as  saying- 

"I'm  a  staunch  Democrat  and  all 
that,  but  the  man  that  attempted  to 
assassinate  a  good  man  like  PresideiU 
Mclviniey  was  a  contemptible  coward, 
and  svery  person  that  sympathizes 
with  the  anarchist  is  a  contemptible 
coward  also." 

"You're  afraid  to  come  outside  and 
say  that,"   replied   the  gambler. 

Mr.  Devine  started  for  the  door,  and 
the  "Yukon  Kid,"  seeing  that  he  was 
due  to  get  thrashed,  struck  the  saloon 
man  across  the  nose  with  some  sharp 
instrument  and  then  tried  to  run 
away. 

According  to  a  bystander,  Mr.  Devine 
punished  him  severely  before  ha  got 
away,  and  one  or  two  others  got  in 
some  very  heavy  hitting  before  the 
gambler  made  his  escape. 

Men  are  looking  for  him  today  a'ld  so 
are  a  couple  of  officers.  If  caught  by 
the  officers  he  will  probably  be  tried 
for  assault,  but  if  the  citizens  see 
him  first  he  will  probably  be  urged  to 
leave  town  as  quickly  as  possible. 

It  was  reported  on  the  streets  last 
night  that  a  certain  janitor  in  a  Su- 
peri<,)r  ijusiness  block  had  endorsed  the 
dastardly  deed  of  Czolgosz.  Several 
young  men  called  on  him  shortly  before 
midnight  and  asked  him  If  the  reported 
saylugs  were  true.  He  d«jnied  every- 
thing, but  despite  the  denials  the  self- 
appointed  vigilance  committee  decided 
to  keep  an  eye  on  him  in  the  future.

— Mary  Pierre, 
a  negro  woman  95  years  old,  lay  un- 
conscious in  the  waters  01  .lUOoiie 
street  canal  for  twenty-four  hours, 
when  she  was  di.'touvered,  the  water 
wrung  out  of  her,  and  she  is  now  as 
lively  and  chipper  as  a  2-year-old. 

Old  Aunt  Mary  h  is  had  many  narrow 
escapes  by  flood  and  field  in  her  nearly 
a  century  of  life,  but  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  in  none  of  item  did  death  come 
quite  so  near  as  it  did  during  the  lonely 
hours   of   Tuesday   night. 

The  old  woman  lives  with  her  daugh- 
ter at  8516  Zimplf  street,  Carrollton, 
and  was  on  her  way  to  visit  a  son  who 
lives  in  the  swamjis  along  the  Mobile 
street  canal,  when  the  strange  acci- 
dent happened.  She  has  grown  feeble 
from  a  long  acq  jaintance  \\\\.\\  old 
Father  Time,  and  the  suns  of  ninety- 
live  summers  has  dimmed  her  eyes,  and 
as  she  was  painfully  forcing  her  way 
through  the  tangh-  of  vegetation  that 
lines  the  bank  of  the  canal  she  slipped 
and    fell   in   the   water. 

Fortunately  she  was  able  to  draw 
herself  into  a  pos;  lion  which  left  her 
head  above  water  most  of  the  time.  She 
called  for  help,  bi.t  the  banks  of  the 
canal  are  not  exactly  boulevards  nor 
places  voluntarily  chosen  by  pedes- 
trians, so  her  calls  were  unheeded.  Her 
exhausting  efforts  to  climb  the  bank 
and  the  horror  of  :he  situation,  as  the 
sun  began  to  sink  over  the  cypress 
swamps,  and  nighr.  with  its  unknown 
terrors,  was  comin?  swiftly  to  envelop 
her  in  its  black  folds,  rapidly  consumed 
her  little  remaining  strength.  All  the 
superstitious  terrors  of  her  race  were 
conjured  in  her  mind  with  the  approach 
of  darkness.  Spiiivs  and  witch(-s  and 
ghosts  and  goblirs  beg.'n  to  liit 
through  the  gathe;  Ing  gloom,  and  the 
mournful  cry  of  the  night  bird  from 
the  depths  of  the  dismal  swamps  added 
to  her  terror.  The  tall  white  weeds  that 
nodded  in  the  dim  light  took  on  the 
forms  of  the  grinning  skeletons  of  the 
victims  of  her  cannibal  ancestors  on 
the  banks  of  the  Congo  river,  and  the 
soughing  of  the  wind  through  tho  dark 
undergrowth  sounded  to  her  now  thor- 
oughly affrighted  ears  like  the  chuckle 
of  hoodoo  fiends.  Her  terrorized  senses 
could  stand  the  strain  no  longer  and 
she  fainted.  Once  or  twice  durin.g  the 
long  hours  of  the  night  she  regained 
con.^iciousness,  but  only  for  a  few  mo- 
ments.

The  humble 
home  of  Gus  Pierre  chanced  to  be  the 
nearest  habitation  an<l  Gus  was  in- 
formed of  the  supposed  dead  body  In 
the  canal.  He  went  to  the  .'^cene  of 
the  accident  with  the  messenger  and 
as  soon  as  he  sa\»'  the  woman's  face 
he  recognized  his  mother.  She  was 
carried  to  the  bank,  and  It  was  dis- 
covered that  she  was  not  dead  but 
only  in  a  faint.  She  was  taken  to  his 
home  and  the  police  patrol  summoned. 
The  old  woman  was  then  taken  to  her 
home  and  medical  aid  summoned.  Ex- 
amination showed  that  she  had  suf- 
fered no  serious  results,  except  the 
shock  from  fright  and  exhaustion  and 
as  the  effect  of  tht"se  wore  awav  she 
regained  her  usua  cheerful  mood  and 
recounted    her   experience.

Of    Henry    Fenton    Who 

Died  In  Argentina 

Last  June. 

Bowling  Green,  Ky..  Sept.  11.— Postmas- 
ter Wright  received  a  letter  from  the 
American  consul  at  Buenos  Ayres,  Ar- 
gentine republic,  making  Inquiry  for  Ihe 
heirs  of  a  man  who  died  In  that  city 
under  rather  extraordinary  circum- 
stances. The  letter  is  dated  July  22, 
.and   is   as   follows: 

"As  consul  of  the  United  States,  I 
am  very  anxious  to  find  relatives  of  Hen- 
r>-  E.  Fenton,  who  died  in  this  city  on 
June  13  last,  and  left  no  trace  of  his  for- 
mer residence.  He  has  been  living  in  this 
city  for  five  or  six  years,  teaching  Kng- 
lish  to  the  natives.  He  was  not  Known, 
as  far  as  1  can  ascertain,  by  any  English- 
speaking  p«-rson.  and  had  It  not  l)een 
tnat  his  name  was  entered  at  the  Eng- 
lish hospital,  '11.  E.  Fenton,  America,' 
all    trace   of   him    would    have    been   lost. 

"He  has  left  about  $2.0(W  in  gold,  whioh 
would  have  gone  to  the  Argentine  govern- 
ment had  1  not  taken  steps  to  secure  it 
for  his  heirs,  so  1  am  now  in  cjuri  as 
United  States  consul,  and  will  undoubt- 
edly get  the  money.  Among  his  papers 
I  find  a  letter  mailed  at  Bowling  Green, 
March  30  last,  and  written  March  21, 
ad.iressed  'My  dear  brother,  "  and  signed 
'Mary  or  Mamie.'  I  also  lind  in  a  book 
the  name  of  'BcuhiiJ,'  but  no  more,  in 
fact,  everything  waCkcpt  dark.  Even  the 
letter  from  the  sisier  gives  no  heading, 
and  all  1  am  going  bv  is  the  postmark. 
1  believe  that  'Fenton'  is  an  assumed 
name,  for  the  reasons  that  it  Is  not  10 
be  found  among  his  uapers  and  books, 
and  to  make  it  mi're  clear  to  you  I  in- 
close his  photograuh.  the  only  one  In 
my  possession. 

"I  beg  you  to  do  all  that  you  can  to 
fin<l  someone  who  will  fin  i  his  heirs.  All 
1  ilesire  is  the  proof  that  they  are  the 
rightful  heirs,  and  1  shall  be  able  to 
send  them  the  money  as  soon  as  re- 
ceived from  the  government.  Should  you 
not  lie  suco^ssfi^i,  /j^'lea-se  return  ithe 
phofograiih.  If  the  heirs  are  found  I  also 
desire  them  to  authorize  me  to  turn  his 
clothes  over  to  the  Salvation  Army  In 
this  city.  1  i.ave  a  watch  and  some  oth- 
er trinkets  which  1  will  also  relurn  to 
tjie  proper  heirs.  Hoping  to  hear  from 
you  by  return  mail,  I  remain,  yours  most 
rcspectfuUv.

A  MYSTERY 


Fossil  That   Looks    Just 
Like  a  Big  Cork- 
screw. 

Pittsburg,  Sept.  11.— That  familiar  as- 
surance "there  is  nothing  new  under  tha 
sun'  no  longer  applies  at  Carnegie  Mu- 
seti'^  The  force  of  excavators  now  en- 
gaged in  Sioux  county,  Nebraska,  under 
the  dirccliou  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Holiand,  haa 
sUinned  lo  the  museum  a  specimen  mat 
Is  yet  a  mystery  to  archeologists. 

This  unnamed  "what  is  it"  miKht  be 
aptly  termed  the  father  of  corkscrews. 
It  is  nearly  ten  feet  in  length,  spiral, 
with  a  symmetry  that  Is  perfect,  and 
tapers  in  thickness  from  fo'jr  inches  at 
the  base  to  about  two  inches  at  the  top. 
The  diameter  of  the  coil  also  decrea.sea 
proiiorrlonately  I'rorn  a'o(''U.  rsrieeu  inches 
to  perhaps  ten  Inches.  Surmounting  the 
tip  of  the  coll  Is  a  conp-llke  formation, 
J  he  exact  nature  of  which  has  not  been 
determined  owing  to  the  fact  that  It  Is 
completely  enca.=  cd  In  soft  stone.  This  is 
partly  broken  off,  but  is  otherwise  pre- 
served  intact. 

The  specimen  Is  brok''n  at  the  base 
and  the  pari  which  Is  ml.-slng  Is  the  one 
section  that  might  throw  some  more 
n.rcct  light  upon  its  real  character.  In 
Its  present  encasement  it  gives  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  gigantic  eel.  and  where 
the  half-clay  half-stone  accumulation  is 
worked  away  its  surface  Is  smooth  and 
without  markings.  Specimens  of  this 
sort  have  been  found  recently  in  con- 
siderable numbers  in  that  locality,  as 
though  suddenly  submerged  in  ages  past 
and  petrified  as   they  stood. 

To  date  the  Identity  of  the  fo.ssil  has 
remained  obstinately  a  matter  of  pure 
conjecture  and  althoijsh  half  a  dozen 
specimens  are  now  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  experts  in  this  line  of  research, 
it  has  them  guessing.  The  Specimen  at 
Carnegie  museum  is  now  being  worked 
our  of  Its  coverlntr  of  sandslone.  and 
within  ten  days  wld  present  an  appear- 
ance offering  the  best  possibilities  for 
.■^tudy.

elaosed  before  his  execution.  Justice 
should  be  quickly  administered  in  these 
cases   of  hlKh   crime." 


THE  DAKOTAS. 


Washington,  Sept.  11. — It  is  believed 
here  that  terror  will  soon  demoralize 
the  ranks  of  the  anarchists  of  this 
country,  as  everything  possible  will  be 
done  to  punish  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
law  every  anarchist  who  has  been  in 
the  slightest  way  responsible  for  the 
attempted  assassination  of  President 
McKinley, 

The  heavy  hand  of  Uncle  Sam  will  be 
laid  upon  them,  and  if  it  is  possible  to 

prove  a  conspiracy  the  prisons  of  this 
country  will  be  full  to  overflowing  with 
the  persons  whose  chief  aim  in  life  is 
to  overthrow  organized  governments 
and  to  assassinate  the  representatives 
of  the  people  and  the  rulers  of  foreign 
nations. 

Emma  Goldman,  who  Is  by  the  con- 
fession of  Czolgosz,  responsible  for  the 
act  of  the  liuftalo  assassin,  will,  in  all 
probability,  be  held  as  an  accessory  to 
the  crime  which  he  comitted. 

Since  the  attempted  assassination 
of  President  McKinley,  the  law  officers 
of  the  department  of  Justice  have  been 
searching  the  statute  books  in  the  hope 
of  tinding  some  law  under  which 
Czolgosz  can  be  prosecuted,  together 
with  ail  who  are  involved  in  the  con- 
spiracy, which,  it  is  believed,  was 
hatched  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the 
president's  life. 

They  were  in  despair  of  finding  any- 
thing which  would  tit  the  case,  but  yes- 
terday they  were  more  successful,  and, 
while  Acting  General  Richards  will  not 
say  positively  that  he  has  found  a 
federal  statute  which  is  so  badly  want- 
ed, he  believes  section  5508  can  be  uti- 
lized. This  was  enacted  for  the  pur- 
pose of  punishing  crime  against  the 
elective  franchise  and  civil  rights  of 
citizens. 

It  provides:  "If  two  or  more  per- 
sons conspire  to  injure,  oppress,  threat- 
en of  intimidate  any  citizen  in  the  free 
exercise  or  enjoyment  of  any  right  or 
privilege  secured  to  him  by  the  consti- 
tution or  laws  of  the  United  States,  or 
because  of  his  having  so  exercised  the 
same,  or  if  two  or  more  persons  go  in 
disguise  on  the  highway  or  on  the 
premises  of  another,  with  Intent  to 
prevent  or  hinder  his  free  exercise  or 
enjoyment  of  any  right  or  privilege 
so  secured,  they  shall  be  fitted  not  more 
than  $5000  and  imprisoned  not  more 
than  ten  years,  and  shall,  moreover,  be 
Ineligible  to  any  office,  or  place  of 
honor,  profit,  or  trust  created  by  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  the  United 
States." 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  prove  a 
confi^iracy,  but  the  entire  police  ma- 
chinery of  the  country  has  been  ;)ut  in 
operation,  with  a  view  to  weaving  a 
web  around  the  anarchists  and  punish- 
ing them  for  the  part  they  took  lu  in- 
citing the  assassins. 

It  is  true  that  even  If  the  law  in 
question  can  be  utilized  for  the  pur- 
p<jse,  the  punishment  imposed  upon  the 
assassin  himself  will  not  be  any  more 
serious,  and  perhaps  not  as  harsh,  as 
that  which  will  be  meted  out  to  him 
under  the  criminal  laws  of  New  Yo-k. 

The  chief  advantage  of  prosecuting 
Czolgosz  under  the  federal  law,  how- 
ever, is  that  the  scope  of  the  prosecu- 
tion will  be  so  much  broader  that  it  will 
strike  terror  to  the  anarchists  and  will 
undoubtedly  have  the  effect  of  driving 
many  of  them  from  this  country. 

The  moral  effect  of  putting  a  power- 
ful government  like  that  of  the  T'^nited 
States  upon  the  track  of  these  en?miea 
of  law  and  order  will  be  so  much 
greater,  it  Is  claimed,  than  would  be 
the  execution  of  the  assassin  him.^elf. 

The  anarchists  realize  that  the  people 
of  this  country  are  so  stirred  uj)  over 
the  crime  committed  by  Czolgosz  that 
they  would,  in  their  present  mood, 
sanction  any  puni.shment,  lawful  or 
otherwise.  Knowing  as  they  do  that 
the  people  of  the  country  are  so  bitter 
against  them,  the  anarchists  will  un- 
doubtedly desist  for  the  time  being 
from  preaching  their  doctrines  and  put- 
ting into  execution  the  criminal  prac- 
tices which  ave  hatched  in  the  secret 
meetings  of  the  anarchistic  organiza- 
tions. The  officials  of  the  department 
of  justice  are  hopeful  that  a  confe.^.sion 
has  been  forced  from  Czolgosz  Avhich 
will  demonstrate  beyond  question  that 
a  conspiracy  existed.  If  this  can  be 
shown,  it  is  believed  the  statute  cited 
will  be  a  powerful  weapon  in  the  hands 
of  the  government,  to  be  used  in  break- 
ing up  the  anarchistic  societies  by 
placing  so  many  of  the  members  behind 
l^rison  walls  and  drivtng  others  from 
the  country,  and  that  the  salytary  les- 
son taught  will  be  so  Impressive  that  it 
wiil  go  a  long  way  toward  wiping  out 
anarchy  in  the  United  States. 

Even  If  this  law  cannot  be  utilized, 
there  is  a  strong  belief  that  Emma- 
Goldman,  whose  speecjjes  and  writings 
incited  Cztjlgosz  to  an  attempt  to  mur- 
der the  president,  can  be  prosecuted 
before  the  courts  of  New  York  .is  an 
accessory  before  the  fact.  A  great  deal 
of  consolation  is  found  here  in  judicial 
circles  in  the  hope  that  this  woman 
may  be  given  a  long  term  in  the  peni- 
tentiary. 

Should  it  be  Impossible  to  gather  in  the 
anarchists  of  the  country  under  the 
statute  referred  to.  The  vigorous  cam- 
paign against  the  anarchists  will  not  be 
brought  to  an  end  until  there  are  laws 
upon  the  statute  books  which  will  per- 
mit the  United  States  to  deal  with  them 
in  auch  manner  that  they  will  have  so 
wholesome  a  respect  for  this  government 
that  they  will  not  dare  repeat  the  crime 
committed   last   Fridfty. 

Kxpressions  from  every  Quarter  of  the 
country  Indicate  that  not  only  the  peonle 
bnt  the  members  of  the  house  and  senate 
appreciate  that  the  time  to  act  has  ar- 
rived. All  sorts  of  plans  have  been  sug- 
gested, and  it  is  contended  by  some  of 
the  most  eminent  lawyers  that  it  may 
be  possible  to  enact  legislation  of  this 
liind  without  amendine  the  constitution. 
There  are  a  few  members  of  congress 
here  and  they  are  so  bitter  in  their  de- 
nunciation of  ihe  anarchists  that  they 
are  willing  to  take  any  means  and  give 
the  constitution  itself  a  wrench,  if  neces- 
sary, in  order  promntlv  to  enact  tho 
legislation  for  which  everyone  is  clamor- 
ing. 

Senator  Mallory,  of  Florida,  in  discus- 
sing this  subject,  said:  "An  assault  or 
attempted  as.sault  upon  the  president 
should  be  mnde  a  distinct  offense,  and 
should  be  punlf^hable  by  death.  1  ne  high 
and  honored  office  which  he  holds  as  the 
president  of  our  whole  people  should  have 
I  J. Is  iirotection.  The  con.-sefiuences  of  an 
assault  upon  the  president  are  so  great 
the  effect  upon  the  country  so  tremend- 


Bank    Robbery  at  Worth- 
ing Was  Done  By 
Artists. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Canton — No  trace  has  been  discovered 
of  the  burglars  who  entered  tha 
Farmers  and  Merchants'  bank  at 
"Worthing  Saturday  night.  The  plans 
for  robbing  the  money  chest  were  care- 
fully laid,  entrance  being  effected  by 
digging  under  the  vault,  and  It  was 
only  through  foresight  on  the  part  of 
Cashier  Ed  D.  Lewis  that  the  bank 
was  not  completely  looted.  It  seems  he 
had  lost  confidence  in  his  safe  and  put 
nearly  all  of  the  currency,  amounting 
to  several  thousand  dollars,  in  a  sack 
among  some  olfl  papers  in  the  vault, 
placing  about  $600  in  gold  and  silver  in 
the  safe.  From  all  appearances  the 
work   was   done   by   professionals. 


Rapid  City— Professor  H.  P.  Taylor, 
who  has  been  secured  as  Instructor  in 
the  engineering  department  of  the 
state  school  of  mines,  has  accepted  the 
management  of  a  mining  company  in 
Idaho  and  will  therefore  not  teach 
here  this  year.  His  place  has  been 
filled  by  Professor  Mark  Ehle,  of  Mar- 
shalltown,  Iowa,  who  is  a  graduate 
from  the  Colorado  school  of  mines.  Pro- 
fessor Taylor  was  a  graduate  of  the 
same    institution. 


Yankton— George  Gray  was  disem- 
boweled with  a  knife  in  the  hands  of 
Georgpe  McElwin  in  a  saloon  at  Gay- 
ville  Monday  night.  Physicians  say 
Gray  cannot  live.  Both  men  belong  to 
good  families.  McElwin  is  under  arrest. 


Pierre — An  Invei^tigation  of  alleged  il- 
legal branding  of  cattle  on  the  range 
near  Fort  Pierre  showed  up  a  clever 
scheme  to  dodge  a  mortgage.  The 
"branding  over."  it  has  been  discovered, 
was  done  by  the  owner  of  the  cattle 
himself,  who  had  given  a  mortgage  to 
a  Sioux  City  firm  on  all  the  cattle  bear- 
ing his  brand.  By  changing  the  brand 
he  hoped   to  dodge   the  payment. 

Vermillion— Ernest  E.  Han.son.  who 
was  one  of  the  lucky  contestants  for 
claims  in  the  Oklahoma  drawing,  has 
just  returned.  E.  E.  Brink,  of  Meckl- 
ing.  and  Jud  Cummins,  of  this  city,  also 
got  claims,  the  two  latter  being  in  the 
El  Reno  district. 


Dead  wood — Judge  Joseph  B.  Moore 
will  undoubtedly  be  the  choice  of  the 
Populist  party  for  the  position  of  cir- 
cuit judge,  which  place  he  now  holds. 
The  circuit  primaries  for  delegates  to 
the  convention  in  this  city  next  Satur- 
day instructed  for  Moore  In  most  cases. 
The  Democratic  convention  wiil  also  be 
held  in  this  city  on  Sf-twday. 


Sioux  Falls— W.  U.  Tompkins,  who 
has  filled  -the  position  of  superintend- 
ent of  the  state  reform  school  at  Plank- 
Inton,  has  purchased  a  large  cattle 
ranch  in  Wyoming. 


Lake  Preston — The  city  council  has 
awarded  to  W.  C.  Talbot  the  contract 
to  complete  an  artesian  well  which  is 
designed  to  furnish  the  town  with  water 
for  fire  protection  and  domestic  pur- 
poses. 


Mitchell— Drilling  on  the  city  artesian 
well  will  be  stopped  by  order  of  the 
council,  after  the  work  has  been  prose- 
cuted since  last  May.  the  drillers  hav- 
ing reached  a  depth  of  762  feet  w«th 
no  more  signs  of  water  than  obta'ned 
at  about  500  feet,  but  the  council  de- 
cided to  make  the  investigation  and 
go  deeper.  The  men  drilled  over  100 
feet  through  the  solid  rock  with  no  In- 
dications of  anything  better.  The  city 
has  spent  nearly  $4000  in  this  well. 

W''a.shington— The  census  bureau  has 
made  public  a  bulletin  giving  the  popu- 
lation by  sex,  nativity  and  color  in  the 
state  of  South  Dakota.  The  showing  is 
as  follows-:  Males,  216,164;  females, 
185,406;  foreign  born.  88.508;  colored,  20,- 
856;  Including  463  negroes,  165  Chinese, 
1  Japanese  and  19,225  Indiana.  The 
males  predominate,  the  state  having 
53.S  per  cent  of  males  as  against  46.2 
per  cent  of  females.  The  foreign  born 
element  constitutes  a  large  proportion 
of  the  total  population  of  the  state,  be- 
ing 22  i.er  cent.  The  proportion  of  col- 
ored population  is  5.2  per  cent,  com- 
prising principally  Indians. 


NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Fargo — Pastor  Finwall,  of  the  Nor- 
wegian Baptist  churcli,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  a  larger  church  in  Chicago,  and 
before  he  leaves  the  state  has  mapped 
out  a  trip  in  the  Norwegian  districts  of 
Cass,  Barnes,  Richland.  La  Moure, 
Griggs,  Nelson  and  Grand  Forks  coun- 
ties in  which  he  will  deliver  addresses 
In  the  interests  of  the  state  enforce- 
ment league.  He  will  speak  in  the  Noi-- 
woglan  language  and  endeavor  to  work 
up  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  prohibition  law  and  gain  a 
financial  as  well  as  moral  support  for 
the  cause. 

The  fall  term  at  the  North  Dakota 
agricultural  college  will  begin  Sept.  17. 
President  Worst  has  made  some 
changes  in  the  curriculum  and  the  In- 
stitution will  be  better  prepared  than 
ever  to  take  care  of  the  youlh  of  the 
state.  The  college  is  attended  almost 
exclusively  by  farmer  boys.  Each  win- 
ter special  courses  have  been  arranged 
for  the  fiw-mers  who  can  devote  three 
months  to  study.  The  indications  are 
that  the  attendance  this  winter  will  be 
the  largest  ever  known.

Robbins, 
personal  secreifltry  fto  Governor  Yates, 
claims  to  be  In  possession  of  facts  re- 
lating to  a  plot  to  kill  the  executive  on 
his  return  to  this  city  the  latter  pant  of 
the  month.  ,  ^       ■ 

Maj.  Robbins,  however,  refuses  to  give 
the  press  any  pairtlt.ulare  of  the  plot. 

Sunday  afiernooni,  he  says,  he  was  ap- 
proached while  at  wVirk  in  the  executive 
office  by  a  woman  who  told  him  she  had 
heard  three  men  in  conversation  at  the 
Union  depot  In  this  c^y  discussing  the  as- 
sassination of  Governor  Yates.  She  heard 
theJTi  say  thev  would  wear  the  garb  of 
priests  and  tire  the-  shot  as  he  stepped 
from  the  Central  train. 

Robbins  said  that  the  woman  demanded 
15  for  her  Information,  but  later  he  d.;nled 
this,  saying  he  had  been  wrongly  under- 
st<,>od. 

G-overnor  Yates,  It  is  said,  is  always 
fearful  of  something  of  this  kind,  and  is 
always  armed  and  ready.  It  is  also  said 
now  that  about  the  time  of  the  Inaugura- 
tion an  anonymous  letter  was  received 
b\-  the  governor  and  Mrs.  Yates  from  a 
woman  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  demanding 
$3<.K.»  or  she  would  throw  vitriol  In  their 
children's  eyes. 

Mrs.  Yates  was  sick  at  the  time,  but  In- 
sisted on  seeing  the  chief  of  police,  who 
advised  her  to  pay  no  attention  to  the 
letter.  The  chief  afterward  claimed  to 
have  located  the  writer,  but  never  pro- 
ceeded against  her  or  revealed  her.

Atlanta  Paper  Says  Welling- 
ton Should  Be  Ousted. 

Atlanta.  Ga..  Sept.  11.— The  Atlanta 
Journal,  in  an  editorial,  deniands  the  ex- 
pulsion of  Senator  Wellington  from  the 
UiUled  States  senate.  It  also  prints  tele- 
grams from  twenty-three  leading  South- 
ern papers  indorsing  the  proposition  to 
expel  AV'ellington.    The  edlUjrlal  says: 

"It  Is  the  misfortune  of  Maryland  that 
she  has  George  1-.  Wellington  for  one  of 
the  United  States  senators.  On  the  even- 
ing when  President  McKinley  was  shot 
down,  and  while  k  was  suptH)sed  that  his 
death  was  near  at  hand,  Wellington  said 
to  a  newspaper  reporter:  "McKinley  and 
I  are  enemies.  1  have  nothing  good  to 
say  about  him,  and,  under  the  circum- 
.stances,  don't  care  to  say  anything  bad. 
I  am  Irtdifferent  to  the  whole  matter." 

'•George  L,.  Wellington  has  placed  him- 
self in  the  catagory  and  company  of  the 
ruffians  who  stood  about  the  bulletin 
boards  in  several  cities  lost  Friday  eveiv 
ing  and  rejoiced  over  a  deed  that  shocke<i 
the  nvoral  sense  of  the  civilized  mankind. 
He  I.s  less  excusable  than  these  com- 
paratively inslgnirtcant  blackguards,  every 
one  of  whom  was  knocked  down  and 
kicked  by  those  who  heard  his  tlendlsh 
chuckle.  He  has  branded  hlm.self  ;is  the 
apologist  of  anarchy  and  assassination. 
Is  the  man  who  can  utter  that  whicli 
Wellington  does  not  deny  a  fit  person  to 
sit  in  the  highe.st  council  of  the  nation?

COPPER  FOR  THE  WORLD. 


Priceless  Values  Exist  In  the 
Valdes  Country. 

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Sept.  11.— The  steam- 
ship Bertha  is  in  from  Valdes,  Kadiak 
and  Cook  Inlet  pjints  with  sixty-one 
passengei-s  and  2M  sacks  of  ore  from 
L,atoo.sh  Island  cojiper  mines. 

Robert  Blei,  who  is  connected  with 
immense  copper  mining  and  oil  in- 
terests in  the  Valdes  and  Prince  Wil- 
liam Sound  count  y,  was  a  pa.ssenger 
down,  and  brings  wonderful  reports  of 
the  copper  interests  in  that  section 
of  the  country.

As  each  sale  v>assed  the  number  of 
desirable  properties  in  the  lists  grew 
less,  and  the  fear  of  a  supreme  court 
decision  against  the  legality  of  the 
Bale  embarra.ssed  bidders.  The  sales 
grew  les.s  and  le.ss  successful  until  the 
last  one  resulted  in  only  two  trans- 
fers of  property  out  of  the  entire  list. 

The  sales  have  served  a  good  pur- 
pose, however.  They  have  resulted  In 
cleaning  up  most  of  the  great  mass  of 
delinquent  taxes  that  existed  when  the 
first  one  wa.-^  provided  for  by  law*,  and 
an  overwhelming  proportion  of  the 
property  that  was  submerged  by  taxes 
In  KSl'8  is  now  clear  of  back  taxes  and 
paying  current  taxes  regularly.

Northern  Fa:ific  to  Open 

Bids  For  Them 

Today. 

The  Northern  Pacific  railroad  will 
open  bids  in  St.  Paul  today  for  the 
erection  of  buildings  for  shops,  oil 
houses,  etc.,  in  Dululh,  on  Rice's  Point. 
ThLS.e  are  to  be  part  of  the  large  jilant 
which  that  road  is  to  have  in  Duluth. 
The  contract  for  a  large  round  house 
was  let  some  weeks  ago  to  Geo.  Deeks 
&  Son,  of  St.  Paul,  but  that  constituted 
only  a  part  of  the  large  improvements 
contemplated.  Construction  on  that 
building  has  already  begun,  at  least 
the  property  is  being  made  ready  for 
the  erection  of  the  building. 

The  buildings  for  which  bids  will  be 
opened  today  will  cost  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  *50,uo0  and  will  be  substantial 
and  permanent  in  character.  It  is  not, 
of  course,  designed  to  have  any  such 
system  of  shops  as  exists  at  Brainerd 
for  the  general  repair  shops  of  the  road 
are  there,  but  they  will  be  very  com- 
plete and  will  be  able  to  make  exten- 
sive repairs  on  disabled  roiling  stock. 

The  Northern  Pacific  roalroad  has 
up  to  this  time  had  very  little  in  the 
way  of  improvements  at  Duluth,  but 
the  work  which  has  been  inaugurated 
this  summer  will  give  it  facilities  sec- 
ond to  none.

Through     Traffic   Again 

Underway  on  Street 

Railway  System. 

Through  traffic  was  resumed  today  by 
Superior  street  cars.  The  new  track 
is  completed  between  Third  avenue  east 
and  Tenth  avenue  west,  and  the  public 
generally  is  glad  that  the  transfer  ser- 
vice has  been  given  up. 

The  temporary  transfer  track  on  the 
south  side  of  the  street  between  Third 
avenue  west  and  Eighth  avenue  west 
will  be  taken  up  at  once  and  the  lav- 
ing of  brick  will  now  begin  on  that  side 
of  the  street. 

The  contractors  and  city  officers  are 
certain  that  the  brick  will  all  be  down 
by  Oct.  1. 


W^ith  the  cooler  weather  the 
quitoes  that  have  been  making 
burden  in  Northern  Wisconsin 
Minnesota  in  districts  where  railroad 
contract  work  and  logging  operations 
have  been  going  on,  are  disappearing 
rapidly  and  the  latest  report  says  that 
few  mosquitoes  are  to  be  seen.  The 
past  summer  season  has  been  unusually 
prolific  of  the  little  pests  on  account 
of  the  continued  early  rains  followed  by 
warm  weather.  Every  contractor  com- 
plains of  delay  and  inconvenience 
caused  by  the  attacks  of  the  small  but 
persistent  insects.  Epecialiy  has  this 
been  noticed  in  the  summer  logging 
districts,  where  the  operators  during  a 
period  of  the  time  found  it  practically 
impossible  to  hold  their  men.  The  lat- 
ter would  work  one  day  and  then  quit 
and  make  for  the  city,  declaring  that 
they  could  not  put  up  with  the  mos- 
quitoes. 

Railroad  work  in  many  localities  was 
very  much  hindered  during  July  and 
August  by  employes  quitting  on  the 
same  account.  The  men  claimed  ttiat 
they  could  not  sleep  nights,  that  the 
smudges  supposed  to  be  ettective  would 
not  keep  the  insects  away  during  the 
night  aad  during  the  day  the  mos- 
quitoes would  fairly  eat  them.  Con- 
tractors on  the  Great  Northern  road 
had  hundreds  of  employes  quit  their 
jobs  from  this  cause. 

The  mosquitoes  were  more  numerous 
on  Minnesota  Point  during  the  month 
of  July  than  at  any  other  time  in  the 
memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant  on 
the  point  and  they  did  not  disappear 
from  that  summer  resort  until  two  or 
three  northeasters  from  the  lake  drove 
them  to  a  warmer  clime  inland. 

A  story  is  told  and  its  truth  vouched 
for  by  local  railroad  men,  that  a  tele- 
graph operator  was  sent  by  one  of  the 
railway  companies  to  a  little  station 
about  fifty  or  sixty  miles  from  the 
city  and  in  the  the  heart  of  the  pine 
woods.  The  operator  stayed  just  one 
night  and  took  the  morning  train  back 
to  the  city  without  waiting  for  a  pass, 
but  paying  his  own  fare.  It  was  not 
an  uncommon  sight  to  see  the  station 
agents  along  the  line  back  in  the  coun- 
try dressed  in  a  rig  that  would  lead  an 
Easterner  to  think  they  were  about  to 
fight  bees.  They  wore.  suspended 
from  the  brim  of  their  hats,  a  covering 
of  mosquito  netting  that  fell  as  far  as 
the  waist.  It  is  said  that  only  through 
wearing  some  ."^uch  protection  were 
they  able  to  attend  their  duties.

Washington,  Sept.  tl.-It  is  reporte'J 
here  on  good  authority  that  arrangements 
have  been  completed  in  ti/ondon  for  a 
new  ti-oaty  lo  take  the  place  of  t.ic  dt- 
.ealco  ll.iy  Piiuncefott»  e*.T!pc^o^  am" 
that  everything  is  now  reaSy  for  its  for- 
mal drafting. 

This  '.viil  be  done  by  the  British  foreign 
office,  Ix.rd  Pauncefo'te  and  Amoasiador 
Choate.  The  perfected  in  >;.-umci't  w.U  Do 
brought  tt  this  country  nc.\t  mo.-ith  by 
Lord  Pauncfote  to  receive  the  necessary 
signature  befdre  being  summitted  t>  the 
senate.  There  is  reason  10  believe  that 
the  instrument  is  drafted  In  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  the  senators,  who- 
were  consulted  by  Secretary  Hay  after 
the  defeat  of  his  pet  measure  and  who^e 
wishes  In  the  matter  were  communicated, 
both  to  Ambassador  Chnate.  an.vl  Lord 
PaunoefC'te  prior  to  the  latter's  departure 
for   England. 

At  the  same  time  Secretary  Hay  im- 
pre.=!!5od  upon  the  British  ambassador  the 
fact  that,  having  once  rejected  a  treaty 
that  cave  England  so  much  and  the  lln- 
<  ited  States  so  little,  it  would  be  useless  to 
s*>nd  a  similai  communication  to  it  for 
consideration,  for  that  would  certainly  b.3 
rejected  or  possibly  left  unacted  upon  by 
the    committee    on    foreign    relations. 

The  new  treaty,  it  is  said,  will  giv?  the 
United  Staf.s  the  ab.soUitt-  control  of  the 
canal  without  any  di-siiiict  advantages  to 
Great    Britain.

Equine  Dental  Operation   By 
New  York  Veterinarian. 

New  York,  Sept.  11.— The  operation  of 
filling  eleven  teeth  of  a  horse  with  gold 
and    silver    has    been    finished    by    Dr. 
Theodore   M.    Henderson,    of   the   New- 
York  Veterinary  hospital.    The  subject 
was  Banfler  Jefferson  Sellgman's  sorrel 
mare  Anna,   the   favorite  saddle  horse 
of  Mrs.  Seligman.     That  the  operation, 
which  was  performed  in  the  stable  at 
Long  Branch,  was  wholly  successful  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  horse,  which 
has    had    little    food    for    three    weeks, 
because   of    bad    tteth,    ate    with    great 
relish  after  leaving  the  dentist's  hands. 
The    mare    was    not    given    eth.-r     or 
other  anesthetic  to  cause  her  to  be  en- 
tirely overcome,   but  instead   Dr.   Hen- 
derson said  he  adminl.=tered  cocaii.e.  To 
do  this,  he  said,  obviated  a;iy  roping  of 
the  mare  other  than  a  haltex.    Her  legs 
were  not  tied,  and  she  stood  during  the 
entire  operation. 

"She  seemed  more  to  enjoy  it  than 
dislike  it,"  said  Dr.  Henderson.  He  put 
in  enough  gold  in  two  cavities  to  fill 
ten  teeth  of  a  man.  He  also  put  In  a 
proportionate  quantity  of  silver  in  th« 
other  nine  teeth.

The  people  behnd  thip  movement 
are  willing  to  take  their  chances  at  se- 
curing their  fair  quota  of  new  employes  if 
they  can  Increase  the  population  of  the 
states  indiscriminalely.  This  increase  of 
population  not  only  supplies  the  labor 
market,  but  it  Increases  the  number  of 
producers  and  consumers  in  every  line  of 
trade.

The  necpssrtty  of 
national  bnnk?  in 
the  Philippines  \9 
realized  by  th«

there  seems  to  be  no  way  of  esiablisning 
them  without  special  legislation  by  con- 
gress. All  the  banking  business  of  th« 
Islands  Is  now  conducted  by  private  cor- 
porations, and,  although  there  have  oeen 
many  applications  for  permission  to  or- 
ganize national  banks,  the  law  officers 
of  the  government  have  held  that  no  \>^S- 
Islatlon  warrants  the  granting  of  the  nec- 
essary authority.

In  an  atlempt  to  partially  ameliorate  this 
condition  it  is  now  contemplated  organ- 
izing upon  a  very  large  scale  a  similar 
work  to  that  carried  on  by  the  Santa  Fe 
some  years  ago.  It  Is  not  a  matter  of  im- 
porting labor,  for  of  course  that  would 
icet  people  inlo  trouble.  The  idea  is  to 
make  a  widespread  application  of  the 
■work  and  simply  endeavor  to  increase 
the  number  of  people  in  Colorado,  Wyom- 
ing and  New  Mexico.  Kxhibits  are  to  be 
made  at  all  expositions,  agencies  are  to  be 
established  in  every  large  city,  and  trav- 
eling men  are  to  be  sent  for  and  wide 
pcattering  literaJure  describinu  the  coun- 
try, offering  special  Inducements  to  home 
seekers  and  to  laborers,  and  in  all  prob- 
ability the  railroads  will  play  an  impor- 
tant part  in  giving  the.  minimum  rales 
for  transportation  of  people  and  their  per- 
Bonal  effecxs.  The  only  question  which  has 
caused  any  hesitancy  in  undertaking  the 
•work  is  whether  it  Is  possible  to  secure 
any  more  people  than  are  now  already  on 
the  move.  The  European  field  has  been 
verj'  thoroughly  worked  by  railroad  col- 
onizing and  government  agents,  and  if  it 
Is  decided  that  the  limit  has  alread.v  been 
rsached  the  enterprise  will  be  abandoned. 


TIME   SLIPPED   a   COG. 

For  nearly  a  week  the  people  of  the 
United  States  have  asked  but  for  one 
thing— news  of  the  stricken  president. 
They  have  read  with  a  secondary  In- 
terest the  accounts  of  the  character 
and  life  of  his  assailant  and  collateral 
incidents.  The  excitement  has  been 
intense,  business  has  suffered  slightly 
from  the  sheer  inability  of  men  to  do 
business  under  the  nervous  train  put 
upon  them  by  the  unexpected  incident. 
The  president  will  live.  With  this  as- 
surance each  returns  to  his  work  and 
the  mind  settles  back  to  its  normal 
condition  of  tranquility.  Ask  the  or- 
dinary newspaper  reader  what  has  hap- 
pened in  the  world  during  the  last  five 
days  and  he  will  be  able  to  name  but 
one  thing— the  attempted  assassination 
of  the  president. 

The  steel  strike— how  about  it?  Yes, 
there  was  a  strike  on,  but  that  has 
been  settled,  has  it  not?  No,  not  yet. 
The  last  conference  came  to  nothing 
and  the  fight  is  still  on.  The  men  are 
returning  to  work  wherever  they  are 
allowed  to  do  so  by  the  strikers.  At 
McKeesport  the  strikers  have  been 
able  to  prevent  the  SCO  men,  who  have 
been  working  in  the  National  Tube 
works  from  entering  the  plant.  They 
used  force.  The  state  militia  may  have 
to  settle  that  difficulty  with  guns.  At 
Bay  View  the  men  are  returning  to 
work  peacefully.  At  Jollet  they  are 
expected  to  all  go  back  this  week.  The 
strike  is  broken.  A  few  more  days  and 
it  will  be  but  a  memory.  It  will  be 
known  in  strike  history  as  Shaffer's 
folly.  The  bullet  of  Czolgosz  was 
fatal  to  what  remained  of  the  strike. 
It  diverted  public  attention  from  Shaf- 
fer to  the  president  of  the  United 
States.  A  strike  cannot  last  long  unless 
the  leaders  can  do  the  principal  stunt 
on  the  stage.  "When  they  are  reduced 
to  supers,  they  will  quit. 

Over  in  China,  the  protocol  has  been 
signed  and  the  tension  is  at  an  end. 
Rockhill  has  sailed  for  home  and  Mis- 
sionary Conger  is  left  in  charge  of  his 
pious  flock.  It  is  to  be  hoped  they 
will  make  less  trouble  in  the  future 
than  they  have  in  the  past. 

The  Boer  war  continues  with  un- 
abated vigor,  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
clamation of  Kitchener,  which  went 
into  effect  Sept.  1.  The  sultan  of  Tur- 
keq  stands  pat  and  practically  defies 
Europe.  He  knows  that  he  holds.  the 
"joker"  of  the  deck  and  will  wait  until 
the  last  before  he  plays  it.  It  can  be 
played  but  once. 

The  Schley  court  of  inquiry  will  meet 
tomorrow,  if  nothing  happens  to  in- 
tervene. This  Inquiry  into  the  con- 
duct of  one  of  the  greatest  naval  heroes 
of  modern  times  will  be  attended  with 
as  niuch  circumstance.  If  not  as  much 
pomp,  as  was  the  celebrated  trial  of 
Warren  Hastings  in  the  great  hall  of 
William  liufus.  This  great  chapter 
of  naval  slander  begun  by  Admiral 
Sampson  and  rounded  out  by  his  hire- 
ling, Maclay,  will  receive  Its  finis  at  the 
hands  of  the  court.  It  may  be  days;  it 
may  be  weeks  before  the  testimony  is 
all  in  and  the  findings  filed.  But  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  for  interest  nothing 
which  has  occurred  within  the  last 
forty  years  will  equal  it.  It  will  be  a 
sad  ordeal  for  Admiral  Samp.son.  A 
man  who  is  so  feverishly  hot  for  fame 
will  feel  his  disgrace  keenly.  He  will 
be  able  to  appreciate  the  modified  ex- 
pression of  an  old  law — he  who  lives 
by  the  hammer  shall  die  by  the  ham- 
mer. Knockers  must  expect  to  take 
their  own  medicine,  sooner  or  later. 

The  weakness  of  the  cause  of  the 
navy  department  is  shown  by  the  re- 
cent requisition  of  Assistant  Secretary 
Hackett  upon  the  legal  department  of 
the  government  for  help.  Hackett  seems 
to  think  that  the  whole  department 
is  on  trial.  He  is  not  far  from  right. 
Knox  refused  to  lend  the  aid  of  the 
general  government  to  the  prosecution 
of  one  of  the  nation's  heroes.  All  this, 
however,  is  of  little  interest.

It  is  confidently  believed  by  the  presi- 
dent's physicians  that  the  crisis  has 
been  passed  and  that  his  complete  and 
speedy  recovery  from  the  wounds  in- 
flicted by  the  would-be  assassin  is  as- 
sured. This  news  is  good  cause  for  re- 
joicing on  the  part  of  the  American 
people,  whose  attention  has  been  di- 
rected constantly  towards  Buffalo, 
waiting  anxiously  for  the  outcome  of 
the  dast  irdly  attempt  upon  the  presi- 
dent's life. 

The  proposal  to  have  a  mass  meeting 
of  the  citizens  of  Duluth  to  express 
their  pleasure  at  the  prospect  of  the 
president's  early  recovery,  and  to  con- 
demn anarchy  and  anarchists,  who  are 
believed  to  have  concocted  the  plot  to 
kill  the  president,  is  an  excellent  one. 
Capt.  Ray  T.  Lewis,  who  conceived  the 
idea  of  a  public  thanksgiving  for  the 
president's  recovery,  has  secured  the 
use  of  the  Armory  for  tomorrow 
(Thursday)  night  and  has  organized  a 
strong  committee  on  arrangements  and 
secured  a  splendid  list  of  speakers.  All 
that  is  needed  now  to  make  the  meet- 
ing the  success  that  it  should  be  is  that 
the  people  should  turn  out  en  masse 
and  fill  the  hall  to  overflowing. 

It  is  fitting  that  there  should  be  a 
strong  expression  of  sentiment  in  con- 
demnation of  anarchy,  and  The  Herald 
trusts  that  the  resolutions  presented  to 
the  meeting  will  not  mince  words,  or 
indulge  in  axiomatic  statements.  The 
time  has  coma  when  the  red  banner  of 
anarchy  must  be  prohibited  in  this  free 
republic,  and  when  anarchists,  under 
whatsoever  name  they  masquerade, 
must  be  exterminated  or  driven  out  of 
the  country.  The  members  of  anar- 
chistic, organizations  must  no  longer  be 
permitted  to  hide  behind  the  plea  of 
free  speech  and  the  pretext  of  public 
opinion,  but  should  be  dealt  with  as 
criminals,  put  under  the  espionage 
that  attend  criminals,  and  be  subject 
to  arrest  wherever  found.  Proof  of 
membership  in  an  anarchistic  society 
should  be  followed  by  life  imprison- 
ment or  banishment  or  deportation  to 
the  island  of  Guam,  or  Sulu,  or  some 
other  of  our  numerous  insular  posses- 
sions. 

Let  every  one  turn  out  to  the  meet- 
ing tomorrow  night  and  give  voice  to 
his  sentiments.

It  is  a  singular  fact,  and  one  not  yur- 
ticularly  creditable  to  the  young  physi- 
cians of  the  country,  many  of  whom  have 
hard  work  to  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door, 
that  for  forty  years  one  or  more  valian- 
cies have  existed  In  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  the  navy.  In  recent  times  tho 
great  difficulty  has  been  to  find  good  men 
for  the  grade  of  assistant  surgeons.  One 
year  ago  there  were  seventeen  vacancies 
in  the  list  of  assistant  surgeons,  but  by 
industrious  hustling  on  the  pan  of  the 
department  this  nnumber  has  been  re- 
duced to  f-o-ur.  The  examining  board  at 
the  Brooklyn  navy  yard  is  now  examin- 
ing five  candidates,  and  it  is  ex.oected  t  .at 
at  least  one  of  them  will  be  successful. 
The  pay  of  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the 
navy  Is  good  and  the  duties  are  pleasant, 
and  it  would  seem  that  thero  .should  be 
no  lack  of  medicos  to  go  In  the  serv-ca. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  no  scarcity 
of  candidates,  but  the  qualifications  de- 
manded are  of  *>  hi.gh  a  standard  th;xt 
few  possessing  them  care  to  give  up  pri- 
vate practice  for  the  government  ser- 
vice. 


EXPENSIVE  TO   MAINTAIN. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  our  new  pos- 
sessions will  call  for  a  large  expendi- 
ture of  money  in  one  way  and  another 
which  will  at  first  have  to  be  taken 
from  the  general  treasury  of  the  United 
States.  Later,  in  all  probability,  some 
of  the  money  required  will  be  raised 
locally  to  meet  whatever  improve- 
ments are  necessary.  The  navy  de- 
partment is  desirous  of  making  some 
improvements  in  that  part  of  the  in- 
sular possessions  controlled  by  the  navy 
and  for  one  thing  will  ask  congress  for 
$3,000,000  for  the  establishment  of  a 
navy  yard  on  the  Pontello.  in  San  Juan, 
Porto  Rico.  It  is  estimated  that  $500,000 
will  be  required  to  purchase  the  land 
needed  at  that  point  for  naval  pur- 
poses. It  is  proposed  to  build  a  mod- 
ern dry  dock  on  the  Pontello  and  to 
construct  the  workshops,  storehouses 
and  other  requisites  incidental  to  a 
navy  yard.  Five  million  dollars  Avill  be 
demanded  for  the  building  of  a  big  and 
important  naval  depot  In  the  Philip- 
pines. It  Is  proposed  to  locate  the  yard 
at  Olongapo,  about  fifty  miles  above 
Cavite,  and  there  build  a  dry  dock  with 
a  great  multitude  of  workshops,  rail- 
road facilities  and  other  necessaries. 
j  An  aditional  $2,000,000  will  be  asked  for 
the  station  at  Cavite,  where  consider- 
able work  Is  required  throughout  the 
year.

White  coal  broaden;^  the  field  of  manufac- 
turing far  beyond  the  limits  of  towns  jind 
cities  and  there  are  writers  who  li>ok  to 
It  fo-r  a  happj-  revolution  In  the  condition-j 
of  labor.

111©  police  had  reuuested  the  owivers  of 
halls  not  to  rent  them  to  her.  She  iftfer* 
irequently  to  v»ie  nervous  strain  which 
she  13  under  in  speaKlng  to  an  audience, 
and  wishing  her  "I'utzy"  was  near  her. 
Prince  Ivropotkin,  she  asserts,  cleared 
$T5i)  on   his   lecture  in  Now   York  city. 

When  the  police  discovered  the  nature 
of  the  letter  no  attempt  was  ma'de  to  keep 
a  literal  translation  tif  them,  as  the  sub- 
ject of  anarchy  Is  never  mentioned,  nor 
anything-  thai  would  Implicate  her  in  tiny 
conspiracy. 


New  York.  Sept.  11.— Miss  Emma 
Goldman,  who  the  would-be  assassin 
of  President  McKinley  says  was  the 
insi>lring  cause  of  his  act,  was  long 
and  unfavorably  known  in  New  York 
city  and  was  sent  to  ijlackwell's  island 
in  ISDS  for  using  incendiary  language. 
8he  said  at  the  time  of  her  trial  be- 
fore Judge  Randolph  B.  Martin,  in  the 
Court  of  general  sessions,  that  she  was 
26  years  old  and  that  she  was  from 
Russia.  That  would  make  her  33 
years  old  at  the  pre.«.cnt  time.  Miss 
Goldman  was  of  a  fair  type  and  was 
heard  many  times  in  speeches  before 
gatherings  on  the  liowery  in  Man- 
hattan. 

She  was  rather  prepossessing, 
regular  features,  wiili  (lashing 
eyes,  and  her  manner  was  full  of 
viclion  and  earneslnes.s.  To  those 
Were  inclined  to  criticise  her  personal 
appearance  at  that  time  she  was  de- 
scribed as  frowsy.  Ehe  rtourished 
most  when  Herr  Most  and  his  news- 
pai>er.  the  Anarchist,  published  from 
a  miserable  den  on  William  street,  Man- 
hattan, were  attracting  a  good  deal 
of  attention.  Police  Superintendent 
Byrnes  was  besought  by  many  news- 
papers to  take  summary  measures 
with  Miss  Goldman  on  account  of  her 
ttery  Invocation  to  the  people  to  rise 
against  the  powers  that  be,  but  he 
withheld  his  hand  for  a  long  time,  ar- 
guing thiit  no  arrests  should  be  made 
and  no  chance  should  be  given  to  the 
anr^  -hists   to   po.se  as  im,    yrs. 

h-TT'.ia  Goldman  was  placed  on  trial 
on  Oct.  6,  1S1>3,  and  was  called  to  the 
stand.  She  was  absolutely  cool  and  col- 
lected, and.  in  reply  to  questions  by 
her  counsel,  she  denied  that  she  had 
heard  any  exclamations  from  the 
crowd  that  she  had  been  addressing  in 
Union  siiuare  a  short  time  before.  It 
was  for  lier  use  of  language  that  she 
was  indicted  and  tried.  She  declared 
that  she  spoke  in  English  on  that  occa- 
sion, and  that  she  made  her  address 
from  notes.  These  she  had  elaborated 
for  the  purpose  of  having  them  printed, 
tor  publication. 

Cross-examined  by  .j\jssistant  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Mcintyre,  Miss  Gold- 
man said  that  she  did  not  believe  in  a 
Supreme  Being.  She  declared  that  she 
was  married,  but  all  eiforts  by 
counsel  to  get  her  to  divulge  the  name 
of  her  husband  failed.  She  said  that 
she  had  live  years  before  separated 
frtjm  him.  Miss  Goldman  dec-lared  that 
she  was  an  anarchist  and  she  believed 
only  in  moral  laws.  In  Most's  moral 
precepts  she  did  not  believe,  though 
she  thought  Most  a  great  agitator  and 
writer. 

While  Miss  Goldman's  trial  was 
progress  there  were  many  rumors 
anar<:hists  preparing  bombs  for  ust 
New  York  at  tile  time  she  was  to 
sentenced.  She  was  convicted  on  Oct. 
y  of  taking  J>art  in  an  unlawful  as- 
semblage. Poli.e  lined  the  stairways 
and  halls,  both  up  and  down  stairs.  In 
the  Tombs,  before  she  was  taken  to 
thtt  court  to  be  sentenced,  she  said 
she  did  nU  expect  any  disturbance; 
that  she  had  been  convicted  by  a  par- 
tial jury  undei  an  unjust  law,  and 
there  was  nothing  to  be  done  but  stand 
the  sentence  of  Judge  Martin. 

She  was  represented  in  court  by  A. 
Oakey  Hall.  On  her  arraignment  for 
sentence  she  said  that  she  had  in- 
tended to  make  a  speech,  but  she  knew 
the  police  were  piepaiing  to  imprison 
her  friends,  in  case  she  made  an  ad- 
dress. She  would  say  nothing  as  to 
why  sentence  should  not  be  passed  up- 
on her.  Judge  Martin  then  sentenced 
her  to  the  full  term  under  the  law,  one 
year  in  the  penitentiary.  He  said  she 
was  a  woman  of  above  the  ordinary  in- 
telligence and  thiit  there  was  no 
room  for  her  in  this  community. 

There  was  little  comment  about  Em- 
ma (lOldman  when  she  was  released 
from  lilackwell's  Island  on  Aug.  17, 
18&4.  She  had  been  an  exemplary  piis- 
oner  and  had  won  the  good  will  of 
the  authorities  in  the  penitentiary,  and 
she  <iul«-'tly  left  the  island  and  w;us  re- 
ceived by  a  committee  of  anarchists, 
who  hailed  her  exiled  (lueen.  She  de- 
clined to  be  Interviewed,  but  she  soon 
resumed  her. old  style  of  si>eech  making 
In  a  big  gathering  in  Harlem  theater, 
beside  publishing  her  views. 

Her  speeches  at  the  time  in  New  York 
city  were  more  sulidued  than  they  hail 
been  before  her  conviction.  She  asked 
the  anarchists  to  w^alt  and  the  tlm- 
would  come  when  all  m-^n  would  en- 
joy what  she  termed  liberty.  She  spok^^ 
of  the  desire  of  the  anarchists  to  rid 
the  world  of  poverty  and  suffering,  but 
not  a  word  about  their  duty  to  seize 
by  force  what  they  wanted,  nor  did  she 
urge  her  hearers  to  take  up  arms 
against  the  authorities.  Mi.ss  Gold- 
man afterward  spoke  at  gatherings  of 
anarchists  throughout  the  country.

Miss  Goldman  to  HaveL 

ChlcaKo,  Sept.  li\— The  letters  of  Em- 
ma Goldman  to  Hippolyte  Havel,  one  of 
the  anarchists  now  under  arrest  for  com- 
plicity In  the  plot  to  kill  President  .McKin- 
ley,  were  translated  yesterday.  The  let- 
ters were  found  In  th.  Newberry  avenue 
house  when  Havel  was  arrested.  They 
show  her  to  have  been  on  familiar  tarms 
With  Havel.  Though  they  failed  to  r.>^'eal 
any  conspiracy,  they  showed  that  Mi.sa 
Goldman  was  very  much  In  love  with  Ha- 
vel. There  are  over  thirty  letters,  all 
written  In  i»t-rman,  and  couched  iif  en- 
dearing language.  They  frequently  re- 
fer to  Havel  as  '"Putzy."  and  are  signed 
"Swetfuschka,"  which  means  "Sweet  Ut- 
tle  One."  On  several  occasions  she  sent 
him  money,  and  expressed  regret  that 
the  amount  was  not  larger,  but  that  m 
account  of  the  activity  of  the  police  in 
the  Hastern  cities  where  she  was  lectur- 
ing the  proceeds  were  small.

St.  Paul,  Sept.  11.— The  Minnesota  tax 
commission  will  complete  its  work  on  or 
about  Jan.  1,  1902. 

This  is  one  month  earlier  than  the  limit 
allowed  by  law.  Governor  Van  Sant  will 
call  the  extra  .sessian  late  in  Feb'-uary. 
and  the  members  will  have  nearly  two 
months  in  which  to  digest  the  report  and 
form  their  opinions. 

The  whole  question  of  an  extra  session 
depends  on  the  actio-n  of  the  tax  commis- 
sion. Should  they  fail  to  report  in  tune 
there  would  be  no  need  of  an  extra  ses- 
sion, and  none  wOuld  be  called.

Their  work  has  been  made  nocessary  by 
the  heediess  and  hetrogeneous  amend- 
ments of  successive  legislatures.  it  will 
be  a  connected  symmetrical  whole,  and 
an  amendment  In  one  place  will  destroy 
the  force  of  other  sections.  The  more 
time  the  memoers  of  the  leifislature  gee 
to  read  the  report,  the  better  they  will 
realize  this  lact.  and  the  more  apt  they 
will  be  to  adopt  the  code  without  mu-2h 
mutilation. 

The  report  of  the  commission  will  con- 
sist of  two  parts.  In  the  first  place, 
they  will  present  a  revise!  tax  coda 
strictly  in  accord  with  the  present  consti- 
tution. It  will  not  be  in  their  oplni.in  the 
best  thing,  but  the  best  thing  possible  un- 
der Minnesota's  aiitiquated  constitution. 
The  committee  will  also  pro',>ose  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  which  wil  make 
more    progressive    legislation    possible. 

For  instance,  the  taxation  of  "mortgages 
Is  not  possible  und'jr  the  pres?nt  consti- 
tution, and  th,-'  commission  f.'::v«r  such  a 
law.      They    will    probably    propose       an

It  is  not  considered  liKely  that  Wie 
report  of  the  Norihern  Pacitic,  which  is 
aiso  due,  will  make  any  material  revela- 
tions, because  the  deal,  so  tar  as  it  af- 
tects  that  property,  was  engineered,  sup- 
posedly, by  J.  Pierponi  Morgan  and  the 
directors.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Hill 
Ijersonally  and  alone,  so  tar  as  disclosed, 
acted  for  the  Great  Northern,  so  that  his 
annual  statement,  it  is  assumed,  will  deal 
with  the  subject  at  more  than  ordinary 
length. 

I'urther  interest  attaches  to  \.9s  report 
because  of  changed  conditions,  it  Is  said 
that  the  Hnancial  interests  concerned  are 
now  getting  down  to  hard  facts.  The  lat- 
est reliable  estimates  provided  for  a  lieavy 
shortage,  nl  other  words,  it  is  the  llim 
conviction  of  those  who  should  know  that 
the  rGeat  Northern  and  the  Northern  Pa- 
citic will  be  obliged  to  give  $1,U00,000  each 
from  their  own  earnings  for  Burlington 
dividends. 

Just  how  the  situation  will  be  met  is 
not  explained.  li  is  not  believed  that 
Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific 
money  will  be  paid  over  to  Burlington 
bondholders,  but  some  expedient  will  meet 
the  case.

Killing  of  Lafayette  New' 
kirk  Has  Some  Re- 
markable Details.

Mexico,  Mo.,  Sept.  11. — Two  weeks  ago 
Lafayette  Newkirk,  a  wealthy  citizen, 
was  assassinated  within  a  block  of  hiu 
home. 

The  assassin  is  still  at  lar^e  and  un- 
identified and  there  is  absolutely  no 
evidence  connecting  any  known  person 
•with    the  crime. 

Newkirk  was  killed  by  a  bullet  which 
struck  him  nearly  in  the  middle  of  tiie 

forhead. 

Twenty-eight  years  ago  Newkirk  shot 
and  killed  a  neighbor,  the  bullet  enter- 
ing the  victim's  head  at  precisely  the 
same  point.  This  neighbor  was  Robert 
Jkluir.  a  farmer.  Had  Newkirk  been 
ussasslnuted  a  day  later  he  would  have 
died  on  the  anniversary  of  that  event. 

Robert  Muir.a  son  of  the  man  who  was 
killed  by  Newkirk,  is  now  constable  of 
Salt  River  Township,  in  which  Mexico 
is  located.  When  his  father  was  killed 
the  present  constable  was  a  young  man 
of  24  years.  Since  that  day  he  ana 
Newkirk  have  been  enemies,  passing 
vlthout  speaking. 

Not  a  Muir  has  spoken  to  Newkirk, 
•with  the  exception  of  Richard  Mulr,  a 
brother  of  Robert,  with  whom  Newkirk 
had  business  dealings.  It  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge  In  Mexico  that 
Muir  and  Newkirk  were  enemies, 
to  the  killing  of  Muirs  father 

Upon  the  advice  of  his 
Cullen  &  Rodgers,  Muir  refused  to  tes- 
tify at  the  coroners  inquest.  l*.  H.. 
Cullen.  one  of  these  attorneys,  was 
coun.sel  for  Alexander  Jester  at  ttie 
celebrated  trial  for  the  murder  of  Gil- 
bert Gates,  Jester  being  ac-tiultted.. 

Muir,    as    constable,    is 
Viirrants    and    attending 

Th'^-  is  one  phase  of  the  affair.  There 
are  other  phases,  thickenign  the  mys- 
tery Newklrks  widow,  Mrs.  Nancy 
Doty  Newkirk.  was  a  Howard  county 
belle  forty  years  ago.  In  her  young 
■womanhood  she  became  the  wife  of 
Dr.  Silas  J.  Newkirk,  of  Audrian  coun- 
ty 

br     Newkirk    was    an   older   brother 

Of  Lafayette  Newkirk.  He  v^as  a 
young  physician  of  skill  and  bright 
prospects. 

The  civil  war  began  and  Dr.  N*?\v- 
klrk  became  a  surgeon  in  the  Confed- 
erate armv.  He  never  returned  to  Mex- 
ico His  voung  wife  secured  a  divorce 
in  1864  and  was  married  to  the  younger 
brother  of  her  former  husband. 

Not  many  years  ago  Mrs.  Lafayejtte 
Newkirk  was  told  by  a  friend  that  Dr. 
Newkirk  had  perished  in  the  Custer 
massacre  on  the  Little  Big  Horn,  in 
the  summer  of  1H76.  She  believes  her 
former  husband  is  dead.  She  believed 
he  was  dead  when  she  married  his 
brother,  but  she  took  the  precaution  to 
obtain  a  divorce. 

Mrs  Newkirk,  however,  admits  that 
ehe  has  no  positive  knowledge  of  her 
first  husband's  death. 

Mrs  Newkirk  says  that  the  doctor,  hke 
many  other  hL-sband.-=.  did  not  come  home 
from  the  war,  and  she  believed  him  to  L-t 


planned  and  executed  with  cool  delibera- 
tion The  victim  was  followed  to  the 
loneliest  and  darkest  spot  on  his  way 
home  and  was  shot  aowii  al)«olutely 
without  warning.  To  make  sure  that  he 
would  bi  placed  beyond  the  i)OS.-5ibility 
of  uuniaskiiiK  his  assassin,  live  sh  jls  were 
tired  into  his  head,  each  of  which  the 
pfivsicians  (considered  fatal. 

\Vhen  Newkirk  was  found  he  lay  just 
at  the  eastern  approach  to  the  Utile  tilde- 
walk  bridge,  on  the  planks  of  the  walk. 
His  arm  still  clasped  the  wiitormelon, 
which  had  burst  open  when  he  fell. 

This  fact  shows  that  he  wfts  shot  ab- 
solutelv  without  waruinK-  Whtoi  the  as- 
sa.^.^in '  turned  back  from  in  fi-ont  vf 
Rennoid's  gate  he  evidently  walked  di- 
rectiv  across  the  bridge,  where  he  met 
Newkirk.  ThrustlnK  his  revolvar  so 
clo.sely  against  his  victim's  forehead  that 
the  powfler  burned   the  skin,  he  tired. 

Newkirk  fell  with  his  hea;l  toward  the 
fence,  his  face  down.  Stuopin,g,  the  mur- 
derer place<l  the  muzzle  oi  his  revolver 
agiiinst  the  back  of  the  dead  man  s  head, 
lirlng  four  more  shots.  All  entered  the 
I  rain,  two  of  them  through  the  same 
liole. 

When  neighbors  arrived  at  the  spot 
Newklrks  coal  collar  and  the  •  back  of 
his  shirt  collar  were  ablaze  from  the 
hitshes  of  powder.  Water  from  Morris' 
house  was  brought  and  the  flames  were 
extinguished. 

Samuel  Morris,  at  the  time  of  the  s'loot- 
ing,  was  in  his  parlor,  not  thirty  fett 
away,  playing  whist  witth  friends.  When 
he  heard  the  shots  he  went  out  on  i  is 
pci-rch  to  investigate,  fearing  that  some 
one  had  shot  his  dog.  He  did  not  V.now 
that  a  man  had  been  shot  until  torn? 
boys  came  down  the  block  and  found 
the  body. 

Newkirk's  estate  is  valued  at  about 
?25  f<:'),  his  widow  and  son  being  the  'leirs. 
I^afayette  Newkirk  had  the  reputation 
in  Mexico  of  buing  a  man  with  many 
enemies.  He  was  a  gold  Democr.^t  i  oliti- 
cally  and  a  Bnptlst  religiously,  tn:>ugh 
not  a  church  member. 

"Was  Mr.  Newkirk  afraid  any  one  wouH 
kill  him?"  the  widow  was  asked. 

"Afraid?  My  husband  was  not  afr.iid 
of  any  man.  living  or  dead.  He  did  not 
go  armed,  though  we  had  a  pistol  in  a 
drawer. 

I  do  not  know  who  killed  my  husbana. 
But  I  want  to  know,  and  I  think  we  s.iail 
know   before   long." 

"I  think  possibly,"  continued  Mrs.  New- 
kirk, "that  it  may  have  been  some  nollti- 
cal  enemv.  Mr.  Newkirk  was  very  cut- 
spoken  in  his  views.  He  had  a  right  to 
be.  So  have  all  of  us.  He  made  enemies 
that  wav.  But  I  have  no  idea  who  H  w.'is 
that  killed  him.  though  we  are  going  to 
find  out.  if  possible." 

Now  kirk  had  no  revolver  on  his  oer.5on 
when   he  was  killed.

about  the  streets  of  Mexico  that  Dr.  Now 
kirk     the   old   Confederate   surgeon, 
Bled  "and   bent,    returned   two   wee«s 
to  the  home  of  his  young  manhood. 

This  story,  however,  has  nothing  lanf- 
ble  up^n  which  to  rear  its  fabric.  It  nts 
In  romjintlcally.  Perhaps  that  is  all  Jiere 
is  to  it  There  is  no  evidence  to  snow 
that  Dr.  Newkirk  Is  not  dead. 

Tliere  are  vet  other  tales,  no  less  I'lle, 
born  of  the  strange  matrimonial  mixture 
of  this  old  Missouri  family. 

This  concerns  a  son  of  Dr.  and  >trs. 
Newkirk.  now  residing  in  Western  Kan- 
t-as  Gossip  gees  on  to  say  that  this  son, 
resenting  his  uncle's  alleged  usurpation 
Of  his  father's  place,  may  have  j..me 
back  to  town  and  fired  the  fatal  bullet. 
Thi.'t  much  is  known;  Lafayette  N^'w- 
kirk  Is  de«ul  and  burted.  He  was  Killed 
with  deliberation  and  determination,  and 
not   I'O'r  purposes  of  robbery. 

HI**  son,  and  the  son  of  his  widow,  a 
young  farmer  named  William  K.  New- 
kirk have  offered  a  reward  of  $oOO  for  the 
arrest  of  his  assassin.  It  is  exPt-fed 
that  Governor  Dockery.  on  behalf  of  ine 
etatp     vrWl    otter   an    additional   reward. 

Then  Mexico  people  believe,  the  mys- 
tery will  be  torn  to  shreds  by  detectives 
—or  exploded  at  one  fell  concussion  by 
some  person  in  Mexico  to  whom  it  Is  not 
a   mystery.  ,    .  ^    , 

The  son  who  is  exwutor  of  the  estate 
•under  his  father's  will,  has  employed  At- 
torney Orlando  Hltt  to  assist  Prosecuting 
Attorney  Bkklev  In  running  down  the 
assassin.  Mr.  Hltt  is  working  on  two 
theories.  Both  these  theories  have  been 
outlined  In  the  foregoing. 

Mr.  Hltt  declares  that  there  is  "nothing 
rew  in  the  case,"  and  declines  to  say 
whether  or  not  he  expect*  an  arrest  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  circuit  court  two 
•Weeks  hence.  The  prosecuting  attorney  Is 
out   of   town. 

The  coroner's  Inquest  apparently 
amounted  to  nothing.  A  verdict  that 
Newkirk  came  to  his  death  from  ptetol 
Bhut  wounds  fired  by  a  party  or  parties 
unknown    was    rendered. 

The  inquest  was  a  star-chamber  affair. 
Only  Coroner  K.  McD.  Brldgeford.  a  stcn- 
og'rapher.  the  jury  -and  one  witness  at  a 
time    were    present. 

When  asked  why  the  Inquest  was  con- 
ducted in  secret.  Dr.  Brldgeford  said  to 
ane: 

"Because  certain  parties  •were  under 
rusplcion.  and  we  hoped  to  ascertain  the 
Identitj-  of  the  assiissln.  We  feared  that 
If  the  sessions  were  open  to  the  public 
that  fvhieot  might  ho  defeated.  But  as 
It  turned  out,  the  testimony  of  the  wen- 
tv-slx  wltnesse.-j  examined  threw  no  par- 
ticular light  upon  the  tragetly.  I  presume 
it  Is  up  to  the  grand  jury  now."

The  case  of  McCarthy  Bros.  &  Co. 
against  the  Weare  Commission  com- 
pany, of  Chicago,  to  recover  $5600  al- 
leged to  be  due  on  an  account  stated 
as  growing  out  of  dealings  had  be- 
tween the  parties  when  the  defendant 
had  an  ofiice  here  Avith  George  Rupley 
as  agent  was  taken  up  in  district  court 
yesterday  afternoon,  and  a  jury  was 
drawn  and  the  case  -started  before  ad- 
journment. John  F.  McCarthy,  the 
resident  member  of  the  complaining 
firm,  took  the  stand  in  his  own  behalf, 
and  was  still  on  the  stand  at  noon  to- 
day. 

As  someone  expressed  it  this  morn- 
ing, there  was  about  f>  square  yard  of 
"scrap"  in  the  case  to  a  square  inch  of 
testimony. 

Searle  St  Spencer  and  L.  C.  Harris 
represent  the  plaintiffs,  and  J.  L.  W^ash- 
burn  and  W.  D.  Bailey  appear  for  the 
defendant.  The  direct  examination 
of  Mr.  McCarthy  was  somewhat  brief, 
going  Into  the  alleged  account,  and 
producing  the  fact  that  it  grew  out  of 
"financial  transactions"  had  between 
the  parties. 

The  fight  came  on  the  cross-examin- 
ation, when  Mr.  Washburn  evinced 
considerable  curiosity  about  the  deal- 
ings that  lead  up  to  the  stated  account, 
and  wanted  to  go  into  details  regard- 
ing them.  Mr.  Harris,  for  the  defense, 
objected  to  such  a  line  of  examination, 
protesting  that  the  defense  had  set  up 
In  its  answer  no  question  about  the  ac- 
count, and  claiming  that  it  was  there- 
fore bound  by  that  account.  Judge  En- 
>  sign  partially  upheld  this  contention, 
but  permitted  the  defense  to  cross- 
examine  as  to  the  nature  of  the  finan- 
cial tran.sactions  referred  to  by  Mr. 
McCarthy. 

The  examination  developed  the  fact 
that  the  transactions  were  mostly  in 
railroad  stocks,  Cliicago.  Burlington 
&  Qulncy,  Chicago  Great  Western,  and 
particularly    Northern    Pacific.    An   ob- 


jection to  an  in^iryl  as  to  whether 
money  was  paid  »henithe  stocks  were 
purchased  was  sufetained,  but  Mr. 
Washburn  was  permitted  to  ask  if 
the  stocks  actually  chSinKed  hands,  or 
rather  whether  Mr.  McCarthy  had  the 
stocks  in  his  possession  when  he  pur- 
chased them  or  when  he  sold  them 
short.  Mr.  McCarthy  said  he  did  not 
have   the   stock   in   his   possession. 

Mr.  Harris  feared  fiom  the  line  of 
questioning  that  some  attempt  was  be- 
ing made  to  make  out  that  the  tran- 
sactions were  gambling  operations,  and 
he  said"  that  he  should  vigorously  op- 
pose the  entrance  of  any  such  issue  as 
I  -Mng  immaterial.  Judge  Ensign  sa'd 
ne  V  ould  not  permit  the  defense  to 
make  out  its  case  on  cross-examination 
if  he  knew  it.  and  that  he  -^vould  deal 
wiih  this  question  when  it  arose. 

The  defense  will  attempt  to  show, 
according  to  its  answer,  that  tlK  p'-o- 
ceedings  were  gambling  transactions, 
and  that  the  plaintiffs  cannot,  there- 
fore recover. 

Another  defense  will  be  that  the 
dealings  were  with  George  Rupley  per- 
sonally and  not  with  George  Rupley  t^s 
&B<  iit  OI  the  Weare  commission  com- 
pany. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Judge  Dibell,  on 
motion  of  the  defense,  dismissed  the 
c.ise  of  <  h-rieg  Herman  against  th'^ 
city  of  Duluth,  to  recover  $1000  dam- 
ages for  personal  injuries  alleged  to 
r;a\e  oeen  received  because  of  a  de- 
ff:ctive  sidewalk. 

In  the  case  of  Frederick  Sahlberg 
against  L.  R.  Martin,  the  jury  returned 
a  verdict  for  the  defense.  At  noon  to- 
day Judge  Cant  was  hearing  the  case 
of  th/  Crown  Iron  Works  company 
against  C.  J.  Frederickson,  to  recover 
J300  alleged  to  be  due  for  materials 
furnished  in  the  construction  of  the 
rump'ng  station  for  the  city  at  Lake- 
wood,  and  Judge  Dibell  was  still  hear- 
ing the  case  of  EII.h  H.  Smith  against 
the  *rst  National  bank.

li's  a  strange  country  down  here  in  Old 
Mexico.  Almost  everything  Is  done  dif- 
ferently than  in  the  United  Stales.  Mex- 
ico never  gets  away  from  Its  dislike  of  in- 
novations and  Its  love  for  primitive  ways. 
Within  hearing  of  the  whislle  of  a  locomo- 
tive there  are  many  Mexicans  using  the 
same  wooden  plows  of  prehistciric  times, 
in  the  cities  thousands  of  people  still  grind 
corn  in  stone  mortars,  says  the  Guadala- 
jara Mexican  correspondent  of  the  New 
York  Times. 

No  primitive  custom  is  more  doggedly 
retained  by  Mexicans  everywhere,  from 
the  Rio  CH-ande  to  Cenlial  America,  than 
tnat  of  using  human  brawn  and  muscle  to 
do  the  work  of  horses,  mules  and  oxen. 
"There  are  our  eomi)etitors.  and  no  mean 
ones,  either,"  said  a  railroad  man  recent- 
ly, pointing  to  a  score  of  Mexicans  in  sin- 
gle file,  each  carrying  a  box  of  merchan- 
oise  up  the  mountains  to  mining  camps. 

Tt-  the  streets  of  cities  there  are  parsing 
every  hour  men  who  tr<.,nsport  enormous 
packs  of  merchandise  on  their  shoulders 
and  backs.  Here  comes  a  little  old  man 
with  a  quarter  of  a  ton  of  hay  on  his  bent 
back.  Yonder  Is  another  man  carrying  to 
market  a  prodigious  .cad  of  earthen 
crocks  strapped  acrusb.  liis  shoulders. 
<.iOse  behind  him  trots  a  lad  wUh  a  bas- 
ket holding  several  bushels  of  chilis  bal- 
anced on  his  head,  and  here  comes  a  pro- 
cession of  young  men.  the  cargadores  for 
the  big  hotel,  each  bearing  on  his  back  a 
huge  American  trunk  from  the  railroad 
station. 

The  business  of  burden  bearing  is  con- 
fined to  the  peon  or  peasant  class  of  Mex- 
ico. There  are  familie.'^  of  cargadores— the 
human  freighters  of  Spanish  countries— 
who  have  been  in  the  vocation  for  genera- 
tions. As  a  class  they  are  small  of  statue, 
thin  of  legs  and  arms,  haggard  faced, 
probablv  from  the  excessive  use  of  the 
powerfiil  mescal  and  tobacco,  and  pre- 
maturely old.  But  their  necks  and  chests 
are  full  and  exhibit  great  muscular  de- 
%  clopment.  They  are  stoop  shouldered  from 
long  years  in   their  work. 

Some  of  the  mail  carriers  in  the  sparsely 
settled  pans  of  Mexico  walk  and  run  more 
than  HO  miles  every  week.  A  few  cover 
on  foot  forty  miles  a  day  six  da>s  in  the 
week  and  go  up  and  down  rough  moun- 
tain roads  at  that.  They  don't  seem  to 
know  what  fatigue  means. 

The  descendants  of  the  Aztecs  arc  a  stiff- 
necked  people  in  more  than  one  sense  and 
seem  to  prefer  to  place  their  burdens  so  as 
to  be  supported  by  a  strap  across  the  fore- 
head, bringing  the  entire  Firain  upon  the 
forehead  and  muscles  of  the  nerk.  while 
the  hands  are  left  free  to  handle  the  indis- 
pensable cigarette,  and  on.co  in  a  while  to 
carrv  a  pole  to  help  thorn  up  some  steep 
I>ath.  In  this  way  ihey  a-IH  carry  a  bar- 
rel of  flour  upon  their  nroad  backs  up 
mountain  sides  and  along  barancas  so 
steep  and  rugged  that  most  men  have  to 
pick  their  way  to  avoid  falls. 

The  Mexican  believes  in  woman's  rights 
to  the  extent  that  she  should  carry  her 
half,  and  in  fact,  a  little  nmre  than  J:ier 
half.  Even  in  the  horrors  of  uncivilized 
war.  in  the  wor.st  of  the  hanl  fought  revo- 
lutions, the  soldiers  have  each  his  woman 
who  carries  a  heavy  load  of  Indian  corn 
and  babies,  who  cooks  lortilUas  smd  fri- 
ioles  for  her  lord  and  masiP>,  who  helps 
to  carry  home  the  plunder  If  her  side  wins 
and  not  unfreqiipntly  perishes  if  the  other 
party   is  victorious. 

PpOii  wOTT.en  also  are  doine  the  work 
of  beasts  of  burden.  In  maijy  Instances 
the  hard  labor  they  cheerfuHy  .isrform 
for  a  mere  pittance  is  revoltinti  to  Ameri- 
can eyes.     Every  day  out  amon'4  th,"  lan-

SHAMROCK  HOODOOED. 
A  vachtlng  enthusiast,  who  Is  also 
Bometiiing  of  a  student  of  history,  asserts 
that  Sir  Thomas  Llpton  put  a  hoodoo  on 
his  cup  challenger  when  he  named  it 
Shamrock  II,  says  the  Brooklyn  Ea^lei. 
Men  who  are  identified  with  nautical 
affairs  in  almost  any  capacity  are  pro- 
verbially superstitious,  but  In  this  case  it 
Is  certainly  lnterestin#r  to  note  the  facts 
that  he  brings  forward  to  support  his  as- 
sertion. 

"Shamrock  II  will  not  win,  he  said  re- 
cently. "No  'II'  ever  had  any  luck,  and  I 
am  not  at  all  surprised  that  Shamrock  11 
has  had  Innumerable  accidents  and  has 
even  put  the  life  of  King  Edward  in 
jeopardv.  Just  pick  up  your  history  and 
see  what  has  happened  to  the  'lis'  since 
the  besinnin^c  of  time.  Take  English 
kings,  for  instance.  William  II  met  with 
an  untimely  death;  Henry  II  had  a  trou- 
bled reign  and  rebellious  sons  and  died 
of  a  broken  heart;  Edward  II  was  dffeated 
by  the  Scots  under  Robert  Bruce,  was 
deiwsed  and  then  cruelly  murdered;  Rich- 
ard II  died  mysteriously,  presumably 
being  murdered  In  prison;  'Charles  II  was 
for  a  long  time  in  exile  and  led  a  wan- 
dering and  dangerous  life;  James  II  made 
a  poor  and  cowardly  fight  forihis  throne 
and  died  un  exile,  and  George  II  was 
forced  to  fight  to  retain  his  crown  and 
had  a  life  filled  with  troubles.  It  has 
bet'n  the  same  in  other  countries  too. 

"Almost  without  exception  the  'lis" 
have  been  unfortunate.  Pope  Alexande«" 
II  was  forced  to  see  an  anti-pope  occupy 
Peter's  chair;  Alexander  II  of  Russia  was 
assassinated  by  the  nihilists,  and  Louis 
II  of  Bavaria  became  insane  and  com- 
mitted suicide  by  drowning.  There  are 
many  other  instances  to  bear  out  my 
contention  if  you  care  to  look  them  up, 
and  you  will  find  that  many  race  horse 
owners  have  the  same  idea.  Occasionally 
a  horse  gets  the  'II'  added  to  its  name, 
but  an  owner  seldom  tries  the  experiment 
a  second  time.  So  I  look  to  see  Sham- 
rock II  defeated  In  the  America  cup 
racos." 

Still,  one  can't  help  recalling  that  Sham- 
rock I  also  was  defeate<I  and  that  many 
morkarchs  who  did  not  have  the  'II'  at- 
tached to  their  names  had  their  full  share 
of  troubles.  But  to  a  superstitions  man 
that  Is  of  small   Importance.

J.id  the 
primitive  ijri.aration  de>ices  have  remaiied 
exactly  th<  Fame  through  two  and  th;-ee 
centuries.  On  many  haciendas  wat-r-r  is 
raised  from  springs  Dy  crude  water 
wheels.  In  almost  aty  other  country  a 
beast  of  burden  would  be  employe<l  to 
work  these  water  w  leels.  But  hu-nan 
muscle  Is  cheap  in  Mexico.  At  Zacatecas 
the  writer  saw  a  half  dozen  comely  pecn 
girls,  ranging  from  14  to  1!>,  harnessed  to 
a  water  wheel  and  tro  ting  about  the  ring 
hauling  the  heavy  beam  of  the  apparatus 
after   them.

When  one  first  comes  to  Mexico  and 
sees  a  donkev  so  load.^d  that  little  of  h;m 
but  a  furv  nose  and  four  short  l'3?s  are 
visible  he"  wonders.  I*itcr.  when  he  sees 
a  haystack  approaching  x^-lth  noihing 
under  it  but  a  pair  of  thin  human  lo^-p. 
begins  to  understand  the  local  point 
view.  The  Indian  jrobably  .-easont.; 
"Well,  I  can  carry  thAt  l.'ad.  The  burro, 
then,  he  should  carr;-  muny  times  this 
much."  The  burro,  be  m  in  slavery,  dying 
in  slavery  generation  after  generation, 
with  his  wabbly  legs,  sore  back  and  rid- 
iculous i;itle  face,  reasons  not  at  all.  He 
carries  as  much  as  he  can,  and  when  he 
can  carry  It  no  farth*  r  he  falls  down. 

The  cargadores  have  developed  what 
mav  be  called  the  earring  insiince.  Oc- 
ca.>;ionallv  one  mav  see  a  porter,  unourd- 
eiied  walking  unsteadily,  as  if  his  cjntt-r 
of  gravity  had  been  shifted  so  much  that 
he  was  dcubtful  of  Ms  balance.  He  le- 
senibels  then  an  unballasted  ship.  Place 
a  trunk  ur-on  his  back  and  he  is  as  ?leady 
as  a  chuich. 

If  vou  put  into  his  care  a  contrivance 
wlth'oit  wheels  he  w.iuld  not  tninlle  it 
along  the  ground.  No,  he  would  shoulder 
It  Most  bicycles  ar<  light  enough  in 
weight,  but  thev  are  rather  unhandy 
articles  to  carry  for  long  distances.  Yet 
If  you  send  one  by  a  porter  he  will  most 
certainlv  carrv  it  or  his  shoulder.  It 
would  fatigue  hlmi  to  roll  it  along  the 
road. 

Sstandlng  on  any  city  street  corner  on  a 
busv  dav  It  Is  interesting  to  watch  the 
procession  of  cargadores  passing.  Here 
are  two  women  loaded  down  with  wood 
that  thev  egathered  Yesterday  up  In  the 
mountains  20  miles  away.  Their  brows 
are  dripping  perspirution,  their  rabosas 
are  covereri  with  the  alkali  dust  of  the 
plains,  their  feet  are  only  half  protected 
by  old  grass  woven  sandals,  and  as  they 
totter  along  their  hands  are  busy  fumb- 
ling ancient  strings  ^t  beads,  and  Iheir 
aged  lips  tremble  with  weariness  and  the 
praver  thev  mutter.  A^s  soon  as  the  wood 
is  sold  the"  women  drag  themselves  to  the 
shelter  of  the  nearest  church  door  and 
leave  ihere  one  of  the  coppers  they  re- 
ceive for  their  two  dtys'  hard  work.  Af- 
ter a  praver  for  good  luck,  they  invest  a 
portion  of  the  rest  of  the  money  in  a 
lottery  ticket,  buy  a  few  frijoles  and 
seek  the  mountains  for  another  load  of 
woo<l. 

Tender  comes  an  ice  cream  man  bearing 
a  fi:eexer  and  a  can  of  ice  cream  as  large 
as  a  keg  of  beer  on  his  head.     Ice  cioam 
Is  a  national  dish  in  Mexico,  and  one  will 
see    several    hundred    ice    cream    peddlers 
bearing    their    stock    in     trade    on     their 
heads   in    the  course   of  a   day's   ob8,^r\'a- 
tions.     Behind  him   cime  the  baker's  hey 
with    a   great    basket,    nict^ly   balance*!    on 
his   head,   filled  with   rolls  and   sweetened 
cakes  for  your  evening  chocolate.     Then 
comes    an    Indian    w  jman    with    a    great 
load    of    charcoal    strapped    on    h^   back, 
and    a    pair    of    twins   as   black   and    dirty 
as -the    coal    tucked    In    the    front    if   her 
rebosa.   while   balanced   on   her  head  Is   a 
water  jar  filled  with   the  precious  pubiue. 
Here   is  a    man   wlih  a   tower  of  chairs 
rising  seven  feet  abrve  hl.=  nead.  and  an- 
other with    four   chlMren's  coffins.     Then 
come    others    half    concealed    under    their 
burdens    of   furniture,    hay.    wood.    puUiue, 
water   and    garden    produce    of   all    kinds, 
and  as  vou  are  about  to  turn  away  In  sad- 
ness   rather    than    Ui    disgust,     your    eye 
catches  sight   of  a  girl   almost   smothered 
in  a   profusion  of  flowers,  and  you  enjoy 
a   chat    that    leaves    vou   lighter   in   heart 
and  pocke*         *  rich  In  the  beautiful  rose's, 
orange  blossoms  and  mignonette. 

One  of  the  most  cammon  sights  Is  the 
nulque  bearer.  The  vessel  used  for  carry- 
ing pu'que  is  the  skin  of  a  hog.  At  a  dis- 
iance  the  skin  when  filled  looks  more  like 
the  live  animal  than  anything  else.  The 
skin  ip  kept  stead v  in  the  bearer" s  back 
bv  the  band  pa,s8inir  over  the  forehead, 
thus  supporting  al-so  the  greater  nart  of 
the  weight.  Aboui  t'\-eniy-flve  gallons  or 
pulque,  or  200  pounds,  l^•i  not  an  uncom- 
mon load,  and  the  bearer  moves  rapidly 
along  with  U.  as  If  't  were  a  mere  trifie. 
"V\''l?h  thf-  i!cr*<t.?r  loads  of  the  house  and 
for  shf;rt<^r  distances  on  the  plreet  the  wo- 
men distlngvlsh  themselves  bv  the  ease 
nnu  grsice  with  whl'  h  they  balance  their 
bnr.ltr.''  on  their  hrads.  placing  thereon 
fir.'<t  a  bunch  of  soft  grass  twisted  Into  a 
ring  and  inclosed  in  a  handkerchief,  or  in 
a  rin"  of  vucca  filre.  '>ne  vucca  ring 
1=:  necessary  when  carrying  the  sharn- 
i  hrittomed  water  lars.  A-s  a  group  of  the 
wa*»»r  R-irls  stand  against  the  side  of  a 
ba'.cony  It  H  easilv  ~een  tha.f  it  Is  onlv  a 
sf^ri  from   thepe  figures  to  the  caryatid. 

The  burden  bearer >    of    the    mines    are 
well    known    to    the    reading    public    and 


many  pictures  have  shown  the  cargadores 
toiling  up  the  nojched  poles  with  more 
than  a  hundred  weigth  of  ore  in  the  leather 
sacks  fastened  to  their  foreheads,  leaving 
the  hands  free  to  hold  on  to  the  ladder. 
In  the  mountains  ij  is  sii».  more  marvelou.*? 
how  the  men,  weighing  rarely  more  than 
140  pounds,  manage  to  carry  burdens  of 
fiftv  pounds  thirty  miles  a  uay  over  pre- 
cipitous trails,  where  a  misstep  in  many 
places  would  hurl  them  down  the  sloiie 
hundreds  of  feet.  Yet  Ihey  not  only  do  it. 
but  also  are  glad  to  rest  their  muscles 
by  darning  half  the  night  trlienever  they 
get  a  chance.  It  is  hard  to  understand  a 
race  that  is  unquesjionably  lazy,  and  yet 
capable  of  performing  almost  incredible 
feats  of  toil  and  hardship,  and  at  the  same 
time  that  on  the  return  trip  if  the  sacka 
happen  to  be  free  from  cargo  Ihe  carga- 
dores wdll  often  p'.ace  stones  in  them,  be- 
cause they  don't  feel  natural  unless  load- 
ed. 

one  of  the  stories  current  In  Mexico  runs 
this  way:  An  American  who  had  a  con- 
tract for  grading  the  Central  Mexican  rail- 
road In  Chihuahua  iwenty  years  ago  went 
down  from  El  Pa:?o  to  see  how  his  bcrsses 
were  employing  the  native  peons  In  the 
work.  He  found  that  the  Mexican  labor- 
ers were  slowlv  carrying  tons  of  earth 
for  the  railroad  in  round  yucca  baskets 
fastened  to  their  shoulders.  A  constant 
stream  of  peons  proceeded  from  a  cut 
In  a  hill  down  to  the  grade  with  filled  bas- 
kets of  earth  upon  their  sboulders.  An- 
oiher  procession  of  natives  with  empty 
baskets  In  their  hands  wound  up  the  hill- 
side to  the  cut  from  the  grade.  The  slow- 
ness and  waste  of  human  energy  appalled 
the  American. 

"But  Its  no  use  planning  to  help  these 
peons,"  said  the  boss.  "TTiey  have  worked 
this  way  through  all  time,  and  no  gringo 
Ideas  go  down  here." 

The  American  didn't  argue.  Two  weeks 
later  from  San  Antonio.  Tex.,  he  shipped 
several  score  of  Yankee  wheelbarrows 
down  to  Chihuahua  for  experimental  work 
in  the  railro.ad  grading.  A  fortnight  later 
he  himself  followed  the  s^ipmeni.  What 
was  his  amazement  when  he  cam(*  upon 
the  scene  of  his  contract  to  s(*>  a  stream 
of  Mexicans  coming  Laboriously,  half  bent 
and  puffing,  down  the  hillside,  eaeh  with 
a  wheelless  wheelbarrow  of  earth  held 
fast  across  his  smarting  shoulders.  The 
Mexicans  climbed  down  the  grade,  dumped 
the  earth  from  the  barrows  u;'on  the 
grade,  and  shouldering  Ihe  clumsy  arti- 
cles, gravely  started  back  up  the  hillside 
for  other  loads. 

"When  explanations  were  made  It  camo 
out  ihe  American  had  merely  said  In  his 
letter  to  the  men  that  the  wheelliarrows 
were  to  save  time  and  labor  in  grading. 
The  Mexicans  had  never  seen  anything 
similar,  and  so.  on  looking  the  things  over. 
i,.ey  believed  the  gringo  Inventions  were  of 
be  carried  on  the  photilders.  but  the.v 
couldn't  quite  see  how  the  wooden  things 
were   helps  to  lalior. 

Among  the  peon  cargadores  In  the  moun- 
tain towns  one  sees  wonderful  feats  of 
physical  strength.  Rev.  E.  M.  Bostwick. 
a  Methodist  mlslonary  In  the  ancient 
pueblo  of  San  Marcos,  in  the  upper  valleys 
of  the  Durango  mountains,  tells  of  how, 
for  $2  each  in  Mexican  money,  three  car- 
gadores carried  a  parlor  organ  on  their 
hacks  for  seven  miles  up  a  twisting,  rag- 
ged mountain  trail. 

Indian  cargadores  in  the  same  region 
carry,  for  a  sum  equal  to  20  cents  a  day  In 
our  money,  sacks  of  silver  and  copper  ore, 
each  weighing  150  pounds,  seven  and  eight 
miles  and  will  tro>(  amiably  hack  to  tha 
mines  for  fresh  loads.  Every  pound  of  the 
several  hundreds  of  tons  of  steel  and  Iron 
machinery  and  building  materials  used  In 
the  fifty  stamp  mills  of  the  Montezuma 
gold  mines,  away  up  among  the  snow- 
capped peaks  of  Ihe  Alvarado  mountains. 
In  Sonora,  was  carried  there  on  the  backs 
of  Indian  cargadores  from  the  railroad 
station,  some  twenty-two  miles  distant 
down  the  valley.  When  one«ees  the  enor- 
mous steel  stamps,  the  ponderous  uprighte 
that  hold  the  stamps  In  place  and  tht 
massive  engine  and  l)oller.  and  thinks  that 
ail  w^ere  transported  up  there  bv  human 
muscle,  he  has  profound  admiration  for 
what  American  inventors  have  done  for 
saving  human  labor.

FISHING  FOR  RED  SNAPPER. 
"Red  snapper  fishing  is  one  of  the  im- 
portant minor  industries  of  Florida,'  t-aid 
Senator  Stephen  R.  Mallory,  of  tliat 
S!taie,  the  other  day.  "It  has  proven  a 
most  kic-rative  business  for  the  firms  en- 
gaged In  it.  The  red  snapper  Is  found  only 
over  the  coral  formations  of  the  Southern 
sea-s,  and  most  of  those  brought  to  Peuaa- 
cola  are  caug^ht  off  the  coast  of  Honduraa. 
A  big  fieet  of  large  fishing-  sma.cks  is  en- 
gaged in  the  business,  and  as  many  as 
5O0O  fish  have  been  brought  to  port  n  one 
load.  All  the  smacks  are  now  fitted  with 
Ice  chests  of  liberal  dinvenslons  In  place 
of  the  wells  in  which  the  fish  formerly 
were  preserv^itl.  If  a  fish  di^.^  in  the  v. ell 
it  haa  to  b^  thrown  away,  and  all  died 
whose  gills  were  injured  or  who  swallowM 
the  hooks.  The  wells  were  big  compart- 
ments between  the  bulkheads,  and  the 
water  flowed  Into  them  through  nolo« 
cut  In  the  bottom  of  the  craft.  The  loss 
was  so  large  by  this  method  that  the  ic-* 
box  is  now  used  excluBively.  There  is  a 
laxge  manufacturing  plant  in  Pensacola 
which  makes  the  Ice  for  the  fishennen. 
When  the  vessels  arrive  at  Pensacola  the 
fi.sh  are  cleaned  and  their  heads  cut  off 
and  they  are  again  packed  In  Ice  and 
shipped  to  Northern  and  Western  cities, 
where  they  find  a  ready  market."

Girl  and  Her  Grandfather 

Swim  Across  the 

Mississippi. 

nurUngt'in,      Iowa,     Sept.      11.— Miss 

Etti      T.    Miller,    an    athletic    girl    of    13 

years,  iia.s  atcomplished  the  feat  of 
swimming  aci-oss  the  Mi.<=sirfsippi  rlver, 
a  distance  of  more  than  a^iile. 

Mis.s  Miller  is  believed  to  be  the  only 
woman  In  the  Mi.^.-ds.sippi  ^'aley  who 
has  swum  th<=  Father  of  Waters.  There 
are  miir  wi;nn-n  alont?  the  river  \vho 
Bwim  well,  but  switnming  the  river  has 
never  been  thought  of  as  within  the 
sphere  of  things  p'>-sihle.  for  the  Miss- 
issippi is  wide  and  deep  iind  rolls  along 
with  a  veloelty  of  current  that  speedily 
esxlt;  ii'-ls  ihe  "■■■vinmier. 

But  13-year-old  Miss  Miller  swan-,  it. 
S^  •  has  just  turned  the  tti  k  before  an 
feudience  of  200  persons  at  Oquawka, 
t\Nelve  miles  above  IJurlington.  And 
the  performance  was  the  more  intei  st- 
ing because  Thomas  C.  Smith,  the  girl's 
grandfather,  though  76  years  of  ago, 
bwain  by  her  side. 

The  Mls>i.«sipi>i  is  estimated  to  be  a 
mile  and  a  quarter  wide  at  Oquawka. 
It  r>dls  along  splendidly,  and  ihe  How 
b  not  less  than  four  nii'es  an  hour. 
Miss  Miller  rmd  her  grandfather  have 
flone  a  great  deal  of  swimming  around 
Oquawka.  vhere  ^Ir.  Smith  is  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  hotel,  and  they  have  ra*n»r 
i:arried  off  the  local  swimming  h  .nor.^ 
for  age  and  youtb.  Some  lime  age  ibey 
engaged  in  a  banter  to  swim  acr  >s.s. 
the  river,  and  last  week  started  across, 
side  by  side,  the  lithe  and  daring  girl 
and  the  vigorous  grandfather  of  76 
stroking  out  fearlessly  and  cheered  by 
the  crowd  gathered  in  resi>onse  to  the 
announcement  that  the  grayhaired  pro- 
prietor and  his  little  granddaughter 
■would  swlin  rVe  river. 

They  left  the  Oquawka  shore  rap'.diy. 
holding  into  the  current  at  an  acut-J 
angle.  They  crossed  the  deep  \va*ir  of 
the  harbor,  and  .gained  the  midstre.an. 
The  watchers  feared  they  wouM  fail 
Sivi  b"  l.-."-'t.  and  ca'led  to  a  man  with  a 
boat  to  row  clo.se  for  a  rescue.  But  the 
swimmers  needed  none.  They  skiinmed 
O.cr  the  bar  and  'nto  another  stretch  of 
deep  water,  age  and  youth,  gray  haired 
jir«d  eolden,  side  by  side,  and  without 
fatigue.  They  reached  the  opposite 
shore  and  struggl-d  out  to  wave  to  the 
■watchers  whose  cheering  came  faintly 
acr.'SF.  Then  they  were  rowed  back  to 
Oquawka.  They  had  lost  but  little 
gruiind  to  the  current  in  the  cro'^sing, 
aii'l  hi  i!  led  but  slightly  below  the  start- 
ing point. 

Both  girl  and  her  grandfather  gay 
they  greatly  enjoyed  the  swim,  suffer- 
ing little  with  fatigue  and  finishing 
gtiong.

Wa.shlngton,  Sept.  10.— After  forty 
years  a  singular  wrong  done  to  the 
memory  of  Jefferson  Davis  is  about 
to  be  righted  by  the  United  States 
government. 

Some  time  In  June,  1862,  ■when  the  ex- 
citement of  the  Civil  war  ran  highest 
and  feeling  ■was  strongest  against  the 
confederacy  and  Its  president,  a  stone 
mason,  armed  with  mallet  and  chisel. 

was  lowered  over  the  parapet  of  Cabin 
John  bridge,  seven  miles  above  Wash- 
ington, and  by  a  few  vigorous  blows 
effectually  effaced  the  name  of  Jeffer- 
son Davis  from  the  memorial  tablet 
commemorating  the  erection  of  the 
bridge  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Davis, 
who.  as  secretary  of  war,  had  charge 
of  its  construction.  This  was  in  1853, 
when  Franklin  Pierce  was  president  of 
the  United  States.  Jefferson  Davis  was 
secretary  of  war. 

Visitois  from  all  over  the  world  have 
viewed  Cabin  John  bridge  as  one  of  the 
sights  of  Washington.  It  is  one  of  the 
unique  monuments  to  engineering  skill 
in  this  country.  It  is  the  largest  single 
arch  stone  bridge  in  the  world.  History 
records  but  one  bridge  or  stone  arch 
greater  than  this.  It  spanned  the  Adda, 
tributary  to  the  Po.  at  Trezzo,  in  north- 
ern Italy,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been 
built  in  1380.  In  the  year  1427  it  was 
destroyed  by  the  Italian  general,  Car- 
magnola.  This  bridge  consisted  of  a 
single  stone  arch  of  granite,  with  a 
span  of  2yl  feet.  The  span  of  Cabin 
John  bridge  is  only  220  feet,  but  it  is 
still  the  largest  single  span  stone  arch 
in  the  world,  and  as  such  is  a  monu- 
ment  to  its   builders. 

Conilicting  stories  are  told  as  to  how 
the  name  of  Jefferson  Davis  came  to 
be  cut  off  this  great  engineering- 
triumi>h,  which  was  begun  under  his 
direction.  The  late  Qen.  Montgomery 
C.  Meigs,  then  a  lieutenant  of  engin- 
eers, was  the  officer  in  direct  cbarp-a 
of  the  erection  of  the  bridge,  wnich 
carries  the  Washington  aqueduct,  con- 
veying the  entire  water  .supply  of  the 
city  across  a  deep  ravine.  Liutenant 
Meigs  at  first  proposed  to  have  a  mason- 
ry bridge  with  six  piers  and  arches, 
but  for  some  reason  the  plans  were 
changed  and  he  received  permission 
to  make  the  attemx)t  to  build  a  s'nele 
stone  arch— a  feat  picturesque  and  dar- 
ing, because  it  was  absolutely  unpre- 
cedented. The  plans  for  that  bridge 
must  have  been  carefully  examined  b* 
Jefferson  Davis,  because,  had  the  pro- 
ject failed,  he  would  have  been  blamed 
for  permitting  Lieut.  Meigs  to  take  such 
chances  of  failure.  However,  Davis  did 
aj«prove,  and  when  the  success  of  the 
bridge  was  certain,  this  tablet  was 
placed  in  the  masonry  near  the  sum* 
mit:

Then  the  war  broke  out  and  a  little 
over  a  year  later  the  name  of  Jefferson  ' 
Davis  was  cut  out  of  the  tablet,  leav^  , 
ing  a  deep  gp.sh.  The  tablet  attracts  j 
infinitely  more  attention  in  its  present 
condition  than  would  ever  have  been  1 
the  case  had  the  name  remained  in-  | 
tact.  ^     _ 

Diligent  research  on  the  part  of  offi- 
cials of  the  war  department  has  failed 
to  unearth  any  order  directing  the  mu- 
tilation of  the  tablet.  It  had  been  sup- 
posed that  the  tablet  was  cut  by  order 
of  Lieut.  Meigs,  the  engineer,  who  be- 
came quartermaster  general  duwng  the 
war,  but  this  was  always  emphatically 
denied  by  Gen.  Meigs  :uid  his  friends. 
When  Gen.  Meigs  died  in  1S92  the  story 
was  again  revived,  but  his  son.  Mont- 
gomery Meigs,  publicly  declared  that: 
"My  father  wrote  a  member  of  my 
family  that  the  erasure  was  made 
without  consultation  with  him,  with- 
out his  knowledge  and  at  a  time  when 
he  no  longer  had  any  control  over  the 
aqueduct." 

The  following  version  of  the  erasure 
and  its  causes  is  given  by  William  R. 
Hutton.  formerly  chief  engineer  of  the 
aqueduct,  and  now  a  distinguished  civil 
engineer  of  New  York.  Mr.  Hutton's 
statement,  made  to  the  son  of  Gen. 
Meigs,  says: 

"In  June.  1862.  at  the  request  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  Hon.  Ca- 
leb B.  Smith,  to  whose  department  the 
aqueduct  had  Just  been  transferred,  I 
accompanied  the  secretary  and  a  num- 
ber of  members  of  congress  on  a  tour 
of  inspection  of  the  aqueduct,  by  way 
of  the  canal.  Opposite  Cabin  John 
bridge  several  of  the  party  disem- 
barked and  walked  to  the  bridge  for  a 
nearer  view.  Returning  in  hot  haste, 
'Do  you  know,'  said  the  Hon.  Galusha 
Grow  to  the  secretary,  'that  damned 
rebel,  Meigs,  has  put  Jeff  Davis'  name 
on  the  bridge?"  Turning  to  me  the  sec- 
retary said:  'The  first  order  I  give 
you  is  to  cut  Jeff  Davis'  name  off  the 
bridge.'  A  few  days  later  I  ■was  ap- 
pointed chief  engineer  of  the  aqueduct. 
Not  taking  seriously  the  secretary's  re- 
mark I  did  nothing  in  the  matter.  A 
week  later  Robert  Mclntyre.  the  con- 
tractor, arrived  to  resume  his  work 
upon  the  bridge,  and  called  to  pay  his 
respects  to  the  secretary.  The  secretary 
said  to  him  that  they  had  put  Jeff 
Davis'  name  on  the  bridge;  he  wished 
he  would  cut  it  off.  'With  the  great- 
est pleasure.  Mr.  Secretary,'  was  the 
reply,  and  the  contractor's  first  work 
was  to  remove  Mr.  Davis'  name." 

There  is  no  record  whatever  of  any 
written  order  directing  the  removal  of 
the  name  of  Jefferson  Davis,  .so  It  is 
considered  as  an  unofficial  act  on  the 
part  of  the  secretary. 

The  question  of  restoring  the  name 
to  its  proper  place  has  been  agitated  at 
times  by  Southern  congressmen  and 
senators,  but  never  vigorously. 

Now.  however,  a  movement  having 
Its  origin  In  the  north,  has  taken  shape 
for   the   restoration   of   the   name.       A 


few  days  ago  John  Berrett,  of  Vermont, 
ex-minister  to  .^iam,  visited  Cabin  John 
bridge  in  comijany  with  several  con- 
gressional friends.  Mr.  Barrett  had 
never  before  noticed  the  erasure  on  the 
tablet,  and  inquired  the  reason.  It 
required  some  littie  research  before  his 
curiosity  was  sati-sfled,  as  it  appeared 
that  the  mem.bers  of  the  party  were 
no  wiser  than  he.  Upon  his  return  to 
the  city  he  made  inquiries  at  the  war 
department,  and  when  he  learned  that 
the  erasure  was  only  the  unofficial  act 
of  someone  not  even  connected  with  the 
war  department,  which  has  control  of 
the  bridge,  he  immediately  placed  him- 
self on  record  as  de<-laring  that,  in  the 
interest  of  history  and  truth,  that  tab- 
let should  be  restored  to  its  original 
condition.  He  has  talked  the  matter  up 
among  his  influential  congressional 
friends,  and  a  mo^  ement  is  already  un- 
der way  to  have  the  matter  brought  up 
in  congress  In  the  fall.  It  may  not  be 
necessfl>-y  for  congress  to  act.  since  the 
vandalism  was  unofficial,  and  a  simple 
order  of  the  secretary  of  war  might  be 
sufficient.  In  ca.se  the  secretary  of 
war  does  not  feel  like  taking  the  initi- 
ative in  such  a  delicate  matter.  the 
subject  will  surely  be  brought  up  In 
congress. 

While  Barrett  is  a  Northerner  in 
blood  and  sympathy,  he  is  broad  mind- 
ed and  generous  in  his  feelings  toward 
the  Sou'h  and  its  traditions  of  both 
peace  and  war.  Although  born  and 
brought  up  In  New  England,  he  is  well 
known  in  the  South.  While  working 
his  way  through  Dartrnouth  college. 
New  Hampshire,  he  traveled  in  18S8  all 
through  the  South  as  a  special  corre- 
spondent of  Northern  papers  to  de- 
scribe conditions  from  a  Yankee  sta^<id- 
point.  and  took  a  course  of  lectures  at 
Aanderbilt  university  to  come  in  .:an- 
tact  with  Southern  young  men.  Henry 
W.  Grady,  in  speaking  of  Barrett's 
vork.  said  that  he  had  done  more  than 
any  other  Northerner  to  make  New 
England  realize  the  true  social  and  po- 
litical conditions  of  the  South  and  to  re- 
move unjust  prejudice  against  the 
S-.uth. 

Barrett  had  preferred  to  give  no  pub- 
licity to  his  interest  in  the  restoration 
of  Jefferson  Davis'  name,  and  hoped  to 
see  this  justice  done  to  the  former  sec- 
retaiy  of  w  ar  in  a  ciuiet  way.  but  upoii 
hearing  his  intentions  in  the  matter 
were  known  and  might  otherwise  be 
misconstrued,  he  made  the  following 
statement:  "My  interest  in  the  Cabin 
John  bridge  tablet  is  first,  historical, 
and,  secondly,  sentimental.  The  bridge 
was  planned,  constructed  and  i-early 
completed  before  the  civil  war  broke 
out.  Jefferson  Davis,  whose  admini- 
stration as  secretary  of  war  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  aqueduct,  held  this 
important  place  eight  years  before  the 
rebellion  began.  The  bridge  had  no 
connection  whatever  with  the  wai. 

"The  Washington  aqueduct,  in  other 
words,  was  started  historically  11  dor 
the  direction  of  Jefferson  Davis,  and 
jiot  of  a  blank  space  as  the  tablet  now 
indicates.  Therefore,  for  historical  rea- 
sons alone,  his  name  should  be  restored. 
The  credit  should  go  to  the  man  to 
whom  it  irrevocably  belongs  and  v.ill 
forever  belong,  no  matter  what  posi- 
tion he  held  later.  No  act  of  congress, 
order  of  government  officials,  much  less 
r.o  hand  of  an  excited  partisan,  could 
ever  change  the  simple  fact  that  J.ffer- 
son  Davis  was  then  secretary  of  war 
and  that  once  his  name  was  on  th  ?  tab- 
let. 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  all  Northern 
men  of  prominence  or  influence  whose 
attention  I  have  called  to  this  matter, 
have  frequently  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  tablet  should  be  now  restored, 
either  by  informal  order  of  those  in 
charge  or  by  official  act.  if  necessary*. 
While  some  would  scruple  to  take  the 
step  if  it  were  a  monument  directly  as- 
sociated with  the  issues  of  the  War, 
they  all  agree  that  neither  historic^illy 
nor  sentimentally  is  there  valid  reason 
for  not  restoring  a  record  effaced  by 
private  act.  and  not  by  any  recorded 
official  or  authorized  order." 

:Mr.  Barrett  believes  that  the  matter 
should  receive  early  consideration  in 
order  that  the  restoration  may  be  ac- 
complished during  the  life  time  of  Mrs. 
Jefferson  Davis.

The  name  of  the  company  will  be  the 
American  Laundry  Machinery  Manu- 
facturing company,  and  it  will  be  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  state 
of  New  Jersey,  with  a  capital  of  $16,- 
500,000,  of  which  there  -will  be  $8,000,'0<)0 
of  7  per  cent  cumulative  stock  and 
$8,500,000  of  common  stock. 

The  company  will  acquire  all  the 
property,  good  will,  patents,  etc.,  of  the 
following  concerns:  Adams  Laundry 
Machinery  company, Troy, N.Y.;  Ameri- 
can Laundry  Machinery  company,  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio;  Barnes  &  Erb  companv, 
Philadelphia,  Penn.;  Empire  Laundry 
Machinery  company,  Boston,  Mass.;  A. 
T.  Hagen  company,  Rochester,  N.  Y.; 
Nelson  &  Kreuter,  Chicago,  111.;  Poland

the  common. 

The  economies  to  be  practiced  in- 
clude a  number  of  changes.  There  will 
be  six  plants  operated,  instead  of  the 
present  eleven  in  operation,  thus  mak- 
ing a  saving  of  $80,000  as  to  salaries, 
office  expenses  and  individual  costs.  Ass 
the  business  has  hereiorfore  been  con- 
ducted all  of  the  several  companies 
havemaintained  from  one  to  four  branch 
offices  and  selling  agencies.  Under  one 
company  there  will  be  branch  offices 
of  but  the  one  concern,  and  the  saving 
to  be  made  In  this  way  will  be  $65,000.

Cliicago  morning  gossip— Well,  the  gov- 
ernment   report    is    out,    and    does    not    it 
seem  to  you  that  it's  a  bit  liullish  on  both 
grain  and  provisions?    mere  are  two  sets 
ot   oi)erators   in   our   market,    one   consist- 
iufe     of    men    who    before    making    invest- 
ments or  taking  any   important  steps  in- 
form   tliemselves    as    thoroughly    as    pos- 
sible   regarding    existing    conditions    and 
spare    no    tremble    or    expense    to    do    so, 
the  other  is  made  uj)  from  those  who  act 
from  imjiulse  and  from  impressions  with- 
out  really   making  a  proper  study    of   the 
situation.      At    present    there    are    a   small 
number  of  men  of  the  former  class  who 
have  for  two  months  taken  every  care  to 
fully  investigate  the  condition  of  our  corn 
crop   durin.g   the   important    stages   of   its 
growth    and    maturity.      Their    report   and 
ol)servation    convinced    tliem    that    at   the 
j)resent   time   the  condition   was  around  50 
per  cent  of  a  full  crop  and  that  the  gov- 
ernment   report    would    be    close    to    those 
ligures.    Acting   on    this    belief    they    have 
of  late   l)ought  corn   and  It  now  looks  as 
though    tlieir    operations    would    be    suc- 
cessful  and   profitable.     There   was  at   the 
opening  of   the   market   considerable  sell- 
ing by  smaller  holders  to  realize  profits, 
but   1   expect   tile   men   who   control   good 
lines    will    hold    for    higher    prices.      The 
report    on    wheat    Is    somewhat    of    a   sur- 
prise.

The  abandonment  of  acreage  will  reduce 
the  erop  to  aV>out  "JSO.OOO.iXiO,  or  a  condition 
that  when  fully  realized,  will  mean  75c 
c<.>rn  before  Jan.  1,  and  still  higher  on  the 
crop.

THE  CROP  REPORTS. 

The  crop  report  for  North  Dakota  for 
the  week  ending  Monday  last  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  past  week  was  generally  favor- 
able for  farm  work,  although  interrupt- 
ed at  some  points  by  light  showers,  and 
at  (Jthers  bv  high  winds.  Harvesting  is 
practically  completed,  only  soine  flax 
yet  remaining  to  be  cut.  As  a  rule, 
crops  have  matured.  Including  corn,  for 
which  some  fears  of  being  caught  by 
frost  were  felt. 

'Threshing  i.s  in  progress  in  all  parts 
of  the  state,  and  will  continue  for  some 
considerable  time  to  come.  Yields  are 
very  varying,  but  as  a  general  thing 
i  re  etiual  to  expectations.  The  grade  of 
wheat  is  generally  No.  1  or  2  northern. 
Oats  are  yielding  well,  but  are  rusty  in 
.some  sections  and  light  weight  in 
others;  barley  is  a  very  good  crop. 

"Haying  is  still  in  progress,  and  an 
enormous  amount  has  been  put  up  in 
all  parts  of  the  state,  probably  more 
than  was  ever  secured  before. 

"As  vegetation   is   as   a  rule  matured 
and    not   in   a   condition   to    be   further 
affected    by    the    weather,    this    bulletin 
will   be  discontinued   with  this  number 
till     the     beginning  of     the  next     crop 
season." 
The  Minnesota  report  is  as  follows: 
"There    were    light    rains    in    the   Red 
River  valley  on  the  5th  and  heavy  rains 
In    the   southern   third   of  the   state    on 
the   7th     and     8th.     The     temperatures 
were  about  90  degrees  in  most  parts  of 
the   state  on   the  3rd   and   4th,   and     In 
southern  portions  on  the  fifth,  followed 
by  decidedly  lower  temperatures  on  the 
7th  and  Sth.     The  rains  will  be  helpful 
to     pastures,     gardens     and     plowing. 
Threshing  has   gone   on   well   in   north- 
ern portions,  except   for  a  slight  delay 
due    to    the    rains    on    the    uth,    and    in 
southern   portions   till    the   7th.    Fifteen 
working  days  will   finish   the  threshlr.^ 
of  all  grain  that  Is  not  to  be  held  long**- 
in  stack.    In  Red  Lake  county  th<^re  are 
still  some  oats,   barley  and   buckwheat 
to  cut,  and  the  cutting  of  late  fiax  is 
not  finlFhed  In  northern  portions  f  nd  Jn 
small    areas    elsewhere.      Flax    is    very 
uoor  in   the  north,   but   it   Is  somewhat 
better  in  the  south.     Much  of  the  corn 
is  ripe  and  out  of  danger  of  frost,  and 
in  southern  portions  a  great  deal  is  In 
shock.      Corn    varies    In    quality    from 
very  poor  to  fair  according  to  local  con- 
ditions.    Small  areas  of  rye  are   being 
seeded  where  a  good  seed  bed  has  been 
secured.     The   potato   crop   In    northern 
counties  is  said  to  be  good.     In  south- 
eastern  counties  a   very   good  crop     of 
clover  seed  is  being  Fecured.     In  some 
portions  cattle  are  being  fed,   the  pas- 
tures being  entirely  dried  up.     Plowing 
has  been  much  delayed  by  the  hardness 
of  the  soil,  but  where  the  splendid  rains 
have   fallen   since   the  morning  of     the 
7th,  it  will  be  in  excellent. condition  for 
working.

Chicago,  Sept.  11.— Wheat— The  easy 
feeling  was  mostly  in  sympathy  with 
corn.  The  government  report  Indicates 
about  645,00O,O<X)  winter  and  spring,  and 
has  no  special  influence,  as  traders  had 
their  minds  previously  made  up  as  to  the 
size  of  the  corn  crop.  Long  wheat  was  tor 
sale  on  higher  opening,  but  trade'  was 
so  light  as  to  have  Tittle  significance. 
Western  receipts  show  a  declining  ten- 
dency. Kansas  City  getting  only  "0,000, 
against  lSo,ooo  last  year.  When  the  slz.3 
of  the  Kansas  crop  is  considered,  the 
small  movement  to  the  market  Indicates 
even  an  Intention  to  feed  wheat  extensive- 
ly or  an  unusual  determination  to  hold 
for  higher  prices.  Total  primary  receipts 
were  200,000  bus  in  excess  of  last  year, 
while  cleiirances  were  moderate  at  44O.(/00. 
Goo.l  cash  demand  at  Minneapolis.  But 
exporters  disappointed  at  the  small  effect 
of   the   receipts  abroad. 

A  line  of  a  million  or  more  of  long  corn 
was  sold  early.  Outside  trade  was  sm-ill 
and  local  traders  were  not  disposid  to 
take  much,  hence,  prices  yielded.  There 
Is  on  doubt  that  the  trade  in  general  be- 
lieves the  cr<jp  condition  improved  during 
August.  The  government  report  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  Our  own  fig- 
ures from  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri,  Ne- 
braska and  Kansas.  Indicate  some  im- 
provement, though  not  very  great.  The 
feeling  demand  from  the  interior  has  also 
materially  lessened  buying  the  last  ten 
davs.  The  exL^tenco  of  a  big  line  of  Icrg 
corn  in  this  market  hurts  the  price,  at 
any  rate  just  now,  becaijsc  the  crowd  fear 
a  break,   if  this  line  should  be  dumpnl.

EARLY  AUTUMN 

To  Be  of  Handsom3  Fabrics  In  Tasteful  Designs- % 

Much  Talk  of  Long  Cloaks  and  Three- 

Quarter  Coats. 


GREEN  MUMMY  CLOTIL 


New  York,  Sept.  9.— The  early  days  of 
f^eiiiember  bring  a  certain  suggestion  of 
autumn,  oven  though  the  weather  may 
he  as  sultry  as  in  midsummer  and  tRft 
feminine  half  of  the  community  is  on 
the  lookout  for  sign-s  of  the  coming 
styles.  The  fashions  of*late  summer 
and  early  fall  are  always  affected  to 
some  extent  by  natures  coloring,  and 
when  the  griass  begins  to  turn  brown 
and  the  leaves  show  brilliant  hues, 
reds,  deep  warm  yellows,  russet  tones 
and  the  like  appear  In  gowns,  hats  or 
In  the  easily  varied  accessories  of  dress. 
As  far  as  can  be  judged  now.  this  sea- 
mn  will  make  no  exception  to  the  i  ule. 
U  is  too  early  for  confident  predictions 
as  to  real  autumn,  but  from  advance 
models  that  have  arrived  some  hint 
may  be  gleaned  as  to  what  is  to  come. 

The  newest  fabrics  shown  are  lhi>se 
designed  for  strtet  wear  and  are  rough 
:.amel  »  hair,  with  the  hairs  marked  and 
distinct,  tlnesi  bioadcloth,  plain  and 
dot  led.  and  the  always  serviceable 
cheviot.  Colors  are  a  deep  red.  dull 
green,  tans,  browns,  Uark  blues,  a  ftw 
purples,  pastel  tones  and  the  durable 
mixtures  that  serve  so  well  for  hard 
wear.  The  cloths  are  rarely  beautiful. 
It  has  seemed  for  the  past  few  .seasons 
as  though  no  improvement  had  been 
left  to  make,  but  these  latest  produc- 
tions are  iieculiarly  soft  and  satin  like, 
and  the  woven  pinhead  dots  of  white 
jnark  a  distinct  innovaiion.  One  of  the 
handsomest  and  most  novel  det^igns 
shown  is  of  tender  pastel  tan.  with  the 
liny  specks  of  white  scattered  over  its 
surface,  and  is  charming  in  every  ?ense 
of  the  word.  Such  tones,  dark  blues 
and  blacks,  with  browns  are  more  likely 
to  be  seen  in  the  .smooth-f:ic'ed  materi- 
als, the  autumnal  reds  and  mixtures 
being  reserved  for  the  rougher  sort,  al- 
though these  two  show  browns  and 
tans. 

There  is  much  talk  of  long  cloaks  and 
three-quarter  eoats.  Doubtless  both 
appear  in  time  to  defeat  Jack  Frost, 
but  the  imported  costumes  which  have 
been  .«ent  over  to  meet  the  Sept-'mber 
demand  show  the  Eton  in  various 
forms,  with  only  slight  change.^  in  de- 
tail. One  fact  seems  is.sured.  S^^eves 
are  to  be  wider,  more  d>*cidedly  bell  in 
shape.  Aniong  a  number  of  importa- 
tions, from  such  designers  as  Francis 
and  Paquin.  the  model  appears  suf- 
ficiently often  to  warrant  belief  in  its 
permanent  place.  A  few  double  sleeves 
or  Pii(|iiiii  I  uffs  are  seen,  but  in  the 
ouinion  of  those  whose  business  it  is  to 
l>e  in.ormed  they  have  had  their  day 
for  outside  garment."^.  Tb^  bell  model, 
fiaring  well  at  the  hands  and  comfort- 
ably loose,  will,  it  Is  believed,  be  the 
most  generally  worn.  Double  sleeves 
may.  an<l  probably  will,  hold  for  fancy 
waists,  but  even  there  the  tendency  is 
for  genuine  flare  and  generally  Mowing 
tffects. 

A  moat  admirable  early  fall  costume, 
.^ent  over  by  a  leading  Paris  house,  is  of 
dark  blue  cheviot  trimmed  with 
stitched  bands,  put  on  in  a  novel  >vay, 
and  with  bits  of  Persian  trimmin?  that 
seem  to  indicate  its  i>rolonged  use.  The 
Bldrt  Is  the  familiar  one  cut  In  five 
gores,  with  a  graduated  circular  flounce 
Beamed  to  the  lower  edge.  The  jacket 
Is  an  Eton,  hut  both  .-^how  certain  de- 
tails that  mark  them  as  new.  The  skirt 
flares  deeply  below  the  knees,  but  fits 
with  absolute  snugness  above,  although 
there  is  fullness  at  the  belt  that  Is  ar- 
ranged in  inverted  plaits.  Running 
down  each  seam,  in  a  continuous  line 
over  the  flounce  and  heading  it,  are 
bands  of  the  material,  that  in  each  in- 
stance are  doubled  a-ad  folded  to  sug- 
ge.«t  a  double  box  plait,  then  stitched  at 
at>proximately  a  quarter  of  an  inch 
from  each  edge.  The  perpendicular 
ones  end  In  a  point  at  the  extrenr.ity  of 
the  skirt,  but  the  horizontal  band,  that 
ronceal.<<  the  s^am  of  the  flounce,  is 
continuous,  'running  over  the  uprights. 
The  Eton  is  designed  to  be  worn 
double-breasted  nnfl  buttoned.  or 
thrown  open  to  form  revers.  Tiands 
like  those  upon  the  skirt  band  its  fronts 
and  back,  but  the  fronts  are  faced  with 
handsome  black  satin  and  all  th^  edges 
are  finished  with  Persian  bands  that 
Bhow  gold  and  red  on  a  backgriund. 
The  sleeves  are  in  bell  .shaj^S).  with  a 
genuine  flare.  :ind  the  neck  is  finished 
with  a  Rare  collar  edged  with  the  Per- 
nl.an  trijnmin^.  As  is  the  cnsr>  with 
n.ost  of  the  Paris  gowns  a  soft  belt  ac- 
companies the  skirt  and  is  tacked  to  Its 


upper  edge,  closing  with  it  at  the  back. 
Habit  backs,  with  a  ripple  effect,  or 
with  genuine  fullness  at  the  lower 
portion,  are  established  facts.  Wisdom 
suggests  that  they  be  uniformly 
Closed  at  the  left  side  or  at  the  front, 
but  truth  forces  the  statement  that 
wisdom  is  not  always  heard.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  ertect  a  perfect,  and  an  al- 
most invisible,  closing  if  care  be  exer- 
cised and  a  sufficient  number  of  hooks 
and  loops  be  employeci,  but  experience 
goes  to  show  that  perfect  clo.^Jngs  are 
rare  and  that  the  opening  at  he  front 
is  far  better  and  more  certain.  In 
many  instances  the  left  front  seam  is 
left  unstitched,  to  placket  depth,  and 
is  closed  invisibly,  a  teat  far  more  eas- 
ily accomplished  than  when  the  closing 
is  at  the  back,  for  the  rea.son  that  there 
is  less  strain,  and  again  an  opening  Is 
cut  at  the  center  and  concealed  by 
tiimming.  An  admirable  example  of 
this  last  is  in  black  satin  faced  cloth 
trimmed  with  wide  stitched  bands  piped 
with  black  .satin.  One  of  the  bands 
runs  down  the  center  front  and,  be- 
neath it,  the  closing  is  invisible  in  ac- 
tual fact.  The  habit  back  is  peculiar 
and  satisfactory,  besides  giving  a  sug- 
gestion as  to  remodelling  last  seasons 
skirts.  The  cut  differs  little  from  those 
now  in  use.  and  there  is  an  actual  scant, 
inverted  box  plait;  but  this  last  is 
.stitched  flat  and  each  edge  sulnciently 
far  down  to  obtain  the  habit  effect, 
while  the  plait  means  graceful  fuilness 
below.  The  Eton  jacket  that  accom- 
panies the  skirt  repeats  the  trimming 
of  stitched  satin  bands  and  is  faced 
with  white  satin,  while  the  sleeves 
again  take  the  bell  form.  The  only 
variations  in  cut  worthy  of  mention 
are  the  most  pronounced  tlare  below 
the  knets  and  the  change  in  .'^leeves  al- 
ready mentioned.  The  bishop  sleeve 
in  an  outside  garment  is  ugly.  The  Pa- 
quin cuff  cuts  the  arm  in  a  most  un- 
de.sirable  way.  Women  do  many  ab- 
surd things  in  the  name  of  fashion,  but 
really  ugly  things  are  seldom  given  long 
life. 

Assuredly  the  graduated  flounce  is 
not  new,  neither  are  graduated  effects, 
but  they  appear  upon  th«se  early 
models  and  can  be  relied  upon  so  long 
as  pronounced  flare  remains  the  feature 
of  our  skirts.  A  most  tasteful  dark  blue 
satin  faced  cloth  is  finished  at  the 
lower  edge  with  a  succession  of  narrow- 
circular  frills,  or  strips,  that  are  left 
with  the  cut  edge,  and  which  are  ar- 
ranged to  give  a  flounce  effect.  At  the 
center  front  there  are  two,  each  an 
inch  and  a  half  in  width,  or  thereabouts. 
As  they  approach  the  sides  and  back 
others  are  added  until  a  depth  of  some 
ten  or  twelve  inches  is  obtained.  The 
effect  of  the  overlapping  strips  is  ad- 
mirable as  well  as  novel  and  the  skirt 
is  one  of  peculiar  grace.  The  extreme 
narrowness  at  the  front  gives  effect 
of  height  and  the  upward  sweep  of  the 
lines  is  graceful  as.  can   be. 

A   more  delicately  colored  costume  is 
in  pastel  tan  broadcloth  and  serves,  in- 
cidentally,  to  show  that  tucks  are  still 
to  be  used,  that  the  Aiglon  collar  is  to 
have   a   longer   lease   of   life    and    that 
black    as    a    foil    to   color   continues    to 
keep    its    place.    The    skirt    is    circular 
with  a  seam  down  the  center  front  and 
inverted    plaits    at    the    back.        At    the 
lower  edge  is  a  scroll  design  in  narrow 
black  velvet  ribbon  outlined  with  tinv 
white   silk   cord.     At   the   belt   the   .skirt 
is  arranged  in  tiny  tucks  that  form  a 
succession   of   deep   points,   one   at    th.i 
front,  one  at  the  back,  one  at  each  side. 
The  tucked  Eton  has  collar  and  revers 
of  the  cloth  edged  with   a  narrow  cut 
design  in  black  velvet  that,  in  turn,   is 
embroidered  with  heavy  white  silk  en- 
riched by  touches  of  gold  thread.     The 
sleeves  and  among  the  few  to  show  the 
Paquin  pufY.  but  flare  widely  above  and 
turn  bock  in  narrow  cuffs  that  nre  fin- 
ished with  the  embroidered  velvet.     The 
puffs  are  of  cream  satin  and  the  belt  is 
of  gold  braid  banded  with  narrow  black 
velvet  ribbon.     As  a  study  in  color  the 
entire   costume   is   a    delight    and    as   n. 
forerunner   of   autumn    is    replete   with 
.suggestion.      Fine     workmanship     and 
abundance  thereof  are  to  mark  the  com- 
ing   as    they    have    the    waning    season. 
Gold  will  not  be  aggre.sslve.  but  seems 
liable  to  appear  in  bits.     The  value  of 
black  will  be  l>orne  in  mind  even  while 
the  excessive  use  of  the  velvet  ribbon 
has  had  its  day. 

Cloaks,  coats  and  hats  are  still  much 
of   an   open   question,   but   every   week

PLUM   BAVARIAN  CHBAM. 

Cover  half  a  package  of^gelatind  with 
half  a  cup  of  coUl  watw-  and  soak  until 
the  ffelatine  la  soft,  about  ten  minutes. 
Stew  a  pint  of  ripe  plums  in  a  syrup  made 
of  one  cup  of  watfer  and  half  a  cup  of 
su^ar  until  tender;  then  put  throucrh  a 
vegetable  press  or  sieve.  Dissolve  the  gel- 
atine over  b*illnB  water.  Whip  and  drain 
a  pint  of  cream;  add  the  gelatine  to  the 
plums;  mix  and  turn  Into  a  porcelain- 
lined  basin  and  set  In  a  pan  of  cracked 
ice  Stir  until  it  begins  to  thicken,  then 
fold  in  carefully  the  whipped  cream; 
wlien  tKoroughly  mixed  turn  into  a  mold 
and  set  on  Ice  to  harden.  Serve  with 
whipped,  sweetened  cream. 
PLUM  TRIFLE! 

Cut  damson  plums  In  half  and  cook  un- 
til tender  in  a  little  syrup;  drain  and  rub 
the  nulp  through  a  coarse  sieve;  to  a  cup 
of  the  pulp  when  cold  add  the  whites  of 
four  egg.s  beaten  to  a  stiff  froth;  fill  sraail 
glass  cups  half  full  of  vanilla  custard  and 
when  cold  pui.  a  large  spoonful  of  the  iriUe 
on  top  heaping  It  up  rotighly.  Serve  very 
cold.  ^ 

PLUM  CATSUP. 

Wash  and  drain  four  Quarts  of  damson 
plums;  cover  with  a  quart  of  water  and 
cook  slowdfy  until  tender,  then  press 
through  a  sieve,  rubbing  through  as  much 
pulp  and  skin  as  you  can;  return  to  the 
keale;  add  three-quarters  of  a  pound  of 
sugar,  iwo  level  teaspoons  of  cinnamon, 
a  half  teaspoon  of  allspice  and  one  of 
ground  cloves;  simmer  gently  untiL  as 
thick  as  tomato  catsup,  then  bottle  and 
cork.

Gray  being  the  favorite  color  in  Paris 
just  now,  grray  shoes  are  the  idols  of  .he 
hour — gray  kid  in  varying  .shades,  with 
Louis  XV.  flaps  on  the  instep  and  old 
silver  buckles.  They  are  pretty  and 
dainty,  and  far  more  becoming  to  the 
foot  than  white.  Gray  voile  and  grray 
etamlne  gowns  figure  at  most  of  the 
smart  gatherings  this  season,  and  the 
semi-transparent  nature  of  the  latter 
fabric  admits  of  the  shimmering 
through  of  a  contrasting  lining,  a  helio- 
trope slik  slip  underneath  a  pearl  gray 
etamlne  being  a  charming  combination. 
These  soft  fabric  gowns  look  their  best 
set  Into  a  deep  lace  or  linen  embroider- 
ed shaped  corselet  piece,  fulled  at  the 
hips  and  at  the  back,  the  corselet  piece 
being  interthreaded  with  black  velvet 
ribbon,  and  chemisette  to  match.  In- 
deed, these  lace  corselets  are  gaining 
ground,  for  most  thin  material  frocks. 

The  skirt  of  a  light  mixed  blown  can- 
vas cheviot  suit  is  finished  in  an  exceed- 
ingly pretty  fashion.  There  are  invert- 
ed box  plaits  on  the  lower  edge,  begin- 
ning with  one  in  the  center  of  the  front 
of  the  skirt,  which  is  not  deep,  and  from 
there  the  plaits  continue  at  intervals  to 
the  back,  each  plait  making  a  big  step 
higher  until  the  last  at  the  sides  of  the 
back  run  half  way  up  the  skirt.  The 
skirt  in  the  back  is  finished  with  a  big 
box  plait  about  three  inches  wide  at  the 
top  and  broadening  out  fan-shaped  at 
the  lower  edge  of  the  skirt  and  the  full- 
ness falling  over  the  last  of  the  inverted 
plaits  on  either  side  of  the  skirt. 

It  is  something  the  shape  of  the  old 
bell  skirt  revived,  the  new  serpentin- 
skirt,  very  pretty  and  graceful  and  will 
make  the  woman  look  slimer  than  ever 
as  it  tapers  down  from  the  hips  and  is 
just  below  the  knees,  and  then  flaring 
out  again  to  give  room  for  the  pretty 
swath  of  ru files  that  every  woman  loves 
to  feel  around  her  feet. 

There  Is  a  flounce  on  many  of  these 
skirts,  not  very  deep  in  front,  and  ris- 
ing rather  suddenly  to  the  back.  There 
are  bands  of  trimming  above  these 
flounces  frequently,  put  on  just  where 
the  skirt  is  drawn  in,  and  they  give  the 
effect  of  making  that  indrawing  line 
themselves.  There  are  some  things  in 
which  women  delight  becau.se  they  are 
fashionable;  there  are  others  which 
give  them  a  genuine  pleasure  aside 
from  the  attractive  desire  to  be  in  the 
mode,  and  this  skirt  is  one  of  them.

FoUowinjf  close  upon  the  berry  season 
comes  the  larger  and  more  luscious  fruUs. 
The  best  liked  and  choicest  of  these  is  the 
peach.  When  allowed  to  ripen  naturally 
it  is  a  fit  morsel  for  better  things  than 
men.  Kissed  by  the  sun  and  wet  by  the 
dt'W  until  it  reaches  the  perfci-tion  of 
ripeness,  it  might  well  have  been  the  fruit  I 
that  tempted  our  first  family  to  risk 
chances  of  eviction  from  their  original  | 
holdings.  When  the  peach  is  to  be  eaten  | 
from  the  hand  or  peeled,  sliced  and  sue-  j 
ared.  select  the  very  ripest  and  finest, 
using  the  less  perfect  for  compotes,  peach 
desserts  or  marmalade.  Use  the  oeach  in 
its  uncooked  stale  whenever  possible  as 
cooking  destroys  muih  of  the  delicate  Ha- 
\  or  thai  makes  it  so  pleasing  to  the  taste. 
Many  prefer  the  clingstone  peach,  consid- 
ering It  superior  in  flavor;  but  more  de- 
pends on  the  soil  and  locality  in  which 
the  fruit  is  cultivated  than  tlie  variety. 
When  the  peach  is  cooked  with  the  slone 
tl  has  a  richer  flavor  and  therelore  for 
spicing,  pickling  and  brandy  peaches  the 
clingstone  is  best. 

THE  PLUM. 
hTe  plum  does  not  in  any  respect  eauaC 
the  peach,  but  still  ranks  as  a  general 
favorite.  Like  the  peach,  the  flavor  is  not 
improved  by  cookioK.  but  it  is  only  lit  to 
be  eaten  fresh  when  well  ripened;  avoid 
overripe  plums  as  much  as  those  ihat  are 
too  green,  when  served  au  naiurel,  and 
also  reject  the  skin.s  when  uncooked. 
When  serving  peaches,  apricots,  plums 
and  pears  whole,  decorate  them  with  the 
green  leaves  when  obtainable  or  place 
under  the  dish  or  basket  holding  the  fruit 
a  mat  of  dark  green  ferns,  as  a  sugges- 
tion of  green  adds  muoli  to  xheir  beauty. 
PEACH  TRIFLE. 
Cut  stale  sponge  cake  into  thin  slices, 
and  arrange  alternate  layers  of  sliced 
peaches  sprinkled  with  sugar  and  the 
slices  of  cake  in  a  deep  glass  dish.  Pour 
over  this  a  custard  rriade  of  the  yolks  of 
three  eggs,  four  taljli-.spoonfuls  of  sugar 
and  two  cups  of  m!lk  flavored  wUh  vanil- 
la. Make  a  meringue  of  the  whitca  of  tne 
eggs  and  six  tablespoonfuls  of  powdered 
sugar;  heap  this  on  top  of  the  pudding, 
sprinkle  over  it  shre.lded  cocoanut  or  a 
few  chopped  toasted  almonds  and  serve 
very  cold. 

CREAM  OF  PEACH  SHERBET. 
Put  one  quart  of  rich  milk  in  a  double 
boiler  over  the  fire,  add  a  cup  of  granu- 
lated sugar  and  stir  ;jruii  dissolved,  cook 
ten  minutes,  then  set  aside  to  cool.

Mrs.  M.  B.  S.  What  is  a  rice  border 
mold  so  frequently  mentioned  in  the 
recipes  given? 

A  iilCE  BORDER  MOLD. 

Are  tin  molds  which  are  so  made  that 
the  cooked  rice  which  has  been  packed 
in  them  or  tomato,  tongue  or  any  jellied 
salad  may  be  turned  out  to  form  a 
bor.ier.  and  in  the  center  mutton  ragout, 
chicken  salad  or  lettuce  leaves  and  may- 
onnaise may  be  placed.  The  molds  are 
generally  made  in  two  shapes,  round  and 
oval,  and  are  expensive,  as  thev  are  made 
by  hand,  but  with  ordlnarv  cafe  they  will 
last  several  generations  and  do  not  go 
out  of  fashion.  The  plain,  smaller  molds 
cost  less  than  a  dollar,  while  the  fancy 
shapes  run  up  in  price  according  to  size 
and  pattern.  Rice  molded  in  cups  and 
arranged  in  a  circle  around  the  dish  an- 
swer nicely  If  the  regular  mold  is  not 
obtainable. 

A    BFfAISING    PAN. 

This  is  a  most  useful  and  really  neces- 
sary cooking  utensil  and  not  expensive. 
Braising  is  one  of  the  best  wavs  of  cook- 
ing the  tougher  meats,  fowls,  etc.  The 
braiser  con.sists  of  two  pans,  or  the  stew 
pan  wlih  the  rack  on  which  the  meat  is 
placed,  and  the  cover,  which  is  the  size 
and  depth  of  the  stew  pan,  both  fitting 
closely  together,  and,  when  the  Ultle 
slide  In  the  lid  is  closed,  preventing  the 
steam  as  well  as  flavors  from  escaping 
Meat  Is  very  savory  cooked  in  this  man- 
ner. A  layer  of  cut  vegetables,  carrot, 
turnips  and  onion  is  placed  in  the  bottom 
of  the  stew  pan,  and  if  beef  l.s  braised  a 
bouquet  garni  or  small  bunch  of  pot  herbs 
is  added;  water  or  meat  broth  Is  added 
sufficient  to  cover  the  stock  and  the 
rack  placed  over  the  vegetables,  or  If 
you  improvise  a  braiser  and  have  no  rack 
the  meat  can  rest  on  the  vegeitables.  Tho 
gravy  is  made  from  the  liquor  or  stock 
poured  from  the  vegetables,  when  the 
I  meat  It  done.

DeTlver.  Colo..  Sept.  11.— In  their  ef- 
forts to  capture  the  gang  which  held 
up  a  Great  Northern  train  a  Malta, 
Mont.,  five  weeks  ago,  the  de- 
tectives have  learned  of  the  existence 
of  an  organization  that  bids  fair 
to  rival  the  James  gang  in  its  palmiest 
days. 

Like  the  famous  Missourians,  the  lat- 
ter-day   desperadoes    depend    upon    the 

people  of  the  vicinity  in  which  they 
operate  to  help  them  in  avoiding  cap- 
ture. 

Rewards  aggregating  $10,000  have 
been  offered  for  this  gang,  and  lead- 
ing detective  agencies  have  sent  their 
men  into  the  bad  lands.  Some  of  them 
went  up  the  Milk  river  valley,  where 
the  train  was  held  up.  and  others  went 
to  Butte  to  look  for  suspects.  The  only 
authentic  information  gleaned  thus  far 
came  to  the  detectives  through  the 
agency  of  Fred  Voliquet,  a  cook,  and 
a  corps  of  plainsmen  are  arming  in 
Denver  to  invade  the  stronghold  of  the 
outlaws. 

Voiiquet  was  cook  for  a  time  at  the 
stronghold.  He  got  there  by  accident. 
Having  been  discharged  from  a  h<  tel 
in  the  Bitter  Root  valley,  he  undertook 
to  beat  his  way  east,  and  the  trainmen, 
to  teach  him  a  lesson,  put  li!m  off  in 
the  bad  lands,  forty  miles  from  a  water 
tank.  It  was  while  in  this  predica- 
ment that  he  had  the  fortune  to  meet 
Billy  Longahaugh  and  another  of  the 
gang,  who  were  taking  some  stolen 
horses    to   their   rendezvous. 

On  learning  that  Voliquet  was  a  cook 
they  hired  him  to  work  for  them. 

After  riding  forty-five  miles  from  the 
place  where  Voliquet  was  discoveed, 
the  men  came  to  a  narrow  canyon, 
across  which  were  stretched  huee 
chains.  On  the  way  there  the  party 
met  a  number  of  Cree  Indians 
saluted  and  rode  silently  by.  The  ne^v 
cook  was  hardly  installed  in  his  duties 
before  he  became  aware  that  he  was 
having  the  adventure  of  his  life,  and 
that  his  employers  would  shoot  him 
without  compunction  if  he  attempted  to 
escape.  Bill  Longahaugh,  Lonnie  a  nd 
Bob  Curry  and  a  Cherokee  youth,  gen- 
erally known  as  Dal  ton.  were  the  only 
white  men  on  the  place.  There  were 
Cree  Indians,  ranging  In  number  from 
twenty  to  forty,  about  the  four  cabins 
and  the  four  corrals  most  of  the  t'me. 
These  Indians  were  all  splendidly 
mounted  and  armed,  in  that  particular 
differing  fiom  all  the  rest  of  their  tribe, 
for  the  Crees  are  the  Ishmaels  of  the 
plains. 

They  are  nominally  wards  of  the  Can- 
adian government,  but  their  reserva- 
tion is  so  bleak  and  cheerless  that  they 
sneak  across  the  forty-ninth  parallel 
oftener  than  they  can  he  taken  back. 
The  men  are  the  most  murderously  in- 
clined and  the  women  the  prettiest  of 
the    Ntorthwest    tribes. 

The  Indians  live  in  their  own  tepees 
and  do  their  own  cooking,  although 
their  supplies  are  furnished  from  the 
general  storehouse. 

One  feature  of  the  everyday  life  at 
the  camp  is  the  practice  of  rifle  and  pis- 
tol shooting.  The  canyon  is  "blind,"  or 
one  which  has  but  a  single  opening. 
At  the  upper  end  of  the  gulch  the  In- 
dians and  white  men  engage  in  target 
shooting.  Their  favorite  method  is  fir- 
ing while  riding  or  running  away.  The 
accuracy  with  which  they  shoot  over 
their  shoulders  and  the  celerity  of  their 
aim  is  wonderful.  Every  one  about 
the  outlaws'  place  seems  to  know  that 
it  is  the  intention  to  defend  it  against 
any  posse  that  might  try  to  capture 
th«iim.

that  purpose.  There  is  no  wa^  of  get- 
ting to  the  cabins  except  by  the  en- 
trance barred  by  chains,  and  day  or 
niglit  Indian  scouts  are  always  on  the 
watch.  The  Creeks  come  and  go,  no 
matter  how  many  there  may  be  to  feed, 
the  whites  making  no  objection.  All 
of  the  white  men,  including  the  new- 
cook,  have  !?iweethearts  among  the  In- 
dian women,  and  matters  progress 
smoothly. 

To  reach  the  place  a  posse  will  have 
to  cross  miles  of  desert.  The  only 
water  within  a  radius  of  sixty  miles 
is  at  the  springs  of  the  outlaws. 

Voliquet,  after  staying  two  years  in 
the  camp,  peisuaded  them  to  let  him 
go  on  a  visit  to  his  old  mother  in 
France.  They  paid  him  his  wages 
promptly,  and  with  a  threat  that  his 
life  would  be  the  penalty  if  he  ever  di- 
vulged the  hiding  place  of  the  gang, 
sent  him  to  the  station. 

The  cook  kept  his  word  never  to  talk 
about  the  life  there  until  a  short  time 
ago.  when,  upon  first  hearing  of  the 
tiain  robbery,  he  fell  a  victim  to  in- 
ducements offered  by  a  detective,  got 
drunk  and   told  the  whole  story. 

"The  idea  of  a  posse  of  men  number- 
ing leFs  than  500  trying  to  capture  those 
outlaws  is  murder,"  said  a  detective 
who  has  been  at  work  on  the  case. 
"The  government  will  have  to  send  a 
regiment  or  two.  The  people  in  that 
part  of  the  country  do  not  regard  It  a^ 
a  serious  offense  to  rob  a  corporation, 
and  a  sheriff's  posse  will  never  catch 
the  robbers.  The  only  way  to  do  Is  to 
hunt  for  the  stronghold  until  it  is 
found  then  demolish  it  and  extermin- 
ate the  gang.  While  one  of  the  Curry 
gang  that  was  living  there  when  the 
cook  left  has  been  killed,  a  first  cousin 
of  Cole  and  Jim  Younger  has  taken 
who  I  ^'^  place,  and  he  is  as  desperate  a  man 
as  the  worst  of  them.  It  will  not  do  to 
grant  any  quarter  to  any  of  the  out- 
laws when  they  are  met.  Kill  them  all 
quickly  is   the  only  method.

CLEVER  STRATAGEM. 


How  Bands   of  Monkeys   Are 
Broken  Up. 

Monkeys    in    India    are    an    unmitigated 
nuisance,   especially   in   the  country,   says 

a  writer  in  the  Strand.  I  have  often  come 
across  in  the  jungles  adjoining  the  vil- 
lages of  Northern  Bengal  whole  troops 
of  them,  whose  depredations  in  fields  and 
orchards  were  the  despair  of  the  unfor- 
tunate villagers.  These  troops  always 
consisted  of  one  huge  male  and  about  100 
females.  The  fact  is,  when  a  little  mon- 
key Is  born  in  the  jiack,  it  is  suffered  to 
live  if  a  female,  but  instantly  killed  by 
the  father  If  it  happens  to  be  a  male. 
The  mother,  however,  sometimes  manages 
to  hide  the  little  one  until  he  la  able  to 
Ket  about,  and  then  sends  him  away  be- 
fore the  big  male  catches  eight  of  him. 
In  this  wav  It  often  haijpens  that  indi- 
vidual males  are  to  be  found  living  by 
Ihemselves  in  single  blessedness-.  Now, 
getting  tired  of  solitude  after  a  time  and 
perhaps  believing  in  union  as  a  source  of 
strength,  these  bachelors  often  Join  to- 
gether and  form  a  pack  of  their  own— as 
a  sort  of  club. 

Then  the  fun  begins.  They  want  wives- 
very  naiurally.  But  how  are  they  to  get 
them?  All  the  female  monkeys  of  the 
country  belong  to  the  harem  of  some  big 
brute  or  other.  Clearly,  the  only  solution 
is  to  attack  such  a  harem,  kill  the  gotha 
(the  aforesaid  big  bru.teK  and  then  divide 
tn»^  spoils.  So  an  ultimatum  is  sent  and 
rejected.  W'ar  is  declared.  The  battle 
is  a  fierce  one  and  often  lasts  several 
days.

to  retreai  and  often  traverses  several 
jungles,  fields  and  even  villages.  But  the 
pursuit  is  hot  and  vigorous,  and  at  last 
a  stand  has  to  be  made— sometimes  in  a 
village  green  or  even  an  orchard  of  some 
country  mansion.  In  the  actual  flght  the 
females  generally  remain  faithful  to  their 
lord  and  master  and  help  him  fiercely 
against  his  numerous  assailants.  But  the 
result  is  a  foregone  conclusion,  and  the 
several  widows,  after  a  very  short  period 
of  mourning— usually  manifested  by  a 
show  of  ill-temper— are  consoled  by  the 
victorii.>us  males. 

Now,  these  battles  cause  sad  havoc  to 
tiie  fields  and  orchards  of  the  country  and 
o.ien  prove  a  positive  danger  to  the  peo- 
ple, for,  though  monkeys  seldom  attack 
men,  woe  to  the  luckless  one  who  ven- 
tures to  come  near  them  in  their  deadly 
Itruggle.  Moreover,  When  prossed  by 
hunger,  these  packs  are  not  to  be  trifled 
with.  You  may  not  mind  even  the  damage 
done  to  your  orchard  by  hundreds  of 
monkevs  gobbling  up  everything  they  can 
lay  their  hands  on.  but  it  is  quite  a  dlflfer- 
oni  matter  when  you  have  to  shut  your 
doors  and  windows  and  stay  in  for  days 
a»  ft  time  because  of  the  army  outside. 

ConseQuently  the  object  of  the  natives 
Is  to  break  up  these  packs  by  capturing 
their  leaders.  Killing  Is  against  the  dic- 
tates of  conscience,  but  capture  is  not,  es- 
pecially as  the  monkey  is  liberated  In  a 
short  lime,  as  will  appear  presently.  So 
when  a  pack  is  about,  ihe  natives  employ 
the  following  method:  Close  to  an  orchard 
a  bit  of  level  space  Is  selected  and  a  hole 
dug  in  it,  about  two  feel  deep  and  six  or 
eight  Inches  in  diameter.  A  noose  is  made 
at  one  end  of  a  long,  stout  cord  and  placed 
over  the  mouth  of  the  hole.

Admiral  Schley  was  the  last  to 
alight.  He  was  cordially  greeted  by 
Rear  Admiral  Terry,  commandant  of 
the  yard,  and  in  return  Admiral  Schley 
clasped  both  shoulders  of  the  com- 
mandant and  gave  him  a  hearty  return 
to  his  Welcome.  Admiral  Schley  wore 
a  suit  of  navy  blue  of  civilian  cut,  with 
a  straw  sailor  hat:  his  eye  glasses 
dangled  from  his  breast.  As  he  ijassed 
along  to  the  dressing  rooms  he  was 
apparently  oblivious  to  the  fact  that 
every  eye  was  centered  on  him. 

The  scene  within  the  court  room  at 
the  moment  the  court  convened  was 
one  of  impressive  dignity.  The  dis- 
tinguished participants  had  laid  aside 
their  civilian  dress  and  appea»-ed  in 
the  brilliant  full  uniforms  of  the  naval 
service.  The  confusion  thit  had  pre- 
vailed through  the  great  hall  piibsided 
to  an  awe-like  hush,  and  the  uniformed 
guards  of  marines  hurriid  strangers 
into  their  seats.

At  the  instant  the  firing  began  Ad- 
m.iral  Dewey  i-nd  his  associates  had  en- 
tered through  the  rear  doorj  and  taken 
seats  at  the  spacious  table.  It  wis  a 
striking  I'icture.  with  Admiral  Dewey 
in  the  middle.  Rear  Admiral  Benham 
on  the  right  and  ftear  Admir.il  Howison 
on  the  left.  Their  faces  were  stern. 
They  were  in  full  uniform,  the  four- 
st.'trred  collar  of  the  admiral  indicating 
his  supreme  rank  in  the  navy.  His 
sword  hung  at  his  left  side,  but  it  was 
his  serAice  sword  and  not  that  pre- 
sentert  by  congress  in  remembrance  of 
Manilla  bay. 

Admiral  Schley  sat  at  the  table  pro- 
vided for  him  and  his  counsel.  He, 
too,  was  in  full  unifoim,  his.  epaulets 
showing  the  two  stars  and  anchor  of 
his  high  rank.  His  back  was  to  the 
spectators  and  with  his  counsel  he 
faced  the  members  of  the  court.  Just

Taken  By  Convention. 


Cleveland,  Sept.  12.— The  national 
convention  of  the  Grand  Army  ^:.f  the 
Republic  opened  this  morning  at  the 
Euclid  avenue  opera  house  with  a 
large  attendance.  Intense  interest  was 
manifested  by  the  delegates  in  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  pensions,  and 
it  was  generally  believed  that  the  con- 
\erition  would  take  some  very  radical 
action  bearing  on  thai  subject. 

The  commanJer-in-chief.  L,eo  Rassieur, 
devoted  a  large  part  of  his  annual  ad- 
dress lo  the  matter  of  pensions.  "NVith- 
cul  any  etfort,"  he  said,  "on  the  part 
of  the  organization  or  its  ofTicers  to  give 
the  pensioi  prooleni  anv  undue  proini- 
iitnce.  that  subiect  has  <jverthaiJo'.v..-d 
all  others  and  has  called  for  more  atten- 
tion and  thought  in  the  uast  year  than 
all   other  questions   which   concern   us. 

He  criticised  the  aiminlsiration  of  the 
pension  bureau  and  demanded  "the  hon- 
est and  lair  administration  of  laws  which 
are  alreadv  on  the  statute  books."  Con- 
tinuing he  said: 

"If  an  offiicer's  lawlessness,  reckless- 
ness and  boldness  go  to  such  extreme 
length  as  to  lead  him  to  override  and 
ignore  a  plain  and  unmistakeable  order, 
indicating  the  line  of  his  duty,  coming 
from  his  superior  offiieer.  the  secretary 
of  the  interior,  what  can  the  poor  and 
helpless  old  soldier  exoect  at  his  hands 
when  he  is  claimine  to  exercise  his  dis- 
cretion under  the  law.  The  exercising 
of  his  discretion  cannot  nossiblv  result  in 
anythlnK  else  in  most  of  the  cases  than 
a  positive  denial  of  the  benefits  pre- 
scribed  by  the  law." 

After  advertinR  to  the  importance  of  ju- 


dicial assistance  in  the  administration 
of  the  pension  bureau  and  answering  ob- 
jections lo  the  G.  A.  R.  bill,  having  this 
object  in  view,  the  commander-in-chief 
added:  "We  cannot  conceive  that  the 
m^-asure  of  anv  dutv  to  those  who  saved 
this  country  will  be  l;ellttled  while  this 
country  has  hundreds  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars to  engage  in  a  hnmanitarian  war  in 
inierests  of  the  down-trodden  of  other 
countries." 

He  referred  reerretfullv  to  the  failure 
of  the  Veterans'  Dre<'erence  bill  to  re- 
ceive favorable  consideration  by  congress 
and  urged  further  efforts  to  secure  its 
passage. 

Another  ground  for  dlsaooolntment,  he 
said,  was  the  failure  to  pass  one  of  the 
three  bills  for  a  soldiers'  home  in  Sotith 
Dakota.   Idaho   an!   Oklahoma. 

As  to  mtlitarv  and  patriotic  instructions 
In  the  public  schn'ils.  he  deplored  the  ex- 
clusion of  non->ommis«ioned  offlicers 
from  the  bill  which  passed  congress- 
"The  schools  of  the  country."  he  said, 
"are  the  fruitful  field  where  patriot'^itft 
can  be  so  planted  and  cultivated  Siat 
nothing  can  destroy  or  eradicate  it. 
Hence  every  effort  in  this  direction 
should  be  continued  with  renewed  efforts 
and  patriotic  exercises  made  ubligatory 
in  the  public  schools  hv  law  wherever 
such  is  not  yet  the  case,  and  it  is  at  all 
practicable."

prostrate    him,    opened    with    a    heavy 
rain  and  every  indication  pointed  to  its 
continuance    during    the    day.      During 
the    late    portion    of   the    night    no   one 
appeared    to    be    moving   about   In    the 
Milburn    house,    and    the    lights    were 
only  dimly  burning.     The  early  morn- 
ing   bulletin,    prepared    by    Dr.    Rixey, 
the  president's  regular  physician,   who 
remained    with    the    patient    all    night, 
showed  that  Mr.  McKinley  had  passed 
a    comfortable    night,    with    but    little 
change  in  pulse  and  temperature,  from 
last    night's    regular    cfRciaJ    statement 
of     the     president's     condition.       Last 
night    was    the   first    during   which    ihe 
president    has    been    ill    that    only    one 
person  has  remained  with   him   during 
the  latter  half  of  the  night.    Dr.  Rixey, 
who  always  remains  on  duty  at  night, 
has    heretofore    had    the    assistance    of 
one  other  physician,  but  last  night  he 
decided,  In  view  of  the  favorable  aspect 
of  the  president's  case  to  stay  on  duty 
alone. 
About    S:80    the    doctors    arrived    for 
J  the  regular  morning  consultation    The 
consultation  was     brief,     the     shortest 
since    the    president    was    striken,    and 
when    the    physicians    came    out    their 
I  elation    was    evident    in    their    smiling 
1  countenances.       Dr.     Mynter       paused, 
after  he  jumped  into  his  buggy  to  an- 
nounce that  everything  continued  "em- 
inently satisfactory." 

"The  president  has  had  a  piece  of 
toast  and  a  cup  of  coffee  this  morn- 
ing," said  he,  "in  addition  to  a  cup  of 
beef  broth.  He  will  want  a  cigar 
soon." 
"Will  he  be  able  to  sit  up  soon?" 
"No.  not  for  some  time,"  answered 
the  doctor;  "not  until  the  exterior 
wound  in  the  abdomen  heals  and 
grows  strong  and  his  heart  action  gels 
normal." 

"What  is  the  cause  of  his  accelerated 
pulse?" 

"Oh,  I  cannot  tell  you,  but  It  is 
nothing  serious."  Dr.  Mynter  added,  as 
he  drove  away,  that  the  exterior 
wound  was  progressing  satisfactorily. 
Dr.  Park  and  Dr.  Wasdin,  who  fol- 
lowed Dr.  Mynter,  confirmed  the  state- 
ment that  the  president  had  taken 
solid  food  for  the  first  time. 

Dr.  Mann,  who  remained  for  some 
time  after  the  other  doctors  had  gone, 
said  that  the  paient  could  not  be  do- 
ing better.  "Why,  he  even  asked  for  a 
cigar."  said  he,  smiling. 
"Did  he  get  it?" 

"Well,  hardly."  replied  the  surgeon. 
"He  will  have  to  wait  a  while  yet  be- 
fore we  allow  him  to  fnioke." 


joicing  at  the  prospect  of  the  presi- 
dent's recovery.  The  bullet  in  the  body 
is  scarcely  mentiored  now,  either  by 
the  president,  his  friends  or  the  phy- 
sicians.

tional  Amendment. 

New  York,  Sept.  12 —Benjamin  F.  Tracy 
holds  that  congress  has  power  to  pass  a 
law  providing  for  ibsolute  punishment 
for  crimes  like  that  of  Czolgosa  without 
any    constitutional    amendment. 

Gen.  Tracy  is  qunted  a«  eaying:  "It 
has  been  suggested  that  a  crime  6Ui-:h  as 
that  which  startled  the  whole  country 
last  Friday  should  b"  maue  treason.  That 
is  impossible,  for  treason  in  this  country 
is  clearly  ueflned  an  1  limited  by  the  con- 
stitution itself  to  irmed  resistance  to 
the  power  ol  the  government  or  to  giving 
aid  and  ccm.fort    to  its  enemies. 

"The  same  result  however,  can  be 
reached  In  another  ■way.  There  is  such  a 
thing  as  a  brea<;h  af  the  i>eace  of  the 
United  States  as  distinguished  from  a 
breach  of  the  peace  of  the  common- 
wealth or  slate,  and  the  federal  govern- 
ment undoubtedly  h.'is  power  to  pres:-ribe 
a  suitable  enalty  for  a  breach  of  the 
peace."

Accord- 
ing to  Pittsburg  advices  President 
Shaffer  has  been  instructed  by  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Amalga- 
mated association  to  negotiate  for 
peace  on  the  best  terms  obtainable  and 
it  is  probable  that  the  strike  will  be 
settled  on  the  te -ms  offered  by  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  last 
week.  They  pro\  ide  for  the  signing 
of  the  scale  for  ail  the  plants  of  the 
American  Tinplate  company.  except 
those  that  have  b'^en  started  in  oper- 
ation since  the  strike  has  been  de- 
clared, and  the  Monessen  plant:  the 
signing  of  the  scale  for  all  the  mills 
of  the  American  S'teel  Hoop  company 
that  were  signed  for  last  year  and 
the  signing  of  the  scale  for  all  the  mills 
of  the  American  Sheet  Steel  company 
that  were  signed  lor  last  year,  except 
the  mills  that  were  placed  in  operation 
non-union  during  the  year,  and  those 
that  have  been  ))laced  in  operation 
since  the  strike  was  declared. 

The  blast  furnace  workers  affiliated 
with  the  American  Federation  of  La- 
bor, employed  in  the  two  valleys, 
have  formulated  a  demand  for  the 
operation  of  the  'urnaces  with  three 
turns  Instead  of  t-^vo.  That  the  oper- 
ators will  refuse  to  concede  this  is  a 
foregone  conclusion,  but  as  a  number 
of  demands  made  by  the  workers  dur- 
ing the  past  year  have  been  successfully 
adjusted,  a  strike  at  the  furnaces  is 
considered  a  remote  possibility.  Heavy 
contracting  for  ra  Is  for  delivery  next 
year,  by  some  of  the  leading  raI]road 
interests,  fixes  the  prices  for  standard 
sections  of  1902  delivery  at  $28  per  ton. 
The  placing  of  these  contracts  fully 
two  months  earliei-  than  la.st  year  has 
added  great  strergth  to  the  market. 
From  the  Cleveland  district  "the  plac- 
ing of  a  contra<"t  for  5000  tons  of  rails 
by  a  Western  Oho  traction  company 
is  reported.

There  was  a  large  proportion  of  ar- 
gument in  yesterday  afternooii's  pro- 
ceedings in  the  case  of  McCarthy  Bros. 
&  Co..  against  the  Weare  Commission 
company,  as  usual.  Early  in  the  after- 
noon the  plaintiff  rested,  having  in- 
troduced only  the  testimony  of  John  F. 
McCarthy  and  a  number  of  exhibits, 
showing  the  dealings  between  the 
parties. 

Then  Mr.  Washburn,  on  behalf-  of 
the  defense,  moved  to  dismiss  the  casii 
on  the  ground  that  the  claim  oame 
clearly  within  the  statute  of  frauds. 
He  claimed  this  under  the  section  of 
the  statute  that  says  deals  are  void 
unless  they  are  evidenced  by  notes  or 
memoranda,  and  under  the  section  that 
says  they  are  void  unless  some  p^irt  of 
the  purchase  money  is  paid.  The  plain- 
tiff, represented  in  this  argument  by 
Mr.  Searle,  said  that  the  statute  of 
frauds  did  not  apply  because  an  ac- 
count stated  .settled  every  form  of 
debt  except  an  immoral  obligation. 
The  court  refused  to  dismiss  the  case. 
Mr.  Washburn  then  opened  to  the 
jury  briefly,  stating  that  the  defense 
would  prove  that  the  dealings  were  not 
with  the  defendant,  but  with  George 
Rupley  personally,  and  that  they  were 
not  legitimate  deals,  but  were  gimbl- 
ing  transactions.  George  Rupley  was 
called  to  the  stand,  t^.nd  he  was  still 
there  when  cburt  adjourned  at  5 
o'clock. 

"At  the  time  of  the  transactions  in 
this  suit,  did  you  trade  in  stocks  on 
your  own  account'.'"  asked  Mr.  Wash- 
burn. 

"I  did,"  replied  Mr.  Rupley. 
"Did   you   send   any   of   the   plaintiffs 
orders     for  the  purchase     or     sale     of 
stocks  to  the  defendant?" 
"No." 

"So  far  as  you  know,  were  the  plain- 
tiffs  known   to   the   defendant   in     any 
transactiona?" 
"No." 

The  bill  of  particulars  was  shown 
the  witnes.  and  the  same  questions  and 
answers  were  produced  as  to  each 
item.  The  witness  said  that  McCar- 
thy paid  no  money,  and  none  was  paid 
to  him.    Also,  no  stock  was  delivered. 

And  that  was  about  all  of  the  testi- 
mony that  went  f*n.  At  this  point  Mr. 
Harris,  for  the  plaintiff,  objected  to 
any  testimony  along  the  line  of  an  at- 
tempt to  prove  gambling  transa<'tlons. 
He  said  that  if  it  was  necessary  he 
was  prepared  to  meet  the  issue  and 
show  that  the  trades  were  customary 
and  legitimate,  and  contemplated  de- 
livery of  the  stocks,  but  the  defense 
was  precluded  by  its  pleadings  from 
going  into  this  question.  The  answer 
alleges  that  the  dealings  were  with 
Rupley  and  not  with  the  defendant, 
and  then  goes  on  to  fay.  for  Rapley, 
that  they  were  gambling  transactions. 
The  defense  caniiot  prove  a  defense 
for  Rupley,  who  is  not  a  party  to  the 
action.  It  did  not  even  admit  a.  hypo- 
thetical statement  that  if  the  deals 
were  with  the  defendant 

they  were  gambling  deals.  The 
defense  simply  said  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  it,  and  then  wpnt  on  to  put  in 
a  defense  for  Rupley.  on  whom  it  had 
shouldered  the  responsibility.  This 
made  it  a  collateral  issue,  Mr.  Harris 
thought. 

Mr.  Washburn  thought  the  conten- 
tion was  preposterou*^.  It  is  not  a  col- 
lateral issue,  but  refers  to  the  deal- 
ings on  which  the  suit  is  brought.  H^ 
read  the  answer,  .saying  that  he  knew 
the  court  would  undei  stand  it,  and  he 
hoped  the  counsel  for  the  plaintiff 
would,  for  his  enthusiasm  in  the  case 
had  taken  away  from  him  his  usual 
acrtiracy. 

The  argument  was  still  In  progress 
when  court  adjourned,  and  the  ruling 
was  put  over  to  this  morning.

"Was  anything  aaid  about  the  de- 
fendant paying  the  claim?" 

"Nothing  further  than  I  have  stated;

The  witness  said  that  McCarthy 
wanted  a  statement  of  the  condition  of 
their  account,  and  he  gave  him  on&  >  f 
the  closed  accounts  from  his  own 
ledger.  No  balance  was  struck  on  the 
books  May  10.  and  there  was  no  settle- 
ment of  all  existing  accounts. 

THE  CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The  cross-examination  was  conduct- 
ed by  Mr.  Searle.  The  witnesses  said 
that  he  hacj  traded  pretty  regularly  on 
the  Duluth  board  during  his  eighteen 
years  of  membership.  Part  of  the  time 
he  was  not  trading.  He  nad  desk  room 
at  the  board,  and  he  traded  only  in 
grain  until  he  worked  for  the  defend- 
ant. When  he  went  to  work  for  the 
company  it  rented  the  offices  and  paid 
the  rent  and  help,  also  of  the  Superior 
street  office  and  the  West  Superior  of- 
fice. He  was  employed  by  the  com- 
pany as  agent,  and  he  nad  the  title  of 
manager,  and  his  name  was  on  the 
signs  as  such. 

"Did  the  Weare  Commission  company 
have  a  license  to  do  a  commission  busi- 
ness?"  asked   Mr.   Searle. 
"It  did." 
"Did  you?" 
"I  did  not." 

The  witness  said  that  he  was  on  the 
floor  of  the  board  most  of  the  time, 
and  most  of  the  McCarthy  orders  were 
received  there.He  traded  in  grain  on 
his  own  account,  but  he  was  not  a 
member  of  the  clearing  house,  and  his 
trades  were  cleared  through  somebodv 
else.  Asked  what  was  usually  said 
when  Mr.  McCarthy  gave  him  orders, 
he  said  it  was  very  little.  I'sually  he 
merely  said  "Sell  25  C.  B.  &  Q.,"  and  It 
was  done.  He  did  not  remember  any 
special   exceptions   from   this  rule. 

He  could  not  remember  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Carthy had  asked  him  if  he  could  buy 
Northern  Pacific  and  l\ave  it  carried 
lor  thirty  or  sixty  days,  and  tliat  he  had 
replied  that  it  could  be  carried  for  six 
months  if  interest  was  paid.  He  was 
often  asked  such  a  question,  and  had 
explained  the  process,  which  was  in 
som"  cases  thai  the  stock  would  be 
bought  in  New  York  and  kept  in  the

George  Rupley  on  Stand   All 
the  Time. 

This  morning,  after  a  little  further 
argument.  Judge  Ensign  overruled  the 
objection  to  questions  along  the  line  of 
showing  gambling  transactions.  Mr. 
Rupley  then  resumed  Vds  testimony.  In 
regard  to  the  various  items  of  the 
acourfn  he  gave  the  .«:ame  testimony. 
He  executed  tha  orders  in  his  own 
name,  and  he  did  not  deliver  any 
stock. 

The  account  showed  that  at  one  time 
Mr.  McCarthy  gave  him  a  check  for 
$500. 

'Was  that  sent  to  the  Weare  Com- 
mission compani'?"  afked  Mr.  Wasli- 
burn. 

•No,  sir." 

"To  whom  was  the  check  made  pay- 
able?" 

•'To  myself," 

Referring  to  the  item  of  $6472  due  Mr. 
McCarthy  on  the  Northern  Pacific  deal 
the  witness  said  that  it  was  125  shares 
of  Northern  Pacific  common,  bought 
in  three  \oX^  t>eiihning  March  22.  They 
were  sold  out  May  7  at  14S.  The  orders 
were  given  orally.  There  was  no  money 
received  or -paid  ^on  the  deal.  The  wit- 
ness said  he  bought  the  stocks  through 
the  Weare  Corfcmission  company  at 
one  time  or  another.  Some  of  the  stock 
in  this  deal  he  bougi't  and  some  he 
did  not.  When  the  account  was  closed 
on  May  7  he  said  he  did  not  sell  any 
stock  at  all.  The  stocks  he  had  had 
been  sold  before  that.  The  witness 
said  that  at  the  time  of  making  the 
alleged  stated  account  there  were  two 
open  deals,  one  in  AVisconsin  Central 
and  the  other  in  Chicago  Great  West- 
ern. 

The  witness  said  that  he  had  been  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trade  if  Du- 
luth for  about  eighteen  years,  and  he 
was  with  the  Weare  company  from 
December.  1898,   to  May,  1901. 

About  May  8  or  9,  Mr.  McCarthy 
asked  the  witnes.^'  for  $5000,  and  the 
witness  said  he  did  not  have  it.  He 
asked  for  time,  stating  that  he  was  in 
financial  difficulties,  having  sold  short 
and  lost,  and  he  hoped  to  be  able  to 
turn  around  and  make  it  all  right.

He  then  de- 
tailed the  conversation  he  is  said  to 
have  had  with  Admiral  Howison.  Thig 
occurred,  he  said,  in  tlie  commandant's 
office,  and  while  it  had  not  l)een  given 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  it 
should  noi  be  published,  there  was  no 
injunction  of  secrecy. 

Publications  had  began  to  appear 
concerning  the  credit  f<jr  the  victory.

"inclined  me  to  tak>^  the  belief  that 
he  had  no  use  for  Admiral  Schley." 

The  witness  also  gave  In  detail  the 
circumstances  leading  up  to  the  pub- 
lication. On  cross-examination  he  was 
shovN  II  the  precept  and  was  asked  by 
Solicitor  Hanna  if  Admiral  Howison 
had  expres.sed  an  opinion  on  the  points 
in  the  pr-,'cept.  Wltnens  thought  he 
had  not  as  many  points  in  the  precept 
were  not  involved  in  the  conversation. 
The  witness  adhered  strictly  to  his 
first  statement.  On  re-direct  examin- 
ation, Mr.  Raynor  asked: 

"What   was  Admiral  Howison's  man- 
ner during  his  conversation  with  you?"

N.  Y..  who  stated  that  Ad- 
miral H\>wison  said  to  him  that  if  Schley 
had  ht^'.n  an  ofTlcer  in  the  Kiik1!"=1i  navy 
he  would  not  iiave  been  allowed  to  re- 
tain hi.s  rommis.slon.

"Mr.  tfpon's  statement  is  one  I  can-  | 
not  father.  I  positively  do  not  remem- 
ber his  face  at  all.  Mr.  Frost's  face  is 
familiar,  although  1  have  not  seen  him 
ior  two  years  or  more  and  Mr.  Spon  by 
his   .statemerit   only   last  October.

I  do  not 
wish  to  recall  for  tht-  Information  t»f  the 
public  what  has  been  said  by  acquaint- 
ajic-s:  In  fait,  it  would  be  a  difficult  task 
to  perform.  Private  utterances  are  no-t 
lone  reta.lne<i.  )iartlcularl>'  when  there  is 
no  iw-rsunal  Interest  In  the  matter  under 
discussion. 

"I  sincerely  hope  that  during  the  ex- 
amination of  my  eligibility  for  member- 
ship should  there  be  any  doubtful  points 
in  the  hundt--  of  the  unobjected  to  niem- 
bers  of  this  court,  that  all  such  points  be 
decided  In  favor  of  Admiral  Schley,  who 
is  the  one  most  particularly  concerned 
in  the  Investigation.

Judge  Advoea,te  Lemly  stated  that 
the  uuestlon  Leiore  the  court  was  as  to 
whether  Schley  did  his  whole  duty  in  the 
Santiago  cain'iaign  and  at  the  battle  of 
Santiago,  and  the  general  question  as  to 
wliether  some  other  officer  ui  the  na\  y  is 
a  better  man  than  Admiral  Schley  is  itx 
no   way  before   the  court. 

Mr.  Raynor  stated  that  he  took  the 
ground  that  if  Admiral  Samiwon  was  not 
l»r«rcienl  at  the  battle  of  Santiago,  Ad- 
miral Schley  was  the  comr  aouer-in-chiof 
of  the  tleet  at  that  time.  Contin.uing  he 
asked  .\dmiral  Howison  if  he  did  not  con- 
sider that  Adtniral  t^anipson  officially  was 
commander-in-chief  of  the  North  Atlantic 
stiuadron,  and  being  officially  coiTunand,  r- 
in-chief,  if  he  did  not  deserve  the  credit 
of   that   victory.

JUDGE  DAY 

Spoke  Eloquently  at  G.  A. 

R.  Praise  Service  at 

Cleveland. 

Cleveland,  Sept.  12.— The  chief  feature 
of  a  praise  and  thanksgiving  service  held 
by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
late  this  afternoon  to  give  thanks  for 
the  assured  recovery  of  President  McKIn- 
ley was  an  address  by  Judge  William  R. 
Day,  the  former  secretary  of  state.  Judge 
Day  said: 

On  Friday  last  the  president  of  the 
United  States,  having  responded  to  aJi  In- 
vitation to  attend  the  exposition  at  Buf- 
falo and  taking  part,  delivered  an  ad- 
dress, expressing  with  great  force  and 
beauty  the  supienvacy  of  the  yietorlea  of 
peace  over  those  of  war,  and  in  rarely 
felicitious  language  voicing  the  hoi>e  tna-t 
the  natioiw  of  the  earth  might  dwell  to- 
gether in  unity,  was  about  to  close  his 
visit  by  meeting  the  people  at  a  public 
reception,  as  has  In-en  his  wont  on  maJij 
occasions.  On  his  way  to  the  reception 
a  friend  expressed  to  him  the  thought 
that  meeting  so  many  people  might  make 
unusual  demands  upon  his  strength.  He 
replied  that  the  people  had  ever  been  Kind 
to  him  and  It  was  a  pleasure  to  meet 
with  them,  and  he  found  great  satisfac- 
tion in  their  expressions  of  conlidence  and 

esteem.  .  ,     ,,  »   „ 

With  these  .sentiments  on  his  lips,  at  a 
time  M-hen  the  country  was  in  profound 
peace  when  prosi>erity  abounded  upon 
all  hands,  when  his  worth  and  abdity 
and  gentle  kindness  had  endeared  him, 
it  was  believed,  to  all  his  countrymen, 
without  warning  he  wa*  stricken  from 
tht  fullness  of  health  to  the  portals  of 
death  itself.  Such  an  attack  upon  such  a 
man,  under  such  circumstance*,  in  a 
countrv  like  ours,  seems  alniost  imi>os- 
Bibie.  Other  presidents  have  been  stricken 
in  the  excitement  following  a  great  civil 
strife  and  when  the  evil  passions  of  dis- 
appointed partisanship  was  rife.  That  a 
man  thus  blameless  could  be  so  attacked 
must  nee<is  make  ua  pause  a  moment  and 
refiect.  It  affords  to  the  i>eople  of  this 
country  another  lesson  in  their  duty  as 
to  dealing  with  those  who  encourage  upon 
American  soil  the  growth  and  propaga- 
tion of  principles  which  make  such  at- 
tacks possible.  We  have  been  taught  that 
if  we  sow  the  wind  we  sh^l  reap  the 
whirlwind. 

It  is  one  of  the  sayings  of  the  presi- 
dent, thought  worthy  of  eTnpb,-\si!:.  that 
there  are  no  classes  in  thl»  fair  land  of 
ours. 

There  must  be  no  place  under  our  flag 
for  the  propaganda  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
anarchists.  .^    ,,     ,  , 

l>4iws  must  be  enacted  which  shall  visit 
uiwn  such  criminals  with  just  and  sure 
punishment,  not  only  the  pupil,  but  the 
teacher  of  such  theories  must  be  reached 
and  punished.  The  advocates  of  its  awful 
tenets  must  be  kept  from  our  shores;  its 
principles  must  be  torn,  root  and  branch, 
from  everv  f<)ot  of  our  domain  until  its 
adherents  learn  that  to  attack  the  govern- 
ment through  its  highest  official  is  one 
of  the  most  heinous  of  crimes,  sure  to 
meet  with  swift  and  terrible  retribution. 
Det  there  be  no  nook  or  corner  of  the 
civilized  world  in  which  it  can  hide  and 
call   Itself  safe. 

We  are  not  met  on  this  occasion  to  dis- 
cuss ways  and  means  by  which  these  ends 
are  to  be  reached.  We  know  that  the 
American  people  will  insist  that  every- 
thing be  done  which  the  law  can  do  to 
make  a  repetition  of  such  horrors  impos- 
sible. 

Happily  for  the  country,  no  less  than  a 
source  of  unbounded  joy  to  his  friends. 
we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
life,  so  precious  to  us.  under  the  favor 
of  God,  will  be  restored.  It  is  fit  that  we 
should  meet  in  surroundings  of  this  great 
occasion  and  gathering  and  with  the  aid 
of  his  surviving  comrades  in  arms  give 
expression  to  the  joy  which  fills  our 
hearts. 

Fear  has  been  changed  to  hope,  sor- 
row to  iov.  and  a  great  people  bow  in 
reverent  thankfulness  In  this  deliverance. 

"The  regret  that  he  cannot  b*-  with  his 
comrades  upon  this  great  historic  occa- 
sion is  as  much  felt  upon  his  part  as  it 
is  upon  yours.  His  first  real  experience 
in  life,  breaking  In  upon  his  college  days, 
was  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic. Who  shall  say  that  in  the  duties, 
hardships  and  privations  of  that  s<-rvlce 
the  foundations  of  a  great  character  may 
not  'nave  been  securely  laid?  He  belonged 
to  that  noble  regiment  which  has  given 
to  the  country  another  president,  a  great 
general  and  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court   of  the  United   States. 

Upon  the  authority  of  one  of  his  com- 
rades we  have  an  incident  which  showrd 
even  in  those  early  days  the  qualities 
which  have  made  him  equal  to  the  great 
occasions  with  which  his  career  has  been 
crowned.  When  Gen.  Early  had  at- 
tacked the  federal  army  near  Winchester 
anxl  driven  it  back.  William  McKInley, 
riding  through  W^inchester  with  Gen. 
Hayes,  his  chief,  noted  at  the  roadside 
an  "old  lady,  down  whose  fac«  tears  of 
sympathy  were  flowing  at  what  she  be- 


lieved to  be  a  great  disaster  to  the  Union 
arras.  The  young  ifticer  drew  up  bis 
horse   and  said   to   her: 

"Cheer  up;  have  n>  fear.  We  shall  be 
back  this  way  again.  '  In  a  few  days  the 
prophecy  was  made  true  and  the  vic- 
torious army  of  tht  Union  swept  back 
through  Wineliester,  driving  the  enemy  i 
from  the  Shenandoah  valley.  These  great 
traits,  kindness  of  heart,  courage  and 
confidence  In  his  cause,  have  ever  been 
characteristic  of  hi-n.  (Now,  America, 
weeping  at  the  betlidde  of  the  suffering 
president,  dries  her  tyes  and  turns  to  hini 
end  says  'thank  God— you  are  com- 
ing back  this  wai'.'  i  xoday  the  world 
knows  the  story  of  liis  life  and  his  place 
in  the  history  of  th(  country  and  of  the 
world  is  secure.  We  rejoice  that  his  days 
of  usefulness  are  net  ended.  We  rejoice 
above  al'.  that  to  th«  people  of  this  state, 
who  have  so  long  known  "and  loved  him, 
his  life  remains  for  our  guidance  and 
comfort. 

There  are  many  In  the  audience  who 
know  that,  no  matter  h(>w  high  he  has 
advanced  on  "fortut.e's  crowning  slope," 
he  has  ever  retailed  those  endearing 
qualities  which  have  made  him,  while 
one  of  the  strongest  the  gentlest  of  men 
and  the  kindest  of  neighbors  and 
friends. 

We  may  feel  assui-ed  that  no  words  of 
good  cheer  wljl  be  more  welcome  on  his 
journey  back  to  health  than  those  which 
come  from  this  gathering  of  his  friend* 
in  this  great  state  and  city  and  from  his 
old  companions  in  aims. 

Let  «B  fervently  hfi>e  and  pray  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distai  t  when  we  may  look 
again  on  his  noble  face  and  feel  anew  the 
pressure  of  his  friendly  hand.

DIVING  BELL  SPIDERS. 
The  diving  bell  spiders,  which  do  not 
often  frequent  the  main  Thames  stream, 
though  they  are  comn(ionly  found  in  the 
ditches  near  it.  gather  air  to  use  just  aa 
a  soldier  might  draw  water  and  dispose 
it  al>out  his  person  in  water  bottles,  says 
the  si»ectator.  They  do  this  in  two  wa>-s, 
one  of  which  is  characteristic  of  many 
of  the  creaitures  which  live  both  in  and 
out  of  the  water  as  the  spider  does.  Tho 
tall  of  the  spiic-r  is  covered  with  black, 
velvety  hair.  Putthig  Its  tall  out  of  the 
water,  it  colects  much  air  in  the  inter- 
stices of  the  velvet.  It  then  descends, 
when  all  this  air.  drawn  down  beneath 
the  surface,  colects  Into  a  single  buV»ble, 
covering  Its  tail  and  breathing  holes  liko 
a  coat  of  quicksilver.  This  stipply  tho 
spider  uses  up  when  at  work  below,  until 
It  dwindles  to  a  single  epeck,  when  ft 
once  more  ascends  and  collects  a  fresh 
ptore.  The  writer  has  seen  one  of  these 
spiders  spin  so  many  webs  across  the 
stems  of  water  plants  in  a  limited  sf>ace 
that  not  only  the  small  wafer  shrimps 
and  lar\-ae,  hut  even  a  young  fi.'<h.  were 
entangled.  The  other  and  more  artistio 
means  of  gathering  air  employed  by  tha 
spider  is  to  catch  a  bubble  on  the  sur- 
face and  swim  below  with  it.  The  bubble 
Is  then  let  go  into  a  l>ell  woven  under 
some  plant,  into  which  majiy  other  bub- 
bles have  been  drawn.  In  this  diving  bell 
the  eggc  are  laid  and  the  >-oung  hatched 
under  the  constant  watch  of  the  old 
spider.

Those  that  are  interested  in  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  Northwest  as  an  agri- 
cultural country,  after  the  timber  has 
been  cleared  off,  are  discussing  the 
probability  that  something  may  soon 
be  done  along  the  line  of  development 
of  tlio  land  Into  farms.  During  the 
past  few  weeks  there  have  been  some 
immense  sales  of  cut-over  lands,  a 
fact  that  is  not  generally  known,  ex- 
cept among  the  land  agents,  for  the 
reason  that  most  of  the  lands  sold  are 
located  in  Carlton  county.  One  land 
agent  says  that  over  5u,00U  acres  of  cut- 
over  lands  have  been  transferred  re- 
cently and  that  several  of  the  local 
lumber  companies  have  disposed  of 
their  entire  holdings.  The  Clark  & 
.lack.son  Luinber  company  is  said  to 
have  sold  20.00<)  acres,  Mitchell  &  Mc- 
Clure  have  sold  13,000  acres  and  Duncan 
&  Brewer  have  been  the  principals  in 
another  large  transfer.  Besides  the 
companies  mentioned,  there  are  a 
number  of  others  that  have  disposed 
of  smaller  lots. 

While  some  of  the  purchases  have 
been  in  large  blocks  there  have  been 
numberless  small  purchases  of  amounts 
from  160  acres  up  to  500.  Among  the 
purchasers  B.  C.  Church,  of  this  city, 
is  credited  \vith  a  purchase  of  14,000 
acres.  He  bought  from  William  Getty. 
L.  M.  W'illcuts  and  others,  and  is  said 
to  have  paid  $2.50  an  acre.  They  are  said 
to  have  made  60  cents  an  acre  on  the 
deal. 

Land  agents  say  that  some  of  the 
large  purchases  have  been  made  with 
the  view  of  dividing  the  acreage  up 
into  small  farms  and  disposing  of 
them  to  settlers.  A  large  part  of  the 
cut-over  land  has  been  pronounced 
good  farming  land  by  men  that  are 
competent  judges,  and  there  is  no  rea- 
son why.  If  the  lands  are  put  on  the 
market  at  a  reasonable  price,  there  will 
not  bo  a  healthy  demand  for  them  and 
rapid  development  follow.  This  is 
along  the  line  that  has  often  been  sug- 
gested by  business  men  and  others 
that  have  been  urging  the  de\elop- 
nienl  of  the  agricultural  resources  of 
Northern  Minnesota  and  they  believe 
that  the  outlook  is  as  good  for  farms 
nearer  the  city  than  those  being  lo- 
cated in  Carlton  county.  Of  the  large 
sales  recently  made,  most  of  the  is  lo- 
Ciited  near  the  railroads. 

The  number  of  settlers  who  have 
come  into  St.  Louis.  Carlton  and  Ait- 
kin counties  In  the  past  year  or  two  is 
very  large.  A  drive  of  a  number  of 
rnil'^'s  into  the  country  back  of  Du- 
luth will  open  the  eyes  of  many  people 
for  the  number  of  little  farms  that 
have  surung  ui>  is  astonishingly  large. 
Especially  is  this  true  of  Carlton  coun- 
ty and  the  land  along  the  St.  Louis  and 
Clociuet  river.  The  number  is.  con- 
stantly increasing  and  the  business  of 
selling  farming  lands  is  growing  at  a 
great  rate. 

In  this  agricultural  development  of 
tlie  territoiv  <-lose  to  L>iii:.lii  many 
people,  looking  to  the  future,  find  great 
promise  for  the  city.  fclvery  new  farm 
will  mean  more  ^•egetables,  butter,  milk, 
etc.,  to  sell  in  Duluth  and  will  biing 
the  cost  of  living,  which  Is  admittedly 
far  too  high,  down  to  a  reasonable 
t)asis.  The  cost  of  living  is  one  of 
tlie  greateJ^t  (Jisartxantages  under 
which  Duluth  is  laboring  today.  Placed 
upon  an  equal  basis  with  other  cities 
in  that  respect,  the  fine  effect  which 
the  fortunes  of  Duluth  would  receive 
is  beyond  measure. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


"SPORTING  LIFE." 
People  enough  to  fill  the  Lyceum  came 
out  last  night  to  see  "Sporting  Life." 
the  great  English  melodrama,  and 
there  was  a  large  enough  proportion  of 
the  audience  that  was  pleased  to  keep 
up  a  pretty  steady  uproar  of  applause 
and  cheers.  However,  if  one  might  be 
penjiitted  to  differ  with  this  voice  of 
the  majority  of  the  crowd,  the  j>ossi- 
bilities  of  this  stirring  play  were  not 
by  any  means  realized  in  last  night's 
performance.  The  play  is  a  whirl- 
wind of  stirring  events,  and  its  five 
acts  are  full  of  action.  Four  of  them, 
after  the  accepted  style  of  melodrama, 
are  devoted  to  getting  the  hero  into 
no  end  of  a  muss,  and  to  the  fifth  act 
is  allotted  the  part  of  extricating  him 
triumphantly.  This  is  all  accom- 
plished, though  the  multiplicity  of 
troubles  necessarily  re<iuires  some 
haste  in  straightening  out  ail  of  the 
twisted  strands  of  tlie  plot.  Still  it  is 
a  strong  play.  If  such  little  things  can 
be  overlofjked  as  the  finding  of  no 
marks  of  violence  on  the  person  of  a 
villainess  who  has  been  properly 
strangled  before,  and  the  fact  that 
a  heavy  bettor  on  a  slugging  match  is 
permitted  to  act  as  referee. 

The  company,  however,  was  not  by 
any  means  up  to  the  demands  of  the 
play,  though  by  the  momentum  of  the 
story  some  mediocre  actors  %vere 
plunged  into  fairly  good  work.  There 
was  about  enough  ability  in  the  cast 
to  tell  the  story  of  the  play,  and  that 
was  all.  H.  G.  Hender.son,  in  the  role 
of  Isidore  Andreade.  the  refreshingly 
original  character  of  the  Hebrew  money 
lender,  stood  out  well  above  the  other.s. 
and  dill  some  very  pleasing  work.  Lori- 
mer  Johnstone,  as  the  earl  of  Wood- 
stock, was  somewhat  stiff  and  wooden, 
and  Lillian  Lamson  as  the  advenuress 
Olive  de  Carteret,  did  not  shoot  so  very 
far  below  the  mark.  William  Desmond 
as  Philip  Cavanaugh  was  satisfactory, 
and  John  T.  Dwyer  as  de  Carteret  was 
ordinary.  The  remainder  of  the  com- 
pany fell  a  considerable  bit  below  a 
passable  standard.

I  lump  physical  property  properly 
presented  in  palpably  pretty  proportion 
fust  attracted  police  attention  to  Etta 
Hickman. 

She  was  the  most  effulgent,  sooty 
soubrette  that  ever  blazed  her  way 
down  Paradise  alley.  She  used  to  dis- 
puit  herself  down  that  glistening  tho- 
roughfare In  very  classic  costumes. 
She  further  dazzled  the  swift  set  with 
a  most  prosperous  looking  array  of 
large,,  fat  diamonds.  Instead  of  gloves 
she  wore  a  quart  of  diamond  rings, 
and  at  least  two  blonde  persons  fell 
senseless  when  they  saw  her  the  first 
time. 

They  envied  her  indiscreet  and  breezy 
manner,  but  today  they  envy  her  not. 
Miss  Hickman  slipped  out  of  Duluth 
yesterday  morning  on  the  North  Coast 
limited.  Detectives  who  had  been 
watching  her  wired  ahead  and  had  her 
arrested  at  Moorhead. 

Miss  Hickman  is  said  to  ivtve  stolen 
$3300  from  a  man  in  Sheridan,  Iowa. 
Full  particulars  of  this  robbery  have 
not   been  received  here. 

With  the  Hickman  now  under  arrest 
at  Moorhead  is  heij  sister  and  brothor- 
In-law,  Mr.  and  Miss.  William  Gregory, 
of  Paradise  alley. 

When  taken  in  custody  this  party 
had  $300  In  currency  and  an  expiv.ss 
receipt  for  a  packa,ge  of  currency  sent 
to  Keokuk,  Iowa.    ' 

The  Hickman  persork  came  to  Du- 
luth several  weeks  ago  with  three 
$1000  bills,  a  $100  bill,  a  $50  bill  and  $150 
more  in  bills  of  smaller  denominsition. 
She  was  accompanied  by  a  Miss  Mary 
Boggs,  who,  she  [said,  she  had  en- 
gaged as  a  traveling  companion. 

The  Gregory  faijtiily  startled  Para- 
dise alley  immedlatelv  after  Miss  Hick- 
man's arrival  by  taking  all  their  cloth- 
ing out  of  pawn.  Later  William  Greg- 
ory went  to  Minneapolis  and  chan^_-d 
$1000.  When  he  came  home  he  was 
wearing  bunch  lights  instead  of  a  shirt 
front.  He  only  spent  $350  in  getting 
the  $1000  changed,  and  he  divided  the 
change  between  Miss  Hickman  and 
Miss  Boggs. 

Shortly  afterwards  Gregory  was  sent 
to  Chicago  to  change  the  other  two 
$1000  bills.  He  canif^  back  with  such 
warm  clothes  that  the  fire  warden  had 
to  warn  him  not  to  linger  against  any- 
thing inflammable. 

He  put  up  a  very  weird  story  about  a 
secret  service  inan  shadowing  him  in 
Chicago  and  finally  compelling  him  to 
give  up  the  money  in  his  possession,  or 
be  thrown  behind  the  grating. 

This  story  was  for  the  purpose  of 
putting  Miss  Boggs  out  of 
the  running.  The  Gregorys  de- 
sired to  succeed  her  in  the 
interest  in  the  stolen  property.  Finally 
the  Boggs  woman  offered  to  sell  out 
her  illegal  interest  for  $100.  The  Greg- 
orys refused,  and  yesterday  they  and 
Miss  Hickman  skipped  out  for  Port- 
land, Ore.  Miss  Boggs  tipped  off  their 
flight  to  Detective  Mork.  and  he  and 
Detectives  Troyer  and  Irvine  quickly 
laid  the  plans  which  resulted  in  their 
capture  last  night  at  Moorhead. 

Detective  Troyer  left  for  Moorhead 
this  morning  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing the  trio  back  to  Duluth.  The 
Gregorys  will  be  prosecuted  for  re- 
ceiving stolen  property.  *nd  the  other 
two  will  in  all  probability  be  turned 
over  to  the  Iowa  authorities. 


Have  Been   Identified. 

The  remains  of  the  man  found  a  few 
days  ago  in  the  woods  near  Brule, 
Wis.,  have  been  identified  as  those  of 
Herman  Gusela,  a  Finn,  about  50 
years  vf  age,  who  was  known  to  the 
settlers  in  that  vicinity  as  the  "crazy 
Finn."

Shall  this  treaty  be  abrogated  in  or.ler 
to  let  the  8hip-bullders  of  the  lakes  into 
competition  with  those  of  other  ports, 
for  government  work?

So  far,  we  have  had  the  best  of  U 
from  the  treaty.  In  case  of  war,  our 
interests  on  the  lakes  so  far  exceed 
those  of  Canada  that  a  comparison  :s 
out  of  the  question.  If  Great  Britain 
attempted  to  take  her  small  vessels  up 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  through  the  Wel- 
land  canal,  it  would  be  but  the  work 
of  a  night  and  a  few  bold  men  to  blow 
up  the  canal  and  thus  protect  the  cities 
of   our   upper  lakes.

THE  RUSH-B3GOT  TRESTY. 

Of     intense     interest     to     the     ship- 
building   plants      of      the      great    lake's 
is     the  Rush-Bagot   treaty— the   treaty 
between       the       United     States       and 
Great       Britain         by         which       each 
nation  agrees  not  to  build  or  maintain 
on  the  American  lakes,  vessels  of  war  of 
more  than  100  tons  burden  and  carry- 
ing guns  larger  than  one  18-pound  can- 
non.    Only  four  of  these  vessels  are  to 
be   maintained    by   each   nation,    to   b" 
used   for   revenue   purposes   only,     and 
neither  is  to  interfere  with  the  armed 
vessels  of  the  other. 

This  treaty,  or  rather  convention,  was 
agreed  to  in  1S17,  soon  after  the  war  of 
1812.  At  this  time  both  nations  had  on 
the  lower  great  lakes  a  considerable 
lleet  of  sailing  war  vessels,  as  war  ves- 
j  sels  went  in  those  days.  The  agree- 
ment to  maintain  only  four  of  100  tons

The  new  cannon 
Just  completed  for 
ITncIe  Sam,  after 
being  five  years  in 
construction.  will 
not    be    fired    very 

often  fnr  pleasure,  it  is  safe  to  say.  It  will 
cost    jiisi    $l,r,'}0    every    time    a   regulation 
projectile  is  sent  from  the  muzzle   of  the 
mon-ster.     It  Is   the   most   powerful   engine 
of    destruction    known.    It    is    a    sixtccn- 
Inch   breech-loading   rifle  and   is  intended 
for   harbor  defense.    Forty  of  these  mon- 
sters   were    recommended    by    the    Endi- 
cot    1.  ,  u'l    for   the   harbors  of   New  York. 
Boston.     San     Francisco      and      Hampton 
Roads.    New  York  was  to  have  eighteen, 
Boston    eight.     Snn    Francisco      ten.    and 
Hampton    Roads    four.    According    to    the 
present    intenlions    this    number    will    be 
somewhat  reduced.    Some  Idea  of  the- sfze 
and  power  of  this  gun  may  be  had   from 
tV-    fact     that      it    throws     a     projectile 
■weighing    2,370    pounds.     It    requires    1,176 
poimrts    of    ordinary    nowder    to    do    this, 
or  570  pounds  of  the  new  smokeless  pow- 
der.   The  gun  has  a  range  of  twenty-one 
miles.    11  has   a   penetrating   power   that 
will,   it   is  estimr^t-'-'    bore  42.3  inches  into 
j,a^'i^n'>d     ."teel.    The    missile     which      it 
hurls    is   nearly    r^s    long   as    a   man,    five 
feel   and   four   inches.    It   will    throw   this 
projeftlle,   if  aimed  at  an  angle  of  forty- 
five  degrees,  to  a  height  In  the  trajectory 
Of  over  five  miles.    If  Mount  Blanc  were 
Be«  on  top  of  Pike's  Peak,  this  gun  would 
thus   »hoot    over   them,    clearing    the   top, 
it    has   been   estimated,    by   590   feet.    The 
tlwe  between   the  shell's  leaving  the  gun 
and   striking    the    earth    will    be   a   minute 
and  p      -irtcr.    The  besi  performance  of 
snv  gun  built   un  to   this  time   is   credited 
to   a   9.45   calilwe   Kruno   gun.    In   1892   an 
exhibition    was   given    before   the   German 
•mperor  on  the  Meppcn  range.  The  great-

During  nearly  a  century  this  conven- 
tion has  been  kept  with  now  and  then 
a   breach   of   the   letter.    The   spirit    of 
the  agreement,  however,  has  been  faith- 
fully observed  by  both  nations.     True, 
the   old   wooden   sailers,    with    their   18-  j 
pounders,    have   given   place   to   steam  I 
revenue    cutters    of    1000    tons    burden, 
armed    with   modern   guns,    but   that    is  j 
owing  to  the  change  of  the  times  aiti  j 
not  to  any  desire  to  place  on  the  lakes 
war  vessels  for  aggre.ssion  or  coast  de- 
fense.     The    treaty    contains    a    clause 
providing    that    either    party    may    ab- 
rogate the  treaty  by  giving  six  months' 
notice.     This  was  given  by  the  Unlt"d 
States    during    the    civil    war    by    joint 
resolution   of   congress.     But   before    it 
took    effect,      the      state       department 
countermanded   it   by   a   note   of   recall, 
sent   through    the     diplomatic     depart- 
ment.   Although  Great  Britain  acknowl- 
edged the  receipt  of  neither  one  nor  the 
other,  the  irregularity  of  the  state  de- 
partment  overruling  a  joint  resolution 
of  congress  has  never  come  up  for  'n- 
vestigation,   and   the  convention  stands 
where   it   was   at   the   beginning,    both 
parties   tacitly    agreeing   to   observe   its 
terms. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  shlp-builO- 
ing    interests    have    been    handicapped 
by  the  prohibition  on  building  imposed 
by  this  agreement,  but  so  far,  no  steps 
have  been  taken  to  abrogate  or  modify 
the  convention   for  their  benefit.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  the  navy  department 
has  gone  farther  than  the  treaty  war- 
rants in  refusing  contracts  for  war  ves- 
sels   to    the    lake    shipyards.      This   has 
been  done,  although  the  lake  shipyard 
was  the  lowest  bidder.    When  the  treaty 
was  ,madc.  the  lakes  had  no  means  of 
communication  with  the  ocean  or  with 
each  other.    The  canals   at   the   "Soo," 
at   Niagara  falls,  and  on  the  St.  Law- 
rence   were    not    constructed    for    vears 
after.    The  clause  forbidding  the  build- 
ing of  war  ships  must  have  been  Intend- 
ed  to  apply   to   ships  of   war  for     the 
great    lakes    only.      The    object    of    the 
convention    was    to    disarm    and    keep 
disarmed  on  the  lakes  for  mutual  pro- 
tection.     An    armed    fleet    would    have 
been  a  constant  temptation  to  war  and 
would    have   been    expensive    also.     To 
show  that  Lake  Superior  was  not  even 
thought  of  in   the  agreement,  one  has 
but  to  turn  to  the  terms  of  the  aef-'e- 
ment:     It  provides  that  one  vessel  may 
be  mainalned  on  Lake  Champlain,   one 
on  Ontario  and  two  on  the  upper  lake?., 
meaning    Erie,    Huron    and    Michigan, 
for  it  was  only  on  these  that  the  war 
vessels    could    be    maintained    at    that 
time. 

There  is  an  old  principle  of  law,  that 
says,  when  the  reason  for  a  law  has 
failed,  the  law  becomes  inoperative. 
This  principle  must  apply  to  a  treaty 
with  usual  force.  It  must  apply  to  the 
Rush-Bagot  convention.  War  vesacls 
designed  for  the  use  of  the  nation  on 
the  high  seas  can  be  built  and  mannel 
on  the  great  lakes  without  violating 
the  spirit  of  this  international  agree- 
ment. 

The  reason  why  this  agrreement, 
which  in  its  inception  had  not  the  dig- 
nity of  a  treaty,  should  be  kept  w<th 
such  a  showing  of  good  faith  by  both 
parties,  is  seen  in  the  fact  that  it  works 
for  the  benefit  of  both  nations.  With- 
out it,  the  lake  cities  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  would  have  to  estab- 
lish coast  defenses  and  maintain  ex- 
pensive war  fleets.  This  treaty  and  it.s 
practical  workings  for  eighty-fouv 
years  is  a  demonstration  on  a  small 
scale,  of  the ,  ideal  workings  of  the 
scheme    which    the    czar    had    in    m'nJ 


A    NOVEL    RAILROAD. 

A  bill  to  authorize  the  construction 
of  a  railroad  of  a  novel  type  has  been 
introduced  in  the  British  parliament 
and  will  probably  be  passed.  The  new 
style  of  road  is  a  Brussels  invention, 
and  its  essential  features  are  that  onlv 
one  rail  is  used  to  carry  the  cars  and 
that  the  latter  are  hung  from  the  raM, 
Instead  of  running  over  it.  The  motive 
power    is    electricity. 

The  railroad  provided  for  in  the  par- 
liamentary bill  is  to  run  between  Man- 
chester and  Liverpool,  a  distance  oT. 
thirty-four  miles.  The  track  to  be  a 
teingle  rail,  elevated  four  feet  from  the 
ground  on  A-shaped  steel  trestle  rivet- 
ed to  steel  ties  set  in  the  balllst.  The 
cars  are  to  be  sixty  feet  long  and  ten 
feet  wide,  and  to  hold  sixty  to  ninety 
persons  each.  They  are  to  be  suspenc!- 
ed  on  single-rail  trucks,  so  that  the 
center  of  gravity  will  be  considerably 
below  the  rail,  and  hence  the  cars  will 
be  in  no  'Janger  of  leaving  the  track 
under  any  circumstances. 

Electricity  is  to  drive  four  200-hors.^- 
power  motors  in  each  car.  An  elaborate 
system  of  guard  rails,  brakes,  and  sig- 
nals is  to  be  supplied  for  safety.  The 
cars  are  to  be  cigar  shaped,  so  as  to 
encounter  as  little  resistance  as  possible 
from  the  air.  These  cars  are  expected 
to  attain  a  speed  of  110  miles  an  hour 
In  regular  running.  The  distance  be- 
tween Liverpool  and  Manchester  will 
be  covered  In  twenty  minutes  and 
trains  will  be  run  every  nineteen  min- 
utes. There  will  be  no  stops,  no 
switches,  and  none  of  the  usual  com- 
plications that  tend  to  make  travel 
Blow  and  dangerous.  The  cost  of  the 
road  is  to  be  about  $14,000,000. 

The  plan  is  not  entirely  experimental. 
At  Brussels  in  1897  this  sort  of  a  rail- 
road   was   on   exhibition   and    the   cars 
j  on    it    ran    at    a    speed    of   eighty-three 
I  miles    under     unfavorable     conditions. 
The  speed  limit  of  the  present  style  of 
!  railroads,  it  is  conceded,  is  about  reach- 
i  ed.     To   secure    a   greater   speed   some 
I  such  revolutionary  departure  as  It  here 
contemplated  must  be  made.  *But  is  it 
I  really  desirable  to  increase  the  speed? 


No  Room  For   Plotters. 

Chicago  News:  It  must  be  made  clearly 
understood  that  in  iht^s  coumtry  there  is  no 
room  and  there  will  be  n<o  tolerance  for 
the  preachers  of  aasasslnation,  whether 
they  be  organized  or  not.  The  man  who 
shot  president  McKlnley  boasts  that  he 
is  an  anarchist.  Ttie  first  step  in  deafc 
ing  with  his  case  should  be  to  ascertain 
whether  he  is  acting  in  conspiraffcy  with 
other  outlaws  or  on  their  insplratk>n  or 
suggetstion.  If  so.  not  only  he,  but  those 
who  suggested  or  inspired  his  murderous 
crime  must  be  brought  to  summary  jus- 
tice. The  occasion  has  come  for  such  an 
impressive  object  lesson  as  will  dis- 
courage anarchist  teachings  and  anarchist 
I>lots  as  effectually  as  the  hanging  of  the 
Haymarkt-t  anarchists  discouraged,  the 
propaganda  in  Chicago. 

Call  a  Sharp  Halt. 

Philadelphia  Press:  It  Is  time  to  call 
a  halt  on  the  policy  of  temiwrlzing  with 
these  assausirxs.  They  should  be  rigidly 
excluded  wherever  found.  They  are  all 
foreigners.  Our  soil  does  not  favor  that 
kind  of  human  mon.sters,  and  they  should 
not  be  permitted  to  engraft  themselves  on 
it.  Stern  measures,  such  us  were  taken 
In  Chicago  some  years  ago,    have  provevl 


to  be  tlie  only  effective  way  to  deal  with 
anarchists.  New  Jersey  harbors  a  good 
many  of  them  and  it  should  take  mea- 
sures to  gel  rid  of  them.  They  are  at  war 
with  organized  society  everywhere,  with- 
out regard  to  the  merits  of  the  organi- 
zation, and  are  thus  enemies  of  the  human 
:race. 


Time  For  Protective  Measures. 

Kansas  City  Star:  It  is  high  time  that 
the  American  people  were  taking  meia- 
sures  to  protect  themselves  against  this 
evil.  The  fact  that  the  United  States  Is 
the  asylum  for  the  oppressed  and  the  hom? 
of  the  free  does  not  require  them  to  har- 
bor foreigners  who  come  into  the  country 
to  destroy  it,  or  to  tolerate  the  native 
dupes  anci  allies  of  such  creatures.  The 
land  of  liberty  need  not  Ix-  a  land  of 
11(  en«se.

He 
was  at  work  when  the  terrible  deed 
was  committeed,  and  was  overcome 
when  the  awful  news  was  broken  to 
him. 

The  w^eapon  vised  by  Dwelle  was  a  32- 
caliber  Smith  &  Wesson  revolver,  of 
the  latest  make,  but  where  he  secured 
it  is  as  yet  unknown,  as  he  was  never 
known  to  own  a  weapon.  Coroner  Tar- 
vin  rendered  a  verdict  of  murder  and 
suicide  "while  suffering  from  temporary 
dementia,  brought  about  by  jealousy."

Your  committee  reeretfullv  acknowl- 
edges the  dei'oal  of  the  Harris  bill  (S. 
5.417)  in  the  I' ifty-sixlh  congress,  but 
strongly  urges  that  this  measure  be 
afo'.-  presented  to  the  Fifty-seventh  con- 
gress by  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by 
the   incomiUK  cummander-ln-cliiet'. 

Section  1,715  of  the  revised  slatutes  of 
tlie  United  States  provides  tliat  per.sons 
honorably  di.«churaed  from  the  miiiiaiy 
or  naval  service  by  reason  of  disability 
resulting  from  wounds  or  sickness  in- 
curred in  the  line  of  duty  shall  be  pru- 
fv.rred  tor  aupoiiitments  to  civil  ofliices. 
proviiled  they  are  found  10  possess  tiie 
b-jsiness  capacity  necessary  for  the  prop- 
er dischaige  of  duties   of  such   oftiice. 

The  amendment  embodied  in  the  Harris 
bill  was  designed  to  broaden  the  scope 
ot  this  section  of  the  law.  in  order  to 
include  within  the  preference  all  wlio  re- 
ceived honorable  discharges  from  the  ser- 
vice. Under  the  nresent  law  a  large  num- 
ber of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  were 
wounded  and  who  served  for  years  after- 
ward are  excluded  and  in  many  cases 
preference  given  to  some  who  saw  but 
little  service.  But  few  veterans  are  now 
livinK  who  come  wltliin  the  preference 
provided  in   section   1.745. 

In  the  second  session  of  the  Flfty-flfth 
congre.ss  .senate  bill  3.2.')6  aranted  the 
privilege  of  preference  as  outlined  in  the 
Harris  bill  to  include  all  who  had  re- 
ceived honorable  discharaes.  It  was  aiso 
favorably  reported  from  the  committee 
on  ref.jrm  in  civil  service  of  the  b;)use 
of  representatives,  but  on  the  plea  that 
the  committee  had  not  met  and  consid- 
ered the  bill,  the  vote  to  report  was  on  a 
<'anya.ss  of  the  memljers  on  the  llotji  of 
the  senate,  a  mtnorltv  agreeing  thereto, 
a  motion  was  made  b.v  Mr.  Lodge  of 
Mi'ssachusetts,  to  recommit  the  bill  to 
t'le  committee.  This  nroved  to  be  the 
death  knell  of  the  amendment,  for  al- 
•nouffh  numerous  effora  were  made  to 
secure  its  consideration,  the  bill  never 
came   before   the    house. 


STRANGE   TALE 

Told  By  Man"who  Killed  Old 
Jeweler. 

London,  Sept.  12.— Martial  Faugeron, 
a  Frenchman,  who  was  charged  yester- 
day at  Clerkenwell  police  court  with 
the  murder  of  Herman  Jung,  an  old 
jeweler  of  Clerkenwell,  about  ten  days 
ago,  told  a  remarkable  story  of  a  plot 
to  kill  Joseph  Chamberlain,  the  colonial 
secretary. 

Faugeron  said  he  had  been  the  reci- 
pient of  small  loans  from  Jung.  The 
day  of  the  murder  Jung  summoned 
him  to  his  shop,  where  they  discussed 
the  misery  caused  by  the  South  African 
war,  for  which.  Jung  declared,  Mr. 
Chamberlain  was  responsible,  and 
Jung  told  Faugeron  that  if  he  could 
kill  Mr.  Chamberlain  he  (Jung)  would 
guarantee  him  a  fortune,  tendering 
him  £10  to  Ijuy  good  clothes  in  order 
to  enable  him  to  approach  his  victim. 

Faugeron  says  he  refused.  where- 
upon Jung  declared  he  should  not  leave 
the  snop  alive,  and  attacked  him  with 
an  iron  rod.  Faugeron  says  he  drew  a 
knife  and,  in  self  defense,  stabbed 
Jung. 


ABANDON^IS  SWIM. 

Peter  McNally  Stopped  By  the 
Bad  Weather. 

Boston,  Mass.,  Sept.  12.— Peter  S.  Mc- 
Nally has  abandoned  his  attempt  to  swim 
from  Boston  to  New  York  In  thirty  dav« 
He  has  returned  to  this  city,  and  is  ready 
to  tell  everyone  who  will  listen  how  It 
wasn't  done.  Nothing  has  been  heard 
from  him  since  last  Thursday,  when  he 
reached  North  Scituate,  until  Tuesday 
afternoon,  when  he  reappeared  on  Wa-di- 
Ington  s-treet.  He  explained  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  feat  by  saying  the  elf-tn^nts 
were  against  him  to  the  extent  of  smash- 
ing two  of  his  dories  and  injuring  two  of 
the  attendants.

Boston,  Mass.,  Sept.  12.— The  Wash- 
ington correspondent  of  the  Transcript 
sends  an  interesting  story  regarding 
Minnesota  politicians.    It  Is  as  follows: 

The  contest  for  the  Republican  presi- 
dential nomination  of  1904  seems  actual- 
ly to  have  broken  out  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota.  A  peculiar  combination  of 
circumstances  has  led  to  the  opening 
of  the  battle  there,  and  the  methods 
of  the  two  principal  candidates  now  be- 
fore the  people,  as  exhibited  in  that 
state,  are  doubtless  typical  of  what  we 
shall  hear  of  them  in  the  next  three 
years. 

Thomas  H.  Shevlin,  national  commit- 
teeman for  Minnesota,  is  a  rather  young 
and  rich  young  lumberman.  He  is  said 
to  have  acquired  all  the  money  that 
he  desires,  and  now  proposes,  although 
he  has  never  held  a  public  office,  to  go 
into  politics  with  the  view  of  ultimately 
reaching  the  United  States  senate.  In 
pursuance  of  this  plan  he  has  taken 
the  step  so  common  to  aspirants  for 
political  promotion,  of  Identifying  him- 
self with  the  fortunes  of  a  leading 
candidate  for  the  presi(5ency.  A  sim^ 
ilar  step  in  Minnesota  ^ght  years  ago 
made  John  Goodnow,  oiir  present  con- 
sul general  at  Shangha>i.  the  man  he  is. 
Roosevelt  is  now  Shevlin's  choice;  he 
was  Shevlin's  guest  of;  honor  on  his 
recent  visit  to  Mliines^bta,  where  he 
went  to  speak  at  the  staife  fair.  Shevlin, 
It  is  further  declared  In  the  local  news- 
pajiers  of  Minneapoiis,  has  undertaken 
to  manage  the  Rt»)^evett  carapaign  In 
the  Northwest,  or  at  least  in  the  two 
Dakotas  and  Minnesota,  He  will  un- 
dertake the  work  zealfiusly  and  intel- 
ligently, and  it  is  said,  claims  at  the 
start  that  ninety  p^r-  c#nt  of  the  rural 
newspapers  of  the  state  have  express- 
ed a  preference  for  tlooaevelt's  nomina- 
tion. In  these  circumstaTices  Minnesota 
might  be  expected  to  lead  off  in  the 
Roosevelt  column  withotit  a  challenge. 
But  such  Is  not  the  case.' 

Minnesota  has  among  its  people  a 
large  Indiana  colony.  Taking  the  tra- 
ditions of  their  native  state  with  them, 
they  made  politics  .su<;h  a  specialty 
that  they  are  the  recognized  masters  of 
that  art  in  the  Northwest.  A  very 
considerable  list  might  be  made  up  of 
the  ditstinguished  public  men  who  bad 
come  from  Indiana.  Robert  G.  Evans, 
who  was  Senator  Davis's  manager, 
was  an  Indiana  man  who  had  lived  lr» 
Minne.sota  but  a  few  years  when  he 
came  to  be  its  national  committeeman, 
and  finally  under  the  present  adminis- 
tration, the  United  States  district  at- 
torney. To  him  Senator  Fairbanks 
naturally  turned  when  he  began  to 
take  presidential  soundings.  Evans  and 
the  entire  Indiana  colony  and  Indiana 
Influence  of  Minnesota  were  soon  com- 
mitted to  Fairbanks;  they  argued  tbat 
Indiana  was  always  a  doubtful  state, 
and  that  no  Republican  nomination 
could  be  more  judicious  than  that  of  its 
recognized  leader. 

Illustrative  of  the  different  methods 
of  the  two  candidates,  Fairbanks  and 
Roosevelt.  It  Is  said  that  the  former 
had  been  in  the  state  visiting  Evan.<^ 
several  days  before  anyone  knew  he 
was  there.  Even  the  personal  columns 
of  the  local  newspapers  had  missed  the 
fact.  It  is  Fairbanks'  way.  in  all  his 
trailing  of  the  western  country,  and  it 
will  be  noticed  that  wherever  Roose- 
velt goes,  Fairbanks  is  soon  seen  there, 
so  that  the  political  managei's  of  no 
community  are  long  without  getting  in 
touch  with  both  of  the  avowed  candi- 
dates for  the  presidency.

a  few  days  later,  to  the  surprise  of 
everybody  that  knew  him,  the  an- 
nouncement came  that  Mr.  Evans  him- 
self had  suddenly  died  of  heart  disease. 
This  deprived  the  Fairbanks  movement 
in  the  Nothwest  of  an  aDle  manaerer, 
but  with  three  years  before  him,  it  is 
probable  that  the  senator  will  be.  able 
to  pick  out  some  other  member  of  the 
Indiana  colony  almost  as  efficient.  In 
any  event  the  fight  is  on  in  Minnesota 
between  the  two  candidates.  One  goes 
with  a  brass  band  and  the  other  with 
"gum  shoes;"  and  the  people  will  take 
their    choice. 

It  is  no  libel  on  Senator  Fairbanks 
to  speak  of  him  as  a  'gum-shoes" 
statesman.  In  fact,  those  who  know 
him  would  gain  from  this  expression 
a  new  notion  of  the  qualities  of  grutta- 
percha.  If  he  has  ever  expressed  an 
opinion  upon  any  subject  before  the 
country  at  any  time  or  in  any  place 
that  was  not  so  absolutely  platitudinous 
as  to  pass  unchallenged,  it  has  escaped 
the  recollection  of  the  reading  public. 
The  sadly  mutilated  platform  adopted 
by  the  Republicans  at  Philadelphia, 
about  which  there  was  so  much  contro- 
versy at  the  time,  was  supposed  to  be 
his  woik,  and  it  bore  all  the  earmarks. 
Charles  Emory  Smith  and  others  in 
close  touch  with  the  administration  had 
carried  to  Philadelphia  a  platform, 
written  with  some  literary  vigor,  and 
meaning  something.  Mr.  Fairbanks 
and  the  cominittee  over  which  he  pre- 
sided, felt  that  this  would  be  perilous. 
They  accordingly  adopted  a  platform 
which  for  meaning  nothing  distinct  on 
any  doubtful  or  controverted  point,  has 
Ir^a  no  equal  since  the  days  of  the 
IJeiphic  oracles.  The  American  pub- 
lic, for  example,  naturally  wanted  to 
know  last  year  what  the  Rf^publiCan 
party  thought  of  the  shipping  subsidy 
bill,  which  bv  that  time  was  before 
the?  countrv  and  had  reached  a  distinct 
iorm.  Mr.  Fairbanks'  platform  satis- 
fied his  longing  by  declaring  that  our 
present  dependence  on  foreign  shipping 
was  a  great  loss  to  the  industry  of  the 
country,  a  proposifon  to  which  there 
is  no  dissent.  It  next  suggested  that 
if  in  the  »^vent  of  a  European  war. 
foreign  shipping  should  be  suddenly 
withdrawn  our  expanding  commerce 
would  be  seriously  crippled.  This  is 
axiomatic,  too.  The  national  defense 
and  naval  eftlclency,  moreover,  the 
platform  read  "supply  a  compelling 
reason  for  legislation  which  will  en- 
able us  to  recover  our  former  place 
among  the  tra-le-carrying  tieets  of  the 
world."  As  free-ship  legislation,  so 
Ion  gadvocated  by  the  free  traders, 
would  come  entirely  within  the  scope 
of  this  platform,  according  to  its  advo- 
cates, as  would  every  other  project  that 
has  been  suggested  within  the  last 
twenty  years,  it  was  plain  that  the 
plank  on  this  subject  was  becomingly 
cautious.  And  Mr.  Fairbanks  is  still 
more  discreet  in  utterances  committing 
himself. 

In  the  same  way  plank  after  plank  of 
that  platform  may  be  analyzed  to  find 
any  courageous  expression.  Fairbanks' 
speeches  at  college  commencements  and 
other  occasions  teem  with  excellent 
thimghts.  His  historical  material  '• 
usually  good,  excellently  collected  and 
forcibly  expressed,  and  if  he  ftnd.s  mis- 
takes in  the  career  of  any  ancient  king 
of  the  Egyptians  he  condemns  them 
with  incisiveness  and  vigor. 

It  Is  somewhat  extraordinary  that 
two  men  whose  type  Is  so  different 
should  be  the  prominent  candidates 
now  before  the  country  for  the  Re- 
publican nomination.  Whatever  pol. 
Roosevelt's  critics  may  say,  they  never 
rharge  him  with  wearing  gum  shoes. 
In  every  postilion  that  he  has  ever 
held  he  has  carried  with  it  opinions 
and  impul.ses,  and  has  dared  to 
express  them.  Can  imagination  picture 
what  sort  of  a  civil  service  commis- 
sioner Mr.  Fairbanks  would  have  been, 
or  what  sort  of  a  police  commissioner 
of  New  York?  In  actual  politics  he  has 
ftpated  in  the  middle  of  the  Republican 
current  of  Western  politics,  so  far  as  he 
has  been  able  to  gauge  it.  His  views 
and  practices  on  civil  service  reform, 
for  example,  represent  about  the  pre- 
vailing type  of  mid-Western  sentiment. 
He  is  invariably  courteous  to  the  re- 
form sentiment  and  yet  grateful  in  a 
very  practical  way  to  his  Indiana 
henchmen.  On  reciprocity,  the  phase  of 
the  tariff  question  which  is  now  of 
burning  interest,  he  declared  the  last 
time  he  was  questioned  that  it  was  a 
subject  of  so  much  importance  that  he 
had  not  been  able  to  give  the  requisite 
study  that  would  enable  him  to  arrive 
at  a  definite  conclusion.  Contrast  this 
with  Roosevelt's  freely  proffered  ad- 
vice to  the  Kentuckians  at  the  time  of 
the  Goebel  disturbances,  and  his  ready 
utterances  on  other  occasions. 

It    is   interesting   to   see   men   of  the 
two  types  running  side  by  side  In      a 
presidential    contest,    and    it    will    be 
worth    noting   how    the   public   prefer- 
ences come  in.

SOUTH  DAKOTA  CROPS. 

Corn   Doing  Well    and   Flax 
Crop  Light. 

The  report  of  the  condition  of  crops 
In  South  Dakota  at  the  close  of  the 
week  ending  Monday  last,  is  as  follows: 
The  temperature  during  the  week 
averaged  above  the  normal,  the  fore 
part  being  quite  warm,  and  the  latter 
part  cool.  Fair  to  generous  rains  were 
well  distributed  in  the  sections  needing 
rain,  and  while  threshing  and  haying 
were  thereby  retarded,  they  will  be  very 
beneficial  to  pastures,  and  for  fall 
plowing  which  has  been  retarded  be- 
cause of  lack  of  eufflcient  moisture 
for  good  work. 

There  is  no  report  of  material  actual 
damage  by  the  rains  to  unstacked  hay. 
and  none"  to  stacked  grain.  There  !» 
very  little  grain  remaining  unstacked, 
except  in  Black  Hills  localities.  Al- 
though retarded,  threshing  is  satisfac- 
torily advanced. 

Corn  has  generally  done  well.  Is  ma- 
turing rapidly,  much  of  the  crop  is  be- 
yond danger  of  damage  by  frost  and 
cutting  is  progressing  generally.  The 
foliage  is  yet  green  in  the  majority  of 
fields,  especially  of  the  late  corn,  and 
much  excellent  fodder  will  likely  be 
secured,  as  there  are  many  binders  In 
use.  Reports  indicate  that  on  th'S 
whole,  above  a  half  crop  is  assured, 
and  except  in  some  fields  where  the 
late  corn  has  ripened  prematurely,  the 
quality  will  generally  be  good.  WhMe 
there  is  some  very  late  corn  that  mav 
require  immunity  from  frost  for  two 
weeks  yet,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
late  will  likely  be  safe  by  the  15th  in- 
stant. 

Flax  harvest  Is  far  advanced,  but  re- 
ports indicate  that  on  the  whole,  the 
crop  win  be  only  light  to  fair,  and  of 
fair  to  good  quality. 

Late  potatoes  have  improved,  but  on 
the  whole  the  yield  will  be  light,  though 
good  quality  is  Indicated. 

Some  winter  rye  has  been  sown,  and 
some  is  growing  nicely,  but  the  hereto- 
fore dry  soil  has  delayed  seeding. 

A  large  hay  crop,  on  the  whole,  has 
been  secured,  but  haying  will  be  re- 
sumed as  soon  as  the  weather  permit.'?, 
and  will  probably  contineu  until  snow 
files.  Millet  cutting  progressed  favor- 
ably, on  the  whole  it  has  been  well 
secured,  and  the  bulk  of  the  crop  is  <n 
stack. 

MUST  REDUCE  ESTIMATES. 

North  Dakota  Thresher    Re- 
turns Are  Disappointing. 

Ex-Governor  John  MiUer.  of  North  Da- 
kota, head  of  the  John  Miller  Grain  com- 
pany of  Duluth  and  MlnneanoiiK,  who  has 
beeri  spending  several  weeks  in  North 
Dakota,  says  that  the  vield  of  wheat  as 
shown  by  the  thresher  rnturnR  is  disap- 
pointing. As  a  result  tiiere  must  be  a 
trimming  of  some  fi  the  jT-ge  e:-<timates 
made  while  the  crop  was  nmtnrlng.  Gov- 
ernor Miller  also  says  that  urescnt  indi- 
cations point  to  a  lareer  llax  crop  than 
was  expected  a  month  aero.  The  fiax  in 
the  Red  Kiver  vailev  is  noor.  but  the 
acreage  is  large  and  the  aeirregte  yield 
acreage  is  large  and  the  aggregate  yield 
the  state  will  produce  soort  tlax  crops. 
If  the  farmer  can  realize  about  present 
prices  for  tlax  it  will  be  a  nfuurrc  01  great 
wealth  to  the  state. 

"The  peop'.e  of  the  stntp  nrf>  well  satis- 
fied with  their  prospects."  said  Ihe  gov- 
ernor. "North  Dakota  is  certainly  pros- 
perous. Although  the  croj)  will  not  be 
as  large  as  has  been  estimatufi  by  some 
there  is  a  satisfactory  yield  well  dis- 
tributed over  Ihe  state.  The  demand  for 
land  is  good.  Many  nc-w  people  are  com- 
ing into  the  state.  Prices  of  farm  prop- 
erty are  firm  and  improving.  The  west- 
ern part  of  the  state  is  enjoying  a  steady 
movement  in  farm  lands.  North  Dakota 
farmers  will  Invesi.  considerable  money 
in  farm  improvements  during  the  coming 

The  governor  pays  that  the  movement 
of  wheat  to  Minneapolis  and  Duluih  has 
just  lilcely  begun.  He  is  well  pleased 
with  the  business  being  done  by  his  com- 
pany.   He  expects  .a  big  year.

Minneapolis,  Sept.  12.— George  F.  Piper, 
president  of  the  Pioneer  Steel  Elevator 
company,  and  an  authority  on  flax,  has 
compiled  figures  on  the  flax  crop  of  the 
northwest,  which  he  estimates  at  700,0y0 
bushels. 

The  acreage,  based  on  the  returns  of  the 
county  assessors,  gives  North  Dakota 
l,aH.i,*.KiO  acres,  with  an  estimated  yield  of 
nine  bushels  per  acre,  or  16,200,000  bush- 
els; South  Dakota,  500,000  acres,  at  five 
bushels  per  acre,  2,500,0<J0  bushels,  and 
Minnesota,  1,000,000  acres,  at  seven  bush- 
els per  acre,  7,<XiO,000  bushels. 

The  yield  in  other  states  is  estimated  al 
3,00t».(>00  bushels,  which  would  make  the 
total  yield  of  the  whole  country  28.7oO.00O 
bushels. 

Last  year's  fiax  seed  crop  was  aJ>out 
18.000,<W  bushels,  which  makes  an  in- 
crease In  the  crop  this  year  of  about  10,- 
000,000  bushels.

LARGE  LAND  SALES. 

Northern   Pacific  Disposed  of 
3.500,000  Acres  Last  Year, 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  12.— The  annual  report 
of  the  Northern  Pacific,  which  Pre.si- 
dent  C.  S.  Mellen  took  to  New  York 
with  him  on  Saturday  night,  contained 
a  report  from  the  land  department  of 
the  company  concerning  the  land  sales 
during  the  year  ending  June  31. 

The  report  showed  that  during  the 
year  there  were  sold  out  of  all  the  land 
grants  of  the  company  a  total  of  :i.500,- 
000  acres.  The  busint>ss  of  the  depart- 
ment was  larger  than  ejcpected.  The 
sales  were  mostly  in  NArth  Dakota, 
west  of  the  Missoiu'i  river,  and  in 
Washington.  There  are  20,000,000  acres 
in  the  land  grants  of  the  company 
still  unsold.

Washington,  Sept.  12. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  prices  of  farm  products  have  been 
highly  satisfactory  to  the  farmers 
throughout  the  I'nited  States  this  sea- 
son, the  results  of  investigations  by 
l.ie  department  of  agriculture,  in  iliis 
connection,  regarding  the  wages  of 
farm  labor  will  doubtless  be  of  inter- 
est to  the  people  of  the  country  at 
lai.are. 

The  department  of  agricultue  has,  be- 
ginning with  1S66,  investigated  the  sub- 
ject of  the  wages  of  farm  labor  eleven 
times.  The  results  of  the  first  nine  in- 
vestigations were  published  in  1S92.  The 
tenth  investigation  covered  tlie  three 
years  1S*J3,  l.sy4  and  1S95.  The  eleventh 
was  for  Ist'S  and  1899. 

In  the  first  nine  investigations,  state- 
ments of  wag2  conditions  were  ob- 
tained through  tlie  regular  county  crop 
reporters  and  their  assistants;  also 
through  the  state  statistical  agents  and 
their   coi  respondents. 

in  the  tenth  investigation,  besides 
using  the  sothces  named  above,  state- 
ments of  a  great  number  of  farmers  re- 
garding conditions  in  their  respective 
1  italitie?  Avere  used.  In  the  eleventh 
irvestig;ition  ^  kindred  plan  was  pur- 
sued. 

In  ten  investigations  the  inquiries 
were  essentially  as  follows:  Wages  per 
month  by  the  year  or  season,  without 
board;  wages  per  month  by  the  year 
ot  season,  with  board;  wages  per  day  in 
harvest,  without  board;  wages  per  day 
in  harvest,  with  board;  wages  per  day 
for  ordinary  farm  labor,  without  board; 
wages  per  day  for  ordinary  farm  la- 
bor, without  board;  wages  per  day  for 
ordinary  farm  labor,  with  board — six 
d'iitinct  questions. 

A  farm  laborer,  as  defined  in  statis- 
tics in  this  country,  is  a  person  who 
works  on  a  farm  for  hire,  and  he  is 
not  a  peison  who  has  a  tenant  oro- 
piietojship  in  a  farm.  Therefore,  the 
farm  tenant.s — who  in  the  Southern 
slates  are  mostly  negroes,  by  Avhom  a 
\"i  y  li.  rge  proportion  of  the  farming 
of  the  Jrouth  is  conducted — are  not 
taken  into  account  in  this  investigation 
of  wages.  They  are  regarded  as 
fat  merf-.  since  they  have  a  tenant  pro- 
prietorship, and  work  usually  for  a 
sliare  of  the  product. 

Results  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  In- 
vestigations are  somewhat  unlike  those 
given  by  the  report  of  the  department 
of  1S'J2,  partly  because  of  the  changing 
conditions  in  agriculture  and  partly 
because  an  attempt  has  been  made  for 
a  plainer  distinction  of  the  conditions 
found. 

A  greater  number  of  persons  are  di- 
rectly engaged  in  some  form  of  agri- 
culture than  in  any  other  branch  of 
labor.  There  were  22,735,6fpl  persons, 
10  years  of  age  and  over,  having  gain- 
ful occupations  in  the  United  States  in 
1890,  of  whom  8,3!>5.tJ34,  36.9  per  cent 
were  engaged  in  agriculture;  of  these 
3,004,061   were  agricultural   laborers. 

Agricultural  laborers — that  Is,  those 
who  work  for  hire — are  a  decreasing 
sivinent  as  compared  with  the  entire 
farm  labor  of  the  United  States.  In 
Ib'O  they  constituted  4S.9  per  c?nt,  or 
nearly  one-half,  of  the  agricultural 
workers;  in  1880,  43.6  per  cent,  ahd  in 
^890,  35.8  per  cent,  or  a  little  more  than 
one-thi*-d. 

It  appears  from  the  reports  on  agri- 
culture of  the  census  of  ISSO  and  1890 
that  the  number  of  rented  farms  in- 
creased from  1,024,601  in  1880  to  1,294.913 
in  1890,  or  from  25.56  per  cent  of  the 
total  farms  in  18S0  to  28.37  per  cent  in 
1S90.  During  the  same  time  the  num- 
ber of  farms  tilled  by  their  owners  in- 
creased from  2,984,306  in  ISSO  to  3.269.728 
in  1890,  although  the  percentage  that  the 
number  of  owned  farms  was  of  the 
total  number  of  farms  decreased 
from  74.44  per  cent  in  1S80  to71.63  per 
cent  In  1890.  These  statistics  indicate 
I  the  tendency  of  farm  laborers  to  be- 
come farm  tenants  and  farm  owners. 

Farm  wages  per  month  the  year  or 
season,  without  board  and  with  board, 
were  higher  in  1899  than  in  1S9S,  with 
the  single  exception  that  wages  with- 
out board  in  Nevada  fell  from  $45.18  to 
545.10. 

In  Tdifs  of  wages  with  board  per 
monii  by  the  yf.^,r  f  i  oiii  Ui)*  to  1^99, 
the  smallest  changes  are  in  Georgia' 
Texas,  and  New  Mexico,  each  less  than 
1  per  cent  The  highest  gain  was  in 
Minnesota,  10  per  cent,  followed  by 
Wisconsin,  nearly  10  per  cent;  Wash- 
ington and  Michigan,  each  9  per  cent; 
North  Dakota,  8.5  per  cent;  South  Da- 
kota, 7.5  per  cent;  Wyoming,  7  per 
cent. 

It  will  occur  to  thoughtful  persons 
that  the  financial  panic  of  1893,  with 
the  long-continued  business  perplexi- 
ties related  to  it.  had  a  direct  influence 
upon  wages  for  some  years.  A  sudden 
disturbance,  local  or  temeporary  in  its 
character,  might  produce  little  effect 
upon  contracts  by  the  year  or  season. 
The  widespread  anl  long-continued  in- 
fluence of  the  financial  incidents  of  1S93 
is  suggested  by  comparison  of  rates  of 
1893,  already  established  when  the 
trouble  came,  and  rates  of  1S94,  estab- 
lished in  the  lime  of  recovery.  '  It  will 
be  seen  that  a  number  of  states,  even 
in  1S9»,  had  not  recovered  the  high?.it 
rates  paid  before  the  panic.  A  leason 
seems  apparent  in  the  cotton  states 
from  the  extreme  depression  that  af- 
fected the  price  of  cotton  within 
time  considered.  The  failure  of 
winter  wheat  for  a  series  of  years 
p-.esscd  ratr-s  in  Kentuckv.  Ohio, 
chigan,  Indiana  and  Illinois.  The 
Cil'.  '.  slates  (\\"rs>:ington  Ore^'-n 
California)  ar?  subject  to  financial 
perientes,  especially  related  to  their 
particular  products  and  the  conditions 
in  Alaska  anr?  other  regions  with  which 
they    have    direct    traffic. 

The  return  of  public  confidence  and 
the  general  renewal  of  Individual  ac- 
tivity in  productive  and  commercial 
occupations  are  evidently  mainly  re- 
sponsible for  the  advance  in  the  years 
1898  and  1S99.  Men  Idle  for  want  of 
work  in  dull  years  were  fully  occupied 
in  1896  and  1890. 
Taking      into      account      the      great

ANARCHIST  CENSUS 

Being    Taken~By    Police    oi 
New  York. 

New  York.  Sent.  12.-PolIc.e  Commis- 
sioner Murphy  will  endeavor  to  make  it 
so  hot  for  anarchists  in  New  York  that 
Ihey  will  be  glad  to  get  out.  He  has  or- 
dered a  police  census  to  be  taken  of  all 
anarchists  and   suspected   anarchists. 

The  first  step  has  been  taken  In  tne 
following  order:  _„  .     ^^^ 

••T"    All    Commanding    Officers     OI     iTe- 

cincts  in  All  Boroughs: 

"You  are  herebv  directed  to  make  a 
police  census  of  all  male  and  female  an- 
archists residine  in  the  boundaries  of 
your  command.  This  must  be  done  witn 
the  greatesi  caution,  so  that  the  names 
of  Innocent  persons  shall  not  be  con- 
fused or  mixed  with  those  of  pronounced 
ar-- -^ists.  This  should  be  done  as 
spefdilv  as  possible,  and  as  secretly  as 
the  nature  of  the  investigation  will  war- 
rant. .  , 

"It  is  possible  that  after  these  people 
discover  that  a  census  is  being  made  of 
them  they  will  move  to  other  uuarters. 
It  will  be  your  duty  to  discover  where 
they  moved  to,  and  when  they  move 
from    their   former    habitation. 

"Forward  the  census  when  completed 
to  this  offiice.  when,  vour  reuorts  will  be 
verified  by  a  more  critical  inquiry." 

"My  intention  is."  said  Commissioner 
Murphy,  "to  turn  the  census  over  to  the 
detective  bureau  when  it  is  completed. 
Then  Ihe  life  of  each  Individual  anarchist 
or  suspect  will  be  carefully  inquired  into. 
When  once  we  have  our  volume  on  au- 
arohv  complete,  every  man  in  it  will  be 
a  marked  man  so  hmx  as  he  lives  in  New 
York  city.  We  will  endeavor  to  make  life 
for  these  people  so  disagreeable  that  they 
will    be  glad   to  move  awav. 

"If  they  attempt  to  preach  anarchy 
or  to  hold  open  meetings  we  will  break 
them  up.  Whenever  thev  violate  the 
law  we  will  prosecute  them  to  the  limit. 
The  public  is  aroused  against  these 
snakes  in  the  erass.  and  I  am  anxious  to 
do  all  In  my  power  to  crush  them." 

Captain  Tiius,  of  the  detective  bureau, 
said  last  nisrht  that  he  had  already  de- 
tailed several  men  to  erather  Information 
concerning  the  anarchists  and  their 
haunts.

Weakness  of  President's 
Heart  Alarming.

Presi.lent    McKinley    began       to       sink 
short  1,\    ait.r   Z  o'clock  after  a  critical 
perod  lit'  twelve  hours,  in  which  alarm 
and    hui>e    niingled   in    the   emotions   of 
those    who   surrounded   him.       Trouble 
began    on    the    preceding        afternoon 
through  the  failure  of  the  dige.slive  or- 
gans  I"  IK  li'.irm  their  functions.      The 
neces-sUy    fur    nourishment    had       been 
pressiiiK   for  several  days  and  the  par- 
tial failure  of  artificial  means  had  led 
to  the  adoption  of  natural  means.  The 
rectum,    through    which       nourishment 
had    i-een       injected  *    previously       to 
Wednesday,  became  irritated  and      re- 
jected   the    enniaa.        This    forced        the 
physi.  jaiis  to  try   to  feed  him  through 
tilt    mouth,   probably   before   the  stom- 
ach was  prepareii.       The  first  adminis- 
tration of  beef  juice  through  the  mouth, 
however,  seemed  to  agree  with  the  pa- 
tient   and    the    physicians    were    highly 
gratified    at    the    way    the       stomach 
fceemed  to  receive  the  food. 

Dr.  McBurney  was  especially  jubi- 
lant .u^r  the  action  of  the  stomach  and 
yesterday  morning  before  his  de- 
parture for  Xew  York,  dwelt  upon  the 
fact  that  the  stomach  seemed  to  have 
resum.  d  its  normal  functions.  The 
breHkfa>t  oi  chicken  broth,  toast  and 
coffee  given  yesterday  morning  was 
spoken  of  by  all  the  physicians  as 
slroiiy  evidence  of  the  president's 
nutrk<  .1  iauT'ivement.  It  was  only 
when  it  became  apparent  late  in  the 
morning  thtit  this  food  had  not  agreed 
vith  Ui-  ]■:•  sident  that  the  first  genu- 
ine anxif  y  ;'ppeared.  The  first  note 
of  ai.  Ill  .\;i.':  sounded  in  the  olHcial 
bull"  .in  ytsitrday  afternoon,  which 
si)Oke  of  the  president's  fatigue. 

President  Mclvinley,  already  wtiak 
from  the  ordeal  of  the  tragedy  and  suf- 
fering, eomplained  of  an  increasing 
feeliiiu'  igue.    He    had    therefore 

been  .■-  lilt  and  cheerful  that  his 

comidaiius  were  regarded  seriously. 
The  pulsf  was  then  abnormally  high, 
1Z(,  l.,.its  to  the  minute.  With  a  tem- 
reratin"  oi  luO.L'  it  should  have  been 
thirty  beats  lower.  The  weakness  of 
the  liart  began  to  arouse  serious  con-

Bteailily   worse. 

Th.-  staff  of  physicians  augmented  by 
Dr.  Stockton,  who  had  temporarily 
taken  lue  place  of  Dr.  McBurney.  was 
summoned  early  in  the  evening  and 
theie    was  a   conference. 

At  S:30  last  night  the  physicians  an- 
nouui  ed  otficially  the  presidents  condi- 
tion was  not  SI)  good.  The  problem  of 
disposing  of  the  food  In  the  stomach 
•WHS  becoming  a  serious  one  and  the 
danger  of  heart  failure  increased.  As 
midnight  approached  the  situation  v/as 
Krov.'mg  critical.  Calomel  and  oil  were 
given  1(1  tliish  the  bowels  and  digitalis 
to  tnii»i  his  lieart.  However,  just  before 
midnight  the  pre.«ident  had  two  oper- 
ations of  the  bowels  which  relieved  him 
very  much  and  the  midnight  bulletin 
was  more  favorable.  It  stated  that  all 
the  conditliins  had  Improved  since  the 
last  buili-tin. 

It  was  Ot-liived  then  that  the  open- 
ing ot  the  bow  l!s  would  have  the  effect 
of  allaying  the  wild  pulsations  of  the 
heait.  His  pulse  did  drop  to  120  and 
the  prii>[n(  I  was  slightly  brighter.  But 
owliK  to  the  president's  extreme  weak- 
ncs>  and  his  fatigue  no  attempt  was 
mad  ■  to  conceal  the  serious  ai-»prehen- 
slon  which  was  felt.  The  feeling  of 
depr<-Ksion  increased  In  volume  and  in- 
tensity. 

H,»  retary  Cortelyou  insisted  that  the 
truth  should  lie  made  public  by  the 
doitoi-  anil  the  l)ulletins  themselves 
werv  tellini?  their  unfortunate  story  all 
too  plainly.  There  was  still  hope  that 
the  worn  and  weary  patient  would  be 
better  In  the  morning  and  at  midnight 
Secretary  Cortelyou  said  it  was  not 
proliabli  that  another  bulletin  would  be 
Issurd  until  morning. 

Hope  <ame  once  more  to  the  breasts 
of  those  who  had  waited  for  hours  in 
auxi-  ly.  The  physicians  parted  for 
the  nii-hi  and  every  sign  was  a  cheering 
one.  1  ii.ie  had  been  disquieting  pulse 
action  for  several  hours,  but  prac- 
tically all  of  the  unfavorable  symptoms 
had  been  linked  with  the  stomach 
troulde  and  it  was  thought  that  they 
would  probably  disappear  with  the  re- 
moval of  the  cause  which  was  supposed 
to  have  created  them.  The  unofficial 
reports  at  1  o'clock  and  1:30  o'clock 
were  both  of  a  satisfactory  nature  and 
the  watchers  gathered  about  the  house 
prepared  for  an  ttnlnterrupted  night. 
Anmhtr  thunder  storm  cam^  out  of  the 
jiorih.  anil  a  few  minutes"  play  of  the 
lightning  brought  rain  in  n  heavy  down- 
fxiur.  A  blustery  wind  blew  up  from  the 
wctjt  tu  conxplete  the  cheerlessness  of  the 
night. 

Shiirtly  after  2  o'clock  the  physicians 
and  nur.'.Ji's  detected  a  weakening  of  the 
heart  aition.  The  p\ilse  fluttered  and 
weakened,  and  the  presiJt-nt  sank  toward 
collap.se.  The  end  ai>peared  to  be  at  hand. 
Ilrtitorativetf  were  speetllly  appll.Kl  and 
the  phy.^Icians  fought  the  battle  with  all 
tho  reserve  forces  of  science.  Action  was 
Immediate  and  decisive.  Digitalis  and 
strychnia  were  administered,  and  as  a 
la.«t  resort  saline  solution  was  injected 
Into  thu  veins. 

"  A  gtiiera'i  aairm  went  speeding  to  the 
fon»ulting  phj-*lclans  and  tralived  nurses 
c^  fast  as  mes.sengers.  the  telegraph  and 
Xh(i  telephone  could  carry  It.  The  resto- 
ratives did  not  at  once  prove  effective, 
and  it  was  realized  that  the  i)residt?ni  was 
In  an  extremely  critical  condition.  That 
rtRllZHllon  with  the  shadow  of  death  be- 
hind It  led  to  another  call,  nnd  that  a  sunx- 
mone  to  the  rabln«-t,  relatives  and  close 
p*>reonal  friend-*  of  the  president.  The 
tnessenpi'rs  who  returned  with  the  doctors 
and  nur»<js  were  hurrkil  off  after  tho.se 
Within  reach,  and  to  those  who  were  ab- 
ftent  from  the  city  telegrams  conveying 
the  painfid  tidings  were  quickly  trans- 
mitted   by    telegraph.      The    scene    about 


the  house  and  in  the  storm-swept  street 
was  dramatic  In  its  action  and  setting, 
and  the  spirit  of  the  tragedy  was  on  those 
who  looked  upon  it.  A  messenger  who 
darted  Into  the  rain  and  wai^  whisked 
away  in  an  electric  cab  gave  the  outside 
watchers  the  first  Intimation  Of  the  111 
news  from  within.  At  the  same  moment 
i»ew  lights  burned  within  the  windows 
of  the  Mllhitrn  residence.  Soon  the  word 
was  pjus.sed  out  that  the  president  had 
partially  collapsed  and  was  critically  ill. 
it  was  a  confirmation  that  wivs  hardly 
needed,  for  the  fail  had  been  established 
by   action    that   needed    no   words. 

The  newsiiaper  correspondents  who  had 
alreaxly  sent  warning  of  a  serious  change 
In  the  president's  condition  rushed  to  the 
improvised  telegraph  offices  with  the  first 
bulletins. 

Secrt'taries  Hitchcock  and  Wilson  and 
Mr.  Mllburn  came  out  of  the  house  shortly 
after  6.  the  former  two  going  to  their 
resi>ectlve  stopping  places  in  the  city. 
Their  serious  faces  showed  the  deep  con- 
cern felt  by  them  over  the  condition  of 
the  chief  executive,  but  they  announced 
thiAt  they  still  had  hoi>es  of  his  recovery. 
Secretary  Hitchcock  declared:  "The 
president  is  rallying  slowly  and  we  still 
think  that  he  has  more  than  an  even 
chance  of  recovery." 

The  sudden  attack  of  depression  of  the 
early  morninK  came  in  the  nature  of  a 
gre.at  surprise  to  the  president's  friends 
and  i>hyshians.  They  were  prev>ared  to 
hear  that  he  might  not  be  so  well  in  the 
morning,  but  they  felt  that  the  change 
Would  not  be  so  severe  as  it  proved  to 
l>e. 

"We  are  more  surprised  at  the  depres- 
sion than  at  the  fact  of  his  rallying." 
said  one  membtM-  of  the  cabinet  in  talk- 
ing of   the   change. 

No  word  came  out  of  the  Milbum 
residence  for  about  an  hour  after  Secre- 
taries Wil.«!on  and  Hitchcock  had  left. 
The  hnlleiin  u.-uallv  Issued  at  O:.")')  was 
omitted.  Dr.  Rlxey  at  7:30  told  the  re- 
IM.rter  of  the  Associated  Presis  that  he  felt 
sliKhtly  enc-ouraged.  "The  president  has 
rallied  some."  said  he.  "hut  then  vou 
know,  "  he  added,  the  president  is  usually 
better   in   the  morning." 

Secretary  Cortelyou  at  that  hour  was 
lying  down,  lie  was  taking  his  first  rest 
in    twonty-four    hours.

Hope  of  President's  Re« 
covery  Is  Slight. 

Has  Only  a  Bare  Fighting 
Chance  Now. 


IS  DOUBTFUL  DANGER  OF  COLLAPSE 

President's    Physicians   Fear  Sinking 

Spell  With  Fatal  Results. 

The  Patient's  Condition  Is 


Milbum  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  13.— 
At  9:30  the  scene  about  the  Milbum 
residence  was  one  that  will  live  in  the 
memory  of  those  who  witnessed  it  as 
long  as  life  lasts.  Down  the  streets  in 
every  direction  people  were  massed, 
hundreds  deep,  while  at  the  corner, 
where  the  headquarters  of  the  press 
was  located,  correspoiidents  of  all  the 
leading  journals  of  the  world  were 
waiting  ready  to  flash  the  first  news  as 
far  as  the  wires  reached,  while  within 
the  tents  the  busy  telegraph  irstru- 
ments  were  clicking  off  the  sad  intel- 
ligence. In  front  of  the  residence  blue 
coated  soldiers  paced  with  aruih  at 
right  shoulder.  All  were  waiting,  wait- 
ing almost  breathlessly    for    the  news. 

The  doctors  finished  their  consulta- 
tion at  9:40.  They  Ic^t  the  house  to- 
gether and  stopped  for  a  few  minutes 
on  the  lawn  to  convey  their  v.-rdict 
first  to  the  president's  brother.  Chap- 
lain Sykes  of  the  navy,  in  his  black 
vestments,  who  had  come  to  Inquire 
after  the  president's  health,  lifted  his 
hat  as  the  men  upon  whom  the  presi- 
dent's life  depends,  passed  him.  The 
p)hysicians  looked  nerious  as  they 
walked  away  from  the  residence. 
Mann  and  Dr.  Mynter  came  away 
getlier.

Physicians  and  Relatives 

Called     Hurriedly  to 

Milburn   House. 

Mllburn  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  13.— As 
the  telegraph  instruments  rattled  awav 
at  the  forlorn  story  early  ihls  morning 
the  hastily  aroused  physicians  began  ar- 
riving. An  automobile  racing  at  top 
speed  l»rought  Dr.  Mynter  first.  He  did 
not  stop  to  speak,  but  rushed  Into  ihe 
house.  Dr.  Mann  came  almost  on  his 
heels  and  he  too  ran  down  the  street. 
Neither  stopped  for  a  word  as  thev 
rushed  Into  the  house.  After  ihem  came 
Abner  McKinley.  pale  and  agitated.  He 
had  left  the  liouse  scearcely  two  npurs 
before  and  had  departed  with  the  assur- 
ance that  the  tide  had  turned  In  ihe  case 
of  his  distinguished  brother.  He  had 
been  aroused  from  slumber  by  a  messeft,- 
ger,  who  told  him  to  come  at  once. 
.Secretar.v  Wilson  and  Secretarv  Hitch- 
cock. In  grief  at  the  peril  of  their  chief, 
arrived  wUhin  a  few  seconds.  Neither 
knew  the  true  state  of  the  president 
at  that  moment  and  in  silent  fear  they 
ipiickiv  entered  the  house.  Another  hur- 
rying visitor  was  Dr.Wasdin,  whose  ar- 
rival compleled  the  whole  circle  of  phy- 
sicians, and  another  was  Mrs.  MeWll- 
llams.    the    friend    of   Mrs.    AIcKlnle.^. 

The  i)hyskians  after  their  consultation 
and  the  examination  of  the  j)atlent  of- 
fered little  encouragement.  He  was  verv 
weak  and  his  heart  whs  so  feeble  that 
they  feared  lest  his  life  go  out  at  any 
time.  The  bulletin  they  issued  at  2:rA) 
tolu  of  the  very  critical  condition  of  the 
president. 

"li  gives  rise,"  they  said,  "to  the  grav- 
est apprehensions." 

The  movement  of  the  bowels  had  oc- 
curred, but  the  heart  did  not  respond  to 
stimulation.  The  little  cot.^rie  below 
below  stairs  watthed  the  clock  tick  awav 
tiie  minutes  and  hours  and  perhaps  the 
life  of  the  president,  without  a  word  "of 
encouragement  imtil  4  o'clock,  when  the 
president  rallied  slightly.  The  saline  so- 
lution which  saved  Mrs.  McKinley's  life 
in  Sun  Francisco  had  proved  in  a  meas- 
ure effective. 

Dr.  Mann  and  Dr.  M>nter  left  for  their 
homes.  Their  only  reassuring  word  was 
that   they   had   not   given  up   hope. 

During  the  whole  fireadnd  nl|rht  Mrs 
McKlidev  knew  nothhifr  of  tlie  .su(Ut0i 
change  that  had  c-ome.  In  her  feeble  con- 
dition It  was  considered  best  noi  to  In- 
form her  of  the  president's  critical  con- 
dition and  she  s'.ept  peacefully  In  her 
room   through   It  all. 

Vice  President  Roosevelt  was  telegraph- 
ed to  at  three  places  In  Xhe  Adlrondacks. 
His  family  has  lieen  at  the  Lahaws  club 
In  the  north  woods  and  It  Is  believed  he 
is  with  them.  This  Is  some  hours  from 
telegraphic  commimicatlon.  He  was  ex- 
pected to  be  back  at  Ovster  Bav  Satur- 
day morning,  which  leads  to  the  prob- 
ability that  he  Is  now  on  his  way  back 
to  Albany  and  -that  he  will  reach  there 
sometime  during  this  afternoon  or  lo- 
nlght. 

The  dav  broke  clear  and  bright.  At 
5::W  Secretory  Wilson  came  out  looking 
hapreard  and  dejected. 

"The  president  has  a  fighting  chance," 
said  he.  The  tone  of  his  words  .sounded 
like  the  expression  of  a  forlorn  hope. 

Washington.  Sept.  1?..— A  telegram 
has  just  been  received  at  the  TVTiite 
House  from  Secretary  Cortelyou  asking 
that  Dr.  W.  W.  Johnston,  of  this  city, 

be  rent  as  early  as  possible  to  Buffalo. 
Dr.  Johnston  was  called  in  consulta- 
tion when  Mrs.  McKinley  returned 
from  San  Francisco. 

Secretary  Gage  reached  the  "White 
House  at  3:40  a.  ip.  He  will  not  go  to 
Buffalo  at  present,     - 

Dr.  Johnston's  specialty  Is  heart 
trouble,  but  he  Is  in  Maine  and  cannol 
be  reached.  The  request  for  him  came 
from  Dr.  Rixey.  Dr.  Rlxey  also  is 
anxious  to  get  tlie  services  of  Dr.  E.l- 
ward  Janeway,  of  New  York  city,  also 
a  specialist  In  cases  of  heart  troiiblc. 
Comptroller  Dawes  will  leave  for  Buf- 
falo at  7:.w  this  morning. 

Af'#  ant  Secretary  of  the  Tro.isury 
Alles  left  the  White  House  shortly 
after  6  o'clock  for  the  residence  of  At- 
torney General  Knox,  to  convey  to  him 
the  news  of  the  president's  relapse. 


"W^e  are  very  anxious,"  said 
Dr.  Mann,  "very  anxious,"  h--; 
repeated,  as  he  entered  the 
carriage  in  waiting. 


"Have  you  given  up  hope?" 

"By  no  means,"  repMed  the  doctor. 

"Is  he  better  than  when  you  saw  him 
last?'  .       ^^ 

"He  is  better  than  he  was  !n  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning."  he  re- 
sponded as  he  directed  the  coachman 
to  drive  away. 

Dr.  Mynter  had  little  encouragement 
to  offer. 

"I  am  not  absolutely  without  hope, 
said  he.  "The  president  has  a  fighting 
chance,  but  I  would  be  more  hopeful  If 
the  day  were  passed  nnd  he  had  gained 
a  little  more  strength.  He  has  improved 
some  since  early  morning,  but  the  im- 
provement Is  very  slight.  The  trouble 
lies  with  his  heart.  We  qj-e  stimulat- 
ing it  and  our  treatment  has  been 
fairly  successful." 

Dr.  Mynter  admitted  that  saline  so- 
lution and  other  means  to  keep  the  ac- 
tion of  the  heart  were  being  adminis- 
tered. 

The  bulletin,  when  issued,  was 
slightly  reassuring  and  indicated  that 
the  crisis  might  be  prolonged,  stating 
definitely  that  the  president's  condition 
had  .somewhat  Improved  during  the 
past  few  hours  and  that  there  was  bet- 
ter response  to  stimulation. 


But  his  pulse  was  up  to  128 
and  the  conviction  grows  that 
it  is  almost  a  forlorn  hope. 


It  was  learned  that  the  physicians 
had  decided  that  It  would  not  be  well 
for  Mrs,  McKinley  to  enter  the  sick 
room  today,  both  on  account  of  her 
feeble  health  and  the  excitement  it 
mi?;ht  cause  the  president.  So  far  as 
can  be  learned,  Mi;s.  McKinley  had  not 
been  informed,  up  to  10  o'clock,  of  the 
grave  condition  in  w'nich  her  husband 
was. 

Shortly  after  10  o'clock  the  inti- 
mate friends  and  relatives  of  the 
president,  who  were  telegraphed  for 
ealy  this  morning,  began  to  arrive, 
and  soon  after  10  o'clock  there  were 
assembled  in  the  down  stairs  rooms  of 
the  Milburn  house  Senators  Hanna 
and  Fairbanks,  ex-Secretary  of  State 
Day,  Secretary  Wilson  and  Secretary 
Hitchcock.  Mr.  and^rs.  Herman  Baer, 
Abner  McKinley,  Miss  Helen  McKin- 
ley and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Duncan,  sisters  of 
the  president,  and  Mis.  Lafayette  Mc- 
WlUianis,  in  addition  to  John  G.  Mil- 
burn,  former  Postmaster  General  Bis- 
sell,  John  N.  Scanlon,  of  Buffalo,  and 
others.  The  latter  came  from  the  house 
and  said: 

"If  the  president  successfully  weathers 
the  morning,  his  chances  for  ultimate 
recovery  will  bo  greatly  increased,  be- 
cause his  condition  other  than  his  heart 
weakness  is  very  encouraging." 

Senator  Hanna  came  on  a  special 
train  from  Cleveland,  making  the  run 
in  the  remarkably  fast  time  of  three 
hours.  He  was  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Hanna,  Col.  Myron  T.  Herrick,  Miss 
Barber  and  a  few  other  friends  of  the 
president.  He  received  the  news  at  4 
o'clock  this  morning  and  immediately 
ordered  a  special  train. 

All  the  cabinet  oflicers  were  tele- 
graphed at  3  o'clock  this  morning  and 
are  now  presumably  on  their  wav 
hither.  Dr.  W.  W.  Johnson,  of  Wash- 
ington, who  is  at  Portsrnouth,  N.  H., 
and  Dr.  Janeway.  of  New  York,  both 
celebrated  heart  specialists,  have  been 
summoned. 

A  celebrated  heart  specialist,  who 
has  been  watching  the  bulletins  closely, 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  extreme 
weakness  of  the  heart  is  due  to  the 
shock  of  the  first  bullet,  which  struck 
the  president's  breast  bone,  and  Is  now 
manifesting  itself  for  the  first  time. 

The  president  is  perfectly  conscious 
despite  his  extreme  weakness.  This 
morning,  when  the  nurses  sought  to 
adjust  the  pillows  so  as  to  shut  out  the 
light  of  the  window,  the  president  pro- 
tested. 


to  realize  the  full  import  of  the  re- 
quest, though  she  said  nothing.  8?cr»- 
tary  Hitchcoclr-was  heart  broken  when 
the  sudden  dashing  down  of  the  high 
hopes  he  had  held  of  the  pres  d^nc  s 
recovery,  but  loyally  and  steadfastly 
he   will   hope  on   until  the   end. 

"I  refuse  to  surrender,"  said  he  with 
great  emotion  at  10:30.  "I  will  not 
give  up  hope  while  life  remains.  I 
shall  hope  on  and  pray  on  to  the  end." 
Vice  President  Roosevelt  was  heard 
from  shortly  after  10  o'clock.  H»  had 
received  the  news  of  the  presidents 
serious  condition  and  sent  word  from 
Tahawas  club,  where  he  is  staying, 
that  he  would  come  a\  once.  He  would 
stop  at  Albany  for  news,  and  there 
determine  his  future  movements. 

Congressman  Alexander,  at  10:45, 
gave  the  most  encouraging  news  of 
the  morning.  He  said:  "It  Is  not 
true  that  the  physicians  are  without 
hope  or  that  those  gathered  in  the 
house  are  despondent.  The  lowering 
of  the  heart  action  is  a  natural  result 
of  the  giving  of  a  cathartic  and  was 
expected.  It  was  found  that  the  solid 
food  given  yesterday  had  not  passed 
through  the  stomach  and  that  a  ca- 
thartic would  have  to  be  given.  Then 
came  the  reaction.  "The  physicians 
gave  a  saline  solution,  but  in  very 
small  quantities  and  this  forenoon  used 
some  digitalis,  but  also  in  amall  quan- 
tities. 

"They  did  not  want  to  use  any  more 
artificial  means  than  absolutely  neces- 
sary. The  results  so  far  are  good  and 
the  president  is  now  sleeping,  watched 
by  Drs.  Rixey,  Park  and  Stockton. 
Everybody  about  the  house  Is  hopeful. 
The  two  men  who  know  him  best.  Sec- 
retary Cortelyou  and  Senator  Hanna. 
are  cheerful  and  as  confident  as  the 
set  back  will  allow.  They  both  know 
his  stiong  will  and  they  think  that  will 
help.  Drs.  Janeway  and  Johnson  have 
been  summoned  to  take  care  of  heart 
action.  In  other  respects  the  presi- 
dent is  doing  well." 

Rev.  Dr.  Corwin  Wilson,  who  was 
once  pastor  of  the  ZTi'st  Methodlat 
church  at  Canton,  vvhere  the  presi- 
dent worshipped  for  many  years,  was 
among  those  who  called  at  the  house 
during  the  morning.  When  lie  left  he 
said: 

"Yes.  there  is  hope  for  the  president. 
His  brother  tells  me  he  is  making  the 
supreme  fight  for  his  life.  I  feel  most 
deeply  for  the  president,  for  at  Can- 
ton In  bygone  days  I  was  his  pastor  and 
truly   know   his  noble  character." 

Congressman  Olrastead  of  Pennsyl- 
vania left  the  Mllburn  house  at  11:10, 
In  company  with  C.  W.  Goodyear,  of 
Buffalo.  The  latter  said  that  the  most 
encouraging  phases  of  the  situation 
was  to  be  found  in  the  hopeful  de- 
meanor of  those  closest  to  the  presi- 
dent. Senator  Hanna  expressed  confi- 
dence that  Abner  Mcirinley's  sanguine 
hopes  were  warranted.  The  Ohio  sen- 
ator is  quoted  as  adding:  "The  presi- 
dent most  certainly  has  a  fighting 
chance.  I  still  believe  he  will  pull 
thtough." 

Secretary  Cortelyou  has  refrained 
from  entering  the  president's  room, 
and  in  fact  no  one  but  the  directors  or 
the  nurses  have  been  in  the  apartment. 

Ansley  Wilcox,  who  entertained  Vice 
President  Roosevelt  when  he  was  here, 
came  out  of  the  Mllburn  house  at  11:30 
and  said: 

"So  far  as  I  can  learn  the  physicians 
and  those  in  the  MUburn  house  are 
very  hopeful.

Buffalo,  Sept.  13.— Towjyd  1  o'clock 
the  Associated  Press  was  definitely  in- 
formed that  the  physicians  believed 
that  if  the  president  could  be  carried 
through  the  night  there  would  be  hope 
of  his  recovery.  The  administration  of 
nourishment  has  been  pi^ctically  dis- 
continued, as  the  rectum  Is  much  irri- 
tated and  did  not  retain  the  enemas. 
Only  a  small  amount  of  nourishment  Is 
consequently  retained.  The  president 
is  very  weak  and  the  heart  trouble  is 
not  thoroughly  understood.  It  was  in 
the  belief  that  Drs.  Johnson  and  Jane- 
way might  be  of  service  in  elucidating 
the  exact  trouble  that  they  were  sent 
for.    They  are  both  expected  tonight. 


The  president  Is  In  constant 
danger  of  a  sudden  sinking 
spell  and  complete  collapse. 


The  bulletin  Issued  by  Secretary  Cor- 
telyou at  12:30  was  not  signed  by  the 
physicians.  The  secretary  himself  ex- 
plained that  the  physicians  did  not  de- 
sire to  disturb  their  patient's  sleep  to 
take  temperature  and  pulse.  The  bul- 
letin officially  confirmed  the  unofflcial 
Statements  which  have  come  from  the 
Mllburn  residence  that  the  president  is 
holding  his  own.  Dr.  Wasdln  was  the 
first  physician  to  return  to  MMburn 
house  for  the  2  o'clock  consultation. 

At  1:30  p.  m.  the  president  was  still 
asleep  and  the  heart  action  was  suffi- 
ciently strong  to  Justify  the  doctors  In 
not  awakening  him  for  treatment.  Up 
to  that  hour  no  other  treatment  than 
saline  solution  Injections  and  a  very- 
light  dose  of  digitalis  had  been  ad- 
ministered. The  physicians  are  prac- 
tically agreed  that  the  test  will  come 
tonight  and  they  are  hopeful  that  they 
can  bring  him  through  that  critical 
period. 

Dr.  Wasdln  was  joined  at  the  presi- 
dent's bedside  at  1:30  by  Drs.  Mann 
and  Stockton.  They  had  not  been 
summoned,  but  had  tome  for  the  usual 
conference. 

At  2  p.  m.  the  physicians  assembled 
were  notified  by  Secretary  Cortelyou 
that  Dr.  McBurney,  who  left  the  city 
yesterday,  had  started  back  and  would 
arrive  here  at  7:30  tonight.  Drs.  Jane- 
way and  Johnston  were  also  expected 
during  the  evening.  A  few  minutes 
after  2  o'clock.  Dr.  Stockton,  who  was 
called  In  the  case  yesterday,  came  hur- 
riedly out  of  the  house  and  jumped 
Into  an  automobile.  He  said:

Buffalo  Citizens  Shocked 
at   News  of  Pres- 
ident's Relapse. 

Milburn  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  13.— 
The  Buffalo  papers  all  had  extras  with 
the  sad  intelligence  of  the  president's 
relapse  on  the  streets  at  daylight.  One 
paper  announced  that  the  president 
was  dying.  The  result  was  that  the 
whole  city  was  thoroughly  aroused  and 
alarmed  early,  and  before  7  o'clock 
crowds  of  people  flocked  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Mllburn  house  to  learn  if  the 
latest  news  was  not  more  reassuring. 
They  stood  at  the  ropes  far  down  the 
Intersecting  streets  and  waited  pa- 
tiently for  appearance  of  the  morning 
bulletin.  Many  refused  to  credit  the 
news  of  the  president's  change  for  the 
worse,  until  they  had  learned  by  word 
of  mouth  from  the  sentries  the  presi- 
dent's dangerous  and  critical  condi- 
tion. 

The  first  physician  to  arrive  for  the 
morning  consultation  was  Dr.  Wasdin. 
who  drove  up  in  his  buggy  at  8:15.  He 
passed  quickly  into  the  Milburn  resi- 
dence. 

"I  have  been  absent  for  a  couple  of 
hours,"   he   said,    "and   I  do  not   know 
the  tondltion  of  the  president.     I  hope

Among  those  invited  to  attend  the 
meeting  at  the  Armory  last  evening  w^as 
United  States  Senator  Moses  E.  Clapp. 
He  was  unable  to  be  present  and  a 
telegram  sent  by  him  was  received  too 
late  to  be  read  at  the  meeting.  It  is 
as  follows: 

Capt.  Ray  T.  Lewis,  Duluth,  Minn. — 
Dear  Captain:  I  regret  very  much  be- 
ing unable  to  accept  your  invitation, 
owing  to  another  engajjement  made 
some  time  since.  The  assault  upon 
President  McKlnley  was  a  most  cow- 
ardly. Inhuman  act,  viewed  as  the  at- 
tempt to  murder  an  Inoffensive  citizen 
who  had  never  wronged  the  would-be 
assassin,  but  it  was  more  than  this. 
The  dastardly  attempt  to  assassinate 
the  president  of  this  republic  caused 
every  lover  of  free  government,  no 
matter  where  dispersed,  to  shudder 
with  apprehension.  It  Is  to  be  most 
earnestly  hoped  that  out  of  this  will 
grow  an  agitation  not  spasmodic  and 
short-lived,  but  persistent  and  earnest, 
which  will  lead  to  wise  legislation,  de- 
signed to  prevent  if  possible,  at  least 
to  lessen,  the  likelihood  of  a  reoccurence 
of  such  an  outrage.  Again  greatly  re-

DEPOSED. 


Rev.    Georjge   White   Ex- 
pelled By  Baptist  Coun- 
cil In  Illinois. 

Clinton,  Iowa,  Sept.  13.— The  Baptist 
church  council,  sitting  at  Orion,  111.,  near 
Rock  Island,  has  deposed  Rev.  George  W. 
White,  who  ts  wel  known  in  many  places 
in  the  West.    Hia  wife  was  his  principal 


accuser.  He  had  been  paaiur  at  Orion 
but  a  short  time  when  cliurge.s  were  made 
affecting  his  truthfulness  and  Integrity, 
but  the  principal  matters  gone  into  by  the 
council  related  to  indiscretions  and  love 
making  when  preaching  at  other  places. 
The  council  found  him  guilty  of  making 
love  to  one  Nellie  Riggen  and  propos- 
ing to  marry  her,  when  White  was  sta- 
tioned at  Walden.  Colo.  This,  it  is  al- 
leged, led  to  a  big  scandal  and  resulted  in 
White's  tiasty  departure  from  Walden, 
leaving  his  wife  in  destitute  circum- 
stances. 

It  was  also  shown  that  when  located 
at  Collinsville,  111.,  he  became  Involvod 
with  a  young  woman,  causing  a  scandal 
in  the  church,  for  which  he  was  tried 
and  his  license  to  preach  revoked.  At  Or- 
ion, it  was  proven  to  tlie  satisfaction  of 
the  council,  tl\at  White  went  to  Colorado 
anj  from  there  wrote  letters  to  his  wife 
suggesting  separation,  saying  he  no  lon- 
gt-r  had  love  for  her,  and  further  it  was 
charged  that  his  relationship  with  one  of 
the  fair  ones  of  the  flock  wa.s  such  as  to 
cause  comment  of  an  unfavorable  charac- 
ter.

White  Iti.  as  soon  as  the  trial 
was  over.  takinR  a  train,  presumably,  fof 
Nebraska  or  Colorado.

Buffalo,  Sept.  13.— It  is  not  denied  by  tha 
police  of  Buffalo,  excepl  in  a  i>erfunc- 
tory  manner,  that  Czolgosz  has  been  tor- 
tured since  his  arrest.  There  '  are  not 
many  in  this  country  who  will  protest 
against  the  use  of  the  famous  "third  de- 
gree" In  this  case.  A  confession  which 
is  now  In  the  hands  of  District  Attorney 
Penney  was  forced  from  Czolgosz  by  tor- 
ture. 

When  the  would-be  assassin  of  tha 
president  was  taken  before  Superintend- 
ent Bull  he  was  asked  to  tell  how  he  had 
come  to  make  the  attack  upon  President 
McKinley. 

"I  will  not  talk,"  said  Czolgosz.  "t 
will  not  say  a  word." 

Superintendent  Bull  looked  at  the  pris- 
oner, then  turning  to  two  stalwart  guards 
who  had  brought  him  in,  said:  "Taka 
him   away." 

It  is  not  known  that  any  sign  was  giver 
it   la   nol   known    that  policemen   had   ani 
authority  for  their  strenuous  actions,   but 
when   Czolgosz  was  again  brouKht  C^fora 
Superintendent  Bull  he  was   glad  to  con- 
fess. 

"Did  we  give  him  the  third  degree?" 
one  of  the  polioemen  who  handled  Czol- 
gosz replied,  "he  got  the  thirty-third  de- 
gree. 

"I  cannot  tell  you  what  was  done  to 
him,  but  sufficient  was  done  to  persuade 
him  to  talk.  He  thought  he  was  luckv  to 
get  away  alive  and  he  was  right. 

'Yes.  Czolgosz  was  iortured.  He  was 
given  rigorous  treatment  and  it  is  prol>- 
able  that  he  will  be  tortured  again.  Ho 
ha.s  not  told  all  that  he  knows.  This  1« 
a  peculiar  ca.se  and  It  demands  peculiar 
treatment.  I  believe  that  the  public  will 
uphold  us  in  using  force  lo  bring  tho 
enemies    of    society    to    Justice." 

Superintendent  Bull  added: 

"It  has  been  proven  beyond  anyone's 
denial  that  a  number  of  known  anar- 
chists. Including  Emma  (Joldman.  mei(\)y 
prearrangement  in  Buffalo  and  talked 
with  Czolgosz  at  different  times  a  short 
time  before  ihe  effort  was  made  on  the 
president's   life. 

"It  is  known  that  others  had  fore- 
knowledge of  the  intention  of  Czolgosz  to 
assassinate    President    McKinley.

"We  hope  It  will  not  be  necessary  to 
resort  to  these  emergency  plans,  but  If 
our  president  should  pass  away.  It  can- 
not be  doubted  that  the  crowds  sure  to 
gather  on  the  grounds  might  become 
overwrought  with  excitement  and  in- 
dignation." 

The  superintendent  announced  that  it 
seemed  practically  certain  that  Emma 
Goldman  could  not  be  held  on  any  evi- 
dence possessed  by  the  authorities.

MEN  WANTED. 


Demand     Continues     to 
Exceed    Supply- 
Wages  High. 

The  reports  that  the  demand  and  sup- 
ply of  men  In  the  labor  market  would 
run  much  more  equal  during  this  month 
has  failed  in  realization  thus  far,  and 
orders  continue  to  pour  In  for  men  for 
all  kinds  of  work  throughout  the  North- 
west and  even  In  the  West  and  South- 
west. Today  large  orders  have  been  re- 
ceived for  men  for  railroad  work  at 
$2.25  per  day,  with  free  fare.  One  order 
was  by  the  Halvorsen  &  Richards  com- 
pany for  100  men  on  the  railroad  work 
north  of  Bemidji,  but  only  one  man  was 
secured.  An  order  was  received  by  a 
local  employment  agency  this  noon  for 
twenty  teamsters  three  times  a  week 
for  North  Dakota,  at  $30  per  month, 
but  word  was  wired  back  that  no  men 
could  be  secured  short  of  $35  per  month. 
One  of  the  orders  Is  for  men  to  work  on 
a  large  stock  farm  about  100  miles  west 
of  the  city,  with  free  fare  and  wages 
at  $35  per  month,  but  it  Is  being  filled 
very  slowiy.  Demands  for  men  for  the 
woods  are  of  daily  occurrence  and  there 
is  not  the  slightest  intimation  yet  of 
a  cut  from  $30  per  month  and  board. 

John  Runqulst  has  begun  grading  for 
a  new  depot  for  the  Iron  Range  road 
at  Two  Harbors  and  a  few  men  have 
been  found  willing  to  work  at  $2  per 
day  and  fare  paid. 

The  indications  are  that  wages  for 
teamsters  will  advance  very  shortly 
and  many  men  who  are  in  the  city 
seem  to  be  holding  back  in  anticipation. 
Today  there  were  a  large  number  of 
men  about  the  employment  offices  mak- 
ing inquiries  for  work  but  few  would 
hire  out  at  the  present  scale  of  wages. 

The  railroad  work  In  southwestern 
Wisconsin  at  $2.25  per  day  has  drawn  a 
number  of  men  from  the  Northwest 
and  the  railroad  comp&nies  are  said  to 
have  better  satisfaction  from  the  class 
of  wokmen  from  Duluth  than  from 
Chicago  and  labor  points  to  the  south- 
ward.

A  well  known  real  estate  man,  who 
Was  one  of  the  discoverers  of  the  perni- 
cious effects  of  the  old  hawking  ordin- 
ance, says  that  while  the  immediate  re- 
sults of  ihe  council's  actions  are  highly 
sati.sfacioiy,  the  great  benefit  is  yet 
to  conu!. 

Fur  several  years  he  has  been  inter- 
ested in  efforts  to  sell  small  farms 
close  to  the  city.  But  this  branch  of 
his  realty  business  has  been  far  from 
8u<  I  •  ssiul  up  to  this  time.  The  farmers 
claiiiiid  that  the  heavy  hawking  license 
of  the  past  was  too  much  for  them  and 
that  it  would  eat  up  all  the  profits  of 
tru(  k  gardening. 

Since  the  council  struck  out  the  li- 
cense, in  so  far  as  it  applied  to  legiti- 
mate farming,  several  Imiuiries  have 
been  iiia<l^  for  acreage,  and  it  is  said 
that  truck  gardening  is  liable  to  be- 
come jult.  :-n  industry  around  Duluth 
Within    th'     next   few   years.

Brewery   Workers   on   a 

Strike—No     Irish 

Need  Apply. 

Eleven  brewery  workers  went  on  a 
strike  today.  Six  men  quit  work  at 
the  Fitger  brewery  and  five  at  the  Du- 
luth  Brewing   and   Malting   company's 

plant. 

The  strike  was  inaugurated  against 
the  advice  of  the  executive  comniclee 
of  the  Federated  Trades'  assembly, 
which  body  withheld  its  endorsement 
for  the  reason  that  the  bxewery  work- 
ers international  organization  had  not 
sanctioned  the  strike  of  the  Duluth- 
ians.  The  committee  urged  more  time 
so  that  the  international  organization 
could  be  heard  from,  but  the  men  in 
favor  of  the  strike  wanted  to  go  out 
this  morning. 

The  union  does  not  comprise  all  the 
brewery  workers  In  the  city.  The  con- 
stitution bars  Irishmen  from  becoming 
members  of  the  organization,  and  that 
leaves  about  half  the  brewery  woi-kers 
still  at  work  today. 

The  strikers  want  $16.50  a  week  for 
first-class  men  and  $14  for  second-class 
men.  The  brewers  offer  theni  $50  and 
$60  a  month. 

The  matter  will  probably  be  aired  in 
the  Federated  Trades'  assembly  to- 
night.

NEARING  COMPLETION. 


Linseed  Oil   Mill  In  Superior 
to  Soon  Open. 

In  about  three  weeks'  time  the  new 
linseed  oil  factory  on  Banks  avenue 
will  begin  operations,  and  v/lU  furniiih 
employment  for  at  least  twenty  ni?n. 
says  the  Superior  Telegram.  Things 
are  being  put  in  shape  rapidly,  and  it 
is  expected  that  within  that  time  the 
factory  will  be  in  ftrst-class  running 
order. 

A  spur  is  now  being  put  in  from  the 
Termijial  track  and  by  next  week  an- 
other one  will  be  put  in  from  the 
Omaha  road,  thus  giving  the  factory 
the  best  of  track  facilities.  The  hy- 
draulic presses  which  will  crush  the 
flax  are  already  in  place.  These  pres- 
ses, six  in  number,  have  each  a  press- 
ure of  400  tons,  and  can  crush  1000 
bushels  of  flax  in  a  day.  The  other 
machinery  is  being  installed  as  fast 
as  possible. 

Two  additions  will  be  built  to  the 
1  present  building,  one  for  an  engine 
house  and  another  long  one,  which 
will  extend  from  the  old  building  to 
the  avenue.  Excavation  has  been  be- 
gun for  this  new  addition. 

At  jirepent  the  factory  is  a  very  busy 
place.  There  are  about  twenty-five 
men  working  there,  and  the  work  is 
being  pushed  as  fast  as  it  can  well  be. 
All  of  the  machinery,  including  the  big 
tanks  for  the  oil,  is  on  hand,  ani  will 
^}»ortly  be  put  In  the  place.

New  York,  Sept.  13.— The  World 
prints  the  following:  The  disclosure 
of  a  plot  to  take  the  life  of  the  duke 
of  York  as  soon  as  he  arrives  in  Mont- 
real brougtit  out  the  fact  that  the 
would-be  assassins  have  been  traced  to 
the  New  Jersey  group  of  anarchists. 

Governor  Foster  M.  Voorhees,  when 
seen,  said  that  he  had  been  in  corre- 
spondence for  several  weeks  with  the 
British  state  officials  concerning  the 
plot  to  assassinate  the  duke  of  York. 
He  said  he  had  kept  the  affair  secret 
pending  the  investigation,  which  had 
been  asked  for,  Ijut  now  that  it  has  be- 
come known  to  the  police  of  Montreal, 
the  governor  said  he  did  not  feel  that 
it  would  avail  anything  to  keep  the 
matter  further  a  secret. 

"Several  weeks  ago,"  said  the  gover- 
nor, "I  received  a  letter  from  the  au- 
thorities of  Great  Britain  sajdng  that 
the  secret  pellce  of  the  British  govern- 
ment had  got  trace  of  plotters  against 
the  life  of  the  duke  of  York,  and  that 
they  had  been  traced  to  New  Jersey.  I 
was  asked  to  take  such  steps  as  might 
lead  to  an  exposure  of  the  plot  and  the 
capture  of  the  conspiratoi-s,  and  I  at 
once  Instituted  an  investigation.  I 
have  not  been  able  yet  to  throw  much 
light  on  the  affair,  further  than  the  dis- 
closure which  had  already  been  made 
to  the  British  authorities. 

"The  London  police  have  learned  that 
a  plot  was  hatched  by  the  anarchists 
of  New  Jersey  to  take  the  life  of  the 
duke  when  he  reaches  Canada.  The 
plot,  apparently,  had  been  deliberately 
shaped,  and  one  or  more  anarchists, 
representing  the  worst  element  of  the 
New  Jersey  school,  were  supposed  to 
have  been  commissioned  to  go  to  Can- 
ada and  be  ready  for  the  dastardly  as- 
sault upon  the  duke  the  first  time  an 
opportunity  ndght  offer.

The  Anarchist  Editor  Ar- 
rested as  a  Suspi- 
cious Person. 

New  York.  Sept.  13.— Johann  Most,  the 
most  widely  known  of  New  York  anar- 
chists and  editor  of  Frelheit,  the  organ 
of  the  anarchists,  was  arrested  last  night 
by  Central  Oftic©  Detectives  Knarch  and 

Femeisen. 

The  arrest  was  made  in  a  saloon 
over  which  are  the  offices  of  the  news- 
piaper. 

Herr  Most  objected  to  the  arrest,  but 
to  no  purpose,  and  he  was  locked  up  at 
police  headtiuarte.rs  as  "a  suspicious  i)er- 
son."  Capt.  Titus  refused  to  allow  Most 
to.  see  anyone  or  to  make  a  statement, 
the  captain  declaring  he  would  not  allow 
the  prisoner  to  pose  as  a  martyr  before 
the  pujblic. 

The  complaint  against  Most,  which 
covers  five  and  a  half  typewritten  pa^es. 
Is  t)ased  on  and  quotes  in  full  an  editorial 
which  Most  printed  in  the  Frelheit  on 
Sept.  7.     The  editorial  says  in  part: 

"The  greatest  of  all  follies  in  the  world 
is  the  belief  that  there  can  be  a  crtm.e  of 
any  sort  agatnwt  desptots  and  their  ac- 
compliccs.  Such  a  belief  is  in  itself  a 
crime.  I>espots  are  outlaws;  they  are  In 
human  shape  what  the  tiger  is  among 
beasts;  to  spare  them  is  a  crime.  As 
de.spots  maite  use  of  everything,  treach- 
ery, pxjteon,  murder,  etc.,  so  everything 
should    be   employed  against   them." 

Most  protested  that  he  had  commlttel 
no  crime  and  that  all  that  had  appeared 
In  his  newspaper  were  simply  opinions  in 
a  r.ew  guise  that  had  been  printed  and 
reprinted  and  voiced  thoasands  of  times 
In   the  past   fifty   years.

D«-pew  positive  y  identified  the  picture 
of  Thurston  as  being  a  likeness  of  the 
man  who  had  hln-d  the  boat.  It  is  Itnown 
thai  Thur.ston  was  in  the  city  all  day 
Wednesday  and  sailed  on  the  City  of 
Traverse  Wednesday  evening.  The  young 
wonuin  has  not  returned  lo  her  hotel  nor 
has  she  l>e.^n  seen  by  any  of  her  acquaint- 
atkces  since  she  Kft  with  Thurston  for  the 
boat    ride.

In  her  youthful  days,  among  her  peo- 
ple, they  had  already  felt  the  touch  of 
civilization.

The  day 
of  the  wild,  uttrly  untaught  savage 
had  ;  as.s.  d.  and  although  many  of  the 
customs  were  still  extant,  the  native 
language  and  dress  had  practically 
disappeared. 

After  leaving  school  Mrs.  Stanton,  or 
Catherint  Ross.  as  her  name  then  was.

Senator  Plckson  as  housekeeper,  in 
Avh!  !;y  she  remained  until  her

Returning  to  her  home  among  the 
Indians,  siie  married  Cato  Stanton  in 
1>44.  emigrating  tlie  following  year  to 
■what  is  now  the  citv  of  Canton,  in 
"Wisconsin.  It  was  In  January.  1845, 
that  they  arrived  at  their  new  home 
and  erected  a  rude  dwelling  of  logs 
close  to  the  north  bank  of  the  Mani- 
towoc river.  There,  alone  in  the  bar- 
ren, desolate  waste  of  forest,  miles 
away  from  any  settlement,  and  not 
f  \  en  the  rudiments  of  a  path  to  guide 
them.  th*-y  lived  through  the  f^rst  win- 
ter, subsisting  mainly  upon  unground 
corn  and  potatoes,  for  no  mill  was  any- 
where near. 

In  th.-  .faring  Mr.  Stanton,  with  the 
help  of  men  brought  from  Brotherton, 
erected  a  small  grist  mill,  a  temporary 
and  Indifferent  affair,  though  it  enabled 
them  to  supply  flour  for  themselves 
tnd  settlers  that  came  in  the  next  few- 
years.

Anarchy. 

All  who  sow  the  seeds  of  class-hatred, 
hatred  of  social  and  political  laws  and 
sacred  orders  are  anarchists  and  oueht 
to  be  treated  as  such.  Their  just  retri- 
bution should  be  imprisonment  in  mar- 
tial cells  for  life  of  the  ring-leaders  and 
transportation  of  the  rest.

ORIGINAL  GREENBACKER. 

Franklin  Landers  Succumbed 
to  a  Congestive  ChiU. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Sept.  13.— Franklin 
Landers,  who  was  sefzed  with  a  con- 
gestive chill  and  died  at  T: 40  Tuesday 
night,  was  a  famous  Democratic  poli- 
tician in  his  active  days,  and  the  ori- 
ginal advocate  of  Uie  principle  that 
greenbacks  should  be  made  a  legal 
tender.  He  was  elected  to  the  state 
senate  in  1860.  In  1864  he  was  named 
for  presidential  elector  for  Indiana  on 
the  McClellan  ticket,  and  he  defeated 
Gen.  John  Coburn  for  congress  in  1874. 

In  1S75-T6  the  Greenbackers  nomin- 
ated him  for  governor.  -  His  name 
was  pressed  for  Deftiocratic  endorse- 
ment, but  he  withdH^w  'and  ran  for 
congress,  and  although  he  was  defeated, 
he  made  possible  the  election  of  "Blue 
Jeans"  Williams  for  govertior  by  run- 
ning 800  ahead  of  his  ticket.  The  Demo- 
cratic party  nominated  him  for  gov- 
ernor in  1880  against  Albert  G.  Porter, 
and  he  went  down  with  his  party  after 
a  remarkable  canvass. 

Mr.  Landers  was  a  man  of  large  af- 
fairs in  his  active  days.  He  leaves  a 
comfortable  estate,  mostly  farming 
lands,  among  which  is  the  farm  on 
which  he  was  born  76  years  ago.  He 
leaves  a  widow  and  five  children.  No 
man  ever  had  a  wider  acquaintance  In 
Indiana.

Baker 
stood  him  off  with  a  gun,  and  the  doc- 
tor hastily  got  into  his  buggy  and 
drove  awaj'.  This  vreek  the  doctor 
concluded  to  stop  taking  the  Enter- 
prise. He  called  at  the  office  and  paid 
his  subscription,  4<  cents.  Baker 
"wrote  him  up,"  h'^adlng  his  story 
"Lost  a  Button."  Baker  was  after- 
ward arrested  and  fined  $25  and  costs 
for  carrying  concealed  weapons.

a  day  or  two  ago.  Is  for  the  purpo.se  of 
putting  more  money  In  circulation,  and  is 
done  primarily  at  the  request  of  the  large 
financiers.  Since  April  the  department 
has  purchase^l  more  than  twenty  million 
dollar.s'  worth  of  bonds,  but  in  making 
th.-se  purchases  the  secretary  has  had  a 
lix.-d  i>ric,.  baaed  on  the  value  of  the  2s. 
He  will  not  indicate  at  what  price  he 
irtll  make  purchai«e  at  this  time.  There 
seems  to  )ye  no  reason  why  the  govern- 
ment should  pay  more  than  the  market 
price  for  bonds.  If  the  banks  want 
money,  there  is  no  reafwn  why  they 
should  not  sell  theJr  bonds  at  the  market 
price.  There  is  no  occa.sion  for  the  gov- 
ernment to  pay  a  fancy  price.  The  sole 
object  in  buying  the  bonds  Is  to  furnish 
■nore  money  to  the  country  for  the  trans- 
Bction  of  business.  For  some  time  the 
receipts  of  the  government  from  internal 
revenue  and  other  sources  have  been 
much  greater  than  the  expenditures.  This 
has  resulted  In  the  absorption  of  the 
money  by  the  treasury.  This  Is  a  condi- 
tktn  which  has  been  blamed  for  threat- 
ened closeneiss  of  money,  and  Is  doubtless 
»o  to  a  large  extent.  The  decision  of  the 
•ecretary  made  at  the  same  time  to  in- 
crease the  deposit  In  the  national  de- 
lK>.sit'>rles  i»  simply  to  increase  their  de- 
posits by  5  per  cent.  ITnder  present  con- 
ditions the  government  will  not  allow^  d^ 
poslU  to  the  extent  of  more  than  95  per 
cent  of  bonds  which  they  have  deposited 
•with  the  treasury.  As  long  as  there  is  a 
cry  for  more  ready  money,  the  secre- 
tary will  allow  deposits  to  the  full 
amount  of  these  bonds.  The  statement 
■which  has  l>een  made  that  the  demands 
from  interior  cities  like  St.  Louis,  Chi- 
cago and  New  Orleans  for  money  with 
■which  to  move  crops  has  caused  a  short- 
ivess  of  money  at  Eastern  fmancial  cen- 
ters 1.S  doubted,  for  while  the  government 
lias  bought  within  the  last  few  weeks 
ll5,<KW.<jtj«j  in  gold  dust  and  bullion  on  the 
Pacinc  coast,  and  the  drafts  for  this 
have  gone  to  New  York  city,  only  alwut 
?8,<J<)0,WX»  have  been  sent  from  there  to  the 
Interior  cities.  That  Is  not  the  cause  of 
the  shortage  in  the  BJaat,  tf  there  be  any 
shortage  at  all. 


A    vigorous     pro- 
test  has   been   llicd  The  Guard- 
againat     a     recent       «._„    ^«    n 
order  of  the  inter-        '""*    °'    P«"* 
lor    department    re-  sioners, 
quiring     guardians 

of  pensioners  to  make  a  report  of  their 
disbursements  to  the  governmenl.  This 
order,  in  effect,  places  the  guardians  of 
pensioners  in  the  light  of  disbursing  oftl- 
cera  of  the  government,  and  as  such  they 
are  to  be  held  accountable  for  funds 
placed  In  their  care.  Objection  Is  made 
against  this  ruling  on  the  ground  tnat 
guardians  of  pensioners  are  subject  only 
to  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  they 
re.si>,  and  consequently  are  accountable 
to  the  courts  for  funds  received  in  behalf 
of  their  wards.  The  olflclals  are  desirous 
thai  a  test  case  shall  be  made  in  the 
courts,  or  that  it  shall  be  so  brought 
l.efure  the  treasury  auditor  that  it  may 
b"  ii:ad.-  ilic  subject  of  a  decision  by  the 
*""  of    the   treasury.    The   latter 

*'lii  held   in  a  previous  case   that

the  guardians  were  not  accountable  to 
the  federal  government,  and  an  opinion 
to  this  effect  was  also  handed  down  by 
the  attorney  general. 

Since  the  decisions  by  ihese  officials, 
however,  the  pension  laws  have  been 
modirted,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  pen- 
sion officials  that  the  law  officers  would 
now  hold  that  guardians  are  accountable 
to  the  department,  and  that  Ihey  stand 
in  the  same  light  as  do  other  disbursing 
officers. 

The  lax  methods  of  many  guardians  of 
pensioners  in  the  past  makes  it  necessary 
that  a  more  strict  accouni  of  funds  shall 
be  kept  in  the  future.  The  objection  of 
some  guardians,  from  information  re- 
ceived here,  Is  apparently  based  on  their 
unwillingness  to  bo  accountable  to  the 
ic.eral  government  in  view  of  the  strict 
methods  it  employs  in  auditing  accounts. 
If  it  shall  be  held  by  the  comptroller  of 
the  currency  that  the  commissioner  of 
pensions  is  not  authorized  to  require  an 
accounting  of  funds  placed  in  Ihe  hands 
of  guardians,  congress  would  be  asked 
to  give  him  such  authority.  Too  many 
safeguards  cannot  be  placed  around  those 
whose  necessities  recjuire  that  they  should 
have  guardians  and  the  honest  man  will 
never  object  io  any  reasonable  supervision 
over  bis  stewardship. 


THE  VOICE  OF  THE  PEOPLE; 

The  citizens  of  Duluth,  in  mass  meet- 
ing- assembled,  passed  strong  resolu- 
tions denouncing  the  anarchists  who 
are  responsible  for  the  murderous  at- 
tack on  President  McKinley  and  call- 
ing upon  our  lawmakers  to  enact  ade- 
quate legislation  for  the  prompt  and 
certain  punishment  of  all  persons  who 
attempt  to  incite  the  lawless,  the  ignor- 
ant or  weakminded  classes  to  anarchy 
and  assassination.  It  was  further  rec- 
ommended that  laws  be  passed  which 
will  prevent  those  who  advocate  or  en- 
dorse anarchy  or  a.ssa.ssination,  from 
landing  upon  our  shores,  and  that  it  be 
made  a  crime,  punishable  with  death, 
for  any  person  to  attempt  or  make  a 
criminal  assault  upon  the  person  of  the 
piesident  or  vice  president  of  the 
United  States.  This  latter  action  can 
be  taken  without  any  amendment  to  the 
federal  constitution.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  designate  such  a  crime  as  trea- 
son, but  only  to  provide  that  the  pun- 
ishment shall  be  death. 

The  Herald  believes  that  these  reso- 
lutions voice  the  sentiments  of  all  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  outside  the 
bands  of  murderous  anarchists.  There 
should  be  no  hesitancy  on  the  part  of 
our  lawmakers  in  state  and  nation  to 
enact  laws  that  will  exterminate  the.se 
reptiles  and  prevent  others  of  the  same 
class  from  entering  this  country.  They 
are  not  wanted  here  and  they  should  not 
be  permitted  to  come  here  or  stay  here. 
Upon  this  point  all  sections  of  the  re- 
public are  In  perfect  unison,  and  as 
was  shown  at  the  meeting  last  night 
all  political  predilections  have  been  ig- 
nored and  party  lines  obliterated  in  the 
presence  of  the  awful  deed  committed 
at  Buffalo.  In  every  section  the  das- 
tardly assault  has  been  equally  de- 
plored and  condemned  with  equal  In- 
dignation and  wrath,  and  public  men 
and  private  citizens  In  the  East,  the 
West,  the  North  and  the  South  have 
come  together  in  common  cause  against 
anarchy,  in  common  devotion  to  the 
government  and  common  concern  and 
yearning  for  the  recovery  of  the  presi- 
dent. At  the  first  public  meeting  held 
for  this  purpose,  the  people  of  Duluth 
have  given  expression  to  the  universal 
sentiment. 

It  is  time  to  not  only  restrict  the 
entry  into  this  country  of  those  who 
are  supposed  to  believe  in  anarchy,  but 
also  to  deal  rigorously  with  the  anar- 
chist societies  that  exist  here.  Every 
member  of  such  a  society  should  be  re- 
garded as  a  criminal  and  so  treated. 
Anarchistic  meetings  should  be  strictly 
prohibited  and  those  who  attempt  to 
hold  such  should  be  promptly  arrested. 
Drive  these  wretches  to  the  holes  and 
corners  and  a  long  step  will  have  been 
taken  towards  their  extermination. 


LENIENCY    IN    PRISON. 

The  conclusion  has  been  published 
by  the  Howard  association  of  criminal 
♦  xperts,  all  of  whom  are  careful  stu- 
dents of  penology,  that  the  county  jails 
of  the  United  States  are  the  worst  in- 
stitutions of  the  kind  in  the  world.  Of 
course  this  conclusion  does  not  apply 
to  all  county  Jails,  as  there  are  many 
that  are  model  institutions  in  every 
way,  and  in  this  list  must  be  Included 
the  St.  Louis  county  jail,  which  is  a 
model  structure,  commodious  and  well 
lighted,  kept  scrupulously  clean  and 
under  excellent   management. 

It  has  long  been  a  theme  for  extend- 
ed comment  that  the  prison  system  in 
some  of  the  Southern  states  is  abomin- 
able. Prisoners  are  mixed  together  in- 
discriminately and  subjected  to  en- 
forced idleness  in  ways  that  tend  to 
cultivate  criminal  instincts  rather  than 
eradicate  them.  Such  jails  are  not  con- 
fined to  the  South.  Some  of  the  worst 
l.risons  in  the  country  are  in  North- 
ern states,  and  there  are  some  of. them 
l.-i  the  Northwest. 

The  Howard  experts  deplore  what  is 
called  "the  American  tendency"  to 
handle  criminals  with  soft  gloves  and 
hold  that  lenience  robs  prison  life  of 
its  terrors  and  defeats  its  own  object. 
America's  alleged  increase  of  crime,  as 
compared  with  the  reported  contrary 
tendency  in  Great  Britain,  is  cited  as 
proof  of  the  superior  efficiency  of  Brit- 
ish penal  methods. 

The  severity  of  some  of  the  British 
and  continental  jails  may  possibly 
work  to  decrease  crime  abroad  by  driv- 
ing criminals  out  of  the  country.  Cer- 
tain it  is  that  here  in  America  we  have 
been  obliged  to  receive  some  of  the 
refuse  of  foreign  jails. 

Some  of  the  British  prisons  have  been 
notorious  disgraces  to  the  human  race. 
While  the  prison  system  in  some  cases 
in  the  country  has  been  lamentable 
enough,  the  general  tendency  has  been 
to  make  them  as  humane  as  is  com- 
patible with  justice.  Indeed,  some 
maintain  that  we  have  erred  on  the 
side  of  leniency,  and  probably  this  fact 
is  responsible  In  part  for  the  increase 
in  crime. 


It  was  announced  a  few  months  ago 
that  A.sslstant  Secretary  Hackett,  of  the 
navy  department,  was  to  retire  -^arly  this 
fall,  and  it  would  have  been  a  good  thing 
If  he  had.    It  Is  now  Ukely,  however,  that 


he  will  remain  for  some  tim«  or  at  least 
until  the  Schley-Sampson  controversy 
has  been  settled.  Tlie  reason  for  this 
Is  the  old  tradition  that  an  official  must 
not  leave  the  government  service  while 
under  fire.  Mr.  Hackett's  management 
of  the  department  end  of  the  Sampson- 
Schley  quarrel  has  been  such  as  to  pro- 
voke no  end  of  criticism.  Ho  has  been 
roundly  abused  for  one  thing  or  an- 
other. His  selection  of  Admiral  Howison 
as  the  third  member  of  the  court  and  his 
determination  to  keep  Howison  on  the 
court  in  spite  of  all  the  questions  that 
have  been  raised  as  to  his  eligibility,  has 
been  severely  criticised.  His  treatment 
of  Schley  when  the  latter  asked  for  a  list 
of  witnesses  to  appear  before  the  court 
also  created  dissatisfaction.  Altogether 
the  assistant  secretary  has  been  a  target 
for  general  criticism.  The  re-sult  is  that 
Mr.  Long  would  hardly  cons<}nt  to  his 
withdrawal  from  the  department  at  this 
time,  so  Hr.  Hackett  will  likely  remain 
In  the  department  for  some  months  yot. 
In  all  probability  Secretary  Long  will 
give  his  personal  attention  to  the  s<  lec- 
tion of  a  successor  to  Admiral  Howison, 
who  was  excused  from  serving  on  the 
board   by   the  majority  of  Its  members. 


There  Is  a  city  Just  outside  tho  torpor- 
ate  limits  of  Boston,  that  enjoys  the 
unique  celebrity  of  having  some  of  the 
mcost  beautiful  laws  in  the  world,  and  is 
also  the  wealthiest  incoprorated  tow^n  of 
its  .size  in  the  country.  That  city  is 
Brookline.  and  it  is  a  suburb  of  Boston 
largely  made  up  of  wealthy  people  whose 
fortunes  have  been  derived  from  commer- 
cial activity  in  the  Hub.  Based  upon  the 
returns  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  total 
valuation  cf  all  the  property  owned  with- 
in the  corporate  limits  is  $S:i,]S0,700,  and  of 
this  amount  $2f),S71,€00  is  in  personal  be- 
longings, and  $56,309,700  in  real  estate.  As 
compared  with  the  returns  for  the  preced- 
ing year  the  tax  digest  shows  an  Increase 
of  over  $5,0t)0.000.  Of  the  $56,309,700,  repre- 
senting the  value  of  the  real  estate,  $-23,- 
2()3,600  represents  the  value  of, the  build- 
ings alone,  and  $33,106,100  the  value  of  the 
land.  The  tax  rate  is  $10  per  $1000;  the 
voting  population  5773. 


Australia,  liko  Canada,  is  not  quite 
satisfied  with  its  census.  Its  popidation 
has  increased  from  3,183,237  to  3,777.212, 
a  gain  of  nearly  600,000  as  against  9"30.620 
in  the  previous  decade.  About  a  third 
of  the  people,  of  Australia  live  in  the 
cities  of  Melbourne,  Sydney,  Adelaide 
and  Brisbane,  and  the  problem  of  get- 
ting the  land  settled  Is  thought  by  some 
persons  conversant  with  the  facts,  to  be 
much  more  difficult  than  in  Canada. 


Herbert  L.  Ponds,  a  wealthy  silk  manu- 
facturer of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  gives  as  a 
reason  for  asking  for  a  divorce  from  his 
V/il'e:  "Why.  I  slapped  her  face  for 
talking  too  much,  and  even  that  did  not 
teach  her,  for  she  kept  right  on  talking." 
The  monster  did  he  not  know  that  it  Is 
a  woman's  privilege  to  talk,  and  that  l.er 
to-nguo  cannot   be  suppressed. 


The  feeling  of  relief  and  joy,  caused  by 
the  apparantly  rapid  recovery  of  Presi- 
dent IMcKinley,  has  been  changed  to  one 
of  apprehension.

BOUND  OVER. 


Maggio    Held  to    Grand 

Jury  on  Charge  of 

Conspiracy. 

Santa  Fe,  N.  M.,  Sept.  13.— Antonio 
Maggio.  the  alleged  anarchist,  has  been 
taken  from  Silver  City  to  Albuquerque. 
He  was  cross-examined,  but  refused  to 
divulge  anything  upon  the  subject  cf 
the  attempted  assassination  of  the  presi- 
dent, although  witnesses  were  present  to 
tesiify  that  he  repeatedly  predicted  the 
president  would  be  assassinated  before 
Oct.  1.  He  was  bound  over  for  hearing 
on  the  charge  of  conspiracy  to  murder. 

Leavenworth,  Kan.,  Sept.  13.— Secret 
service  detectives  who  have  been  in 
Leavenworth  since  Monday  night,  look-

FOUR  KILLED. 


Fatal     Wreck    on    Great 

Northern  Road  In 

Washington. 

St.  Paul,  Sep*.  13.— Advices  received 
here  state  that  a  disastrous  freight 
wreck  occurred  on  the  Great  Northern, 
near  the  Cascade  xunnel.  in  Washington. 
The  engineer  of  freight  train  JCo.  15, 
west-bound,  while  making  the  western 
decline  In  the  tunnel,  lost  control  of  the 
air  brakes,  and  the  train  attained  such 
a  high  rate  of  speed  that  when  a  slight 
curve  was  reached  the  cars  jumped  the 
track  and  piled  up  In  a  confused  heap.

"1  would  make  it  an  offense  punish- 
able with  death  for  any  person  to  lake, 
or  attempt  to  take,  or  to  plot  against 
the  life  of  the  president  or  of  any  offi- 
cial in  line  of  succession  to  the  presi- 
dency. 

"I  have  not  given  the  matter  such 
thorough  investigation  as  to  be  al)le 
to  state  whether  in  my  judgment  an 
amendment  to  the  federal  constitiution 
would  be  reuuired  to  give  congress 
complete  authority.  I  think  it  possible 
that  such  an  amendment  may  be  re- 
(luired,  and  if  so  I  would  be  in  favor 
of  it,  and  I  cannot  comprehend  how 
there  can  be  any  objection  by  any  law- 
abiding  and  law-loving  citizen. 

"And  if  there  should  be  any  other 
Ifcgislation  necessary  to  cut  up  by  the 
roots  anarchy  and  assassination  in  this 
country.  I  shall  be  in  favor  of  it. 

"Let  us  then  rejoice  in  the  prospect 
of  recovery  of  him  who  Is  yonder  mak- 
ing a  noble  strugle  for  life,  not  only 
for  himself,  but  for  all  of  us.  for  you 
and  for  me.  Let  us  send  expression  of 
that  rejoicing  to  him  and  the  tender, 
loving  wife  beside  him.  Let  us  also  here 
formally  resolve,  and  let  us  send  that 
resolution  to  our  fellow  citizens  every- 
where, that  if  laws  can  prevent  it  such 
a  deed  shall  not  be  possible  in  our  fair 
land. 

"Our  people  love  the  idea  that  our 
chosen  president  and  other  prominent 
men  can  go  freely  and  safely  in  and  out 
among  us.  can  come  in  contact  with  us 
and  we  are  determined  that  it  shall  be 
so.  Against  the  red  flag  of  anarchy  we 
raise  the  black  flag  of  extermination. 
We  shall  give  no  quarter." 

E.X-yB:N'AT01l  D.  M.  SABTN. 
Kx-United  States  Senator  D.  M. 
Sabin  followed  Congressman  Morris 
with  a  short,  but  earnest  talk,  during 
which  he  said  that  the  city  of  Duluth 
had  especial  reason  to  feel  horrified 
over  the  outrage  on  the  president,  and 
should  be  among  the  first  to  rejoice 
over  his  prospective  recovery,  bet-ause 
President  McKinl^y  has  always  been  a 
conspicuous  advocate  of  the  principles 
that  have  made  the  city  great  as  a 
commercial  and  trading  center.  Mr. 
Sal  in  touched  on  President  McKinley's 
war  record,  his  professional  record 
after  the  war,  and  characterized  tjie 
president  as  a  patriot  and  statesman, 
generous  and  kind  a.id  considtM'ate  to 
all  classes  of  people,  without  an  enemy, 
and  shot  down  by  a  cowardly  assas.sin. 
The  speaker  declared  that  the  power 
to  make  laws  to  punl-sh  attempts  on 
the  life  of  the  chief  executive  lies  with 
the  legislative  bodies  of  the  country, 
and  they  can  be  relied  upon  to  take 
steps  that  will  prevent  a  repetition  of 
the  crime. 

Mayor  Hugo  made  a  short  talk  in 
line  with  the  expression  of  the  renti- 
ment  of  the  people  of  Duluth  in  turning 
out  to  the  meeting.  H«  .3aid  ho  was 
convinced  that  there  was  not  an  anar- 
chi3t  in  Duluth,  and  the  country  need 
never  fear  for  an  anarchist  or  an  as- 
sassin from  this  city.  Mayor  Hugo 
rad  a  poem  of  four  verses,  composed 
by  Fi-ank  C.  I^undeen.  a  shoemaker  at 
the  West  End,  which  were  very  appro- 
priate for  the  occasion  and  liberally 
applauded  by  the  assembly. 

BISHOP  McGOLRICK. 
Bishop  McGolrick,  who  spoke  after 
the  mayor,  said  that  the  people  should 
thank  God  that  the  meeting  was  di- 
vested of  any  gloom,  that  it  was  uoder 
happy  auspices  knowing  that  the  pres- 
dent  was  well  on  the  way  to  recovery. 
Bishop  McGolrick  believes  that  there  is 
a  hope  that  the  future  has  in  store 
measures  that  will  forever  do  away 
with  anarchy  in  this  country.  He 
spoke  of  the  president's  fearlessness  of 
danger  from  a  personal  interview  with 
him,  and  said  that  President  McKlnley 
expressed  himself  as  glad  that  there 
would  never  be  occasion  for  him  to  be 
surrounded  by  the  guards  and  precau- 
tions thnt  are  taken  for  the  projection 
of  the  crowned  heads  of  Europe.  The 
bishop  urged  more  attention  to  tte  pa- 
triotic education  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  schools  of  the  countrj'.  He  heM 
that  the  practice  of  making  a  foreigner 
a  citizen  in  so  quick  a  period  of  time 
is  not  right,  and  that  before  a  man 
should  have  the  rights  of  a  citizen  he 
should  submit  ro  a  thorough  educa- 
tional test. 

SPE.\KS  FOR  LABOR. 
W.  E.  McEwen,  editor  of  the  Labor 


World,  said  that  the  trades  unioa  men 
of  the  city  of  Duluth  condemn  the  act 
against  the  president's  life  as  cowardly 
and  degenerate.  The  union  man.  he 
said,  i.s  not  a  revolutionist,  but  an  evo- 
lutionist. The  speaker  urged  that  the 
expression  of  the  press  against  free 
speech  is  wrong  and  not  the  remedy 
for  anarchy.  He  believes  that  there  is 
a  growing  disrespt'ct  among  the  chil- 
dren for  American  institutions,  due  to 
carelessness  In  their  education.  Mr. 
McEwen  said  he  was  in  favor  of  send- 
ing the  anarchist  to  a  penal  institution, 
but  believes  that  the  Ilrst  thing  needed 
is  education,  that  it  will  prevent  the 
dumping  of  anarchists  in  this  coun- 
try from  the  slums  of  European  coun- 
tries. 

L.  C.  HARRIS  SPEAKS. 
Attorney  L.  C.  Harris  mi^lle  a  very  en- 
thusiaiitic  si>eech  in  endorsement  ot  the 
general  sentinaent  expreisseil  Uurins  the 
evciiii  g.  Mr.  Harris  said  that  the  idea 
was  not  abridgement  of  freedom  of 
speech,  but  prevention  of  unlicensed 
speech,  that  freedom  of  si>eech  does  rot 
nitan  that  a  man  can  say  anything  that 
he  wants  to.  The  question  of  suppreasmg 
anarchy  lies  with  congress  and  it  is  not 
so  e«sv  a  question  to  settle  as  most  peo- 
ple believe  it  to  l>e.  A  law  cannot  be 
passed  to  pnvent  a  man  preaching  anar- 
chy, but  the  law^  can  prevent  its  practice. 
Mr.  flarris  held  that  punishment  ot  the 
anarchists  shocid  be  made  after  sober 
forethought;  that  the  law  should  be  con- 
formed to  in  i-very  respect  for  it  was 
not  right  to  punish  anarchy  by  an- 
archistic nuHhods.  He  believes  that  ccn- 
Krt«s  will  finrl  a  way  to  inflict  punish- 
ment that  will  not  be  in  confliction  wiih 
the   constitution. 

BISHOP  MORRISON.  . 
Bishop  Morrison  also  ursed  the  matter 
of  more  carelul  attention  to  the  ednca- 
tion  of  the  children  along  the  lines  of 
patriotism.  He  believes  this  country  i-as 
been  too  iib.^ral  with  the  anarchists  in  d 
that  it  will  he  well  now  to  listen  ta  tlie 
l>rlnclples  of  conservatism.  He  thinks 
the  prisedenfs  assailant  is  accorded  t.jo 
much  honor  by  the  notoriety  given  him 
thrtrugh  the  papers. 

J.  L.  WASHBI'RN. 
Attorney  J.  L.  Wfi.shburn  made  a  brief 
talk  in  which  he  urged  that  the  highest 
ambition  of  all  should  be  toward  belonR- 
Ing  to  the  b»»st  class  of  private  citizen- 
ship. He  believes  that  those  who  do  not 
understand  our  American  institution^^  are 
those  that  abuse  them  the  most.  A  rem- 
edy for  anarchism,  said  Mr.  Washburn, 
is  found  not  in  the  destruction  of  free 
speech,  but  in  the  upholding  of  the  (dig- 
nity of  the  law,  that  liberty  of  treidom 
of  speech  may  be  maintained.  He  I'rged 
that  citizens  be  more  loyal  in  their  'ivery- 
day  life,  be  careful  of  expression.s  tlicy 
use  before  their  children  wnen  they  do 
not  like  a  man  that  has  been  elected  to 
office.  He  believes  that  men  should  for- 
get more  of  their  differences.  This  can 
be  done  by  ^ucation.  It  may  take  some 
force,  but  in  the  end  it  will  be  done  by 
education. 

SPEAKS  FOR  OLD  SOLDIERS. 
Capt.  \V.  H.  Smallwood,  tnough  suffer- 
ins  from  a  severe  cold,  spoke  earnestly 
from  the  standpoint  of  an  old  soldiv^'r.  re- 
ferring to  the  thanksKiving  .services  be- 
ing held  by  the  G.  A.  R.  at  Cleve:an3,  in 
encampment  as.sembled,  and  expr^alng 
a  belief  of  the  speedy  recovery  of  the 
president. 

RBSOLITTIONS  ADOPTED. 
Attorney  S.  T.  Harrison  was  the  last 
speaker,  and  after  a  few  appropriate 
opening  remarks,  he  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolution.s.  which  were  unanimously 
adopted,  and  the  meeting  adjourned: 

We  are  advised  that  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  now  holdInK  its  annual 
gram!  encampment  In  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land, has  set  apart  this  12lh  day  of  Sep- 
tember. A.  D.  1901.  as  President's  day. 
and  Jhat  In  view  of  the  usual  services 
had  on  that  occasion,  a  general  meeting 
of  praise  ami  thanksgiving  has  been  ap- 
pointed for  this  hour  and  such  meeting 
is  now  doubtless  in  session; 

To  these  gray-haired  veterans  we,  the 
people  of  Duluth,  send  loyal  and  re- 
sponsive greeting,  and  pledge  them  our 
profound  sympathy  with,  and  hearty  co- 
operaJion  in  any  movement  In  the  inter- 
est of  law  and  order  and  looking  to  the 
extermination  of  all  disloyal  plotters 
against   the  republic: 

1.  We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Duluth 
in  mass  convention  assembled  this  12th 
day  of  September.  1901.  join  in  the  gen- 
eral voice  of  Ihank-sglvlng  and  praise 
now  ascending  to  Heaven,  throughout 
the  civilized  world,  that  the  life  of  Presi- 
dent McKlnley  has  thus  far  been  spared 
from  the  cowardly  and  murderous  assault 
of  anarchy. 

2.  May  an  all  wise  and  Rraclous  provi- 
dence save  him  from  martyrdom,  and 
send  him  forth,  to  the  discharge  of  the 
further  duties  of  the  great  office  to  which 
the  people  have  elected  him. 

3.  It  is  a  sad  and  painful  reflection 
to  the  citizens  of  this  free  repub'lc.  that 
within  the  comparatively  brief  space  of 
a  little  more  than  thirty-six  years,  three 
presidents  of  the  United  States  and  the 
mayor  of  one  of  our  great  cities  have 
been  shot  down  for  apparently  no  reason 
than  that  their  high  offices  made  ihem 
shining  marks  for  the  pistol  of  the  as- 
sassin. 

4.  This  fjreat  republic,  occupying  as  it 
does,  a  conspicuous  and  leading  position 
among  all  the  nations  of  the  world,  is 
bound  by  such  nosition,  as  well  as  b.y  Its 
form  of 'government,  to  take  the  lead  in 
exterminating  the  vile  band  of  creatures 
who  go  about  T*|icticing  and  advoeating 
the  doctrines  of  anarchy  and  assassina- 
tion.

Miss  Alward  Gets  Verdict 
For  $2000  Dam- 
ages. 

Owing  to  the  chivalrlc  absence  of  Isaac 
Green  form  the  district  courl  yesterday 
Catherine  Alward  got  her  verdict  of  $2,000 
damages  for  breach  of  promise  of  mar- 
riage without  any  dithculty.  The  jurv 
only  took  ten  minutes  to  agree  to  give 
her  the  full  amount  she  asked.  As  Mt. 
Green  continued  to  attend  to  his  duties 
as  street  railway  conductor,  and  failea 
to  appear  in  court  to  oppose  the  suit, 
there  was  no  testimony  only  for  one  side, 
and  no  cross-examination  of  that,  so  the 
trial  look  up   but   little   time. 

Miss  Alward,  who  is  a  sensible  appear- 
ing seamstress  of  somewhat  prepossess- 
ing exterior,  told  her  story  modestly, 
making  a  very  favorable  Impression  on 
the  jury.  She  said  that  she  and  Green 
had  been  engaged  to  be  married,  and  that 
she  had  gone  so  far  in  her  preuarations 
a  to  acquire  a  wedding  outfit  of  clcihes. 
When  thed  ate  for  the  ceremony  was  al- 
most at  hand  Green  told  her  he  hao 
changed  his  mind  and  was  going  to  marry 
a  girl  back  in  Canada.

Bright-colored  lights  seemed  to  shoot 
through  mj-  head.  That  was  after  I  re- 
covered sc^me  degree  of  consciousness.

It 
B£em.-<  to  me  that  death  by  electricity 
would  be  absolutely  painless. 

"At  first,  after  gaining  my  senses,  I 
tr-,ed  to  make  myself  believe  that  I  was 
not  seriously  hurt,  for  I  wanted  to  keep 
at  work.  The  effort  was  a  useless  one.  as 
I  felt  dazed  and  numb  all  over  my  body. 
My  eves  were  dull  and  I  saw  double.  That 
kept  "up  for  three  days,  and  I  continued 
to  suffer  mort  until  I  was  seized  with 
pains  In  the  front  of  my  head,  and  now 
the  power  of  sight  has  completely  left

Insane  Nan  Defends  His 

Burning  House  With 

Gun. 

Marquette— Armed  with  a  shotgun,  and 
declaring  he  would  shoot  the  first  i)erson 
who  attempted  interference,  a  farmer 
nanrved  Lupton,  living  near  Germfask, 
held  at  bay  a  crowd  of  neighbors,  while 
the  great  bulk  of  his  property  went  up  in 
smoke.  Lupton  hauled  practically  every- 
thing of  value  he  possessed  to  his  barn, 
wnlch  contained  atwut  100  tons  of  hay, 
besWes  vehicles  and  the  like,  and  after 
■the  horses  and  cattle  were  also  locked  in, 
applied  a  match,  next  setting  fire  to  his 
dwelhng  house.  When  the  barn  and 
house  had  been  practically  coneumed, 
Lupton  fied  to  the  woods  and  was  later 
found  by  a  searching  party  concealed  in 
a  hay  stack  in  a  nearby  field.  He  has  a 
wife  and  family. 

Smallpox  has  no  terrors  to  one  resident 
of  Grand  Maaris,  for  whom  th©  authori- 
ties are  now  searching,  but  as  to  whose 
i<ientlty  there  is  only  a  meager  clue. 
Night  l>e'fore  last  the  pest  house  located 
Ju«t  south  of  town,  was  broken  Ireto  and 
all  the  blankets  and  other  l>eddlng  stolen. 
The  rtxbbery  has  caused  some  excitement 
in  the  town,  a  spread  of  the  contagion 
from  which  Grand  Marals  suffered  so 
severely  last  winter  being  feared.  The 
village  board  has  offered  a  reward  for  in- 
formation leading  to  the  apprehension  of 
tha  miscreant,  and  Incidentally  in  a  pro- 
clamation addressed  to  the  thief  asks 
him.  for  the  sake  of  the  public  health,  to 
burn  the  stolen  bedding  forthwith. 

A  unique  industry,  arnd  one  that  gives 
promise  of  becoming  a  highly  important 
one,  has  been  launched  at  Red  River, 
Delta  county.  It  is  the  manufacture  of 
oil  fr<:)m  cedar.  A  company  headed  by 
D.  C.  Dillabough  has  been  conducting  ex- 
periments and  has  demonstrated  that  the 
busintfss  will  be  a  profitable  one.  Several 
gallons  of  the  oil  has  been  produced,  and 
experts  have  pronounced  it  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  carriers  of  the  Marquette  postoffice 
probably  handle  more  mail  matter  than 
any  other  set  of  carriers  on  the  upper 
iwnlnsula.  Tlie  postoffice  officials  have 
just  announced  the  result  of  a  month's 
observation,  the  records  being  kept  in 
pounds.  The  period  covered  by  the  re- 
ixirt  extended  from  July  20  to  Aug.  19  in- 
clusive, and  in  this  time  a  total  of  12,40*;^ 
pounds  of  mail  was  handled. 


New  York,  Sept.  13.— The  New  York 
Medical  .lournal,  in  its  issue  of  thi.s 
week,  will  print  the  following  account 
of  the  operation  upon  President  Mc- 
Kinley,  following  his  shooting  at  Buf- 
falo last  Friday.  This  report  is  furnish- 
ed by  a  Buffalo  physician  who  was 
present  at  the  operation.  Beginning 
with  the  arrival  of  the  president  at 
the  hospital,  the  report  says: 

The  hospital  internes  removed  the 
presidents  clothing,  ascertained  the 
location  of  the  wounds  and  made  ready 
for  the  surgeons,  who  had  been  sum- 
moned by  telephone.  Dr.  Edward  C. 
Mann  administered  one-fourth  of  a 
giain  of  morphine  hypodermically, 
which  served  a  good  purpose  in  alle- 
viating nerve  strain.  Dr.  N.  W.  Wil- 
son, sanitary  officer  of  the  exposition, 
was  at  a  remote  part  of  the  public 
grounds  making  an  inspection  when  he 
was  notified  by  one  of  the  guards  of 
the  injury  of  the  president.  Dr.  Wil- 
son proceeded  to  the  hospital  and  by 
virtue  of  his  office  assumed  control, 
pending  the  arrival  of  the  surgeons. 

This  was  at  4:35  p.  m.  The  first  to 
arrive  was  Dr.  Herman  Mynter,  who 
brought  with  him  Dr.  Eugene  Wasdin 
of  the  marine  hospital  .service.  Dr. 
Mynter  saw  the  serious  nature  of  the 
wound,  informed  the  president  that  the 
operation  was  necessary  and  set  about 
the  usual  preparations  for  an  abdomin- 
al section. 

Dr.  Wilson,  the  internes,  and  the 
nurses,  were  all  actively  at  work  fur- 
thering the  preparations  when  Dr.  Mat- 
thew D.  Mann,  professor  of  obstetrics 
and  gyneolology  in  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  Buffalo,  arrived  at  the  hos- 
pital, which  was  a  few  minutes  after 
5  o'clock.  In  five  minutes  more  John 
Parmenter,  professor  of  anatomy  and 
clinical  surgery  in  the  Institution  above 
mentioned,  came  into  the  hospital  .  In 
ten  minutes  more  Dr.  Mann  had  made 
himself  ready  and  by  common  consent 
of  the  surgeons,  together  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  president  and  his  ad- 
visors, proceeded   with  the  operation. 

At  Dr.  Manas  request  Dr.  Wasdin  as- 
sumed charge  of  the  anaesthetic  and  be- 
gan the  administration  of  ether  at  o:^ 
one  hour  and  firteen  minutes  after  the 
wound  was  inflicted.  Dr.  Wilson  was 
ased  JO  eep  the  record.  Dr.  Mynter  to 
stand  opposite  the  operator  as  first  as- 
sistant and  Dr.  Parmenter  to  stand  next 
to  Dr  Mann  as  consultant  and  assistant. 
Dr  E  W.  Lee,  of  St.  Ix>uls,  a  visitor 
a.t  the  exposition,  who  came  to  the  hos- 
pital before  the  other  surgeons  arrived, 
was  asked  by  Dr.  Mann  to  stand  next 
to  Dr  Mynter  as  an  additional  assistant. 
Dr  P.  M.  Rixey.  who  was  summoned 
from  the  Mfiburn  home,  whither  he  went 
in  companv  with  Mrs.  McKinley.  arrived 
just  as  the'  operation  began.  Dr.  Roswell 
Park  had  gone  to  Niagara  Falls  and  a 
special  train  to  bring  him  to  Buffalo 
was  ordered  by  Harry  Parry,  general 
agent  of  the  New  York  Central  railway. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  lirst  or 
uppermost  shot  went  through  the  presi- 
dent's clofhing  and  made  an  abrasion 
about  the  center  of  the  sternum.  The 
bullet  was  found  Inside  the  waistcoat 
and  did  no  essential  harm.  The  cloth- 
Intr  was  burned  bv  the  explosion  of  the 
powder   at   this    point. 

The  president  iook  the  ether  kindly  and 
was  well  under  its  Infiuence  within  the 
next  ten  minutes.  The  abdomen  having 
been  aseptlcally  prepared,  an  incision 
three  lucres  long  was  made  perpendicular 
to  the  body  and  including  the  opening 
made  bv  the  ball— a  22-caIlbre— that  was 
locaied  four  Inches  below  the  left  nipole 
and  an  Inch  and  a  half  io  the  left  of  the 
median  line.  The  Incision  went  through 
a  deep  layer  of  fat  before  the  peritoneum 
was  reached,  hence  the  incision  was  en- 
larged another  Inch.  A  piece  of  cloth, 
probably  a  bit  of  undershirt,  was  found 
In  the  track  of  the  mlssle,  which  looked 
as  If  it  had  been  "punched  out"  by  the 
bullet  Upon  the  opening  of  the  peritoneum 
a  bullet  hole  was  discovered  in  the  in- 
terior central  portion  of  the  stomach. 
'Xkils  vlscus  was  drawn  up  into  the  opera- 
tion wound  and  the  perforation,  after 
examination,  was  closed  with  a  double 
row  of  silk  sutures.  A  lUtle  oozing  of 
tlie  stomach  contents  had  occurred 
through  the  opening,  all  of  which  was 
wiped  away. 

A  further  enlargement  of  the  incision  now 
became  necessary  in  order  to  examine 
the  dorsal  of  the  stomach,  upon  which 
another  opening  was  found.  This  was 
sutured  in  a  manner  like  unto  the  first. 
The  hands  of  the  clock  marked  6:12.  The 
intestines  weflre  examined  for  possible 
wounds,  but  happily  none  were  found, 
and  these  were  wn^pi^ed  In  moist,  hot 
towels.  A  previous  hypodernrvic  injection 
had  been  made,  and  now  tweoity-five 
minims  of  brandy  were  similarly  ad- 
ministered. A  further  search  for  the 
mlselle  failed  to  discover  it,  but  it  be- 
came apparent  that  it  had  done  ruo  other 
\'ital  d«.magc.  with  the  strong  probabilitv 
that  it  lost  Itself  in  the  thick  lumbar- 
mtiscles. 

Dr.  Roswell  Park  arrived  about  this 
time — 6:25 — and  joint*!  the  staff  as  con- 
sultant. The  alxlominal  cavity  was 
flushed  with  normal  salt  solution  and 
the  closure  began.  Seven  deep  silkworm 
grut  sutures  were  employed  and  catgut  was 
placed  superficially  between  them.  At 
about  6:50  the  anaesthetic  was  discon- 
tinued and  the  abdominal  bandage  was 
applied.  Thus  the  oi>eratlon  on  which  so 
much  of  moment  depended  was  finished. 
The  president's  pulse  was  now  122,  res- 
piration   32.

IMMIGRANTS 


Are  Being  Smuggled   In   By 
Schooners. 

New  York.  Sept.  13.— According  to  a 
story  which  was  made  public  here  to- 
day, immigrant  smugglers  are  bringing 
in  cargoes  of  foreigners  in  schooners  to 
this  country  and  within  the  past  few 
days  a  vessel  said  to  be  named  the 
Lottie  landed  112  immigrants  at  Clarke's 
Cove  on  Buzzard's  bay.  The  story  goes 
on  to  say  that  Inspector  Dolan  of  New 
Bedford,  Ma.ss.,  who  made  the  discov- 
ery, is  at  present  in  this  city  hunting 
for  the  ringleader  in  the  scheme,  who  is 
said  to  have  engaged  passage  on  the 
steamship  Patria,  which  sails  tomor- 
row. It  is  said  that  the  immigrants 
landed  at  Clarke's  Cove  were  brought 
in  the  schooner  from  the  Azores  and  are 
now  scattered  throughout  the  country. 


The  testimony  in  the  case  of  Mc- 
Carthy Bros.  &  Co.  against  the  Weare 
Commission  company  was  all  in  at  11 
o'clock  this  morning.  The  jury  was 
then  excused  until  this  afternoon,  and 
the  remaining  hour  was  taken  up  in 
discussing  the  requests  for.  charges  to 
the  Jury  presented  by  t.he  two  parties. 
The   arguments   to   the   jury   and   the 

court's  charge  were  to  follow  this 
afternoon,  and  it  was  expected  that  by 
5  o'clock  the  case  would  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  jury.  In  order  to  determine  the 
case  the  jury  must  pass  on  two  prin- 
cipal questions.  "The  first  is  as  to 
whether  the  trades  were  with  the 
Weare  Commission  company  or  with 
George  Rupley  personally,  and  the 
second  is  as  to  whether  thoy  were 
legitimate  deals  or  whetlier  they  were 
gambling  transactions. 

The  ease  has  attracted  much  interest, 
and  the  verdict  will  be  awaitedB  with 
much  interest. 

This  morning  and  part  of  yesterday 
afternrnan  John  F.  McCarthy  wis  on 
the  stand  in  rebuttal,  the  examination 
of  Mr.  Rupley  hav  ng  been  completed 
yesterday  afternon.  Tiie  only  other 
witness  for  the  defense  was  Charles  A. 
Weare,  whose  testimony  was  brief  and 
not    especially   important. 

Mr.  McCarthy  testified  in  rebuttal 
that  he  had  been  watching  Northern 
Pactfki  common  for  some  time,  intend- 
ing to  in^ie  an  investment  in  it,  before 
he  made  the  purchase  through  the  de- 
fendant. He  said  that  when  he  talked 
with  C.  A.  Weare  about  May  15  he  told 
him  that  he  was  dealing  with  the 
Weare  Commission  compaiay  and  not 
with   Mr.   Rupley. 

George  Rupley,  recalled  in  sub-re- 
buttal, said  that  for  two  months  prior 
to  Mr.  McCarthy's  purchase,  Nothern 
Pacific  cotnmon  stock  had  been  ner- 
vous and  erratic,  and  that  about  the 
time  of  the  purchase  there  was  a  sharp 
advance. 

There  has  been  no  more  assiduous  at- 
tendant about  the  district  court  this 
term  than  Herman  Penner,  who  was 
a  defendant  in  a  suit  brought  by  F.  J. 
Gieson  to  recover  $198.25  on  a  note,  and 
who  proposed  to  defend  his  case  him- 
self without  a  lawyer.  That  is,  until 
5'esterday  afternoon,  when  the  case 
was  called,  and  then  he  was  not  there. 
The  result  was  that  the  plaintiff  went 
ahead  with  his  case  and  got  a  judg- 
ment. • 

This  morning  Mr.  Penner,  very  much 
agitated,  appeared  before  the  court  and 
wanted  to  know  about  it.  He  was  told 
that  the  case  had  been  on  call  for  sev- 
eral days,  so  that  he  had  had  plenty  of 
notice,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  with- 
in his  rights.  He  wanted  to  know  how 
he  could  get  his  case  back  on  the  calen- 
dar, and  the  court  told  him  that  he 
would  not  give  hlra  such  information, 
as  he  would  probably  have  to  pass  on 
whether  it  was  properly  done  or  not. 
Mr.  Penner  said  he  supposed  he  could 
make  a  motion  of  .some  kind,  and  Judge 
Dibell  told  him  to  go  ahead  with  his 
motion. 

Judge  Cant  this  morning  took  up  the 
case  of  C.  W.  Collins  against  the  West- 
ern Union  Telegraph  company,  to  re- 
cover $1000  damages  for  the  non-deliv- 
ery of  a  mea.sage.  He  claims  that  he 
was  trying  to  gather  the  news  privilege 
on  a  railroad,  and  thnt  he  had  offered 
$30  per  month  for  them.  A  tele.crram 
was  handed  to  the  company  in  St.  Paul, 
addres.sed  to  him.  accepting  his  offer, 
and  it  was  not  delivered,  so  he  lost  his 
chance,  ho  claims. 

The  case  of  Thomas  P.rotherton 
agflin.st  the  Duluth  Street  railway  com- 
pany was  given  to  the  jury  shortly  be- 
fore noon,  and  "the  jury  was  still  out 
this  afternoon. 

At  noon  today  Judge  Dibell  was  try- 
ing the  case  of  E.  F.  Alford.  as  receiver 
against  the  Consolidated  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  company,  to  recover 
the  insurance  on  saw  mill  property  of 
the  S.  J.  Thomas  Lumber  company, 
which  it  is  alleged  was  damaged  to 
the  amount  of  $800  by  a  fire.  Jury  was 
waived  and  the  case  Is  being  tried  be- 
fore the  court.

POSTPONED. 


Anarchist  Habeas  Corpus 

Case    Did     Not 

Come  Up. 

Chicago,     Sept.      13.— The     anarchist 

habeas  corpus  case  was  postponed  until 
10  o'clock  tomorrow,  no  decision  being 
given  on  any  of  the  points  raised. 

Judge  Chetlain  had  concluded  to  take 
up  the  habeas  corpus  case  of  the  alleged 
anarchists  in  the  criminal  court  build- 
ing on  the  north  side,  adjacent  to  the 
jail,  instead  of  in  his  regular  court  room 
on  the  south  side.  The  change  was 
made  at  the  request  of  the  sheriff, 
who  stated  that  he  was  afraid  that  an 
attempt  would  be  made  to  rescue  the 
prisoners  if  they  were  taken  through 
the  streets  by  the  police.  He  said  that 
the  people  were  excited  on  account  of 
the  bulletins  from  Buffalo  and  it  had 
been  reported  to  him  that  threats  of 
lynching  had  been  made. 

Judge  Chetlain  listened  for  two  hours 
to  arguments  of  counsel  in  the  hear- 
ing on  the  petition  for  a  v.-rlt  of  habeas 
corpus  for  th^  anarchists  under  arrest 
here.  At  1:50  p.  m.  a  recess  until  10  a. 
m.  tomorrow  was  taken  without  any 
decision  haWng  been  reached.  The  re- 
cess was  taken  because  the  judge  had 
on  the  docket  another  case  which  he 
was  compelled  to  hear  this  afternoon. 

In  informal  remarks  made  for  the 
benefit  c£  counsel  the  court  seemed  to 
incline  to  the  belief  that  the  police  had 
the  right  to  hold  the  anarchists  as  a 
precautionary  measure,  even  though 
evidence  waa  lacking  to  convict  them  of 
any  crime.  Counsel  for  the  city  ad- 
mitted that  there  was  no  evidence  to 
hold  the  prisoners,  but  pleaded  in 
justification  of  holding  them  the  world- 
wide moment  of  the  case. 

In  making  his  remarks  to  counsel  the 
court  .specifically  stated  that  he  was 
not  discussing  the  case  on  its  merits. 
He  said  the  matters  for  his  consider- 
ation were: 

First — Was  the  process  by  which  the 
prisoners  were  arrested  and  held,  regu- 
lar? 

Second— Has  the  Justice  court  Jurlsdic- 
,  tion?

and  that  from  Worthington  the  train 
would  l>e  run  straight  through  to  Duluth 
without  a  stop  for  passengers.  The  la/ter 
tndns  will  take  up  the  passeneers  at 
the  intermediate  points.

On  the  morning  of  July  13 
he  arose  early,  and  at  about  4  o'clock 
went  Into  his  field  to  mow.      The  grass 
wa.'-.   wet    with   dew    and   the   air    was 
crisp  and  cool,  but  not  cold  enough  for 
the  forming  of  ice  or  frost.       He  had 
mowed    but    a   few    minutes    when    he 
thought  it  best  to  whet  the  scythe.       In 
doing  so  he  grasped   the  snath  of  the 
scythe   and   to  his   surprise  found       It 
covered  by  a  thin  coat  of  ice  for  about 
a   foot  from   the  end  where  the  scythe 
is  fastened  on  to  the  snath.  He  rubbed 
off  the  Ice  with  his  hand  and  resumed 
mowing.    After   mowing   for   ten   or   fif- 
teen minutes  he  found  the  snath  again 
Ice  coated.  He  removed  the  ice  and  pro- 
ceeded   with    his    work    and    the    third 
time   the   ice   appeared.    He   can   in   no 
way    .account    for    this,    unless    It    was 
caused    by    the    rapid    motion    of       the 
scythe  as  it  swung  through  the      cool 
morning  air,  causing  rapid  evaporation, 
or.  perhaps,  there  was  a  cold  current  of 
salt  air  drawing  in  off  the  water,  as  his 
field    is    situated    near    the   waters       of 
Penobscot    hay.    He   thinks   it   due       in 
part  to  some  chemical  action  caused  by 
the  salt  on   the  grass  and   evaporation 
of   ice   in   July.    Further   than    this   he 
cannot   account   for   the       phenomenon 
and   would  be  pleased  If  some  scientific 
person   would  give  him  some  explana- 
tion.

Jacob  heard 
th^'  Miu tiering  of  their  anger  and  con- 
!:lu>l' «i  that  his  peace  and  welfare  de- 
mand.•<]  a  eoniplete  separation  from  the 
peojde  of  his  wives.  He  was  sly  enough 
to  get  three  days  away  from  Haran  be- 
fore Laban  knew  of  his  absence.  That 
would  not  be  very  far  because  he  was 
burdened  with  his  large  family,  his 
flock.^  and  nil  his  other  possessions, 
but  it  would  be  far  enough  to  give  him 
an  advantage  in  treating  with  LaV>an 
when  he  should  overtake  him.  And 
Bure  enough  Laban  pursued  in  all 
haste  as  soon  as  he  discovered  what 
had  happened.  Here  once  more  Jacob, 
assisted    by   the   wife   whom   he   loved. 


contrived  to  put  Laban  on  the  defen- 
sive and  gained  an  advantageous 
truce  with  him,  setting  up  a  perman- 
and  boundary  mark  between  his  terri- 
tory and  tliat  of  Laban.  A  heap  of 
stones  was  made  and  called  Galeed, 
that  is  "heap  of  witness;"  a  stone  pil- 
lar was  set  -up  and  it  was  called  Miz- 
peh,  which  means  "vvatch  tower,"  for 
Laban  said:  "The  Lord  watch  between 
me  and  thee  when  we  are  absent  one 
from  another."  This  is  the  Scrip- 
tural origin  of  the  benediction  used  by 
the  Christian  Endeavor  society.  In  its 
origin  it  expressed  the  wish  that  the 
Lord  would  keep  watch  between  them 
to  prevent  any  further  quarreling  and 
to  see  that  each  one  fulfilled  his  part 
of  the  contract,  a  much  less  compre- 
hensive and  beautiful  prayer  than  the 
J'^ndeavorers  seek  to  express  by  their 
use  of  it. 

There  are  many  people  who  have  the 
faculty  of  persistence  in  things  that 
have  to  do  with  daily  business  success, 
but  who  wholly  lack  that  element  in 
matters  of  religion  and  general  spiri- 
tual culture.  Jacob,  however,  remained 
true  to  the  ideals  to  which  he  had 
pledged  himself  at  Bethel.  Through 
the  long  years  of  vexation  and  waiting 
he  did  not  forget  what  he  had  pro- 
mised the  Lord.  The  Lord,  on  the 
other  hand,  had  remained  faithful  in 
every  promise.  He  appeared  to  Jacob 
•  while  he  was  still  in  some  perplexity  in 
Haran  and  directed  him  to  arise  and 
get  back  to  his  native  land;  when 
Jacob  had  come  to  the  border  of  Ca- 
naan, the  angels  of  the  Lord  met  him, 
apparently  to  welcome  him  on  his  re- 
turn to  his  heritage.  Those  who 
are  forgetful         of         their         pri- 

vileges and  the  consequent 

obligations  need  have  no  expectation 
of  moral  approval  of  their  conduct 
whether  that  approval  be  expected  from 
a  vision  of  angels  or  from  the  witness 
of  good  conscience.  A  true  saint  is  one 
who  preserves  in  the  pursuit  of  right- 
eousness and  in  the  fulfillment  of  duty. 
His  ideal  may  often  elude  him.  but  he 
is  a  saint  nevertheless,  because  he  loves 
God  and  man  and  the  holiness  without 
which  no  man  shall  see  God.  He  is 
grieved  at  his  every  error,  and  strives 
with  all  his  might  to  retrieve  his  moral 
delinquences.  To  err  may  be  human, 
but  to  repent  of  error  and  seek  pardon 
and  the  power  of  a  new  life  is  evidence 
of  kinship  with  God. 

Jacob  was  a  man  of  resources.  He 
could  not  be  easily  defeated,  for  he 
could  muster  an  arrav  of  means  and 
methods  that  would  be  sufficient  to 
discomfort  most  any  one.  As  he  ap- 
proached his  old  time  haunts,  he  be- 
thought himself  of  Esau,  his  brother, 
and  remembered  the  threat  of  veng- 
eance that  had  caused  his  flight  to 
th  East.  Perhaps  Esau  was  still  har- 
boring those  same  thoughts  toward 
him?  He  would  send  a  message  to  him 
and  seek  to  appease  him,  while  at  the 
same  time  impressing  on  him  the  ac- 
quired Importance  of  his  brother.  Jacob 
of  course  expected  to  see  these  messen- 
gers return  with  the  greetings  cf  Esau, 
but  inste.id  they  came  back  with  the 
startling  news  that  Esau  was  coming 
with  four  hundred  men.  That  was 
enough  to  startle  the  ent're  peaceful 
camp.  But  it  set  Jacob  to  work.  By 
dividing  his  camp  he  arrange!  to  shield 
one  part  of  them  in  case  the  other  part 
was  being  attacked.  He  then  organized 
a  series  of  presents  to  be  presented  in 
succession  to  his  brother  as  soon  as 
he  learned  of  his  near  approach.  He 
prayed  toGo  an  earnest  prayer  for  help. 
His  prayer  breathed  the  spirit  of  one  In 
great  d'stress,  and  yet  he  was  suit 
that  God  would  be  with  him  in  his  ap- 
proaching trouble,  for  God  had  never 
failed  him.  Then,  after  he  had  lodged 
there  for  awhile,  he  arose  and  sent  his

At  any-  rate,  next  occurred  Che 
incident  which  will  be  narrated  pres- 
ently. 

PROSPERITY  AND  PROVIDENCE. 
Laban  was  anxious  to  retain  .Jacob 
in  his  service  becaue  he  perceived 
that  he  had  recieved  the  b'essing  of 
God  on  account  of  having  Jacob  with 
him.  Laban  ought  to  have  sought  such 
relation  with  God  as  would  have  se- 
cured God's  blessing  to  him  personally. 
But  instead  he  continued  to  be  devoted 
to  his  idols,  while  trying  to  play  upon 
the  religious  faith  of  Jacob  to  his  own 
advantage,  a  game  which  some  people 
in  the  world  have  not  yet  forgotten. 
But  the  best  benefits  to  religion  can  be 
had  only  by  personal  application  to  their 
acquisition.  Jacob  can  rxd  be  account- 
ed an  ideal  religious  person  for  us,  but 
he  had  ideals  that  were  far  above  those 
of  the  folks  among  whom  ne  lived,  and 
his  jreatness  arose  from  the  strength 
he  manifested  in  his  adherence  to  those 
•ideals.  He  appreciated  God's  orovl- 
dential  care  and  responded  to  It  with 
the   best    t^^vrtion    ae   could    iniler. 

Providence  is  sometimes  severe,  but 
there  is  real  kindness  in  the  severity. 
Providence  is  not  a  vague  indefinite 
something  either,  but  is  the  very  real 
interest  God  takes  in  his  creatures. 
One  of  the  early  writers  against 
Christianity  thought  the  doctrine  that 
God  had  come  into  the  world  in  the 
person  of  Christ  impossible  because  the 
very  idea  seems  to  depreciate  God,  bur, 
on  the  contrary,  it  has  oftentimes  been 
shown  that  God's  interest  in  the  moral 
well-being  of  the  world  is  only  thus 
adequately  expressed.  The  idea  of 
Providence  is  not  to  be  expressed  in 
impersonal  terms.  In  some  things  the 
picturesque  expressions  of  the  ancients 
show  that  they  apprehended  some  relig- 
ious truths  more  clearly  than  we  do. 
The  Patriarchs  believed  in  the  efficient 
guidance  of  the  Divine  Providence; 
they  believed  that  God  met  them  at 
times  to  correct  their  errors  and  to 
guide  them  in  his  ways:  they  believed 
that  prosperity  was  determined  by  the 
blessing  of  God  and  the  obedience  of 
man    to    the    Lord's   guidance. 

In  the  early  morning  after  he  had 
sent  his  family  over  the  Jabbok,  a 
strange  man  seized  Jacob  and  wrestled 
with  him.  Jacob  was  no  common 
wrestler  for  any  ri^an  to  tackle  off  hand. 
The  stranger  soon  perceived  that  the 
ordinary  means  of  a  man  could  not  pre- 
vail, so  he  touched  the  thigh  of  Jacob 
so  that  it  shriveled  and  disabled  him 
for  further  resisting.  This  was  given 
in  ancient  Israel  as  the  reason  for  the 
refusal  of  the  Israelite  to  eat  the  meat 
from  the  hollow  of  the  thigh.  But  when 
Jacob  could  no  longer  resist,  he  could 
still  cling,  and  cling  he  did.  for  now- 
he  perceived  that  it  was  no  ordinary 
person  with  whom  he  had  been  wrestl- 
ing. This  is  once  more  an  instance  of 
Jacob's  persistence.  "I  will  not  let  thee 
go  except  thou  bless  me."  It  was  per- 
sistence in  prayer.  He  could  pray  as 
well  as  wrestle  and  scheme,  and  he 
knew  what  it  means  to  submit  to  God 
in  the  spirit  of  prayer. 

The  name  Jacob  refers  back  to  a  cir- 
cumstance at  his  birth  and,  in  Scrip- 
ture, is  referred  to  repeatedly  as  indi- 
cating the  real  character  of  the  man. 
But  after  he  had  laid  hold  upon  the 
Divine  W'restler.  not  only  with  his 
muscles,  but  also  in  prayer,  he  was  told 
that  he  should  no  longer  be  called  the 
Supplanter,  but  the  Prince  with  God, 
no  longer  Jacob,  but  Israel.  H^  had 
shown  the  sort  of  stuff  there  was  in 
him  and  God  acknowledged  his  worth. 
There  are  some  people  who  seem  to 
think  that  God  deals  in  a  very  arbi- 
trary fashion  with  man,  blessing  or 
cursing  him,  according  to  the  supposed 
caprice  of  the  divine  will,  but  there  Is 
nothing  of  the  kind.  This  scripture 
plainly  says  that  God  blessed  Jacob 
there  at  Peniel,  because  Jacob  had 
shown  the  sort  of  strength  that  pre- 
vails with  both  God  and  man.  If  this 
passage  points  to  some  experience 
wherein  God  revealed  his  will  to  Jacob, 
it  certainly  was  a  severe  experience, 
but  out  of  it  came  a  great  blessing. 

The  kingdom  of  God  needs  men  who 
know  how  to  prevail,  not  only  over 
their  own  sinful  natures,  but  also  over 
the  powers  of  evil  in  the  world.  God 
does  not  pronounce  upon  weaklings  any 
such  eulogies  as  this  he  pronounced 
upon  Jacob.  There  is  great  need  in 
these  days  for  men  and  women  of 
strength  of  character  who  will  stand 
out  with  all  the  power  they  have  in  the 
Interest  of  personal  purity  and  so- 
briety, of  civic  and  corporate  justice 
and  righteousness,  as  well  as  in  the 
specific  interest  of  a  spiritual  life,  such 
as  the  church  has  always  stood  for. 

The  fall  of  a  pilnce  is  ever  suPlcient 
cause  for  universal  sorrow.  The 
wickedness  into  which  Jacob  and  his 
sons  and  his  daughter  fell  among  the 
Shechemites  reads  like  a  page  froin  the 
story  of  the  commonest  life  with  its 
average  faults  and  foibles.  But  It  Is 
really  the  story  of  the  sin  of  the  house 
of  one  of  the  uncommonest  of  men.  It 
belongs  in  the  same  general  class  with 
the  story  of  David's  sin.  There  is  no 
apology  for  it.  By  the  grace  of  God 
Jacob  was  led  to  turn  at  once  to  Bethel 
and  renew  his  allegiance  to  the  God  of 
his  fathers.  The  sin  into  which  he  fell 
was  a  rebuke  to  the  pride  of  his  cun- 
ning; he  must  depend  more  upon  God, 
and  sp  he  wisely  turned  to  the  altar  of 
Jehovah's  worship.  Every  moral  lapse 
into  which  any  of  us  fall  ought  to  serve 
the  same  purpose  and  lead.  If  not  drive, 
us  back  to  our  Eternal  Strength  and 
Refuge.  Again  let  us  say  that  to  be 
accounted  of  God  a  saint  or  a  prince 
with  God  does  not  necessitate  moral 
perfection  here,  for  that  would  make 
such  a  thing  jmi>ossIble  to  any  mortal; 
but  it  does  require  supreme  devotion  to 
the  will  of  God,  in  personal  love  of  Him 
and  persmfent  following  of  the  best 
moral  idSils  he  has  given  us,  in  firm 
reliance  on  his  sutficient  grace.

The  mention  of 
almost  twenty  years'  persistent  devo- 
tion should  be  included  in  the  story  of 
their  romance,  as  Mr.  Jenkins  has  been 
in  love  with  Miss  Hecker  since  they 
were  bota  tots  in  the  kindergarten. 

The  present  home  of  the  Hecker 
family  is  in  this  village.  Miss  Hecker's 
father,  the  late  John  V.  Hecker,  was  a 
millionaire  flour  manufacturer. 

Some  time  before  women's  gulf  clubs 
were  ever  thought  of  in  this  country,  a 
very  tiny  miss  named  Q«5.i*vleve  Hec- 
ker was  frequently  allowed  to  play 
with  her  ki^ergarten  friend.,  George 
Jenkins. 

He  assured  Genevieve  of  his  eternal 
devotion  every  time  they  met,  but  she 
was  too  young  to  know  what  he  meant, 
so  the  boy  bottled  up  his  affection  and 
waited. 

Later  they  were  at  school  together. 
Together  they  learned  to  drive,  to 
ride,  to  sail,  to  swim.  There  was  not 
a  sport  that  they  did  not  share.  Their 
comradeship  seemed  perfect  and 
George  Jenkins,  who  was  a  year  or 
two  older  than  Genevieve,  pretended, 
as  Genevieve  had  no  liking  for  senti- 
ment, that  he  felt  likewise. 

One  day  somebody  suggested  golf. 
Both  decided  to  learn.  Miss  Hecker  be- 
came a  pupil  of  the  veteran  golfer, 
George  Strath,  from  whom  she  learned 
her  St.  Andrews  swing.  Meanwhile  Jen- 
kins acted  as  caddy  and  encouraged 
her. 

So  remarkable  was  her  prowess  that 
when  she  had  been  playing  but  a  few 
mouths,  she  contested  for  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  Wee  Burn  Golf  club. 
She  lost  it.  But  almost  every  tourna» 
ment  in  which  she  has  since  played  has 
been  a  memorable  one,  and  she  has 
twice  won  the  Metropolitan  champion- 
ship, just  missed  national  honors  this 
season,   and   has  won  the   ch5»3*  cup  of 


the  women's  open  tournament  of  the 
Essex  County  Golf  club,  to  which  she 
now  belongs;. 

Many  golfers.  Indeed,  consider  her 
the  best  woman  golfer  in  the  country. 
Her  ease  and  grace  are  so  phenomenal 
that  to  watch  her  you  would  think  golf 
the  simplest  game  in  the  world  Instead 
of  being,  as  some  one  has  termed  It, 
"more    difficult    than    chess." 

She  has  a  wonderfully  full  swing- 
and  thinks  nothing  of  sending  a  ball 
IG..   or  170   yards. 

When  all  this  bad  been  generally  real- 
ized and  Miss  Hecker  had  become 
known  from  one  end  of  the  land  to  the 
other  as  the  most  remarkable  yourxg 
woman  golfer  that  had  yet  appeared, 
George  Jenkins,  who  was  still  permit- 
ted to  play  the  role  of  comrade,  thought 
he  might  venture  to  express  some  of 
the  sentiment  that  he  had  been  repress- 
ing ever  since  kindergarten  days. 

He  had  always  been  in  love  with 
Genevieve  and  always  known  that  he 
was.  But  to  see  her  always  receiving 
public  applause  and  looking  so  be- 
wltchlngly  pretty  while  she  won  it, 
with  her  trim,  tall  figure  and  graceful 
I  motions,  and  her  yellow  hair  tumbling 
in  waves  about  her  face,  and  to  know 
her  always  in  danger  of  being  carried 
off  by  some  one  of  the  n\ore  determined 
of  her  admirers,  was  too  much  for  the 
equanimity  of  her  earliest  suitor. 

Or  so,  at  least,  the  friends  of  both 
these  interesting  young  persons  have 
surmised. 

At  ail  events,  they  know  that  the  golf 
champion  appeared  one  day  in  better 
spirits  than  they  had  ever  seen  her. 
even  after  the  winning  of  a  trophy, 
while  Mr.  Jenkins,  prominently  In  the 
foreground,  was  radiant  beyond  de- 
scription. The  announcement  shortly 
made  was  not  altogether  a  surprise. 
And  the  friends  who  have  watched 
the  development  of  the  pretty  story  de- 
clare their  belief  that  Mr.  Jenkins  met 
with  no  very  determined  opposition, 
after  all. 

Therefore  this  is  a  flood  time  of  con- 
gratulation and  there  are  plenty  of  on- 
lookers who  insist  that  Mr.  Jenkins 
and  his  fiancee  are  the  finest  young 
pair  in  Connecticut. 

At  present  Miss  Hecker's  energies 
are  absorbed  not  by  golf  practice  alone, 
but  by  preparations  for  a  wedding 
which  will  be  one  of  the  leading  social 
events  of  the  autumn. 

The  date  is  not  annoiinced  yet,  but 
there  are  indications  that  it  will  be 
considerably  before  the  snow  falls,  as 
Mr.  Jenkins  contends  that  his  period 
of  probation  has  been  overlong  as  it  is, 
and  as  Mi.ss  Hecker,  being  just  19,  is 
at  precisely  the  right  age  to  take  the 
liveliest  interest  in  yards  of  white 
satin  and  lace.  In  bridesmaids  and  pink 
chiffon. 

In  those  enthusiastic  circles  where 
It  :s  maintained  that  every  road  ought 
to  lead  to  golf,  even  if  it  doesn't,  it  is 
rumored  that  the  paths  of  this  couple's 
honeymoon  will  be  directed  toward  the 
home  of  golf,  in  order  that  the  bride 
may  study  up  points  to  help  her  in 
her  next  summer's  tournaments.  It  Is 
believed  that,  at  about  that  time,  pass- 
age for  two  will  be  engaged  to  Eng- 
land, and  that  the  late  autumn  will  be 
spent  by  the  newly-married  pair  in  a 
tour  of  Scotland,  studying  the  game 
scientifically  and  exhaustively,  and  in- 
suring the  future  invincibility  of  the 
cleverest  woman  golfer  in  America. 

But  the  important  point,  indeed,  the 
moral,  of  this  story,  is  that  a  popular 
fallacy  has  been  exploded.  Tomboys 
do  become  brides,  after  all.

CONFESSED 


To    Murder    of    William 

Carnes    and    Is 

Arrested. 

Delaware,  Ohio,  Sept.  13.— Marshal 
Mathews,  of  this  city,  has  received 
word  from  Francis  O'Neill,  superin- 
tendent  of   police   of   Chicago,    asking 

whether  Albert  Wesley  Currey,  alias 
Harry  Kearney,  now  held  in  that  city 
for  complicity  in  the  murder  of  Robert 
Noyes,  of  Cleveland,  is  wanted  here 
for  the  murder  of  William  Carnes. 
Curry  confessed  to  poisoning  Carnes, 
whose  death  occui-red  here  on  July  1, 
1890. 

The  Inquest  was  continued  from  day 
to  day,  and  no  verdict  of  record  exists. 
Coroner  Leonard  has  since  died.  It  is 
known  here  a  fight  did  occur  the  night 
before  the  death,  ai^d  the  other  circum- 
stances of  the  confession  are  corrobor- 
ated, except  that  the  occurrence  was 
some  three  years  later  than  stated. 
Curry's  record  here  was  bad,  and  he 
had  been  mixed  up  In  many  scrapea 
The  general  belief  is  that  his  confession 
is  true,  the  discrepancy  in  the  date  be- 
ing assigned  to  poor  memory.  Marshal 
Mathews  wired  O'Neill  to  hold  Curry 
until  an  investigation  ctin  be  made. 

Prosecutor  Humes.  Marshal  Mathews, 
Sheriff  SchafCner  and  Mrs.  Josie  Carnes, 
the  wife  of  the  murdered  man,  who 
still  resides  In  this  county,  will  consult 
as  to  the  probability  of  conviction,  and 
action  will  be  taken  accordingly.  The 
lapse  of  years,  lack  of  record  and  the 
scattering  of  witnesses  makes  convic- 
tion difficult.  Curry  will  be  held  in 
Chicago  until  Satudaj\  Just  prior  to 
the  death  of  Carnes  Joe  Fry,  who  had 
had  trouble  with  Curry,  was  drowned 
while  trying  to  ford  the  river  Just 
south  of  this  city.  Curry  was  with  him 
at  the  time,  and  his  story  of  the  acci- 
dent is  now  disbelieved  by  men  who 
suspect  Curry  had  more  to  do  with  the 
supposed  accident  than  he  cares  to 
tell.

"Rosh  Hashona,"  which  means  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  will  be  cele- 
brated by  the  Jewish  people  all  over 
the  world  commencing  this  evening  at 
sunset  and  ending  Sunday,  Sept.  16,  at 
sunset. 

The  orthod«>x  Jews  devote  the  greater 
part  of  the  two  days  in  prayers  that 
the  coming  year  be  blessed  with  plenty 
for  all  mankind.  The  new  year  is  gen- 
erally ushered  in  by  the  sounding  of  a 

horn,  but  this  year  this  feature  of  the 
services  \vi;!  be  eliminated,  as  no  music 
of  any  description  is  permissible  on  the 
Sabbath  day.  The  sounding  of  the 
horn  In  diiferent  tones  has  many  beau- 
tiful   significances. 

With  the  ending  of  the  Rosh  Ha- 
ihona  services  begin  the  ten  days  of 
patience  of  which  Yum  Kipper  is  the 
tenth    or    last. 

During  these  days  it  is  customary  for 
all  Jews  to  gather  together  in  the  syna- 
gogues before  daybreak  to  offer  prayers 
and  silent  devotions  so  that  the  soul 
may  be  pure  on  atonement  day. 

The  reformed  Jews  celebrate  but  one 
day  and  omit  most  of  the  ancient  cus- 
toms. 

The  orthodox  Hebrev.'s  have  secured 
the  Odd  Fellows'  hall  and  Rabbis  Hel- 
pern  and  Shapiro  will  conduct  the  ser- 
vices. 

The  beginning  of  Jewish  holidays  at 
sunset  i.s  txplnined  in  the  five  books 
of  Moses,  wherein  it  has  the  following 
sentence:  "And  there  was  evening  and 
there  was  morning  one  day."  It  men- 
tions first  the  evening  and  then  the 
morning  to  make  a  day.

Yokohama,  Au?.  27.— (Correspondence 
of  Associated  Press.)— The  rice  market 
during  the  past  week  has  been  the 
scene  of  great  excitement,  the  prices 
bieaking  all  previous  records  and  ris- 
ing by  unaccountable  leaps,  there  be- 
ing nothing  whatever  in  the  crop  pros- 
pects to  justify  the  flurry.

Secretary     of     Treasury 

Will  Continue  Their 

Purchase. 

Washington,  Sept.  13.— Secretary 
Gage  has  issued  the  following  state- 
ment regarding  bond  purchases: 

The  secretary  of  the  treasury  an- 
nounces that  the  treasury  department 
will  resume  today  the  purchase  of 
bonds  of  the  3  per  cent  loan  of  1908-18, 
the  4  per  cent  funded  loan  of  1907  and 
the  5  per  cent  loan  of  1904,  upon  the 
basis  of  an  ititereat  return  of  1.726  per 
cent,  which  represents  the  investment 
value  of  2  per  cent  consols  of  1930  when 
selling  at  106i^  in  the  market. 

This  is  the  same  basis  of  purchase 
established  by  the  department  last 
April  and  which  continued  until  Sept. 
10,  when  the  secretary  invited  pro- 
posals for  the  sale  of  bonds  to  the  de- 
partment. The  time  during  which 
such  proposals  were  to  be  received  was 
limited  to  two  das^  and  expired  yester- 
day   evening.    Sept.    12. 

In  addition  to  the  bonds  of  the  loans 
above  named  the  department  will  coru 
sider  proposals  for  the  purchase  of 
bonds  of  the  4  per  cent  loan  of  1925  at 
a  price  not  to  exceed  140  flat."

All  the  citizens  of  Duluth  mourn  for 
the  martyred  president. 

The  dripping  skies  and  gloom  but  re- 
flect their  sorrow. 

When  the  bulletins  were  iSi«ued  last 
night  announcing  that  the  president 
could  not  live,  a  murmur  went  up  from 
the  anxious  crowds  that  sounded  like 
the  sob  of  a  broken  heart. 

Hundreds  stood  iu  front  of  the  news- 
paper offices  till  after  midnight,  in 
mournful  anticipation. 

Then  as  time  slowly  slipped  by  and 
the  message  of  death  lingered,  the 
crowds  dispersed — many  alternating  ex- 
pressions of  warmest  and  dearest  sym- 
pathy for  Mrs.  McKinley.  with  scath- 
ing words  of  rebuke  and  condemnation 
for  the  cowardly  assassin  and  the  curse 
of  anarchy. 

This  morning  Duluth  awoke  to  learn 
that  William  McKinley  had  met  death 
with  a  fearless  heart,  and  with  the 
serene  composure  of  a  soul  passing  to 
its   final   destiny. 

This  city  has  never  in  its  history  ex- 
perienced such  general  sorrow.  To 
listen  to  the  expressions  that  come 
from  the  lips  of  workingmen.  mer- 
chants, professional  men  and  women 
and  children— from  every  person— it 
seems  that  the  as.sassin's  bullet  has 
desecrated  every  American  home  by 
severing  those  ties  which  are  clos^y 
akin  to  family  affection. 

Mayor  Hugo  has  Issued  a  proclama- 
tion suggesting  that  tomorrow  be  a 
day  of  mourning  throughout  the 
churches  of  the  city.  Before  the  pro- 
clamation was  in  type,  the  ministers  of 
the  city,  acting  slmulfaueously,  and  yet 
Individually,  decided  on  fitting  mem- 
orial services.  The  mayor  says:  "Let 
the  people  gather  in  sorrow  and  with 
bowed  heads  Imbibe  from  the  addresses 
of  the  pastors  lessons  of  resignation 
and  patriotism,  and  pledge  renewed 
loyalty  to  our  stricken  country." 

The  flags  on  all  the  buildings  of  the 
city  hang  dripping  at  half  mast,  and 
the  nation's  sorrow  Is  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  every  person. 

Congressman  Morris,  who  has  enjoy- 
ed an  offlclal  and  personal  acquaintance 
with  President  McKinley,  was  natur- 
ally deeply  affected  by  the  news  of  his 
death.  He  has  expressed  his  sentiments 
and  his  horror  of  the  awful  deed  of 
Czolgosz  frequently  during  the  last 
week,  and  this  morning  he  said: 

'There  is  nothing  more  that  I  can  add 
to  what  I  have  already  said.  We  are  all 
one  great  household,  prostrated  by  the 
terrible  news  and  mourning  for  the 
death  of  one  of  us — of  one  of  our  jrreat 
family.  It  must  come  to  all  of  us  as 
a  personal  loss.  And  with  that  feeling 
must  come  also  a  sense  of  shame,  burn- 
ing shame,  that  such  a  thing  should 
happen  in  this  fair  land  of  liberty  and 
free    government. 

"Anarchy  must  be  crushed  with  an 
iron  hand.  To  do  this  Is  not  so  easir, 
however,  as  to  say  it,  but  done  it  must 
be.  It  cannot  be  appealed  to  by  senti- 
ment, for  it  knows  nothing  of  senti- 
ment. It  must  be  treated  with  the  ut- 
most rigor  and  without  quarter." 

Expressions  similar  to  those  of  Con- 
gressman Morris  are  heard  on  all  sides. 
Men  meet  on  the  street,  speak  of  the 
death  of  the  president  and  then,  ex- 
change views  as  to  the  best  method 
of  strangling  the  curse  of  anarchy. 
These  views  are  widely  different,  but 
all  have  the  same  end  in  view — the 
wiping  of  anarchy  off  the  American 
continent  forever. 

This  morning  one  of  the  engineer}  on 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  sent  his 
engine  out  of  the  Union  depot  draped 
In  crape  and  several  other  engineers 
on  other  roads  followed  his  example. 

Tomorrow  afternoon  at  4  o'clock  there 
will  be  a  meeting  In  the  assembly  room 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  associa- 
tion, which  will  be  In  the  nature  of  a 
memorial  gathering.  Prominent  clti- 
ens  will  speak.  Former  Governor  John 
Miller  will  preside. 

At  last  nights  meeting  of  the  Feder- 
ated Trades'  assembly  resolutions  of 
sympathy  and  condolence  were  adopted, 
and  the  act  of  the  assassin  was  con- 
demned as  dastardly  and  cowardly  by 
men  representing  ever>-  labor  union  in 
the  city. 

These  resolutions  are  published  in 
another  column  of  this  Issue.  It  was 
a  splendid  tribute  of  the  admiration  of 
the  workingmen  of  Duluth  for  the 
president,  who  was  then  dying,  and  a 
copy  of  their  resolutions  will  be  sent  to 
Mrs.  McK-inley. 

The  labor  unions  have  also  decided  to 
hold  a  memorial  meeting  one  week 
from  tomorrow.  This  meeting  will  be 
in  the  Armory  and  there  will  be  eulo- 
gies and  addresses  and  appropriate 
music. 

The  board  of  trade  suspended  busi- 
ness for  the  day.  Exchanges  through- 
out the  country  did  the  same  and  even 
in  England  they  were  closed  out  of  re- 
spect to  the  memory  of  the  dead  Amer- 
ican president. 
There  was  no  special  term  of  district 

court  this  morning.  The  judges  agreed 
to  adjourn  the  term  for  one  week,  out 

of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
President  McKinley.  So  this  week's 
special  term  matters  will  be  taken  up 
at  the  next  term,  which  will  be  next 
Saturday. 

The  county  officers  also  took  steps  to 
observe  the  day,  and  all  of  the  offices 
at  the  court  house  were  closed  at  noon 
and  did  not  reopen  again  during  the 
day.

Thousand  Dollars  Bills 

Brought  Back. 

Detective  Troyer  returned  from  Moor- 
head  last  evening  wiih  £tta  Hickman, 
the  16-year-old  colored  girl  accused  of 
stealing  $3300,  and  her  brother-in-law, 
William   Gregory, 

They  were  taken,  off  the  North  Coast 
limited  Wednesday  afternoon  just  as  th* 
train  wa.s  crossing  the  Red  river  into 
North  Dakota.  The  negroes  tried  hard, 
to  get  over  the  state  line,  but  Chief  Mur. 
phy  of  Moorhoad  and  his  assietants  were 
too  much  for  them.  The  woman  was  only 
partially  dreosed  when  she  was  hustled 
off    the   train. 

The  conductor  of  the  North  Coaat  lim- 
ited was  very  much  opposed  to  stopping 
his  train  long  enough  to  have  the  colored. 
t)eK>ple  taken  from  It  on  the  Minnesota 
boundary,  but  Chief  Murphy  threat»n<a>d 
trouble  and  the  trainmaji  finally  con- 
sented. 

The  baggage  of  the  colored  people  was 
hurried  on  to  the  Paeiflc  coast,  however, 
de.-»plte  the  efforts  of  the  authorities  to 
have  rt  put  off  at  Fargo. 

13tta  Hickman  and  another  colored  wo- 
noian  named  Boggs  are  both  locked  up  In 
the  woman's  apartment  of  the  city  jail. 
They  are  accused  of  stealing  three  $liiOi) 
bills  and  $300  in  smaller  bills  from  A.  1* 
Henderson,    of   Sheridan,    Iowa. 

The  Hickman  woman  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gregory  left  the  city  hurriedly  on  Wed- 
nesday mohrnlng.  after  buyfaig  tickets 
for  Portlanid.  Ore.  Mrs.  Gregory  was 
taken  in  custody  at  Moorhead  along  with 
her  sister  and  iiusband  and  sta.rted  back 
to  Duluth  last  nljfht,  but  had  to  leave  the 
train  at  Brainerd.  She  was  taken  to  a 
hospital  there,  where  she  gave  birth  to  a 
child. 

This  morning  Etta  Hickman  dazzled 
the  police  court  In  a  gown  of  unrelieved 
red.  She  was  charged  with  the  $3000  rob- 
bery and  with  having  brought  stolen 
proi>erty  Into  St.  Louis  county.  Her  exam- 
ination was  set  for  Sept.  23.  She  was  held 
wltphout  bail. 

William  Gregory  wa-s  arralgne<l  for  re- 
ceiving stolen  property  and  he  was  held 
for  an  examina-tion  on  Sein.  23  In  the  sum 
of  $1000  bail. 

Both  Gregory  and  the  Hickman  woman 
claim  that  the  Boggs  person  stole  the 
money  out  of  A.  L.  Henderson's  pockets 
while  he  slept.

The  case  went  to  ihe  Jury  at  11  o'clock 
yesterday  morning,  and  the  session  was 
therefore  Just  an  hour  short  of  lasting  the 
full  twenty-four.  The  first  ballots  stood 
seven  for  the  plaintiff  and  Hve  for  the 
defendant,  and  later  the  plaintiff's  case 
won  over  another  Juror,  making  It  eight 
to  four.  The  Jury  stood  eight  to  four 
most  of  the  night,  and  this  morning  re- 
sumed Its  old  position  of  seven  to  five, 
where  it  stood  when  It  came  before  the 
court  and  announced  Its  inability  to  agree. 
T.  W.  Hawkes,  the  foreman,  announced 
that  view,  and  when  the  court  asked  the 
others  if  that  was  how  ihev  felt,  eleven 
very  tired,  very  red-eyed  and  sleepy 
Jurors  summoned  up  considerable  energy 
In  replying-  that  that  was  undoubtedly 
the   case. 

So  the  court  let  the  jury  go,  and  the 
case  will  have  to  be  irled  again.  Broth- 
erton  was  hurt  while  getting  on  a  street 
car,  which  he  claimed  started  up  too 
quickly,   and  he   sued   for  $4,264  damages.

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Green  Ex- 
periences a  Turn  For 
the  Worse. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Green,  who 
was  shot  with  aiurdtrous  intent  by  her 
husband  a  week  ago',  Is  still  perplexing 
physicians. 

At  the  time  they  -followed  the  bullet 
three  inches  down  through  the  gravlsh 
whUe  matter  of  the  brain  with  a  probe 
the  physicians  did  not  think  there  was  the 
slightest  possibility  of  her  recovery,  al- 
though they  did  everything  known  to 
medical  science   to  save  her. 

She  surprised  the  doctors  and  her 
friends  by  improving  rapidly  for  a  few 
days,  but  now  the  effecla  of  the  bullet 
are  becoming  notlceal^lH^ 

Th»  i)atlent  la  suffering  great  paHh'  m 
the  head,  and  her  montsil  system  seems 
to  be  giving  away.    She  is  partially  blind. 

From  a  medical  standpoint  her  case 
was  very  similar  to  that  of  the  president's 
though  the  wounds  were  in  different  parts 
of  ten  anatomy. 

The  bullet  Which  Charles  Green  sent 
erasing  Into  the  head  of  his  sleeping  wife 
took  a  downward  course  through  the 
head  of  the  nervous  system.  After  ex- 
tracting five  pieces  of  skull  from  the  hram 
the  doctors  concluded  that  the  location 
of  the  bullet  wsui  of  minor  Importace  and 
only  feared  septio  poisoning.  Her  pulse, 
respiration  and  temperature  became  very 
near  normal.  When  she  had  a  sinking 
spell  last  night  and  now  it  seems  that 
she  Is  giving  away  mentally  and  going 
blind. 

Mrs.  Green  was  shot  by  her  husband  the 
morning  of  the  day  that  President  Mc- 
Kinley was  assassinated.  Her  husba.^d 
killed  himself,  but  the  news  of  his  death 
has  been  kept  from   her.

TRIAL  OF 
CZOLGOSZ 


Will  Be   Brought   About 

Immediately    at 

Buffalo. 


Evidence    Will   Be   Pre^ 

sented  to  Grand  Jury 

On  Monday. 


Will    Probably    Be   Ar- 

raigned   on   Monday, 

Sept.,  23. 


Buffalo,  Sept.  14.— The  Commercial 
says:  District  Attorney  Thomas  Pen- 
ney today  took  steps  to  bring  Leon 
Ciolgosz,  the  assassin  of  President 
McKinley,  to  an  imediate  trial  for  his 
crime. 

On  Monday  morning,  Mr.  Penney  will 
present  to  the  grand  Jury,  now  in  ses- 
sion, evidence  of  the  dastardly  crime 
and  there  is  not  the  slightest  shadow 
of  a  doubt  that  Leon  Czolgosx  will  be 
indicted'  for  murder  in  the  first  degree. 
County  Judge  Edward  K.  Kraery  will 
Immediately  receive  the  report  of  that 
indictment  from  the  grand  jury.  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Penney  will  move  that 
the  indictment  be  transferred  to  the 
supreme  court  for  trial  as  capital  of- 
fenses cannot  be  tried  in  the  county 
court.  Judge  Emery  will  grant  the  de- 
sired order  of  transfer.  Then  Czolgosz 
can  be  arraigned  to  plead  to  the  In- 
dictment on  Monday,  Sept.  23.  It  Is  not 
known  that  he  will  be  arraigned  on 
that  day,  but  that  Is  the  earliest  day 
upon  which  the  prisoner  can  be  brought 
before  the  court,  as  at  present  there  Is 
no  session  of  the  supreme  court.  On 
Sept.  23  Justice  White  will  convene  the 
regular  September  term  of  part  3  of  the 
supreme  court,  which  part  is  set  aside 
for  the  trial  of  criminal  oases. 

Should  the  murderer  Inform  the  court 
that  he  has  no  counsel  and  that  he  has 
no  means  with  which  to  employ  one, 
the  court  will  be  required  to  assign  an 
attorney  to  defend  the  prisoner  upon 
the  trial  of  the  indictment  for  murder. 

District  Attorney  Penney  is  perfectly 
confident  that  Czolgosz  will  be  con- 
victed for  the  crime  of  murder  In  the 
first  degree,  that  Is,  that  the  crime  was 
deliberate  and  premeditated,  and  the 
penalty  for  which,  under  the  laws  of 
New  York  state,  is  death  by  electrocu- 
tion. 

District  Attorney  Penney  will  permit 
of  no  delay  and  the  assassin  will  be 
given  a  speedy  trial  by  a  Jury.

CONFERENCE 


Between     Strikers     and 

Officers  of  the  Steel 

Combine. 

New  York,  Sept.  14.— There  was  a  con- 
ference here  today  between  President 
Shaffer  of  the  Amalgamated  association 
and  representatives  of  subsidary  compan- 
ies of  the  United  States  Steel  corporation. 
The  result  of  the  conference  was  not 
made   public. 

Althougli  no  offlclal  statement  was  given 
out  at  the  close  of  the  conference.  It  was 
understood  that  It  had  been  \^ithout  re- 
sult and  that  another  one  would  be  held 
this  afternoon.  Another  point  of  conten- 
tion,  it  was  said,  was  over  placed  men 
in  the  McKeesuort  mill.  The  steel  cor- 
poration opened  this  mill,  but  the  Amal- 
gamated asociation  wuntea  to  place  Its 
own  men  there. 

President  Shaffer  of  the  Amalgramated 
association  accompanied  by  several  of- 
fi:er8  of  that  organization,  arrived  here 
tarly  today.  After  meeting  R.  M.  Eask-y, 
secretary  of  the  Civic  federation,  Mr. 
Shaffer  communicated  wltn  President 
Schwab  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
p'lration  by  telephone.  Mr.  Schwab  said 
afterwards  that  he  did  not  expect  to  sea 
Mr.  Shaffer,  and  if  there  were  any  con- 
ferences, they  would  be  vf\t)\  the  officers 
of  the  American  Tin  Plate  company.  At 
the  offices  of  that  company  the  executive 
(ifflcers  of  the  concern  were  In  session  and 
said  that  they  did  not  expect  to  see  any 
of    the    Amalgamated    association    people. 

Pittsburg,  Sept.  14.— The  steel  strike 
situation  wa.s  quiet  today,  pending  de- 
velopments from  New  York,  where  it 
was  said  a  conference  of  the  Amalga- 
mated officials  and  the  heads  of  sub- 
sidiary companies  of  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  would  be  held  and 
a  settlement  effected. 

At  McKeesport  there  is  a  general 
movement  to  return  to  work  and  the 
strike  leaders  fear  they  can  not  hold 
the  men  after  today.  The  Demmler 
plant  wa.s  working  six  mills  and  300  men 
returned  to  the  tube  works.  Two  thou- 
sand Hungarians  notified  the  Amalga- 
mated officials  that  unless  they  were 
given  aid  at  once  they  would  go  back 
Monday.  At  the  Monogahela  Tlnplate 
works,  In  this  city,  operations  were 
resumed  with  seventy-flve  men  brought 
from  Monessen.  A  large  force  of  extra 
police  were  on  duty  and  there  was  no 
trouble.

Imagine  the  surprise  created  in  the 
little  town  when,  one  Saturday,  the 
farmers  read: 

"COMING— A  DAILY  PAPER. 

"The  editor  of  'The  J^masher"  has  been 
notified  that  a  city  fellow  Is  coming  to 
Linden  with  the  intentions  of  starting 
up  a  paper  in  oppi)sition  to  'The 
Smasher.'  The  new  paper  will  be  a 
daily.  The  Smashei '  wishes  its  com- 
ing rival   every  success." 

It  was  talked  about  for  weeks.  In- 
deed the  stir  created  by  the  announce- 
ment was  not  quite  o>  er  when  the  first 
■free  copy"  of  the  "Rtiral  Gazette"  was 
distributed  to  every  home.  Its  style 
and  fini.sh  and  evident  determination  to 
A\in  at  once  won  the  good  will  of  the 
farmers  and  its  success  was  assured. 
Its  editor  was  sitting  in  his  private 
office  one  day  not  long  t^ince,  busily 
writing  up  some  editorials,  when  he 
was  abruptly  arousetl  by  a  loud 
double  knock  on  the  door.  Before  he 
could  rise  and  answer  the  summons, 
the  door  was  pushed  open  none  too 
gently,  and  in  stalled  a  typical 
farmer,  leading  by  tlie  hand  an  awk- 
ward lad,  apparently  13  or  14  years  of 
age.

He  took  from  his  checkered  blouse 
pocket  a  week's  old  edition  of  the  Rural 

Gazette.  Somewhat  amused  and 
wishing  to  know  wliat  the  ludicrous 
looking  pair  could  I'osslbly  want,  he 
answered  the  old  farmer,  returning  his 
hand  shake  cordially  and  inviting  him 
kindly  to  be  seated.  Then  smiling  en- 
couragingly, he  said:  "Yes,  I  have 
that  honor,  and  am  tiying  to  please  all 
our  patrons  in  the  best  possible  way, 
especially  the  farmer?,  and  now  Is  there 
anything  I  might  possibly  have  the 
honor  of  doing  for  you'?"

building  forms  a  letter  "U"  so  that  the 
lirst  t:oor  rooms  at  the  northeast  ;iu;xrter 
of  the  building  will  all  have  ample  sKy- 
..gnts.  There  will  be  four  store  rojms 
on  the  first  floor. 

In  general  the  plan  of  the  upper  floors 
will  be  the  same.  There  will  be  twelve 
offices  on  each  tloor,  including  a  \ery 
large  general  working  room  45  feet  by  60 
feet.  While  the  floor  plans  are  the  same 
at  present,  they  will  be  arranged  to  suit 
the  needs  of  the  departments  that  will 
use  them.  In  some  cases  offlces  will  be 
partitioned  so  as  to  have  private  jflloes 
m  pai't  of  them,  and  in  others  oftices  will 
be  thrown  together  by  removing  the  par- 
tl(  ns.  P^ch  of  the  several  dejpartments 
will  have  a  floor  to  its  own  use,  ind  per- 
hajs  one  or  two  will  havo  two  floors. 
This  will  be  arranged  later.  All  of  the 
corridors  will  lave  tnarble  floors,  and 
there  will  be  vaults  and  toilet  rooms  on 
each  flcor.  besides  a  large  general  vault 
and  a  large  peii-ral  tllet  room  on  the 
first  floor.  The  women's  toilet  rom  will 
be  on  the  fifth  floor. 

The  size  of  the  office  Is  a  very  marked 
feature.  The  space  occupied  by  the 
twelve  offices  on  each  floor  would  be  di- 
vided Into  as  many  as  thirty  offices  in 
ordinarv   buiUlirgs. 

Much  attention  will  be  paid  to  ventila- 
tion, and  the  form  of  the  building  will 
give  every  office  ample  li#rhtlng  facilities. 
The  boiler  room  will  be  ^nder  the  laige 
office  between  the  first  and  second  f lo  jrs. 
and  the  boilers  and  fuel  spaces  .will  have 
ample  room.  Tliere  will  be  dynamos 
through  which  ihe  building  will  s^r-ure 
its  own  electric  lightfng.  ITnder  ihe  walks 
on  both  street  and  ptvelu^e  there  will  be 
a    large  area   way.

As  soon  as  may  be  the  new  building 
for  the  use  of  the  local  interests  of  the 
United  States  Steel  corporation  will 
rear  its  handsome  and  massive  walls  on 
the  northeast  corner  of  First  street 
and  Third  avenue  west.  Plans  have 
just  been  completed  by  Palmer,  Hall  & 
Hunt,  the  architects  of  many  of  the 
handsomest  buildings  in  the  city,  and 
they  are  in  the  hands  of  the  contract- 
ors,_AiVho  are  already  figuring  on  their 
bids.  The  time  for  calling  in  these  bids 
has  not  yet  been  fixed,  but  it  will  be  in 
a   short   time. 

Those  who  have  heard  that  the  build- 
ing was  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  most 
wealthy  corporation  in  the  world,  and 
that  a  quarter  of  a  millon  dollars  were 
to  be  spent  in  Its  construction,  will 
undoubtedly  imagine  that  the  building 
will  be  a  handsome  one.  The  plans  in- 
dicate that  beyond  any  question,  and 
they  assure  Duluth  the  possession  of 
a  structure  that  would  be  a  credit  to 
any   city  in   the  country. 

The  plans  contemplate  a  seven-storv 
structure  with  a  frontage  of  100  feet 
on  First  street  and  140  on  Third  avenuft 
west.  The  name  of  Capt.  A.  B.  Woi- 
vin,  president  of  the  Pittsburg  Steam- 
ship company,  has  been  definitely  de- 
cided upon  as  that  of  the  building,  and 
as  the  "Wolvin  building"  will  it  be 
christened,  and  the  broad  name-plate 
over  the  First  street  entrance  will  bear 
that  name. 

The  building  will  of  course  be  absol- 
utely fire  proof,  and  in  its  construction 
the  steel  trust  will  be  a  good  patron 
of  itself,  as  a  great  amount  will  be 
used. 

A  local  corporation,  known  as  the 
Wolvin  Building  company,  will  con- 
struct it  and  handle  it,  and  all  but  the 
first  floor  will  be  devoted  to  the  uses 
of  the  United  States  Steel  company.  It 
will  be  of  the  style  of  architecture 
known  as  Renaissance.and  in  every  re- 
spect, in  general  and  in  detail,  it  will 
be  a  marvelous  example  of  the  skill  of 
architect  and  builder.  It  will  be  of  the 
style  of  construction  called  "skeleton 
steel  frame."  which  those  who  have 
watched  the  construction  of  the  Lons- 
dale building  or  any  other  large  modern 
edifice  will  be  familiar  with.  In  the 
construction  each  floor  will  be  iride- 
pendent  of  the  others,  so  that  the  sides 
of  one  lloor  could  be  taken  out  and  those 
above  and   below   would   still  stand. 

The  main  entrance  will  be  on  First 
street,  and  there  will  be  another  m 
the  avenue  side,  each  being  in  the  cen- 
ter of  its  respective  front.  The  nist 
two  stories  AviU  be  treated  in  one  of  the 
Portage  entry  sandstones,  the  next  four 
will  be  clean  brick  shaft,  and  the 
seventh  or  upper  story  will  be  treated 
in  connection  with  the  cornice,  in  brick 
and  terra  cotta.  The  brick  used  in  the 
building  will  be  entirely  different  froin 
any  now  in  use  in  this  city.  It  will 
be  of  a  grayish  color,  and  it  will  har- 
monize with  the  stone  and  terra  cotta 
to  produce  a  very  striking  and  pleasing 

effect. 

The  First  street  entrance  will  be 
treated  with  a  bold  effect.  running 
through  two  stories.  Handsome  carving 
will  adorn  the  entrance,  and  this  is 
about  the  only  embellishment  that  has 
been  included  in  the  plans.  The  name 
plate,  arch,  etc.,  will  be  filled  in  with 
electro-bronze  work,  which  w'll  make 
a  very  charming  effect. 

Passing  through  the  main  entrance, 
visitors  will  come  into  a  hand.some  cor- 
ridor of  marble  wainscoting  aiRl  tiled 
or  marbled  tloor,  twenty-two  feet  wide. 
Directly  back  from  the  entrance,  in 
plain  viCAV,  will  be  three  large  and  com- 
modious elevators,  a  feature  of  which 
will  be  the  fact  that  all  machinery  will 
be  hidden  from  view  in  a  shaft  at  one 
side  of  the  elevators.  The  main 
stairs  will  have  a  double  flight  passing 
up  on  either  side  to  a  central  landing 
on  the  second  floor.  The  stairs,  also, 
will  be  in  marble,  and  so  will  the  walls 
and  ceilings  of  the  vestibule. 

Directly  beyond  the  elevators  on  the 
first  floor,  and  directly  opposite,  will  be 
a  central  corridor  where  the  street  and 
avenue  entrances  will  converge,  and  in 
this  corridor  will  be  the  news  and  cigar 
stands  .  Directly  at  the  right  of  this 
will  be  the  barber  shop.  At  the  rear  of 
the  building,  between  the  first  and  sec- 
end  floors,  will  be  a  large  office,  and 
on  a  level  with  it  will  be  a  large  gen- 
eral vault,  forty  feet  square. 

The  first  floor  occupies  the  full  ground 
space  of  the  biiildlng,  but  aoove  that  tha 
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Two  Harbors  and  Gooseberry.

William     Sauntry     Says 

Anarchy     Has    Had 

Things  Too  Easy. 

William  Sauntry,  the  millionaire  log- 
ger, arrived  in  the  city  frpm  Stillwater 
last  evening  for  a  few  days  business 
visit.  Mr.  Siauntry  says  that  it  is  a 
ill  tie  early  foi-  the  beginning  of  logging 
Operation;  of  the  Mueser-Sauntry  and 
Sauntry-Cain  interests,  but  that  the 
outlook  is  good  for  an  excellent  season 
in  the  woods.  Coiumenting  on  the 
death  of  President  >Vllliam  McKin- 
ley,  Mr.  Sauntry  said: 

"The  loss  of  Piesident  McKinley 
under  the  present  circumstances  Is  a 
terrible  blow  to  the  country.  We  have 
been  too  easy  with  the  anarchists  in 
this  country  and  now  we  are  getting 
the  results.  I  believe  in  free  speech, 
but  I  do  not  believe  in  the  sort  of  free 
speech  that  will  permit  a  man  or  Woman 
to  get  on  a  platform  and  dellTaeraiely 
make  a  speech  that  will  influence'  the 
hearer  to  tae  human  life.  There  is  too 
much  of  anarchistic  principles  in  this 
country,  there  is  too  much  of  Altgeld- 
Ism  and  Emma  Goldmanism  and  her 
brood.  The  red  flag  of  anarchy  should 
be  pulled  down  and  something  else 
.should  dangle  at  the  end  of  the  rope. 

"1  believe  that  In  Mr.  Roosevelt  the 
country  will  have  a  strong  and  able 
president.  He  has  the  courage  to  carrj' 
out  the  sentiments  of  the  American 
people,  and  I  believe  that  he  %vill  do 
it,  backed  by  a  wise  legislation  on  the 
part  of  the  lawmakers."

Milburn  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  14.— 
The  place  selected  for  President  Roose- 
velt to  take  the  oath  was  the  library 
of  Mr.  Wilcox's  house,  a  rather  small 
room,  but  picturesque,  the  heavy  oak 
trimmings  and  the  massive  book  cases 
giving  it  somewhat  tlae  appearance  of 
a  legal  den.  A  pretty  bay  window 
with  stained  glass  and  heavy  hang- 
ings formed  a  background  and  against 

this  the  president  toox  his  position. 
Surrounding  him  were  the  five  mem- 
bers of  the  cabinet,  Secretaries  Root, 
Hitchcock,  Long  and  Wilson  and  Post- 
master General  Smith.  Nearby  were 
Senator  Chauncey  M.  Depew,  Judge  o£ 
the  Court  of  Appeals  Halght,  John  Sca- 
thcrd,  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Ansley  Wilcox, 
Miss  Wilcox,  George  P,  Sawyer,  Drs. 
Mann,  Parker  and  Stockton,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Calton  Sprague,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  Milburn,  Secretary  to  the  Presi- 
dent William  Loeb,  Jr.,  Secretary  to 
the  deceased  president,  George  B.  Cor- 
lelyou,  Dr.  and  Mia.  Charles  Carey,  R. 
C.  Scatherd,  J.  P.  Sawyer,  Wililam  Jef- 
fers,  official  stenographer  of  the  United 
States  senate,  and  Judge  of  the  United 
States  District  Court  John  R.  Hazel. 

Judge  Hazel  stood  near  the  president 
in  the  bay  window  and  the  iatier  show- 
ed his  nervousness  by  plucking  at  the 
lapel  of  his  long  frock  coat  and  ner- 
vously tapping  the  hard\vood  floor  wHh 
his  heel.  He  stepped  over  once  to  Sec- 
retary Root  and  for  about  five  minutes 

they  conversed  earnestly.  The  ques- 
tion at  issue  was  wiielher  the  presi- 
dent should  first  sign  an  oath  of  ffioce 
and  tlien  swear  in  or  whether  he  should 
swear  in  first  and  sign  the  document 
in  the  case  after. 

At  precisely  3:o2  o'clock  Secretary  Root 
ceased  his  conversation  with  the  i)resi- 
dent  and  stepping  back,  an  absolute  hush 
fell  upon  every  one  In  the  room.  He 
said    in   an    almost    inaudloie    voice: 

"Mr.    Vice   rre-<ldeni.    1 '    Ihen 

his  voice  broke  and  for  fully  two  min- 
utes the  tears  came  down  his  face  and 
his  lips  quivered  so  that  he  could  not 
contlnwe  his  utterances.  There  were  sym- 
pathetic tears  from  those  about  him  and 
two  great  drops  ran  down  either  cheek 
of  the  successor  of  William  McKlnUy. 
Mr.  Roofs  chin  was  on'  his  breast.  Sud- 
denly throwing  back  his  head  as  if  with 
an  effort  he  continued  in  broken  voice: 

"I  have  tieen  requested  on  beiialf  of  the 
cabinet  of  the  late  presideiU.  at  least 
those  who  are  present  in  Buffalo,  except 
two,  to  request  that  for  reasons  of  weight 
affecting  the  affairs  of  government,  you 
should  proceed  to  lake  the  constitutional 
oath   as  pr^'.'^ldent  of  the   United   States." 

Judge  Hazel  stepped  to  the  rear  of  the 
president  and  Mr.  Roosevelt,  coming 
close  to  Secretary  Root,  said  in  a  voice 
Ihat  at  first  wavered,  but  finally  came 
deep  and  strong,  while,  as  If  to  control 
his  nervousness,  he  held  firmly  to  the 
lapel  of  his  coat  with   his  right  hand: 

"I  shall  take  the  oath  at  once,  in  ac- 
cordance with  your  request  and  in  this 
hour  of  deep  and  terrible"  nalional  be- 
reavement, 1  wish  to  state  that  it  shall 
be  my  aim  to  continue  absolutely  un- 
brokeii  Ihe  policy  of  President  McKinley 
for  the  peace  and  prosperity  and  honor 
of  our  beloved  country."

In  the  face  of  a  'luestion  of  simple 
right  and  wrong  Mr.  Roosevelt  recog- 
nizes no  loyalty  to  party,  and  he  de- 
clares with  vehemeace  that  national 
politics  never  should  be  allowed  to  in- 
terfere with  municipal  qr  local  gov- 
ernment, nor  With  the  disposition  of 
offices  in  which  efficiency  and  honesty 
are   the   prime   requirements. 

"There  are  times."  he  says,  "when  it 
may  be  the  duty  of  a  man  to  break  with 
Ws  party,  and  there  are  other  times 
when  it  may  be  his  duty  to  stand  bv 
his  party,  even  though,  on  some  points, 
he  thinks  that  party  wrong.  If  we  had 
not  party  allegiance,  our  politics  would 
become  mere  windy  anarchy,  and,  under 
present  conditions  our  government 
would  hardly  continue  at  all." 

In  1886  he  became  the  candidate  of 
the  Republican  party  for  Mayor  of 
New  York,  running  against  Abram  9. 
Hewitt  and  Henry  George.  While  he 
was  beaten,  he  had  the  honor  of  re- 
ceiving the  largest  jercentage  of  votes 
ever  polled  for  a  Republican  candidate 
for  mayor  until  Mayor  Strong  came  in. 
During  all  these  years  of  political 
activity,  and  long  afterwards,  Mr. 
Roosevelt  found  opijortunily  to  make 
half  a  hundred  expeditions  into  the  v.ild 
ht;art  of  the  West,  to  turn  cowboy, 
ranchman  and  hunter  for  big  game, 
and  to  become  more  familiar,  perhaps, 
with  the  "ruggei  and  stalwart 
Democracy"  of  the  pioneer  frontiers- 
man than  any  other  Eastern  man.  He 
built  a  log  ranch  on  the  banlts  of  the 
Little  Missouri,  amcng  tne  buttes  and 
bad  lands  of  nort  a  western  Dakota, 
working  on  it  with  his  own  hands. 

in  the  intervals  of  huntiug,  ranching 
and  politics,  Mr.  Roosevelt  fiHind  opjKir- 
tuniiy  to  write  voluminously  on  many 
different  subjects.  He  is  the  author  of 
many  wortliy  and  interesting  pubuca- 
llons.  .       „, 

After  his  experien.^  on  the  \yesiern 
plains  Mr.  Roosevelt  returned  with  vigor 
to  his  public  life.  For  six  years,  i-esm- 
nlng  in  is8&— four  yeju-s  under  Presidvsnt 
Harrison  and  two  under  President  Cleye- 
land— he  was  presid.-nt  of  the  bmted 
States  civil  service  tummission. 

In  ised,  when  Maj.  Sti-ong  was  cast- 
ing about  for  men  wh.>  were  brave  en  jugh 
and  determined  enough  to  give  viriluy  to 
the  principles  of  reform,  his  eyes  turncHt 
at  once  to  Mr.  Roose\elt  as  the  man  best 
htted  to  fight  a  vigcrous  battle  agilnst 
corruption.  He  wae  appointed  to  the 
board  of  public  coniriissioners,,  of  which 
he  at  once  became  president. 

Within  a  month  Mr  Roosevelt  was  the 
most  hated  as  well  as  the  befit  beloved 
min  in  New  York.  He  was  appc4nted  to 
enforce  the  laws  as  they  appeared  on  the 
statute  books.  He  enforced  them.  Dyna- 
!  mile  bo«nb8  were  lef:  in  his  office,  sen- 
sational apers  attacked  him  with  bitter 
malice,  a  part  of  his  own  board  was 
against  him,  but  he  neither  wavered  or 
paused.  ,  .  , 

In  ISS'T  Mr.  Roosevolt  began  his  vork 
as  asfiistanr  secretar;-  of  the  navy.  "« 
resigned  on  May  6,  isl*^.  to  become  lieu- 
tenant colonel  of  hi?  own  regiment  of 
Rough  Riders.  This  was  not  Mr.  Roose- 
velt's tirst  military  service.  As  far  back 
as  1S84  he  became  f.  lieutenant  of  the 
Eighth  regiment  of  tha  National  Guard  of 
the  state  of  New  York,  afterwards  rising 
to  captain,  remaining  a  militiaman  lor 
more  than  four  years.  History  t>e<iueathed 
the  idea  of  Rough  Riders  to  Mr.  Roose- 
velt 

He  knew  weM  what  Marlon's  men  had 
done  in  the  American  revolution;  how  tho 
Texas  rangers  rode  in  the  Mexican  wars; 
what  Andy  Jackson's  sharpshooters  did  in 
the  war  of  1812;  and  he  felt  that  this  arm 
of  the  service  would  be  invaluable  in  the 
Spainaeh  war.  When  he  called  for  volun- 
teers, the  rough  men  of  the  West,  who 
had.  known  him  as  t.  cowboy,  iwllcemion 
of  New  York,  college  boys,  Wall  street 
traders,  flocked  from  the  width  of  the 
nation  to  his  stand.ird,  and  they  were 
naturally  men  who  possessed  the  fighting 
qualities  of  their  h-ader.  That  was  what 
made  the  rough   riders. 

In  189S  Mr.  Roose.elt  w««  nominsvted 
ai*d  elected  governor  of  New  York,  and  ail 
the  Philadelphia  coiivention.  in  1900,  he 
was,  against  his  expresse<l  desire,  nomin- 
ated for  the  vice  presidency  and  elected 
In   November. 

In  IV^G  Mr.  Roosevelt  married  Miss  Kdilh 
Kerm.it  Carow,  and  they  have  five  chil- 
dren, three  sons  and  two  daughters.  Their 
home  Is  at  Sagrunoie  Hill,  about  three 
miles  from  Oyster  Ray,  on  Donig  Island 
Hfound. 

Contrary  to  a  som«w'hat  general  belief, 
Mr.  Roosevelt  Is  not  a  wealthy  man,  al- 
though he  has  a  moderate  Income,  to 
which  he  has  hhnself  added  by  his  liter- 
ary  work.

Brief     Sketch    of    Theodore 
Roosevelt's  Career. 

Theodore  Roosevelt  was  born  in  the 
family  mansion  at  2S  East  Twentieth 
street.  New  York,  on  Oct.  27,  1857.  As 
a  young  boy  he  was  thin-skinned,  pale, 
and  delicate,  giving  little  promise  of 
the  amazing  vigor  of  his  later  life. 

To  avoid  the  rough  treatment  of  the 
pi»blic  sciiotdfi  he  was  tutored  at  home, 
also  attending  a  private  school  for  a 
time — Cutler's,  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  its  day.  Most  of  his  summers  were 
spent  at  the  Roosevelt  farm  near  Oys- 
ter bay. 

Later  he  entered  Harvard  college, 
where  he  was  a  good  student,  and  for 
a  time  editor  of  the  Advocate.  He  was 
deeply  e.bsoi-bed  in  history  and  natural 
history. 

He  was  graduated  from  the  univer- 
sity In  1880,  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  man, 
and  afterwards  spent  some  time  in 
studvlng  in  Dresden.  After  a  year's 
travel  in  Europe  and  the  East,  during 
which  he  scaled  the  Jungfrau  and  the 
Matterhorn  and  won  himself  a  mem- 
bership in  the  Alpine  club  of  London. 
Mr.  Roosevelt  returned  to  New  York 
ready  to  begin  his  life  work.  He  was 
barely  2.S  yeare  old,  a  robust,  sturdy- 
shouldered,  square-jawed  young  man, 
born  a  fighter. 

He  was  thoroughly  familiar  with  his 
country's  history.  He  had  studied  its 
politics  as  well  as  its  wars,  and  hs 
knew  every  one  of  the  noble  principles 
on  which  it  was  founded.  For  a  time 
Mr.  Roosevelt  attempted  the  study  of 
law,  with  his  uncle,  Robert  B.  Roose- 
velt, but  with  such  a  training  as  he 
had  given  himself  it  was  Impossible  for 
him  to  remain  long  out  of  politics. 

In  ISSl  he  attended  his  first  primary— 
a  primary  of  the  Republican  party.  Al- 
most before  he  was  aware  the  Twenty- 
first  district  had  elected  him  to  repre- 
sent it  in  the  assembly  at  Albany. 

When  he  took  the  oath  of  office  In 
18S.2  he  was  the  youngest  member  of  the 
legislature.  Some  of  the  hard  shelled 
old  political  "wheelers'  from  New  York 
promptly  dubbed  him  "silk  stocking," 
and  passed  him  by  as  one  of  the  freaks 
of   a    popular   election. 

Within  two  months  he  was  the  undis- 
puted leader  of  the  Republican  minor- 
ity of  the  house.  He  had  determin«»d 
tliat  the  city  of  New  York  needed  puri- 
fying ,and  without  delay  he  set  about 
to  purify  it. 

He  succeeded  in  passing  the  famous 
Jioosevelt  aldermanic  bill,  which  de- 
prived the  city  council  of  New  York  of 
the  right  to  veto  the  mayor's  appoint- 
ments, the  provisions  under  which 
Tweed  and  his  ringsters  had  wrought 
such  perversions  of  the  public  will. 
This  was  the  most  Important  work  he 
did   at   Albany. 

Prophets  of  the  ordinary  polltcal 
stamp  declared  that  Mr.  Roosevelt 
would  not  be  re-elected  after  he  had 
served  his  first  term — his  policies  were 
much  too  startling;  but  he  was  re- 
elected twice,  serving  the  three  terms 
of   18S2.   1883   and   1884. 

Moreover,  his  party  grew  so  fond  of 
him  that  It  sent  him  to  the  Republican

Milburn  House,  Buffalo,  Sept.  14.— Tho 
oath  win  be  administered  to  Prealdeut 
Roosevelt  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Wilcox, 
wlih  whom  he  stopped  while  here,  inunod- 
ia:e'y  upon  his  arrival  this  afternoon. 
Attorney  General  Knox  after  the  oaWuel 
meeting  trokc  up  said  that  with  the  d(.ath 
of  tae  iJitsldent,  all  the  duties  and  power»= 
of  the  ofl'.ce  devolved  upon  the  vice  j.rjul 
dent,  but  that  the  constitution  rt-quired 
hini  to  take  the  prescribed  oath  before 
he  could  exercise  them.  The  session  ol 
the  cabinet  was  concluded  at  1:16  and  th« 
members  left  the  house  immediately,  tak- 
ing carriages  for  Dr.  Wilcox's  residence, 
where  they  were  to  await  the  arrlv.il  of 
the  new  president.

Bitterness   of  the  Crime 
MeUed  In  Regret. 


Milburn    House.    Buffalo,    Sept.    14.— 
'Absolute  quiet  prevuiled  in  tlie  neiuh- 
borlioixl  of  the  Milburn  residence  during 
the  earl3-  hours  of  the  day.    The  police 
niaint.iiiud  the  lines  on  Delav.-4*re  ave- 
nue  aii.i    the  streets  which   intersected 
It  and  double  picket  lines  patrolled  it. 
Many  persons  came  to  the  outer  police 
]in«'s  and  gazed  in  i^ilence  at  the  hause, 
■where  the  body  of  the  dead  president 
rep<J!se8.     Some   talked   in   awed   whis- 
pers   of    the    cruel    tragedy    that      had 
taken  the  nation's  rules,  and  among  all 
the  dc-epest  sorrow  was  manifest.     Pa- 
thetic ngures  in  the  crowd  were  scores 
of  old  grand  army  men  who  tjrleve  at 
the    loss    of  a    comrade.     Their    bitter- 
ness at  the  crime  seemed  nvil'-ed  in  re- 
gret.    Many  of  them  pleaded  with  the 
police    for  admission   to   the  lines,    de- 
claring that  it  was      their    right  and 
privilege  to  guard  the  body  of  the  man 
who  had  fought  in  their  ranks  and  was 
their    comrade.     The   pollcs   regretfully 
•nforcoJ  the  order  against  them.    With- 
in  the   lines  a  corps  of  worn  out   and 
tired    newspaper   men   were   about   the 
only  rivilians.     They  loitered  about  the 
tent.^   i'.nd    sheds   on   the   east   side     of 
Delaware  avenue  awaiitlng  the  action 
of   the   dy.     Erly   in       the   morning     a 
number  of  photographers  representing 
the  pict<'r:il  press  were  admitted  to  the 
lines  ur.'i  several  hundred  views  of  the 
house   and    grounds    that    have       be^-n 
made  historic  by  the  death  of  anothtr 
murdered    president,       were    taken.     A 
heavy,  damp  fog  still  hung  over  the  city 
and  fe»i\e  the  air  a  •-•hill  that  was  p.me- 
telirg. 

At  ^  o'clock  a  company  of  the  Four- 
teenth infantry,  commanded  by  Lieut. 
James  Ware,  came  to  relieve  their 
coiiuiiil.>s,  who  had  been  on  guard  for 
twenty-tour  hours.  The  formalities  of 
poBting  the  new  guards  took  place  at 
once.  None  who  came  to  show  their 
SMirrow  for  the  dead  presdent  failed  to 
a.«k  solii  itoutily  for  Mrs.  McKinley.  It 
^ms  not  known  how  strong  she  was  and 
It  was  feared  that  the  consequences  of 
the  suffering  and  shock  she  had  experi- 
enced. The  first  word  of  encourage- 
ment cume  from  the  servants  of  the 
housfhold,  who  said  that  she  was  still 
in  her  room  and  had,  apparently,  rested 
IV  ell.  This  report  was  amply  confirmed 
at  8:-5r.  o'clock  by  Dr.  Wasdln,  who  had 
called  at  the  house  to  see  her.  He  said 
that  shf  had  not  only  rested  fairly  well, 
but  was  showing  encouraging  strength 
In  her  grief.  His  assurances  were  wel- 
comed hy  those  who  heard  them. 

l>r.  Wasdin  announced  that  the  au- 
topsy on  the  body  of  the  president 
■would  be  held  at  11  o'clock.  A  large 
American  Hag.  which  has  hung  from 
the  fiont  of  the  Milburn  home  almost 
continuously  since  the  exposition  be- 
gem, w  s  not  removed.

Everywhere  there  are 
signs  of  sorrow.  Flags  fly  mld-mast 
and  preti. nations  are  in  progress  to 
give  thf-  ;nibllc  buildings  a  draping  of 
black.  At  al!  the  city  churches  to- 
morrow there  will  oe  services  and 
prayers  lor  the  late  president.  VUna 
for  forma!  and  civic  action  and  for  a 
large  c.>--cort  of  military  and  civic  or- 
ganizations, when  the  body  is  removed 
to  the  train,  will  carry  it  to  Wa.««hin- 
ton,  are  under  consideration.  The  peo- 
ple of  Buffalo  feel  especial  regret  In 
that  the  prepldent  was  stricken  down 
Tvbile  Ih^ir  guest,  and  the  loss,  th.-rt- 
fore,  se.-ins  more  poignant.  It  is  a  fact 
ivcajl.  <i  during  the  morning  that  Ellhu 
Bo. .t.  now  .secretary  of  war,  was  pres- 
ent when  Arthur  took  the  oath  of  office 
■when  r.arfleld  died.  He  was  sent  for 
by  Arlhi.r  as  soon  as  the  news  reached 
him,  an<l  by  his  advice,  and  also  at  the 
request  of  thf>  members  of  the  0.»  - 
Held  cabinet,  the  oath  was  adminis- 
tered at  2  o'clock  in  the  morning,  by 
Justice  Bradley,  of  X?w  York. 

Abner  McKinley,  brother  of  President 
WcKinley,  drove  to  the  M'iburn  hou.«e 
at  !ft  o'clock,  accompanied  by  Lieut. 
James  McKinley,  Col.  Brown  and  Mr. 
lleek,  of  Canton. 

The  rclice  ren.oved  the  tope  lines  and 
the  CHrriage  rolled  slowly  up  to  the 
entrance  of  the  hou.se.  McKinley  bent 
forward  in  his  seat  ni  the  cnrriage  and 
Bhaded  his  eyes  with  Ms  hands.  "NA'hen 
he  alighted  he  walked  slowly  up  to  the 
Coor  of  the  house  with  his  eyes  down- 
cast and  head  bent,  ills  face  plainly 
Bhowed  the  strain  and  gilef  of  the  night. 
Efforts  were  made  today  to  obtain 
from  the  physicians  a  technical  history 
pf  the  case.  Doctors  Mynter.  Stock- 
ton. Park  and  Mann,  when  seen,  ask- 
ed to  be  excused  from  discussing  the 
matter  at  this  time.  They  explained 
that  copious  notes  of  the  developments 
In  the  case  had  been  taken  by  each  of 


them  and  these  would  be  us^d  in  the 
preparation  of  a  general  statement  that 
would  be  published  in  the  Medical 
Journal.  Pending  the  preparation  of 
that  statement,  they  think  it  would  not 
be  proper  to  discuss  the  subject.  When 
these  combined  statements  will  be  ready 
to  be  given  to  the  press,  the  doctors  can- 
not say. 

Senator  Hanan  came  to  the  house  at 
10:40,  accompanied  by  Comptroller 
Dawes  and  Elmer  Tower,  his  privatj 
secretary.  The  senator  walked  slowly 
and  haitUigly  and  bowed  head  as  he 
approached  the  house  that  sheltertid 
the  remains  of  h'K  de-j.d  friend.  Exag- 
gerated reports  ci  Mr.  lianna'fl  iiinoss 
had  previously  been  sent  out  and  his 
appearance  on  the  streets  completely 
ditiptlled  them.  He  is  brok?n  in  spirit  at 
the  di»ath  of  P  eijid*-nt  IdcKiniey,  l)ut 
remains  strong  physically.  An  affect- 
ing incident  of  the  morning  was  the 
coming  of  Mrs.  Garrett  A.  Hobart,  wife 
of  the  former  vice  president  of  the 
United  States,  and  her  son.  M>i^  Ho- 
bart was  in  deepest  mourning  and  afio»- 
her  visit  to  the  house,  came  out  with 
her  handkerchief  to  her  eyes,  weeping. 
The  members  of  President  McKin- 
ley's  cabinet  began  assembling  at  10:30 
o'clock.  Secretary  Root  was  the  first 
to  arrive  and  after  him  came  Secre- 
taries Long,  Wilson  and  Hitchcock,  At- 
torney General  Knox  and  Postmaster 
General  Smith.  The  only  absentees 
were  Secretaries  Hay  and  Gage,  who 
had  not  yet  reached  the  city.  The 
cabinet  members  went  to  a  rear  parlor 
of  the  Milburn  home  and  there  began 
their  conference.  At  the  same  moment 
the  surgeons  selected  to  hold  the  au- 
topsy had  assembled  with  their  aso- 
ciates  in  the  room  up  stairs,  where  the 
president  had  died  and  where  his  body 
still  rested. 

Gen.  Charles  F.  Roe  presented  him- 
self informally  at  the  house  at  11 
o'clock.  He  said  that  until  tlyj  funeraj 
arrangements  have  been  completed  he 
cauld  .?ay  nothing  about  the  New  York 
troops  that  would  be  as.slgned  as  an 
escort  to  the  body  of  the  departed 
statesman.  He  said  that  he  was  in  a 
position  to  issue  the  necessary  orders 
just  as  soon  as  the  funeral  preparations 
were  completed. 

The  expressions  of  condolence  began 
to  arrive  almiist  simultaneously  with 
the  announcement  of  the  president's 
death,  showing  that  people  everywhere 
had  waited  on  through  the  weary 
tVatches  of  the  night  for  the  news  that 
the  end  had  come.  After  daylight 
telegrams  began  arriving  in  a  steady 
stream,  thousands  reaching  the  house 
before  noon.  Those  for  the  grieving 
wife  were,  of  course,  laid  aside,  it  not 
being  deemed  safe  to  intrude  upon  her 
great  sorrow  in  her  feeble  condition  and 
no  attempt  could  be  made  to  answer 
those  to  Secretary  Cortelyou  so  fast 
they  came. 

Governor  Yates,  of  Illinois,  together 
with  the  members  of  the  Illinois  expo- 
sition commission,  called  to  pay  their 
respects  and  express  their  sympatliy. 
Governor  Yates  announctd  taat  Illinois 
day  at  the  exposition  had  been  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Dr.  Munson  reached  the  house  at  11:45 
and  the  autopsy  then  proceeded.  It 
was  performed  by  Drs.  Gaylord  and 
Matsinger,  of  the  New  York  state  lab- 
oratory, connected  with  the  university 
of  ButTalo,  in  the  presence  of  the  entire 
staff  of  consulting  physicians  and  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Penney  in  his  oflicial  ca- 
pacity. Stenographer  Story,  of  the 
district  attorney's  office,  took  the  notes 
as  they  were  dictated.

Final  Scene   at    Bedside 

of     the     Dying 

President. 

Milburn  House,  BuffaJo,  Sept.  14. — From 
autlioritatlve  officials  the  folowing  details 
of  the  flniU  scenes  in  and  about  the  death 
chamber  were  secured: 

Tlie  president  had  continued  in  an  un- 
conscious state  since  S:00  p.  m.  Dr.  Rixey 
rtjmaliied  with  him  at  all  times  and  until 
dt-ath  came.     The  other   dtKrtors   were  In 

the  room  at  tlme-a  and  then  impaired  to 
the  front  room,  where  their  consultations 
had  been  held.  A)>i3UC  2  o'clock  Dr. 
Klxey  noted  the  uiinilstakeable  signs  of 
dls.solution,  and  the  imtnediate  m-emb^i-s 
of  the  fjuiilly  were  summoned  to  the  bed- 
side, Mrs.  McKinley  was  asleep  and  it 
was  deemed  desiralile  not  to  awaken  her 
for  the  ia.^t   moments  of  anguish. 

Silently  and  satUy  the  members  of  the 
family  stole  ii>io  the  room.  They  stood 
about  the  foot  and  sides  of  the  l>ed  where 
the  gTtat  man's  life  was  ebbing  away. 
Those  in  tlie  circle  were:  Abner  Mc- 
Kinley, the  president's  brother;  Mrs.  Ab- 
ner McKinley.  Miss  Helen,  the  presi- 
dent's sister;  Mrs.  Sarah  Duncan,  another 
sister;  Miss  Mary  Barber,  a  niece;  Miss 
Sarah  Duncan.  Lieut.  J.  F.  McKinley.  a 
nephe'W;  'kVi;il«ra  Duncan,  a  nephefw; 
Charies  G.  Dawes,  former  comptro-ller  of 
the  currency;  F.  M.  Osborne,  a  cousin; 
Col.  Webb  C.  Hayes,  John  Barber,  a 
nephew;  Secretary-  George  B.  Cortelyou, 
Col.  \V".  C.  Brown,  the  business  partner 
of  Abner  .McKinley;  Dr.  P.  M.  Rlxev,  th© 
family  physician,  and  six  nurses  and  at- 
toiulants. 

In  the  adjoining  room  sat  the  physl- 
cian.<»,  including  Drs.  M<;Burney,  Wasdln 
Park.  Stockton  and  MjTiter. 

It  was  now  2:ii5  o'clock  and  the  minutes 
were  slipping  away.  Only  the  sobs  of 
those  in  the  circle  about  the  pr(*sident's 
bedside  broke  the  awe-like  silence. 

Five  monutea  passed,  then  six,  seven, 
eight. 

Now  Dr.  Rixey  bent  forward  and  then 
one  of  his  hands  was  raised  as  if  in 
warning.  The  llutterlng  heart  was  just 
going  to  rest.  A  moment  more  and  Dr 
Rixey  straightened  up  and  with  chokiaiK 
voice  said:     "The  president  is  dead  " 

Secretary  Cort©ly<.u  was  the  first  to  turn 
from  the  stricken  circle.  He  atepiied 
from  the  chamber  to  the  outer  hall  and 
then  down  the  stairway  to  the  large  room 
where  I  he  members  of  the  cabinet  sen- 
ators and  other  officials  were  .asse.mblel 
As  his  tense,  white  face  appearetl  at  the 
doorway  a  hush  fell  uiwn  the  a-ssem- 
blage. 

"Gentlenvcn.  the  president  has  passed 
away.  he  snnd.  For  a  moment  not  a 
word  came  in  reply.  K\-(.n  though  the 
end  hart  been  expecttxl,  the  actual  an- 
nouncement ihut  AXllliam  McKlnJey  was

Chicago,  Sept.  14.— The  hymn,  "Near- 
er, my  God,  to  Thee,"  was  sung  by  the 
throng  in  front  of  one  of  the  newspaper 
offices  when  the  announcement  was 
made  that  President  McKinley  was 
dead. 

When  the  singing  of  the  hymn  ceased 
there  was  a  pause.  Many  were  in  tears. 
A  college  student  then  bared  his  head 
and  prayed  alound.  The  great  crowd 
listened,  and  when  the  student  had 
ceased  some  one  started  to  sing  "Amer- 
ica," the  crowd  joining  in.  After  the 
singing  all  quietly  dispersed.

No  matter  how  great  a  McKinley  ad- 
mirer one  may  be,  the  most  enthuslaatic 
devotee  of  the  president  will  not  sound 
his  praises  as  a  huniiorist,  says  the  Wash- 
ington Post,  A  leading  nUeiropolitan 
magazine  recently  sent  one  of  its  tK-st 
writers  to  Canton  with  Instructions  to 
secure  a  story  on  "MoKlnley's  humor." 
The  young  man  spene  nearly  a  fortnignt 
in  interviewing  the  Utelang  frlMids  of  tlie 
president  and  then  depai'ted,  oonfeitsiag 
Idmself  defeated. 

•I'vft  yet  to  hear  a  nv>n  who  has  heai'd 
McKinley  tell  a  conUo  anecdote."  l\e  said. 
"He  seems  to  enjoy  humor  as  much  as 
any  <:i)e.  but  never  appears  as  a  sou/ce 
of  amosement.  One  could  conceive  that 
lie  mright  have  a  reluctance  to  appear  as 
a  comedian  since  he  is  the  chief  oxeou- 
tlve.  believing  It  Incompatible  with  the 
dignity  of  the  otfloe,  but  even  in  hla 
early  days  in  politics  I  can  find  no  rec- 
ord of  his  relating  stories.  In  any  event, 
that  Is  the  result  of  my  investigation  and 
I  am  ready  to  give  up  the  trial." 
'  Xot  that  the  presicftnt  does  not  appre- 
ciate humor— far  from  it.  No  man  en- 
Joys  a  clean  story  or  an  Innocent  Joke 
more  than  be  does.  And  he  relates  good 
brlijht  anecdotes,  too,  when  occasion  calls 
them  forth,  but  their  humor  is  more  in 
the  situailon  than  in  the  stories  them- 
selves. That  is  the  reason  persona  have 
difficult/  in  recollecting  and  relating 
theon. 

HIDDEN  AWAY  TO  SMOKE. 
Oberllii,  Ohio.  In  the  center  of  the  Con- 
necticut Western  Reserve,  is  probably 
the  most  puritanic  spot  in  the  entire  L'n- 
Ited  States.  A  large  unlvei^ity  glvjs  tne 
town  Its  l)eing,  and  so  jealously  have  the 
college  father's  guarded  the  morals  of 
their  you'xg  pet.pc'  that  not  only  Is  the 
sale  of  linuor  prohibited  in  tlie  vl'.Iage 
limits  and  for  tin'  t-F  around,  but  tooasco. 
whether  for  smoking,  chewing  or  anulflng. 
is  unknown  In  the  stores,  while  playing 
carls  are  even  acsu-cer  thnn  the  priver- 
blal  hen's  teeth.  One  Mr.  Monroe,  tur- 
merly  a  congressman  from  the  Oberlln 
district,  was  the  leading  Repuiblican  of 
the  village,  and  usually  entertained  po- 
litical orators  of  the  party  whyn  they 
visited  "the  city."  During  Mr.  McKln- 
ley'ft  first  gubernatorial  campaign  Profes- 
sor Monroe  had  the  pleasure  of  entertain- 
ing the  candMate.  Af'er  dinner  on  the 
evening  preceding, the  address  Mr.  McKin- 
ley took  a  cigar  from,  his  pocket  and 
casually    remarked: 

"You  don't  ndnd  if  I  smoke^  do  you, 
professor?" 

Mr.  Monroe  was  aghast.  He  didn't  wish 
to  appear  inhospitable,  yet  dreaded  the 
almost  certain  social  ostracism  due  to 
follow  the  dlscoveo'  of  a  smoker  on  his 
piazza,  even  be  he  the  proapecttv©  «ov- 
ernor  of  the  great  state.  He  compromised 
by  conducting  Mr.  MoKiniey  to  the  second 
floor,  through  a  long  hall  to  a  back  bal- 
cony, where,  safely  screened  from  public 
view,  the  weed  was  enjoyed.  Ajb  the 
snvoke  curled  upw^ard  instlnstlvely  Mc- 
Kinley looked  about  him  for  a  cuspidor. 
"There  isn't  such  a  thing  In  town,"'  eald 
Professor  Monroe. 

A  coal  bucket  was  finally  Impressed  into 
service  aa  a  compromise. 

NO  USE  FOR  CUSPIDORS. 
Two  days  after  the  Oberlln  meeting 
Mr.  McKinley  spoke  at  East  Liverpool, 
the  great  pottery  center.  Chancing  to 
mention  the  Oberlln  experience  to  his 
friend.  Colonel  John  L.  'Taylor,  the  pro- 
prietor of  one  of  the  big  potteries,  he 
said: 

"By  the  way.  Taylor,  Just  for  a  joke 
send  a  gross  of  your  China  spittoons  ^ 
Professor  Monroe.  Don't  xell  him  where 
they  came  from  or  he  will  suspect  1  had 
a  hand  in  it." 

Following  the  suggestion  Colonel  Taylor 
crated  up  an  assortment  of  really  betiu- 
tiful  chlnaware  and  sent  it  to  Oberlln. 
A  y^ar  later  Mr.  McKinley  was  again 
Mr.  Monroe's  guest.  Forewarned  and 
consequently  forearmed  with  a  liberal 
supply  of  good  Havanas,  he  again  soughX 
the  vine-draped  balcony.  Lighting  his 
cigar,  he  said  with  a  twinkle  of  his  eye: 

^You  haven't  a  cuspidor  in  town  yet, 
have  you.   Monroe?" 

"It's  mighty  funny,"  was  the  response, 
"but  a  few  days  after  you  were  here  last 
year  someone  sent  me  a  whole  crate  of 
those  things.  Of  course.  I  hadn'i  any  use 
for  them,  and  they  were  such  china 
and  so  prettily  painted  that  my  wife 
used  them  all  for  flower  pots.  There  Isn't 
one  about  the  house  not  in  use." 
CABINET  SHURT  ON  SUSPENDERS. 
One  evening  after  a  cabinet  dinner  ihe 
conversation  chanced  to  turn  upon  the 
youthful  ambitions  of  the  members.  Each 
related  his  early  plans  for  the  future,  and 
when  Secretary  Wilson's  turn  came  the 
genial  lowan  said:  "My  ambition  has 
not  yej  been  rBofiized.  I  wanted  #j  be 
worth  a  million  dollars  and  have  two 
good  pairs  of  suspenders  at  the  same 
time.  As  yet,  I  have  neither."  The  cabi- 
net unofficially  laughed  ai  this  frank  con- 
fession, and  Secretary  Gage,  after  a 
minute,  confessed  that  he  had  never  sim- 
ultaneously possessed  iwo  pairs  of  de- 
pendable suspenders.  Secretary  Long  re- 
murktd  that  when  he  graduated  from 
Haiward  he  had  two  pairs  of  new  trous- 
ers, each  with  good,  new  "galluses,"  but 
that  the  experience  had  never  responded 
to  an  encore,  while  the  now  Justice  Mo- 
Kenna  f^^.d  that  .although  he  came  from 
the  Pacitic  Slope,  two  pairs  of  "hold-ups  " 
were  unknown  to  him  all  in  the  same 
day  ur  night.

Christ- 
mas came,  and  in  the  figurative  stocking 
of  the  secretary  of  agriculture  were 
found  three  dozen  pairs  of  suspenders  of 
a  hlKh  ilegroe  of  excellence.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washlnarton,  Sept.14.— (Special  to  the 
Herald.)— Information  coming  from  the 
department  of  agriculture  Is  to  the 
effect  that  truck  farming  In  the  United 
States  has  been  recognized  as  a  distinct 
agricultural  industry  for  a  period  of 
about  forty  years.  Prior  to  that  time 
fruits  and  vegetables  grown  on  nearly 
all  farms  were  chietty  for  home  con- 
sumption, and  the  giowing  of  truck 
for  market,  confined  within  a  radius  of 
50  miles  of  a  few  of  the  large  Northern 
cities,  was  practically  restricted  to  a 
vary  limited  area  along  the  steamboat 
and  railway  lines  in  Long  Island,  New 
Jersey,  and  Delaware.  At  this  time 
people  had  not  acquired  the  taste  for 
vegetables  out  of  season,  but  were  sat- 
isfied with  the  supply  during  the 
period  of  natural  growth  iu  their  own 
immediate  locality. 

The  increasing  population  of  the 
cities,  and  a  consequent  demand  for  a 
greater  quantity  and  larger  variety  of 
vegetables  at  all  seasons  of  the  year, 
the  changed  conditions  and  the  surplus 
of  labor  in  the  South,  after  the  close 
of  the  civil  war,  and  the  building  of 
many  thousands  of  mUes  of  new  rail- 
ways, have  given  this  industry  an  im- 
petus which  has  caused  It  to  develop 
with  remarkable  activity,  and  large 
areas  throughout  the  entire  country 
are  now  devoted  almost  exclusively  to 
the  growing  of  what  ie  known  as  gar- 
den truck.  This  is  especially  true  of 
all  the  Southern  states,  where  from 
late  winter  until  early  autumn  thou- 
sands and  tbousantls  of  acres  are 
under  cultivation  to  supply  Northern 
markets  with  frtUts  and  vegetables, 
there  being  hatdny  a  Northern  city  of 
any  size  which.  Is  not  receiving  its  out- 
of-season  garden  truck.  The  Southern 
planter  has  n>ade  new  use  of  his 
farms.  Rice,  corn  and  other  cereal 
lands  have  been  turned  under,  and  soil 
that  has  never  before  been  tilled  is  non- 
used  to  supply  Northern  markets  with 
early  produce. 

Many  of  the  improved  facMities 
which  have  been  adopted  by  the  freight 
departments  of  our  railways  are  di- 
rectly attributable  to  the  handling  of 
perishable  agricultural  products. 
Routes  have  been  shortened,  through 
Echedules  adopted,  motive  power  in- 
creased, and  by  the  use  of  ventila- 
tion, refrigeration,  speed  and  quick  de- 
livery the  railroads  are  able  to  place 
the  truck  in  the  Northern  markets  in 
as  good  condition  as  when  it  left  the 
Southern  farm,  even  when  it  necessi- 
tates a  journey  of  many  hundreds  of 
miles. 

Such  a  thing  as  a  particular  sea^'on 
for  any  kind  of  vegetable  in  our  prin- 
cipal market  at  this  time  is  practically 
unknown,  and  It  is  now  possible  to 
draw  upon  the  different  sections  of  the 
country  and  receive  at  any  season  of 
the  year  nearly  all  the  standard  vane- 
ties  of  vegetables.  In  the  late  au'unin 
and  eaily  spring,  Florida  and  the 
Southern  states  furnish  the  supply  >f 
the  Northern  markets,  until  the  ad- 
vancing season  (which  moves  north- 
ward at  the  rate  of  about  fifteen  miles 
a  day)  matures  the  crops  through  the 
Eastern  and  Central  states:  these 
states  supply  the  midsummer  and 
autumn  markets,  until  the  frosts  of 
winter  once  more  compel  a  return  to 
the  South,  where  a  fresh  crop  Is  at  the 
command  of  the  market. 

The  greenhouses  in  New  England 
play  no  small  part  in  supplying  some 
of  the  Eastern  seaboard  cities  with 
certain  vegetables  during  both  the  win- 
ter and  Bummer  months.  Naturally  the 
greatest  demand  for  these  hothouse 
vegetables  is  in  the  winter,  when  the 
supply  from  other  sections  13  cut  off. 

In  Mississippi' and  Tennessee  the  cul- 
tivation of  strawberfies  for  Northern 
markets  began  about  1875.  It  proved  a 
profitable  industry,  and  soon  spread 
to  Louisiana  and  Arkansas. 

The  growth  of  the  tomato  industry 
In  the  vicinity  of  Crystal  Springs  has 
beer,  extraordinary.  It  began  In  1875. 
In  1S78  less  than  one  car  a  day  was 
moving.  In  1885  there  was  a  movement 
of  from  five  to  eight  cars  daily,  and 
in  1895  no  less  than  from  forty  to 
forty-five  cars  were  being  shipped 
daily  io  Noithem  markets. 

In  the  early  spring  the  fruits  and 
vegetables  from  these  more  westerly- 
Southern  states  began  to  move.  Mis- 
sissippi and  Louisiana  are  first  in  line, 
and  their  truck  finds  Its  way  to  Chi- 
cago, St.  Louis,  Cincinnati,  Louisville, 
Ky.,  ICeveland,  O..  Kan.sas  City,  Mo., 
Omaha.  Neb.,  and  other  points.  As  the 
season  advances  the  shipments  the 
made  from  points  farther  north.  These 
continue  until  about  midsummer,  when 
the  movement  of  perishables  from  the 
far  South  practically  ceases,  to  be  con- 
tinued by  southern  Illinois  and  ad- 
jacent states,  which  states  find  a  mar- 
ket for  their  products  in  more  northern 
cities,  such  as  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis, 
Duluth,  Sioux  Falls,  etc. 

A  special  fast-freight  service  is  given 
to  this  kind  of  traffic.  The  long  dis- 
tance that  most  of  the  perishables  have 
to  move  requires  quick  service  and  cars 
that  will  keep  the  produce  in  perfect 
order.  Both  refrigerator  and  ventil- 
ated cars  are  provided.  The  run  be- 
tween New  Orleans  and  Chicago  i^ 
made  in  about  fifty-five  hours,  a  dis- 
tance of  922  miles,  which  gives  an  aver- 
age speed  of  over  sixteen  miles  an  hour. 
Of  course  the  actual  running  speed  is 
greatly  in  excess  of  this  average.  The 
schedule  time  of  banana  trains  between 
New  Orleans  and  Chicago  is  forty-seven 
hours  and  thirty  minutep.  making  the 
remarkably  speedy  average  of  nearly 
twenty  miles  an  hour.  Durina;  the 
height  of  the  fruit  season  he  southern 
Illinois  fruit  trains  are  run  from  Chi- 
tralia.  111.,  to  Chicago,  a  distance  of 
252  miles,  in  ten  hours  and  five  min- 
utes, about  twenty-five  miles  an  hour. 
!  thf^  fruit  being  picked  up  between 
Cairo,  111.,  and  Centralia  by  a  local  train 
and  delivered  to  this  fast  train,  which 
b-.ives  Cenlralia  at  G:25  p.  m.  and  ai-- 
rlves  at  Chicago  at  4:80  a.  m. 

The  increasing  demand  for  land  is 
certain  regions  of  the  Southern  states, 
owing  to  the  establishment  of  great 
numbers  of  truck  farms  has  resulted  In 


a  remarkable  advance  In  the  value  of 
property,  and  many  farms  on  the  At- 
lant^C  seaboad  which  were  almost 
worthleM  or  valued  at  from  |8  to  ft 
per  acre  before  truck  farming  wa«  In- 
troduced have  increased  in  value  from 
140  to  $500  per  acre,  according  to  loca- 
tion with  regard  to  the  markets. 

An  average  truck  farm  will  contain 
frotti  ten  to  fifteen  acres,  while  some 
of  the  large  farms  contain  from  sev- 
enty-five to  100  acres.  A  ten-acr«  patch 
well  cultivated  and  skillfully  worked 
will  often  produce  $2000  worth  of  garden 
truck  in  a  sea.son. 

The  conditions  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cess of  this  industry,  in  addition  to  In- 
telligent management  and  ample  work- 
ing capital,  are  favorable  climatic  con- 
ditions, light  sandy  soils,  and  safe 
and  rapid  transporltation  facilities. 
Proper  soil,  however,  is  probably  the 
chief  factor;  a  large  amount  of  clay 
means  a  close  soil,  which  retains  much 
water  and  warms  up  slowly;  less  clay 
and  more  sand  means  an  open  soil. 
which  maintains  less  water,  warms  up 
more  rapidly,  and  permits  a  quick 
growth  of  the  crop  during  winter  and 
spring.  There  are  vast  areas  of  such 
soils  in  the  South  which  are  well  ad- 
apted to  the  raising  of  garden  truck, 
and  which  wil  undoubtedly  be  ultimate- 
ly ploced  under  cultivation  in  accord- 
ance with  approved  metods.  It  Is  safe 
to  predict  that  the  business  of  growing 
early  vegetables  for  the  Northern  and 
Eastern  markets  Is  destined  to  become 
of  even  vaster  proportions  and  of  more 
extensive  profits  than  it  is  now. 

The  most  successful  farms  are  those 
carried  on  upon  a  very  large  scale, 
with  ample  capital  and  under  exceed- 
ingly careful  management.  With  but 
few  exceptions,  notably  in  the  North, 
every  state  east  of  the  Mississippi  river 
Is  adapted,  both  In  c.lmate  and  soil,  to 
this  industry,  and  along  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  from  New  York  to  Florida, 
owing  to  the  proximity  of  many  large 
cities,  the  trucking  business  has  grown 
to  very  great  proportions  and  its  im- 
portance can  hardly  be  overestimated, 
inasmuch  as  it  concerns  the  comfort 
and  well-being  of  millions  of  our  citi- 
zens. 

The  greatest  concentration  of  truck 
farms  occurs  in  the  neignborhood  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  New  Yrk,  N.  Y.,  and 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  in  the  peninsul- 
ar dl.strlct  f  Delaware  and  the  eastern 
shores  of  Haryland  and  Virginia,  while 
probably  the  finest  trucking  country 
in  the  world  Is  located  on  the  Atlantic 
co.ast,  from  Norfolk  to  southern  Flor- 
ida. The  develpment  of  this  district  'n 
recent  years,  particularly  along  the 
Florida  coast,  has  been  almost  marvel- 
ous. It  is  po.saible  in  Florida  to  produce 
fruit  and  vegetables  in  open  air  at  a 
season  of  the  year  when  it  Is  practi- 
cally impossible  to  raise  them  in  any 
other  part  of  the  country,  except  under 
glass,  and  in  consequence  there  ha.-^ 
been  a  great  demand  for  Florida  pro- 
ducts at  very  hig  hprices.  The  suc- 
cess of  this  business  has  been  so  grati- 
fying and  the  profits  so  large  that  It 
has  become  one  of  the  chief  Industries 
of  the  state.

In  the  language  of  that 
other  martyred  President:  **  The  President  of  the 
United  States  is  dead,  but  the  Government  at  Wash- 
ington still  lives;"  and  demands  our  earnest  support 
In  this  hour  of  trial.

William  McKinley  is  the  third  victim  of 
an  assassin's  bullet  among  the  presidents 
of  the  United  States,  .^.s  tragic  fate  finds 
a  counterpart  in  the  murder  of  President 
Lincoln  on  April  14,  1865,  and  of  President 
James  A.  Garfield, July  2,  1881.  It  happened 
that  both  Lincoln  and  Garfield  were  shot 
at  the  national  capital,  while  President 
McKinley  was  laid  low  at  a  place  of  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment. History  teems  with  the  assas- 
sinations of  rulers  of  various  countries, 
and  the  cruel  and  cowardly  shooting  of 
President  McKinley  is  the  cUmax  of  the 
killing  of  great  men.  The  only  other  pres- 
ident whose  life  was  in  danger  was  Gen. 
Andrew  Jackson,  who  on  May  6,  1833,  was 
attacked  on  a  Potomac  river  steamer  by 
a  discharged  Ueu  tenant  of  the  United 
States  army  named  Randolph.  He  stnTck 
President  Jackson  a  violent  blow  in  the 
face,  but  before  h  •  could  do  further  in- 
Jury  he  was  arrested.  A  great  many  of 
the  old  people  of  the  country  believed 
that  President  M  illiam  Henry  Harrison, 
who  died  a  monlli  after  assuming  the 
office  of  president  in  KU,  was  poisoned, 
but  nothing  ever  devloped  to  give  cred- 
ence  to   the   sustii<-lon. 

ASSASSINATION  OF  LINCOLN. 
The  assassination  of  President  Abra- 
ham I-lncoln  was  the  first  of  the  trio  of 
terrible  tragedies  among  the  presidents 
of  the  United  States.  He  was  in  attend- 
ance at  a  performance  at  Ford's  theater, 
Washington,  on  the  night  of  Friday, 
April  14.  IStJo.  J'.hn  Wilkes  Booth,  an 
actor,  and  one  of  the  members  of  a  con- 
spiracy to  kill  the  pripsident  and  his  cab- 
inet, stepped  into  a  box  vyiiere  Mr.  Lin- 
coln sat,  and  with  fatal  deliberation  fired 
a  bullet  into  the  bra'in  of  the  illustrious 
chief  executive.  At  almost  the  same  hour 
an  attempt  was  made  to  kill  Secretaries 
Stanton  and  Seward,  but  although  Sec- 
retary Seward  wtis  badly  wounded  with  a 
knife  thrust,  he  recovered.  President 
Lincoln  lingered  unconscious  until  the 
next  mi>rning,  when  he  i)assed  away.  His 
assassination  creuteA  a  most  profound 
feeling  of  sorrow  all  over  the  country, 
and  ms  funeral  was  the  most  elaborate 
and  sad  that  the  country  had  ever 
knt>wn. 

THE  SHOOTING  OF  GARFIELD. 
The  killing  of  President  Garfield  is  still 
fresh  in  the  public  mind.  His  long  and 
patient  suffering  for  more  than  three 
months  after  the  wound  was  received  won 
the  tearful  admiration  of  his  sorrowing 
couTntrymen.  On  the  morning  of  July  2, 
18M,  President  Garfield  set  out  from  the 
executive  majision  wilb  Secretary  Blaine 
for  the  Baltimore  &  Potomac  Railroad 
Btaition,  where  he  was  to  join  several 
members  of  the  cabinet  for  a  trip  to  New 
York  and  New  Eng^lamd,  l-nclu-dlng  visits 
to  WlUiiura.s  college  and  the  White  moun- 
tains. The  two  ejitered  the  station  arm 
In  arm,  and  while  they  were  pa."»»'ng 
tbroufc'h  the  ladies'  waiting  room  two  pis- 
tol shots  were  heard  in  quick  succession, 
one  of  which  took  effect  1ti  the  president's 
back.  He  sank  to  the  floor  bleeding  pro- 
fusely, and  for  a  moment  was  uncon- 
scious, and  then  was  affected  with 
vomiting.  After  remaining  in  the  offices 
of  the  railroad  comnany  for  some  time, 
the  fatally  woundea  president  was  re- 
moved to  the  White  Hou^e.  The  most 
eminent  physicians  in  the  country  were 
called  but  they  were  unable  to  locate 
the  bullet. 

GtHTEAU  ARRESTED. 
In  the  meantime  the  vile  assassin  had 
been  arrested.  He  proved  to  be  Charles 
Jules  Gulteau,  a  rattle-brained  fellow  who 
had  been  a  persistent  but  unsuccessful 
applicant  for  an  appointment,  first  as 
mlaister  to  Austria,  and  th<tn  as  consul 
general  to  Paris.  When  taken  Into  cus- 
toiy  he  said:  "I  did  if,  and  I  will  go  to 
jail  for  It.  I  am  a  Stalwart,  and  Arthur 
"will  be  president."  For  a  long  time  the 
dving  president  lay  In  the  White  House, 
but  owing  to  the  heat  of  the  summer  he 
was  removed  to  a  cottage  at  Blberon, 
N.  J.,  where  every  cliange  In  his  condi- 
tion was  watched  with  tearful  )ntere.st 
by  his  countrymen.  Although  he  had  The 
best  medical  and  surgical  skill  In  the 
country,  he  died  on  the  night  of  Sept.  19. 
His  funeral  was  a  most  witable  one,  in 
which  men  of  all  shales  of  political  and 
religious  beliefs  Joined.  The  assas.sln 
Guiteau  wa,s  placed  on  trial  for  murder 
In  the  District  of  Columbia  on  Nov.  14, 
1881.  A  vigorous  defense  was  made  for 
the  prisoner,  but  he  was  convicted,  and 
<in  Feb.  2,  1.«'82,  was  sentenced  to  be 
hanged  June  30,  1882.  The  sentence  of  the 
court  was  carrlo<l  out,  anxl  the  assassin 
of  President  Garfield  met  death  on  the 
gallows. 

ASSASSINATION  OF  HARRISON. 
Of  more  recent  date  was  the  assassrfna- 
tlon  of  Carter  Harrison.  Sr.,  mayor  of 
Chicago,  who  was  shot  by  a  man  named 
Prendergast  on  Oct.  28.  1893.  Just  a.t  the 
close  of  the  World's  fair.  The  murderer 
was  hangetl.  The  awful  murtier  of  Gov- 
ernor Goebel,  of  Kentucky,  who  was  shot 
by  an  unknown  assa.-^in  on  Jan.  30.  19ik.i. 
created  a  profound  sen.saitlon  throughout 
the  country.  James  Howard,  who  was 
convicted  of  firing  the  fatal  shot,  has 
since   received    a   new    trial. 

The  great  countries  of  Europe  have  suf- 
fered at  the  hands  of  assassins  even  more 
than  the  United  States.  Alexander  III, 
cfizar  of  Russia,  was  kill^  by  the  exp'o- 
sion  of  a  dynamite  bomb  M^arch  13,  1881. 
Sadl  Carnot,  president  of  France,  was 
stabbed  to  death  at  Lyons  by  an  anar- 
chist named  Santo  .Ian.  24.  1S94.  The  most 
recent  assassination  pre-vious  to  that  of 
President  McKinley  was  -that  of  King 
Humbert  of  Italy,  Jii'.y  29;  19^m,  who  was 
shot  and  killed  by  an  anarchist  named 
Bresci,  afterward  sentenced  to  t>enal 
Servitude  for  Ufe.  an^i  a  Short  time  ago 
died  in  prison.  Sevet-al  unsuccessful  at- 
tempts have  been  mad^  at  different 
times  on  the  lives  of  the  monarch®  of 
Europe   -within   the  l*kst  century. 

Empress  Elizabetlj  of  Austria  was 
stabbed  to  death  by  an  Italian  anarchist 
as  she  was  a.ix)Ut  to  go  on  a  steamer  at 
Geneva.   Switzerland,   Sept.   10,   189S. 

President  Hereaux  of  the  republic  of  San 
Domingo  was  killed  by  an  assassin  on 
Julv  26,    1898. 

April  4,  19<X>,  ft  tinsmith  named  Slpedo. 
aged  16.  attenptem  to  kill  the  prince  of 
Wales  by  firing  several  shots  at  him  as 
he  and  the  princess  were  leaving  Brussels 
In  a  railway  train  for  Copenhagen.  The 
prince  was  not  injured.  The  vouth  was 
found  to  be  an  anarchLit.  He  was  tried, 
and  Julj'  5.  19fi0.  was -sent  to  a  reformatory 
until  he  shouhl  come  of  age.  It  was  the 
only  deliberate  attempt  ever  made  to 
kill    the    prince. 


Gen.  William  McKinley  Osborne,  now 
consul  general  In  London,  in  the  Chi- 
cago Tribune,  gives  the  following  ac- 
count of  his  enlistment  with  his  young 
cousin,  William  McKinley,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  civil  war: 

"There  was  a  great  excitement  at 
that  time,  and  hundreds  of  people  fol- 
lowed the  soldiers.  Will  and  I  were 
among  them.  We  drove  in  a  buggy 
over  to  Youngstown,  and  there  saw  the 
company  leave  for  Columbus.     On  our 

way  back  to  Poland  that  night  we  dis- 
cussed the  matter  together  and  decided 
it  was  our  duty  to  volunteer,  and  we 
thought  that  the  men  who  stayed 
would  be  despised  by  the  community. 
"When  we  reached  home  Will  told 
his  mother  what  he  had  concluded  to 
do,  and  she  at  once  replied:  'Well, 
boys,  if  you  think  it  is  your  duty  to 
fight  for  your  country  I  think  you 
ought  to  go.'  A  few  days  after  this  I 
left  Poland  for  home,  and  told  father 
1  wanted  to  go  to  the  army.  I  knew 
he  would  allow  me  to  go,  as  Aunt 
Nancy  advised.  I  was  not  disappoint- 
ed. My  father  was  a  Democrat,  but  he 
was  a  liberal  man.  He  told  me  I  could 
do  as  I  wished,  and  he  gave  some 
money  (it  was  gold,  I  remember)  to 
fit  me  out.  Win  McKinley  left  Poland, 
and  we  went  to  Cleveland  together. 
From  there  we  went  to  Columbus  and 
enlisted  at  Camp  Chase.  Gen.  Fremont 
swore  us  in.  Our  enlistment  was  in 
cold  blood,  and  not  through  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  moment.  It  was  done 
as  McKinley  has  done  the  most  things 
of  his  life— as   the  logical  offspring  of

When  18  Years  Old  and  Just 

After  He  Had  Enlisted  In 

the  Union  Army. 

did  deeds  of  valor.  Several  other  Vat- 
tles  were  fought  between  the  date  of 
that  of  Cloyd  Mountain  and  July  24, 
1864,  on  which  date  a  battle  was  fought 
at  Kernstown,  near  Winchester,  A'a., 
in  which  the  Twenty-third  Ohio  lost 
over  150  men  and  BlTicers.  Gen.  Rus- 
sell Hastings,  who  took  part  In  it,  gives 
a  glimpse  of  McKinley  aurJng  that  en- 
gagement. 

They  were  in  the  s.ime  re.glmnt,  on 
the  same  staff,  and  slept  under  the  same 
blanket.  On  the  Union  side  was  only- 
Crook's  corps,  some  6000  strong,  while 
opposed  to  it  was  the  full  force  of 
Early's  army.  The  odds  were  too  great, 
so.  after  some  severe  fighting,  Hayes' 
brigade,  which  was  engagtJ,  drew  back 
in  the  direction  of  Winchester.  "Just 
at  that  moment,"  says  Gen.  Hastings, 
"it  was  discovered  that  on-?  of  the 
regiments  was  still  in  an  orchard  where 
it  had  been  posted  at  the  beginning  of 
the  battle.  Gen.  Hayes,  turning  to 
Lieut.  McKinley,  directed  him  to  go 
forward  and  bring  away  that  regi- 
ment, if  it  had  not  already  fallen.  Mc- 
Kinley turned  his  horse  and,  keenly 
spurring  it,  pushed  it  at  a  fierce  gallop 
obliquely  toward  the  advancing  enemy. 

"A  sad  look  came  over  Hayes'  face 
as  he  saw  the  young,  gallant  boy 
pushing  rapidly  forward  td  almost 
certain  death.  •  *  •  None  of  us  ex- 
pected to  see  him  again,  as  we  watched 
him  push  his  horse  through  the  open 
fields,  over  fences,  through  ditches, 
while  a  well-directed  fire  from  the 
enemy  was  poured  upon  him,  with 
shells     exploding     around,     about     and 

over  him. 

*    *    « 

CLOSE  TO  EXPLODING  SHELL. 

"Once  he  was  completely  enveloped 
in  the  smoke  of  an  exploding  shell,  and 
we  thought  he  had  gone  down,  but  no, 
he  was  saved  for  better  work  for  his 
country  in  his  future  years.  Out  of 
this  smoke  emerged  his  wiry  little 
brown  horse,  with  McKinley  firmly 
seated  and  as  erect  as  a  hussar. 

"McKinley  gave  the  colonel  the  or- 
ders from  Hayes  to  fall  back,  saying. 
In  'addition,  'He  supposed  you  would 
have  gone  to  the  rear  without  orders.' 
The  colonel's  reply  was,   'I   was  about 


concluding  I  would  letire  without  wait- 
ing any  longer  for  orders.  I  am  now 
ready  to  go  wherever  you  shall  lead, 
but,  lieutenant.  I  "pintedly"  believe  I 
ought  to  give  tho.se  fellows  a  volley  or 
two  before  I  go.'  McKinley's  reply 
was,  'Then  up  and  at  them  as  quickly 
as  jiossible,'  and  as  the  regiment  arose 
to  its  feet  the  enemy  came  on  into  full 
view.  Col.  Brown's  boys  gave  the 
enemy  a  crushing  volley,  following  it 
up  with  a  ratlllii,?  fire,  and  then 
slowly  retreated  tfward  some  woods 
directly  in  their  rear.  At  this  tlmj  the 
enemy  halted  all  along  Brown's  imme- 
diate front  and  for  some  distance  to 
his  right  and  left,  no  doubt  feeling  he 
was  touching  a  secondary  line,  which 
should  be  approached  with  all  due  cau- 
tion. During  the  hesitancy  of  the 
enemy  McKinley  led  the  regiment 
through  these  woods  on  toward  Win- 
chester. 

"As  Haves  and  Crook  saw  this  regi- 
ment safely  o^,  they  turned  and,  fol- 
lowing the  column,  with  it  moved 
slowly  to  the  rear,  down  the  Winches- 
ter pike.  At  a  point  near  Winchester 
McKinley  brought  the  regiment  to  the 
column  and  to  its  place  in  the  brigade. 
McKinley  greeted  us  all  with  a  happy, 
contented  smile — no  effusion,  no  gush- 
ing palaver  of  words,  though  all  of  us 
felt  and  knew  one  >f  the  most  gallant 
acts  of  the  w,'vr  had  been  performed. 

"As  McKinley  drt-w  up  by  the  side  of 
Hayes  to  make  his  verbal  report,  I 
heard  Hayes  say  to  him,  "I  never  ex- 
pected to  see  you  in  life  again." 
PHYSIQUE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 
Any  sketch  of  President  McKinley 
would  be  incomplete  without  some  per- 
sonal description  of  the  man.  One  who 
knows  him  well  and  has  written  of  him 
said  recently:  "He  is  in  build  Inclined 
to  stocklness,  with,  Indeed,  a  tendency 
to  corpulency;  but  w-ith  all  that  he  is 
of  shapely  stature  and  well  proportion- 
ed. His  head  is  well  set  on  a  stout  neck 
and  broad,  well-defined  shoulders.  His  { 
chest  is  full,  showing  strong  lung  ca- 
pacity. His  legs  Ere  sturdy;  he  is  in 
fact,  muscular  all  •  hrough.  He  is  pos- 
sessed of  great  physical  force,  and  it 
has  been  said  of  him  that  had  he  gone 
into    training    when    a    young    man    he 

would  have  made  a  champion  wrestler."

The  men  are  already 
striking  tht'ir  gaii.  and  by  the  end  of 
another  week  they  •will  be  in  good 
conditl«)n  for  their  first  game,  which  is 
to  be  played  with  Ironwood  on  Satur- 
day.   Sept.   -1. 

On  Tuesday  evening  a  meeting  of 
the  football  men  was  held  in  Dr.  Parka 
otllce.  Tluy  talked  the  football  situ- 
ation over  among  themuelves  and 
listened  to  -some  remarks  on  the  tech- 
nical points  of  the  game  by  the  c^jach. 

The  men  are  eagerly  looking  forward 
to  their  meeting  with  Ironwood  next 
■week,  and  are  confident  that  theirs  will 
be  the  winning  side  in  the  struggle. 
Their  "onfldence  is  .shared  by  the  stu- 
dents in  general,  who  are  very  enthu- 
siastic over  the  schools  football  pros- 
pects this  year.  The  rooters  are  be- 
ginning to  look  up  new  yells  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  teams  who  visit  Du- 
luth  this  year  will  be  given  a  vocifer- 
ous reception. 

The  Ironwood  team,  with  which  they

On  Thanksgiving  day  Virginia  will 
be  played  at  Duluth.  Games  will  also 
be  played  with  the  Madl.son,  Wis., 
high  school  and  probably  with  the 
North  Side  Minnea(Kilis  high  school. 
The  dates  for  these  can  not  be  an- 
aiounced  as  yet.  however.  Both  of 
these  latter  games  will  bo  played  in 
Duluth.  There  will  be  about  eight 
games  played  In  this  city  during  the 
season,  which  will  give  the  local  en- 
thuslH.'its  greater  opportunity  for  wit- 
nessing gridiron  encounters  than  has 
formerly  been  their  lot.

Present  Pace  Will  Catch 

Up  With  Last  Year's 

Movement. 

Cleveland.  Sept.  14.— The  Iron  Trade 
view  .says:  One  of  the  encoura.Mng  leat- 
ures  of  the  week  haa  been  the  report  of 
the  iron  ore  moveniont  during  August, 
which  has  but  recently  been  ;3.-jued  by 
the   shippers.     It   shows    that   during   Au- 

fust  there  were  received  at  the  principal 
,akft  Erie  ports  3,(*-)2.005  tons  of  Iron  ore. 
I  During  August,  lyOO,  tlie  jnovdment 
I  amounted  to  2.911.622,  showing  therefore 
an  increase  for  the  month  of  August  this 
vear  of  690.383.  The  figures  are  surpris- 
ing when  It  is  recalled  that  during  that 
month  a  car  shortage  was  notics.ible 
which  prevented  any  targe  direot  move- 
ment from  the  buuie  to  the  stock  pll^s  of 
the  furnace. 

The  report  aleo  shows  that  the  lo'al 
shipments  to  Sept.  1  wua  12,263.136  tons, 
asa  against  12.3t»>,022  tons  up  to  Sept.  1, 
1900,  showing  therefore  that  the  8hipp<»r8 
are  still  1<>2,586  tons  behind  what  th«»y 
were  a  year  ago.  Iflven  this  shortage  is 
encouraging  when  it  is  considered  that 
at  the  opening  of  August  the  .sn!])pers 
were  7&2,i>!*0  tons  behind  the  movememt 
to  th.at  same  date  a  year  ago.  While  the 
shortage  ha.s  not  been  entirely  wiped  out, 
as  some  hoped,  the  shippers  have  come 
so  near  to  It  .as  to  practlca.lly  have  ac- 
complished   their    purpose. 

The  present  pace  being  maintained  dur- 
ing the  m.onth  of  September  will  '-lermlt 
the  shipvters  not  only  to  catch  up  with 
last  year's  moveonent,  but  also  lo  mnke 
certain  gains  which  are  counted  uyro-n  to 
increase  the  total  shipment  of  this  >*ar 
l>a«t  what  was  reached  a  year  ago."  In 
fact,  some  shippers  are  looking  for  a 
total  movp«meTit  for  the  season  nT  1901 
of  more  than  20.000.000  ton«.  notwlthstaixd- 
ing  the  fact  that  the  season  -wus  <lel.\ve>d 
six  wpeks  at  the  start.  The  good  show- 
ing is  the  beneficial  effect  o-f  the  in- 
crease of  the  ore-carrying  tonnago  Hnd 
Is  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  other  trades  have  not  demanded  tha,t 
the  ore  trade  illvlfle  tonnage  with  them 
during  the  summer.

"Speaking  of  feasts  and  funerals." 
said  Gardner  to  some  grilllTis  he  had 
up  to  tiffin  one  day,  "I  saw  an  old  man 
roasting  while  his  family  sat  around 
eating  and  drinking  and  making  mer- 
ry. It  was  over  on  the  west  coast, 
where  Buddhism  is  strong." 

"It  was  a  strange  sight  to  me,"  he 
continued,  "for  I  had  not  been  in  the 
country  long,  and  did  not  know  any- 
thing about  the  native  funeral  cus- 
toms. The  old  man  who  was  burning 
had  been  my  neighbor.  He  was  "inkio" 
—that  is,  retired  from  active  life.  His 
eldest  son  was  my  landlord.  The  old 
mans  friendship  had  won  me  the  good 
will  of  his  household.  That  is  how  I 
happened  to  be  at  the  funeral. 

"He  was  38  years  old.  This  is  the 
lucky  age  in  Japan,  because  of  the  way 
the  number  is  written."  Then  Gard- 
ner made  marks  with  his  chopsticks 
dipped  in  shoyu  on  the  top  of  his  tray, 
two  little  dabs  pointing  at  each  other 
for  8,  then  below  a  cross  for  10,  and 
below  this  two  more  little  dabs.  The 
column  below  then  read  8,  10,  8  or  88. 
Now  if  the  four  dabs  were  brought 
close  up  and  down  to  the  cross  in  the 
middle  the  88  would  change  into  the 
character  rice. 

Rice  is  the  Japanese  synonym  for 
plenty,  so  the  man  or  woman  reaching 
the  age  of  88  is  held  in  particular  es- 
teem, and  my  friend's  funeral  was  more 
elaborate  than  the  usual  affair  because 
of  his  lucky  age. 

"Crowds  came  to  the  house,  for  every- 
body knew  Takaiyanagi  Inkiyo.  They 
came  in  and  bowed  before  the  hou.<»e- 
hold  shrine,  where  his  name  and  age 
of  such  good  omen  were  inscribed.  As 
they  bowed  they  pressed  their  hands 
together  as  Christians  do  in  prayer. 
They  reverenced  his  spirit,  and  by  their 
obeisance  they  Implied  that  they  held 
his  memory  in  as  high  esteem  as  they 
had  held  him  when  he  was  a  living  amn. 

"Then  they  laid  their  offerings  on  the 
floor  below  the  little  image  in  its  gilded 
case.  Everyone  brought  something. 
The  well-to-do  gave  money,  others 
cakes,  or  wine,  and  others  bamboo  vases 
full  of  red  or  white  flowers. 

"Meanwhile,  the  good  wife  of  the 
house  was  busy  in  the  kitchen  prepainng 
food  for  the  guests.  In  neighborhood 
kitchens,  too.  the  women  helped  with 
this.  In  my  house  cooking  began  early 
in  the  morning  and  the  maids  kept 
at  it  all  day  long.  When  the  cooking 
was  over  there  was  more  food  than  I 
ever  saw  before,  raw  flsh,  sugared  fish, 
cuttle  flsh,  seaweed  soups  and  cold  boil- 
ed rice  rolled  up  in  seaweed  with  a  dab 
of  horseradish  in  the  center. 

The  feasting  lasted  until  noon  next 
day,  when  it  was  time  lo  go  to  the 
temple. 

The  old  man's  body  the  priests  saw  put 
into  a  jar  shaped  like  a  huge  flower 
pot,  with  fragrant  leaves  pressed  in 
round  about  it.  When  all  was  readv 
for  the  procession  the  mourners  put 
the  jar  in  a  box  covered  with  a  white 
cloth.  White  is  the  mourning  color  in 
Japan,  and  some  white  robed  attend- 
ants from  the  temple  carried  It  off  on 
a  stretcher  on  their  shoulders. 

'Just  ahead  of  the  jar  walked  a  com- 
pany of  singers  with  bells.  They  were 
in  white  also.  In  fact,  we  were  all 
white,  except  the  old  mans  son,  my 
landlord.  He  had  on  a  wonderful  dre.ss 
suit  made  after  the  foreign  pattern, 
much  too  large  for  him  and  lined  with 
pink  silk.  The  trousers  were  rolled  up 
about  a  foot  on  each  leg  and  fitted  as 
though  they  were  on  'hind  side  first.' 

"His  hat  was  odd,  too.  It  was  of 
good  old  stovepipe  design,  running 
straight  up  at  the  sides  with  a   broad 

flat  brim. 

"It  was  fortunate  for  my  friend  that 
he  had  ears,  or  his  hat  would  have 
reacheri  down  to  his  shoulders.  He  had 
a  homeless  appearance  in  this  outfit, 
that  was  almost  as  distressing  as  it 
was  amusing. 

"I  was  in  the  "rocesslon.  of  course.  1 
wore  a  white  duck  suit  and  rode  in  a 
jinrikisha.  At  the  temple  the  bearers 
put  the  jar  on  an  altar,  and  a  dozen 
priests  chanted  a  service.  As  the  chant- 
ing went  on  each  guest  stepped  for- 
ward in  turn,  and  after  bowing  to  the 


priests  knelt  before  the  bier  and  sala- 
aming, took  a  pinch  of  powdered  in- 
cense from  a  bowl  and  dropped  it  into 
a  charcoal  brazier,  in  which  a  tiny  fire 
burned.  Then  with  another  prolonged 
salaam  the  mourning  guest  returned  to 
his  seat.  This  was  a  sort  of  goodby' 
to  the  body  and  a  salutation  to  the 
spirit  of  the  ancient  gentleman. 

"When  my  turn  came,  I  put  my  fln- 
gers  absent-mindedly,  into  the  brazier 
and  burned  them,  and  then  in  con- 
fusion put  too  much  incense  on  the  fire, 
which  made  such  a  smoke  that  the 
priests  and  I  had  a  coughing  fit.  Af- 
terward I  explained  that  we  always  did 
that  way  at  home.  We  burned  our  fin- 
gers a  little  to  purify  them,  and  the 
last  man  always  dumped  on  all  the  in- 
cense that  was  left  so  that  the  corpse 
wouldn't  think  that  we  wern't 
generous.  Since  then  I  have  been  re- 
garded in  Etchiu  as  one  learned  in  holy 
things. 

"After  this  ceremony  and  the  sneezing 
was  over  we  took  the  dead  man  to  a 
crematory,  the  only  kind  of  Japanese 
building  that  has  a  chimney. 

"Fire  was  under  this  oven  and  the 
younger  priests  were  setting  a  banquet 
more  elaborate  if  possible  than  what 
had  been  served  in  the  house,  with  sake 
In  shallow  drinking  cups  of  red  laquer. 
We  seated  ourselves  on  small  cushions 
laid  on  the  mats.  I  sat  like  the  others 
on  my  heels.  My  landlord  protested. 
'You  are  a  foreigner,'  said  he,  'and  are 
doing  me  such  an  overwhelming  honor 
by  coming  here  today  that  I  cannot 
reconcile  myself  to  the  idea  of  your 
placing  your  august  body  in  a  position 
so  uncomfortable.  We  are  used  to  it. 
Augustly  condescend  to  act  in  accord- 
with  the  request  which  I  have  had  the 
gross  effrontery  to  make?  I  persisted 
however  in  sitting  native  fashion  and 
had  cramps  in  each  leg  afterwards, 
much  to  the  amusement  of  the  other 
guests. 

"Tlie  priests  took  the  body  from  the 
jar.  and,  having  wrapped  it  carefully 
in  white,  they  pu*.  it  on  an  iron  grating 
and  slid  it  far  back  into  the  furnace, 
yet  where  all  could  get  a  good  view 
ot  It.  The  flames  curled  round  It  fierce- 
ly at  first  and  then  'almost  tenderly,  as 
though  caressing  it.  Once  in  a  while 
they  would  lash  furiously  and  tie  them- 
selves In  fant-astic  knots  about  the 
limbs  which  bent  and  unbent  and  quiv- 
ered, as  though  life  were  not  yet  ex- 
tinct and  they  could  feel  the  terrible 
lieat. 

"And  while  the  venerable  departed 
writhed  and  roasted  in  the  flames  we 
banquetted.  It  waB  grewsome.  Now 
and  then  one  of  the  old  man's  progency 
would  go  to  the  oven  and  turn  him 
over  with  an  icon  rod  to  'do"  him  better 
on  the  other  side,  c«r  would  straighten 
him  out  so  that  the  fire  culd  get  at 
him    better. 

"I  had  alway^  been  in  favor  of  crema- 
tion, but  I'll  be  hanged  if  I  liked  sitting 
there  watching  a  man  kink  up  and 
splutter  while  his  relatives  turned  him 
like  a  carcass  on  the  spit. 

"I  had  recourse  to  the  sake  to  steady 
my  nerves.  Sake  is  about  the  strength 
of  sherry,  so  that  if  you  drink  enough 
of  it,  especially  hot  sa'Ke,  you  will  pro- 
duce an  effect.  I  produced  one  in  the 
crematory.  Every  time  any  one  offer- 
ed me  a.,  cup  I  took  it  and  po«r«4  the 
contents  into  me.  It  is  the  custom  to 
exchange  cups,  you  know.  You  rinse 
your  cup  and  offer  it  once  at  least  to 
every  one  present,  and  you  alvvti.ys  re- 
ceive a  cup  in  return.  There  were 
twenty-nine  of  us  at  the  funeral.  1 
had  two  drinks  with  each  one  of  them! 

"I  told  my  host  when  my  time  came 
he  must  see  that  I  was  properly  cre- 
mated. He  rei>Iied  that  it  would  be 
too  great  an  honor  for  him.  'You  had 
much  better  come  to  cook  for  me."  he 
said.  Finally  we  decided  that  which- 
ever went  over  first  the  other  sh<  iild 
burn  him  and  that  the  town  should 
have  sake  enough  to  swim  in.  We 
agreed,  however,  not  to  die  before  we 
were  88. 

"Just  to  see  how  beautifully  my 
father  Imrns."  my  landlord  said,  le- 
cause  of  his  lucky  age.' 

"  'Wait  till,  you  see  me  sizzle,'  I  re- 
plied. You  will  be  amazed.  I  Intend 
to  go  off  like  a  keg  of  powder."

'Radium,  ihe  Most    Vaiuable  of 

Metals,  and  Its  XOonderful 

Light-Gi'Ving  Troperttes.

New  York,  Sept.  14.— Radium,  a 
newly  discovered  mineral,  is  the  rarest 
substance  in  the  world. 

An  ounce  of  it  is  worth  $250,000. 

Professor  George  B.  Pegram,  of  Co- 
lumbia university,  is  experimenting 
with  radium.  Its  existence  in  the  uni- 
verse was  not  suspected  until  recently. 
Only  a  few  grains  of  free  radium  are 
in  existence. 

Its  light  will  bore  through  solid  metal 
plates  and  will  make  a  photograph 
after  passing  through  a  sheet  oi  tin 

Fifty  tons  of  pitch  blende 
chemically  for  three  months 
yield  a  few  grammes  radium. 

From  a  tiny  white  bit  of  white  radium 
salt  particles  of  matter  are  constantly 
shot  off  with  the  inconceivable  velocity 
of  light.  Rarer  still,  they  possess  the 
property  of  rendering  other  substances 
capable  of  giving  off  light. 

So  infinitesimal  are  the  amounts  of 
substance  yet  massed  that  few  experi- 
menters have  ever  actually  seen  a  par- 
ticle of  radium.  Nearly  all  work  is  car- 
ried on  with  radium  salt,  which  is  in 
effect  the  metal  uranium  mixed  with 
r.adium. 

Radium  light  is  simply  light—it 
heats  nothing,  it  moves  nothing. 

A  plate  six  inches  square  covered  with 
radium  would  shine  on  indefinitely.  At 
the  end  of  3000  years  it  would  have  pro- 
duced heat  enough  to  raise  the  tem- 
perature of  one  gram  of  water  one  de- 
gree centigrade. 

Should  radium  ever  be  separated 
from  its  compounds  it  would  revolution- 
ize the  lighting  of  the  universe.  New 
York  city's  lighting  system  once  in- 
stalled with  radium  lights  could  be  run 
forever  at  the  cost  of  the  original 
plant. 

Radium  is  found  In  pitch  blende  and 
gold  ores.  Down  in  the  deepest  mine, 
where  a  ray  of  sunshine  has  not  pene- 
trated for  10,tR)0.OO0  years,  a  bit  of  ra- 
dium continues  to  give  out  its  strange 
light.  It  may  be  prepared  in  the  dark 
and  kept  in  the  dark  and  its  radio-ac- 
tivity will  continue. 
No  other  substance  in  the  world  shines 
by  its  own  light.  Phosphorescent  bodies 
store  up  sunsblne  and  then  give  it  off 


gradually  in  minute  quantities.  The 
supijly  is  soon  exhausted  if  the  phos- 
phorescent body  is  shut  away  from  the 
sun's  rays.  The  firebug  comes  nearer 
to  being  an  independent  light  plant.  It 
lerives  its  phospiiorescent  properties 
from  its  foods.  Tliis,  however,  in  the 
last  analysis,  is  derived  from  the  sun- 
light. 

The  various  apparatus  employed  in 
the  Columbia  university  laboratory  in 
experiments  with  radium  are  among 
the  most  delicate  instruments  In  scien- 
tific use. 

The  most  interesting  machine  is  the 
one  with  which  Professor  Pegram  has 
measured  the  energy  of  the  light  given 
off  by  radium.  It  measures  heat  to 
an  amount  which  Is  Inflnltesimally 
small  to  the  human  mind.  If  a  candle 
were  placed  four  feet  in  front  of  a  con- 
cave mirror  two  feet  in  diameter  and 
allowed  to  shine  on  it  for  twelve  sec- 
onda^  1-67,750.000  of  the  heat  generated 
would  deflect  the  measuring  apparatus 
1-4000  of  a  foot. 

Radium  will  measure  the  heat  of  a 
candle  76,000  miles  away.  Professor 
Nichols  has  measured  the  heat  of  sev- 
eral stars  with  it. 

The  in.strument  consists  of  two  small 
discs  of  mica  suspe^ided  by  spun  glass 
threads  from  tie  t'wo  ends  of  a  glass 
beam.  The  gla^s  beam  is  adjusted  to 
move  on  a  pivot.  Both  discs  of  mica 
are  covered  with  lampblack.  One  is 
protected  from  light,  the  other  is  ex- 
posed. The  whole  apparatus  is  en- 
closed in  a  vacuum.  Inside  the  vacuum 
is  placed  a  little  bit  of  radium  salt. 

The  radium  gives  out  its  light,  and 
the  heat  which  it  generates  causes  an 
expansion  of  the  air  in  front  of  thi  ex- 
posed di.sc.  A  vacuum,  of  course,  holds 
the  smallest  Imaginable  amount  of  air. 
Radium  produces  an  Infinitesimal 
amount  of  heat.  Yet  so  nicely  do-s  the 
machine  work  that  its  deflection  can  be 
measured,  thus  gi\-ing  the  amount  of 
heat  in  radium  light. 

Only  one  Arm  of  chemists  In  New 
York  city  manufacture  radium.  They 
usually  keep  fOur  or  flve  vials  of  the 
salt  on  hand.  The  vials  are  about  one 
inch  long,  as  big  as  a  lead  pencil  and 
each  is  about  one-sixth  filled.  The 
radium  salt  in  these  bottles  is  wmth  $5 
a  grain.  It  is  white  and  faintly  lumi- 
nous. 

Hold  a  particle  of  the  salt  before  the 
eyes  lyid  an  impression  of  light  Is  re- 
ceived. Yet,  if  a  r.iece  of  the  salt  the 
size  of  a  pea  were  hidden  behind  a  plate 
of  iron  it  would  cloud  a  photograph 
plate  on  the  other  .side,  or  give  the 
faint  outlines  of  a  picture. 

The  New  York  Ann  obtains  Its  rad- 
um  from  the  "tailings"  of  Western 
gold  ore.  The  gold  is  extracted,  and 
the  refuse  contains  a  good  deal  of 
uranium.  The  uranium  contains 
varium,  among  other  things,  and  the 
vanum  locks  up  the  radium.  Lots  of 
the  refuse  amountin.J?  to  about  100,000 
pounds  and  practically  valueless,  are 
treated  for  radium.     The  process  is  an 


intricate  chemical  work,  requires  about 
100  tests  and  reactions,  and  takes  three 
montba'  time. 

Radium  Is  found  in  largest  quantities 
so  far  in  pitch  blen-de,  which  is  an 
oxide  of  uranium.  Mme.  Curie,  the 
French  woman  physicist,  is  ths  only 
experimenter  so  far  to  separate  radium 
absolutely  from  Its  compounds.  She 
discovered  the  process  two  years  ago. 

The  first  scientist  to  discover  the  sub- 
stance without  getting  it  in  free  c:uan- 
tltles  was  Professor  Henri  Becqu-rel  of 
Paris  in  18». 

Radium  light  Is  of  two  kinds.  One 
variety  of  rays  will  not  penetrate  any- 
thing. The  other  variety  will  bore 
through  any  known  substance.  Both 
of  these  rays  proceed  from  the  same 
bit  of  radium.

Workingmen    of    Duluth 

Mourn  Death  of  the 

President. 


Condemn    Anarchy  and 

the  Dastardly  Act 

of  Czolgosz. 


They  Will  Hold  Memorial 

Meeting   at  the 

Armory. 


Ths  workingmen  of  Duluth  mourn 
President  McKiniey's  assassination. 

They  have  uttered  sincere  expressions 
of  sympathy  and  condolence  for  his 
bereav.-d  wife. 

They  have  condemned  anarchy  and 
pronounced  the  act  of  Czolgosz  both 
dastaidly  and  cowardly. 

These  seratiments  were  expressed  at 
the  meeting  of  th*  Federated  Trades' 
assembly  in  Kalamazoo  hall,  last  even- 
ing. Eesolutions  were  adopted  before 
the  sad  message  from  Buffalo,  an- 
nouncing the  great  president's  death, 
was  received. 

In  addition  to  their  expressions  of 
grief  and  condolence  the  delegates  lo 
the  assembly  decided  to  pay  a  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  the  third  martyred 
president  by  holding  a  memorial  meet- 
ing in  the  Armory  a  we«k  from  to- 
niorrow. 

At  this  meeting  there  will  be  appro- 
priate addresses  and  music.  The  ar- 
rangements have  not  yet  been  com- 
pleted, but  it  is  planned  on  lines  which 
will  make  it  a  monster  memorial 
gathering. 

Tue  resolutions  .ndopted  by  the  as- 
sembly last  -Tvening  were  as  follows: 

While  messages  wei-e  being  flashed 
over  the  wires  telling  the  people  that 
President  McKinley  was  dying,  the 
members  of  the  Trades'  assembly,  at 
their  regular  meeting  last  night,  were 
adopting  a  resolution  of  condolence 
and  condemning  the  act  of  Czolgosz, 
the  anarchist. 

The  resolution,  a  copy  of  which  will 
be  sent  to  the  president's  family,  is  as 
follows:  , 

"Whereas,  the  Hon.  William  McKin- 
ley, president  of  the  United  States,  was 
shot  down  while  proving  to  the  people 
of  the  country  his  love,  loyalty  and 
friendship  for  them  at  a  reception  in 
the  Temple  of  Music  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
and, 

"Whereas,  the  Hon.  William  Mc- 
Kinley, president  of  the  United  States, 
now  lies  in  a  critical  condition  as  a 
result  of  h^s  wounls.  Inflicted  by  one 
Leon   Czolgosz, 

"Be  it  resolved,  by  the  Federated 
Trades  and  Labor  assembly,  of  Duluth, 
that  the  dastardly  and  cowardly  act  of 
the  anarchist,  Leon  Ozolgosz,  be  con- 
demned. 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  Fed- 
erated Trades  and  Labor  assembly,  of 
Duluth,  as  a  body,  extends  its  sym- 
pathy to  the  president's  family  and  the 
country  at  l.xrge  in  this,  their  hour  of 
bereavement. 

These  resolutions  were  drawn  by  S. 
M.  Klelly.  of  the  Carpenters'  union; 
Joseph  Pratts,  of  the  Clgarmakers' 
union  A.  A.  Flder.  of  the  Bookbinders' 
union;  Henry  Dworschak,  of  the  Typo- 
g'-aphical  union,  and  Ole  Larson  of 
the  Building  Trades'  council.  The  adop- 
tion was  by  delegates  representing 
practically  every  labor  union  In  the 
ciiy.

The  Labor  day  commit^^ee  submitted 
a  very  complete  financial  report  to  th** 
assembly  last  evening.  The  receipts 
from  the  Labor  day  celebration  was 
$1248.43  and  the  expenses  $816.23.  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $432.20.

The  central  labor  organization  en- 
dfrsed  the  strike  of  the  brewery  work- 
<  rs,  who  are  out  for  a  scale  of  $14  and 
?1>',.50  per  week  and  a  nine-hour  work- 
ing day.  In  endorsing  the  strike  the 
delegates  to  the  assembly  virtually  de- 
cided to  drink  some  other  kind  of  beer 
than  that  made  in  Duluth.  It  Is  claimed 
that  other  men  employed  about  the 
breweries  will  join  the  strikers.

The  melodrama  Is  not  dying  out  by  any 
means,  at  least  not  as  long  as  The-jdore 
Kremer  is  spared  to  us.  His  latest.  "An 
Actor's  Romance.'  was  sprung  upon  the 
unsuspecting  people  who  live  Just  no.th 
of  the  Harlem  river.  For  action,  pure  rnd 
simple,  it  is  a  wonder,  and,  in  .idditi.m, 
it  throws  in  a  vivid  portrayal  of  life  be- 
hind the  scenes  at  the  Empire  and  the 
Knickerbocker  theaters.  It  Is  impossible 
to  give  in  words  any  adequate  dea  of 
what  this  play  has  in  it;  but  the  trouble 
that  the  leading  man  and  the  heroine  eo 
through  six  times  a  week  and  two  mat- 
inees is  enough  tt>  make  the  angels  weei>. 
As  an  actor  the  leading  man  shows  us 
something  different,  very  different,  Irom 
anything  that  Broadway  knows.  To 
begin  with.  he  has  money 

enough  in  the  bank  to  write,  without  turn- 
ing a  hair,  a  check  for  $50CiO,  and  would 
save  bis  wife's  brother  from  going  to  jail. 
His  di6card€<l  love  is  a  former  leading' 
lady,  who  seems  to  run  both  the  theaters 
and  the  theatrical  syndicate  at  her  own 
sweet  will.  She  tries  to  feed  his  wife  on 
poisoned  chocolates;  she  breaks  up  the 
family,  and  she  winds  up  by  shooting  the 
actor  In  the  back,  a  la  Julia  Morrison.  It 
relieves  the  m.lnd  of  th<'  audience  to  fii:d 
that  in  spite  of  this  the  actor  and  the 
long-suffering  wife  live  happly  ever  after. 

"Dan"  MoAvoy  is  In  more  trouble.  Just 
as  if  it  were  not  enough  tO'  have  one's 
money  tied  up  In  the  summer  time.  He  is 
now  the  victim  of  the  sineak  thief.  Whll 
rehearsing  for  "The  King's  Carnival"' 
at  the  New  York  theater  this  week  the 
aforesaid  sneak  thief  entered  the  ballet 
room  and  removed  a  large  roll  of  m^ney 
from  the  comedian's  pocket.  It  does  S'.-em 
cruel,  but  several  men  along  Broadway 
who  have  recently  declared  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Avoy  cannot  be  ti^uched  are  now  willing 
to  admit  their  error. 

.  J.  A.  Reede.  who  offers  engagements  to 
prominent  Thespians,  on  behalf  of  one 
William  T.  xveogli,  has  received  a  severe 
sho<-k.  He  was  trying  to  call  up  the  'One 
of  the  Bravest"  company,  when  a  China- 
man, whose  appearance  indicated  that  he 
belonged  to  tin  upper  class  of  his  race, 
entered    the    office   and    asked    for   an    en-

Andre, 
the  British  spy,  who  was  hanged  dur- 
ing the  war  of  the  revolution,  and  on 
hearing  that  the  play  had  to  do  with 
that  period  of  American  history,  the 
theatrical  reporter  of  the  London  Daily 
Express  was  surprised  to  learn  that  its 
hero  was  not  George  Washington.  Maj. 
Andre,  by  the  way,  has  a  tomb  in 
Westminster  abbey,  where  a  marble 
figure  of  Britannia  weeps  marble  tears 
above  his  final  restine;  place. 

The  largest  receipts?  for  a  single  per- 
formance at  the  Pari-  Opera  house  last 
year  amounted  to  $46  »0,  and  the  largest 
single  night  at  the  Opera  Comlque  real- 
ized $1900,  a  sum  which  would  not  be 
considered  extraordiriary  at  one  of  the 
Chicago  theaters  for  a  regular  attrac- 
tion. These  figures  from  the  Paris  the- 
aters are  illuminating,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  an  opera  night 
at  the  Auditorium,  li  Chicago,  is  con- 
sidered poverty-stricken  and  off  color 
if  the  receipts  do  not  aggregate  $10,000. 

A  good  play  does  more  to  stir  the 
heart  and  start  the  human  machinery 
of  life  going  in  ever>  possible  direction 
than  any  Influence  under  the  sun.  It 
develops  the  emotions  just  as  the  study 
of  Latin  and  Greek  develops  the  mind. 
Your  corpuscles  will  never  get  rusty  or 
pale  If  you  keep  up  with  the  theater. 
A  good  play  works  on  the  better  nature 
more  subtly,  the  afJectlons,  the  im- 
pulses develop,  and  ways  and  means 
come  to  your  hands  und  heart  by  which 
much  good  may  be  done,  not  In  moving 
mountains  or  in  wiping  out  evil  condi- 
tions that  have  grown  for  years,  by  the 
wish  of  a  lace  hanclerchief,  says  Ma- 
tinee Girl  In  the  Dramatic  Mirror. 


"Zaza"  is  in  its  third  year.  If  a  pintr 
right  hits  the  public  fancy  in  thecal 
halycon  days  of  the  drama  he  can 
draw  more  royalties  from  a  single  work 
than  Shakespeare  received  from  all  his 
plays.  In  olden  times  dramatists  wer* 
paid  outright  for  their  plays  at  the 
rate  of  about  £20  or  $100.  A  century, 
later  finds  them  in  receipt  of  from  $50.- 
iX»  to  $1CO,000  for  a  popular  work.  Rea- 
son— also  mathematics — totters  on  he» 
throne  when  we  consider  the  wealth  ac- 
cruing to  Clyde  Fitch  this  year  from 
"Lovers'  Lane."  "The  Climbers," 
"Capt.  Jinks."  Sapho"  and  his  numer- 
ous other  pieces  now  being  done  in 
cheap  theaters  throughout  the  country, 
fays  Hillary  Bell  in  the  New  York 
Press. 

In  many  things  the  palmy  days  of 
which  this  old  actor  talked  so  lovingly, 
and  so  intelligently  were  crude  in  com- 
parison with  today.  Everything  mate- 
rial in  the  theater  has  advanced' 
amazingly  since  those  days.  But  the 
method  of  the  old  days  made  necessary 
a  persistent  study  on  the  part  of  th© 
actor  that  gave  him  an  equipment 
which  nowadays  is  rare.  There  were 
then,  undoubtedly,  lazy  actors  and  In- 
competent actors  and  careless  actors. 
But  they  were  in  a  minority.  In  this  re- 
spect conditions  seem  to  have  been  re- 
versed. The  number  of  actors  today 
incapable  of  original  thought  and 
given  to  indolence  is  legion,  and  tha 
present  system  of  control  of  dramatic 
affairs  promises  to  Increase  that  num- 
ber for  reasons  too  obvious  to  require 
statement,  says  Harrison  Grey  Fiske  in 
the  Dramatic  Mirror. 

A  statistician  has  compiled  an  inter- 
esting statement  showing  long  each  of 
the  works  of  Wagner  takes  to  play. 
Without  counting  the  entire  acts  the 
length  of  the  performances  is  thus 
given:  "Rienzi."  t^wo  hours  and  forty 
minutes:  "The  Phantom  Ship,  "  two 
hours  and  twenty-one  minutes:  "Tann- 
hauser,"  three  hours  and  eight  min- 
utes; "Lohengrin."  three  hours  and 
seven  minutes;  "Tristan  and  Isolde," 
three  houis  and  seventeen  minutes; 
"The  Maitres-Chanteurs,"  three  hours 
and  fifty-three  minutes;  "The  Rhine- 
gold,"  two  hours  and  twenty-eight 
minutes;  "The  Valkyrie,"  three  hours 
and  eight  minutes;  "Siegfried,"  three 
hours  and  forty-four  minutes;  "Cre- 
puscule  des  Dieux,"  three  hours  and 
fifty-one  minutes;  "Parsifal,"  which  is 
only  played  at  Bayreuth,  is  not  Includ- 
ed in  these  statistics,  "The  Maltres- 
Chaunteurs"  holds  the  record  for 
length  of  time  and  "The  Phantom 
Ship"  for  shortness.  By  adding  thes» 
periods  of  time  together  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  total  length  of  a  Wagnerian 
cycle  is  1911  minutes,  or  one  day,  seven 
hours  and  fifty-one  minutes.

a.re  rapidly  increasing.  Our  domastlc 
exports  to  Porto  Rico  in  the  seven 
months  ending  with  July,  19<)1,  were  $4,- 
S9»..326,  against  *:'..l'r7.248  In  the  correspond- 
ing months  of  last  year,  an  Increase  of  40 
per  cent.  To  tho  Philippines  our  fKimostic 
exports  in  the  seven  months  ending  with 
July,  IWl.  were  $2,023,137.  against  Sl,.j92,0.30 
In  the  corresponding  months  of  19U),  an 
Increase  of  over  25  per  cent.  To  Cuba  our 
domastic  exixjrts  In  the  seven  months 
•*n<J1ng  wl-th  July,  1901,  were  $13,821,751, 
againat  $14,870,940  in  the  same  months  of 
1900,  a  decrease  of  7  per  cent.  Our  Im- 
ports from  Cuba  in  the  same  period  of 
MOl  were  $36.829.a3').  against  S24.7C:.654  in 
the  correspyonding  months  of  Inst  year,  an 
increase  in  Imports  of  about  'A>  per  cent. 
From  Porto  Rico  our  Imports  in  the  .seven 
months  ending  with  July,  1901.  were  $5,- 
111.903,  against  $3.t}84.018  in  the  copreaponJ- 
Intf  period  of  1300,    an  inoreaise  of  6o  per 


cent.  Regarding  the  commerce  wtth  Ha- 
waii no  deilnite  statistic*  from  our  own 
reports  can  be  had,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  shippers  refuse  to  give  Information 
regardinig  their  commerce  with  the  Ha- 
waiian islands,  which  are  now  a  customs 
district  of  the  United  States  and  there- 
fore not  subject  to  the  law  which  requires 
atateinents  of  exports  to  and  imports 
from  foreign,  countrl»?«  to  be  furnished  to 
the  treasury  department.  The  coltecior 
at  Hawaii,  however,  reports  the  exports 
from  the  iiawuiian  islands  to  the  United 
S-tates  in  the  seven  months  ending  with 
July,  1901,  at  $19,526,447,  induating  th^t 
the  imports  into  the  United  States  from 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  for  the  calendar 
year  will  be  materially  In  excess  of  for- 
mer years;  while  the  collector  has  also 
estimated  that  the  exports  from  the 
I'nited  States  received  Into  the  Hawaiian 
islands  in  the  fiscal  year  just  ended 
amount  to  about  $20,000,000,  an  Increase  of 
alxjut  50  per  cent  over  the  precedbi^ 
year.

The  Republican  party  Is  hopelessly 
divided  on  th?  question  of  tarifC  re- 
visior..  A  majority  of  the  party  is  in 
favor  of  soiro  change  in  the  tariff 
."rh-xlules  laid  down  by  the  Dingley 
act.  This  majority  has  no  fixed  pro- 
gram of  procedure,  while  the  minority 
is  well  organized  and  determined  not 
lo  allow  any  tinkering  with  the  sacred 
yrk  of  the  covenant.  The  anti-trust 
I^opublicirn"--.  who  are  in  favor  of  trade 
e\i>un5i()n.  aie  In  favor  of  making  a 
horizontal  reduction  in  the  tariff  sched- 
ule on  jrrcus  manufactured  by  com- 
bitiation.s,  tonmonly  called  trusts.  The 
object  of  these  gentlemen  is  two -fold: 
First,  to  extend  the  foreign  trade,  and, 
second,  to  reduce  the  price  of  products 
at  home  bv  removing  the  velvet  which 
goes  to  line  the  pocket  of  the  trust. 
To  this  school  belong  Babcock,  Little- 
field  and  the  great  mass  of  the  people. 
The  other  school  is  in  sympathy  nvith 
the  combinations  of  capital,  but  in 
Older  to  flni;  a  market  abroad  for  liie 
over-plus  stock  it  recognizes  the  neces- 
sity of  conciliation.  They  will  so 
modify  the  Dingley  schedule  by  reci- 
piocity  treaties^  under  the  reciprcH-ity 
clause  of  that  act  that  the  threatened 
combination  among  the  European  na- 
tions will  be,  for  the  time,  averted.  This 
school  of  reformers  will  preserve  the 
price  at  home  to  the  manufacturer, 
v.hile  so  adju.sting  the  loose  bars  of  the 
tariff  gale  that  foreign  imports  \vhic}> 
do  not  hurt  them,  may  be  let  in  at  re- 
duced rates,  in  exchange  for  conces- 
sions for  their  especial  goods  abroad. 
The  three  divisions  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  then,  are  the  let- 
good-enough-aloners,  the  reciprocity- 
ites  and  the  anti-trust-tarllf-reformers. 
"With  the  latter  school  he  Democratic 
pcTty  in  congress  can  work  if  it  show 
sufficient  -strength  to  put  a  me-isure 
through. 

The  reciprocityites  have  received  a 
wonderful  reinforcement  in  the  atti- 
tude of  President  McKinley  in  his  Buf- 
falo speech,  the  day  before  he  was 
shot,  and  also  in  the  action  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Manufacturers  at  J'hlla- 
delphia,  which  decided  to  call  a  reci- 
procity convention  this  fall.  The  rati- 
fication of  the  pending  reciprocity 
treaties  will  help  the  situation  to  somi- 
extent.  It  will  disarm  the  competing 
commercial  nations  of  the  old  world, 
but  it  will  have  but  little  effect  ui>on 
the  export  trade  to  new  markets. 

What  Is  needed  by  this  country  now 
is  some  reform  in  the  tariff  laws  which 
will  relieve  the  home  market  from  the 
absolute  domination  of  the  tru.<!t.H.  The 
foreign  market  has  been  coddled  and 
our  txnorts  run  up  to  the  present  fig- 
ure, at  the  expense  of  the  home  con- 
sumer. Our  manufacturers  have 
opened  the  door  to  foreign  trade  by 
making  the  price  so  low  that  compe- 
tition was  impo.«slble.  To  bring  this 
about  the  home  market  has  been  bled 
to  the  utmost. 

AVe  are  now  in  a  position  to  compote 
successfully.  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  with  the  world.  We  must  buy 
as  well  as  sell  if  we  are  to  keep  up  our 
record  of  exports.  This  point  Presi- 
dent McKinley  emphasized  in  his  Buf- 
falo speech.  One  of  the  cardinal  prin- 
ciples of  successful  commerce  is  that 
the  ocean  freighter  must  have  a  cargo 
each  way,  else  the  freight  on  exports 
reaches  that  point  where  it  becomes 
prohibitive.  While  the  money  balance 
of  trade  is  In  our  favor,  we  must  re- 
member that  the  balance  of  freight 
charges  is  against  us.  In  time  one  will 
balance  the  other.  The  reciprocity 
school  of  the  Republican  party  may 
succeed  in  compelling  the  tariff-revi- 
sion-school to  come  to  their  aid  at  tha 
next  session  of  congress,  but  the  suc- 
cess will  be  only  temporary.  Tariff  re- 
vision on  the  lines  indicated  by  Repre- 
sentative Babcock,  or  on  other  lines 
preserving  the  theoi-y  of  industrial 
protection,  while  furnishing  revenue, 
must  come,  and  that  very  soon.  If  it 
be  not  done  this  winter,  the  next  con- 
gressional election  will  be  fought  on 
tho.se  lines  and  the  result  will  not  be 
in  doubt  a  single  hour.  The  Republi- 
can party  must  bow  to  the  changed 
conditions  of  trade  or  resign  Its  power 
to  a  more  progressive  party.

Sir  Garnet  Wolseley  was  promoted  to  the 
peerage  in  1SS2  for  his  Egyptian  vic- 
tories; Admiral  Seymour  was  endowed 
with  a  baronetcy  for  bombarding  Alex- 
andria in  the  same  year,  and  Lord  Kitch- 
ener likewi.se  received  that  title  In  1S98 
for  his  suppression  of  the  native  trouble 
in    Africa.

Columbia  sita  weeping  at  the  bier  of  her  third  martyred  presi- 
dent. 

The  whole  nation  is  again  plunged  into  deepest  mourning  by  the 
striking  down  of  the  head  of  the  republic  by  the  bloody  hand  of  a 
cowardly  as.sa.s.sin. 

Throughout  the  United  States  today  there  is  sorrow,  sincere  and 
general,  that  William  McKinley  has  passed  from  earth  as  the  result 
of  the  cruel  tragedy  one  week  ago  at  the  Pan-Ameriean  exposition. 
Few  presidents  liave  been  more  beloved  by  the  American  people  than 
he,  and  his  name  will  be  enshrined  among  those  of  the  greatest  of  our 
chief  magistrates.  As  man  and  statesman  he  has  commanded  respect 
and  love.  By  his  death  the  world  has  lost  a  thoroughly  good  man 
and  the  American  republic  has  been  deprived  of  a  president  who  was 
a  constructive  statesman  and  a  wise  leader.  Never  were  his  ser\'ices 
more  sorely  needed  than  when  he  was  stricken  down  by  the  bullet  of 
the  a.ssassin.  But  while  the  nation  mourns  its  loss,  there  is  one  who 
has  sustained  a  personal  affliction — a  bereavement  far  greater  than 
that  which  the  country  has  experienced,  and  to  ht-r  the  heartfelt 
sympathy  of  every  one  goes  forth  at  this  dark  hour  in  her  life.  Few 
wives  have  had  more  tender  and  loving  husbands,  and  to  Mrs.  ]\Ic- 
Kinley,  herself  in  feeble  health  and  dependent  in  a  peculiar  degree 
upon  the  man  who  has  carefully  watched  over  and  sustained  her  for 
many  years,  the  blow  must  be  severe.  The  sorrow  that  has  fallen  on 
this  loving  and  devoted  wife  appeals  to  the  entire  nation,  which  has 
watched  with  admiration  the  evidence  of  fortitude  and  bravery  which 
she  has  displa.ved  during  the  past  week,  when  the  outcome  of  the  pres- 
ident's injuries  were  continually  in  doubt.  >May  the  pangs  of  her 
grief  at  this  time  be  mitigated  by  the  knowledge  that  the  whole  people 
sympathize  and  condole  with  her  in  the  great  sorrow  that  has  fallen 
to  her  lot. 

What  place  the  historian  will  assign  to  William  ^McKinley  in  the 
roll  of  American  public  men,  time  only  can  determine,  but  we  can 
feel  assured  that  it  will  be  a  high  and  honorable  position.  Few  presi- 
dents have  been  brought  face  to  face  with  .so  many  momentous  ques- 
tions during  their  term  of  office.  His  administration  has  been  one  of 
the  most  important  in  the  life  of  the  republic.  Confronted  with  the 
greatest  problems  since  the  civil  war,  our  duty  toward  the  insular 
possessioiLs,  he  was  fully  equal  to  all  occasions.  While  men  honestly 
differed  with  him  as  to  the  best  policy  to  be  pursued,  none  questioned 
his  sincere  desire  to  do  what  he  believed  was  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  American  people.  Naturally  a  man  of  peace,  it  was  his  fortune  to 
be  a  war  president,  and  throughout  the  short  contiict  with  8pain,  the 
evidences  of  his  wisdom  and  energy  were  constantly  visible.  And 
when  the  war  was  ended  and  the  problem  of  dealing  with  our  new  pos- 
sessions pressed  for  solution,  he  promptl.y  grappled  with  the  vexed 
(iuestions  and  exhibited  a  strength  and  powi^-r  and  ability  that  did 
much  to  clear  the  way  for  the  carrying  out  of  a  policy  that  Avould,  as 
he  bt^lieved,  extend  the  blessings  of  free  government  and  republican 
institutions  to  those  who  had  come  beneath  the  folds  of  the  American 
Hag  b.v  the  fortunes  of  war,  while  at  the  same  time  ab-^ting  nothing  of 
devotion  and  adherence  to  the  constitutit>n,  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, and  all  the  other  great  bulwarks  of  our  national  safety.  No 
act  of  his  career  was  more  severely  criticised  than  the  annexation  of 
the  Philippines,  yet  less  than  two  years  after  the  event  his  policy  was 
ratified  by  the  people  at  the  polls,  and  local  home  rule  and  civil  gov- 
ernment has  been  successfully  established  over  a  large  part  of  the 
archipelago.  Whether  the  acquisition  of  these  islandii  was  the  wisest 
course  to  pursue  need  not  now  be  discussed,  becau.se  it  is  an  accom- 
plished fact.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  William  McKinltiy  was  honest  and 
sincere  in  the  steps  that  he  took  and  the  policy  he  inaugurated.  And 
in  the  handling  of  this  delicate  and  momentous  ijuestion  he  exhibited 
not  only  the  highest  qualities  of  statesmanship,  but  a  courage  that  sur- 
prised those  who  have  been  led  to  believe  him  a  weak  man  and  an  op- 
portunist. Events  moved  with  great  rapidity,  but  throughout  all, 
there  .shone  conspicuously  the  patriotic  devotion,  the  wise  counsel,  the 
mellow  wisdom  and  the  moral  strength  of  J^resideut  McKinley..  ^^^^ 

Of  his  career  previous  to  entering  upon  the  high  office  of  presi- 
dent, the  whole  country  knows.  Few  presidents  were  known  by  actual 
sight  to  as  many  of  the  American  people.  Early  in  his  career  he  be- 
came in  demand  as  a  public  speaker  and  traveled  over  rauch^f  the 
nation,  while  as  president  he  traveled  more  than  any  other  chief  ext  cu- 
tive.  When  the  Union  was  in  danger  of  disruption  he  volunteered 
his  services,  shouldered  his  musket  and  marched  to  the  front.  He 
fought  bravely  and  quickly  earned  promotion  until  finally  he  received 
from  President  Lincoln's  hands  his  brevet  as  ma.jor  for  gallant  and 
meritorious  .service  on  the  field.  Returning  from  the  war,  he  .studied 
law  and  later  entered  the  political  artma  where  he  quickly  became  one 
of  the  most  conspicuous  public  men  of  the  day.  His  services  in  con- 
gress made  his  name  known  throughout  the  country,  and  his  elevation 
to  the  governorship  of  Ohio  kept  him  in  the  public  eye  until  the  cam- 
paign that  resulted  in  his  election  to  the  presidency. 

AVilliam  McKinley  was  a  good  and  true  man  in  every  position  that 
he  filled,  and  his  career  must  be  an  inspiration  to  every  American 
youth,  as  an  example  of  what  may  be  accomplished  by  persistent  in- 
dustry and  steadfast  purpose. 


THESIVE/fT  "ROOSEVELT. 

By  the  death  of  William  McKinley,  the  presidency  of  the  United 
States  devolves  upon  Theodore  Roosevelt.  When  he  was  nominated  at 
Philadelphia  for  vice  president,  no  one  dreamed  that  he  would  be 
called  upon  to  a.ssume  the  duties  of  president  before  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond term  for  which  Mr.  ]\[cKinley  was  elected.  But  the  hand  of  an  as- 
sassin has  removed  the  much-beloved  president,  and  by  the  terms  of 
the  constitution  the  vice  president  becomes  his  successor. 

The  })eople  of  the  United  States  may  well  congrafulate  themselves 
at  this  sad  juncture  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation,  that  the  important 
duties  of  the  chief  executive  will  be  at  once  taken  up  by  a  man  so  fully 
capable  and  skilled  in  public  aft'airs  as  is  Theodore  Roosevelt.  It  is 
with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  and  security  that  the  people  view  his 
assumption  of  the  reins  of  power,  confident  that  he  will  exercise  wis- 
dom in  a  trying  and  difficult  position,  and  strive  to  discharge  its  re- 
sponsibilities with  a  firm  resolve  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
republic.  Again  do  the  immortal  words  of  our  second  martyred  presi- 
dent, James  A.  .Garfield  of  hallowed  memory,  rise  to  the  lips  of  all— 
"God  reigns  and  the  government  at  Washington  still  lives." 

President  Roosevelt  lu^eds  the  su.sfaining  sympathy  and  support 
of  the  people  at  this  time,  aiid  he  will  undoubt(^dly  be  accorded  it.  He

89,  being  left  out  on  the  siding,  was  forced 
to  run  aliead  of  the  yellow  express  the 
full  xhree   miles   lo  Hinton. 

Turner,  the  division  train  dispatcher, 
didn't  like  to  turn  this  trick  when  he 
could  help  it.

The  deals  In  railroad  stocks  by  Mc- 
Carthy Bros.  &  Co.  were  with  ths 
Weare  Commission  company  and  not 
with  George  Rupely  personally,  and 
they  were  legitimate  investments  and 
not  gambling  transactions.  So  said  the 
jury  in  the  case  in  district  court,  and  it 
followed  out  Its  belief  by  giving  Mc- 
Carthy Bros.  &  Co.  a  verdict  for  the 
full  amount,  which,  with  the  interest, 
amounts  to  $5725.37. 

The  case  was  given  into  the  bands  of 
the  jury  shortly  before  5  o'clock  yester- 
day afternoon,  and  an  hour  later  the 
verdict  was  reached  and  returned  Into 
court.  Judge  Cant  taking  It,  Judge  En- 
sign having  left  the  court  house.  The 
trial  lasted  three  days.  and  it  was 
fought  with  particular  stubbornness 
and  ability  on  both  sides.  F.  E.  Searie 
and  L.  C.  Harris  appeared  for  the  plain- 
tiffs and  J.  L.  Washburn  and  W.  D. 
Bailey  acted  for  the  defense. 

The  suit  has  aroused  a  great  deal  of 
Interest,  particularly  on  the  board  of 
trade,  where  everybody  was  famlllaf 
with  the  matters  In  issue  from  the  date 
of  the  closing  of  the  account  While 
the  matter  was  In  litigation,  newspaper 
comment  was  refrained  from,  although 
the  papers  were  frequently  urged  to  go 
into  the  matter.  The  defenses  of  the 
Weare  Commission  company  were  that 
the  dealings  were  with  George  Rupley 
personally  and,  not  with  him  as  agent, 
and  that  they  were  gambling  deals  and 
therefore  void  in  law.  The  jury  dis- 
agreed with  both  of  these  assertions 
and  gave  the  plaintiffs  all  they  claimed. 
This  verdict  meets  with  the  entire  ap- 
proval of  those  who  were  more  or  less 
familiar  with  the  dispute. 

From  the  beginning  there  has  been 
much  feeling  over  the  matter  on  the 
board  of  trade,  and  It  has  not  been  con- 
fined to  any  particular  circle,  but  has 
been  quite  general.  It  was  generalljr 
considered  as  being  a  far-fetched  ex- 
cuse that  the  dealings  were  with  Mr. 
Rupley  personally.  He  had  ofBces  oa 
the  board  of  trade  where  his  name  ap- 
I>eared  as  manager  of  the  company,  and 
he  appeared  on  the  board  dally  as  Its 
representative,  taking  trade  for  It  and 
executing  ord«>8.  He  stated  on  trial 
that  he  did  business  on  his  own  account 
as  well,  but  this  was  not  understood 
generally.  It  was  so  commonly  under* 
stood  that  he  was  the  manager  of  th« 
Duluth  bnslness  of  the  Weare  Commis- 
sion company,  that  when  orders  were 
given  him  It  was  supposed  without  any 
quesA^n.  unless  otherwise  stated,  that 
the  orders  were  for  the  Weare  Commis- 
sion   company. 

Commission  merchants  generally  ar« 
rery  careful  of  their  good  name  and  re- 
sponsibility, which  are  In  a  large  meas* 
ure  their  stock  in  trade,  so  there  was 
much  surprise  at  the  tack  taken  by  the 
company.  Shortly  after  the  troubl* 
arose  a  representative  of  the  company 
wa.s  here  and  settled  upon  a  number  of 
similar  claims  at  less  than  the  fuU 
amount,  and  an  offer  of  settlemMit  wa« 
made  to  John  P.  McCarthy,  the  local 
member  of  the  plaintiff  Arm,  at  fifty 
cents  on  the  dollar,  which  was  refused. 
The  suit  followed,  resulting  in  a  verdict 
for  the   full   amount. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  victory  for  the 
plaintiffs,  and  It  wholly  exonerates 
them  from  the  charge  of  gambling  pre- 
ferred by   the  defendants.

The  .si,  v-\es  were  Itussian  sleeves,  and 
at  each  wiist  there  was  a  buckle  of 
turiiouise.  No  blue  appeared  in  the 
costume,  except  the  tur<iuoise  in  the 
buckles   at   sleeves   and   yoke. 

The  finl.shing  of  the  hand  in  some 
dainty  fa.<5hion  must  be  noted  of  all  the 
fall  waists.  They  are  provided  with 
cuffs,  bands,  points  of  silk  or  lace 
and  slashings,  in  which  tiny  fans  are 
set.  Loops  of  ribbon  are  arranged  to 
fall  upon  the  hand  in  other  sleeves. 
These  and  many  others  are  the  ways 
by  which  the  fall  sleeves  are  made 
pretty. 

The  modistes  long  ago  ceased  stinig- 
gllng  for  new  designs,  and,  with  a  per- 
ception which  showed  rare  intuition, 
began  devoting  themselves  to  new  ef- 
fects. To  get  height  and  sllmness  is  now 
their  object,  and,  at  the  beginning  of 
each  new  season,  we  see  not  so  many 
new  styles  and  new  trimmings  as  new 
ways  to  make  the  feminine  form  look 
slim. 

The  straight  up-and-down  effects  of 
the  empire  are  not  desired,  nor  the 
classsic   draperies;  of   the       statuesque 


days.  But  what  Is  needed  is  an  adapt- 
ation of  the  present  modes  Into  forms 
whicli  shall  resemble  them,  yet  which 
shall  cause  the  figure  to  look  slim.  This 
has  been,  in  a  great  measure,  accom- 
plished by  the  designers. 

The  fall  fashions,  as  they  appear, 
blossoming  in  the  shop  windows,  fresh 
from  the  workrooms  of  the  modistes, 
show  an  added  determination  to  do 
everything  possible  to  slender  the  fig- 
ure and  make  It  youthful. 

In  deciding  that  the  figure  must  and 
shall  be  slim,  the  artists  of  drees  do 
well.  They  see  that  without  shapeli- 
ness of  form  little  Is  possible  In  the 
way  of  becoming  dressy.  Upon  a  short 
woman  weighing  200  pounds  no  gown 
<*•!  be  admirable,  no  fabric  or  fit  can 
show  to  its  fullest  advantage.  For 
such  a  woman,  the  first  step  Is  reduc- 
tion. For  grace,  for  height,  for  style, 
there  must  be  some  degree  of  slender- 
ness,  and  to  produce  the  effect,  even 
where  the  wearer  Is  plump,  is  the 
aim  of  those  who  hold  the  mold  of 
fashion's  form  In  their  hands. 

The  new  waists  show  the  long  front 
point,  not  in  an  exaggerated  form,  how- 
ever. They  show  the  fitted  sides  and 
ab.solutely  snug  back.  They  show 
the  full-busted  front,  which  gives  the 
military  effect.  They  are  siing  between 
the  shoulders,  favoring  the  erect,  mili- 
tary carriage.  They  show  a  tendency 
to  the  very  high  shoulder,  which  is  al- 
most equal  to  a  puff,  and  they  have 
the  very  long  sleeves  which  are  always 
Lecoming  to  the  arm  and  hand.  Taking 
one  feature  with  another,  the  new 
waists  are  the  most  admirable  of  any 
that  have  been  seen  for  many  seasons. 
and  there  are  few  people  who  can  not 
wear  them  to  advantage. 

In  sleeves  there  are  several  chapters 
that  might  be  written.  That  the  un- 
dersleeve  has  by  no  means  gone  out 
is  proven  by  the  new  models.  These 
show  the  flaring,  bell-like  finish  just 
below  the  elbow,  with  the  puffed  or 
tucked  undersleeves  falling  below  It.  In 
other  ca.ses  the  sleeve  is  finished  with 
rows  of  lace,  below  which  there  is  the 
puffed  undersleeve. 

The  new  French  waist,  as  worn  by 
the  French  leaders  of  fashion,  shows 
several  very  unique  features,  one  of 
these  being  the  long  front  point,  which, 
while  It  Is  brought  down  very  low,  is  by 
no  means  exaggeated.      The  waist      is 


stretched  long  In  front,  and  is  outlined 
by  a  belt  which  is  drawn  in  very  litirle. 
The  belt  is  extremely  snug  in  the  back 
and  at  the  sides,  but  In  front  is  pulled 
low  and  Is  pointed  In  a  way  to  make 
the  waist  look  very  long. 

It  was  thought  that  the  point  would 
go  out,  but  the  new  models  show  that 
it  Is  still  the  vogue.  That  the  point  Is 
a  go..>d  feature  Is  proven  by  the  way  it 
adapts  Itself  to  the  figured  silks. 

That  a  woman  needs  the  courage  of 
her  convictions  to  wear  the  new  figured 
silks  can  be  proven  by  a  glance  at 
them.  They  are  so  elaborately  decor- 
ated as  to  be  very  conspicuouss  and 
their  very  apparent  figuring  is  height- 
ened by  the  varied  colors  that  are  used 
In  the  figures. 

Red,  blue,  yellow  and  black  are  seen 
in  the  immense  designs  that  trim  the 
waists,  some  of  them  nearly  covering 
the  figure.  One  very  beautiful  bodice 
showed  a  huge  star,  whicii  was  placed 
upon  the  bust,  reaching  from  the  neck 
nearly  to  the  belt.  The  star  was  in 
green  and  gold  upon  a  background  of 
pastel   green. 

The  foundation  color  for  the  figured 
V  alsts  is  cream  or  a  pale  shade  of  blue, 
or  a  very  light  pink  or  one  of  the  deli- 
cate tints,  upon  which  the  figures  show 
with   startling  prominence. 

It  can  be  said  for  these  figured  fab- 
rics that  they  do  not  always  make  the 
waist  look  so  very  large.  Some  of  them 
are  so  well  selected  in  color  and  .so 
carefully  blended  In  tone  that  really 
they  add  to  the  grace  of  the  figure  in- 
stead of  detracting  from  It.  In  many 
Instances  the  figures  took  more  like  an 
applique  than  a  figure  in  the  goods. 

A  very  handsome  Louisine  silk  in 
deep  cream  had  a  star  design  in  blue 
so  arranged  in  the  silk  that,  when  the 
waist  was  completed,  the  design  ap- 
peared at  each  side  of  the  front  like  a 
large  applique.  A  stripe  of  blue  ran 
down  the  sleeve  from  the  shoulder  to 
the  wrist.  A  similar  stripe  trimmed  the 
cuff.  In  making  up  the  waist  an  irre- 
gular design  In  blue  was  noticed  here 
and  there  between  the  large  figures. 

The  necks  of  the  new  waists  are  re- 
markable for  their  simplicity.  A  few 
are  without  necks,  being  rounded  out 
so  that  a  band  of  ribbon  can  be  clasped 
around  the  neck,  in  old-fashioned  style, 
but  the  great  majority  of  them  have 
plain,  simple  stocks  that  In  many  cases 
are  merely  bands  of  the  goods.  The 
stock,  instead  of  being  In  a  plain  color, 
is  a  figured  one  to  match  the  waist. 

The  bnly  case  in  which  the  exaggerat- 
edly long  point  is  noticed  in  the  new 
waists  is  seen  upon  the  Russian 
blouses  whicli  are  so  very  much  in  de- 
mand this  year.  They  are  cut  in  a 
style  of  their  own  and  have  many  ad- 
mirable points. 

The  Russian  blouse  of  former  sea- 
sons will  be  remembered  as  one  that 
bagged  all  the  way  around  the  belt  and 
was  a  loose  affair  from  beginning  to 
end.  But  the  new  blouses  show  a 
tight  back  and  very  snug  sides.  They 
bag  directly  In  the  middle  of  the  front, 
where  they  are  outlined  by  a  belt, 
which  is  put  on  in  simple  fashion  by 
crossing  the  ends  as  though  they  were 
straps.  They  are  then  fastened  with 
a  fancy  pin. 

The  sleeve  of  the  Russian  blouse 
shows  a  turn-back  cuff  at  the  elbow, 
while  below  it  there  is  the  puffed  t-leeve 
finished  with  a  tight  wristband.

A  very  neat  vest  c^n  be  worn  with 
the  Russian  blouse,  for  it  has  wide 
lapels  that  turn  back  In  points  to  the 
shoulder,  giving  ample  opportunity  for 
the  display  of  a  Mest.  And  in  the  choice 
of  the  vest  the  wearer  can  be  guided 
by  the  use  to  which  she  will  put  the 
waist.  If  It  be  for  the  street,  or  for 
traveling,  she  wi^  want  a  serviceable 
vest  of  taffeta,  o?  even  of  stout  wash 
goods  of  dark  colors,  suitable  foi  fall 
wear. 

But  if  It  be  for  the  house,  she  will 
choose  a  sheer  stuff,  such  as  tucked 
lawn,  and  will  make  it' up  with  rows  of 
insertion  or  fine  lace  running  across. 
These  vests  are  made  now  with  sleeves 
So  that  they  are  really  very  nice  white 
waists,  and  can  t>e  worn  if  the  blouse 
is  slipped  off.  The  Russian  blouse  is 
put  on  over  them  as  though  It  were  a 
jacket. 

Ribbon  comes  so  fancy  this  year  that 
It  is  used  for  trimmings  of  various 
kinds.  It  is  put  on  flat  in  hands,  and 
is  very  effective.  It  comes  in  velvet 
striped  with  silk,  and  it  comes  in  satin 
with  silk  stripes.  It  €aa  alSd  ^  '^- 
tained  in  silk  with  tiny  stripes  oPlilc<j 
running  lengthwise  through  it.  The 
millinery  ribbons  are  very  gool  for 
trimming  purpo.«es  and  come  in  all 
colors  and  in  silks,  velvets  and  in  the 
mousselines  mixed  with  silk. 

The  first  fall  waists,  instead  of  show- 
ing dark  tones,  are  on  the  light  order, 
just  off  white,  showing  that  the  wldte 
waist  of  summer  is  past,  but  that  li  is 
not  yet  time  for  the  black  waist,  which 
in  winter  becomes  so  fashionable  either 
with  or  without  another  color. 

In  the  trousseau  of  Miss  Lily  Ool- 
richs,  that  richest  of  late  summer 
brides,  there  was  one  bodice  which 
showed  great  originolity  and  touches 
of  the  sort  that  stamp  it  as  chic.  It 
was  In  silk  muslin  of  the  color  called 
champagne,  which  is  a  peculiar  snade 
of  yellow. 

The  sleeves  were  tucked  from  th» 
shoulder  to  the  great  flaring  bell. 
Avhich  sprung  from  the  sleeve  just  be- 
low the  elbow,  and  around  the  bell 
there  was  a  ruffle  of  lace.  Lace  inser- 
tion extended  from  the  shoulder  to  the 
bell. 

The  waist,  which  was  laid  in  the  tini- 
est of  tucks  throughout,  was  fastened 
in  the  back,  invisibly,  under  a  white 
satin  ruching,  very  full  and  very  nar- 
row. 

The  front  had  three  stripes  of  inser- 
tion, one  directly  in  the  middle  from 
the  chin  to  the  belt.  The  other  strip 
reached  over  the  shoulder  and  down 
the  back,  terminating  at  the  belt. 

Under  the  bodice  was  worn  a  sHp  of 
champagne-colored  taffeta,  while 
under  each  strip  of  lace  insertion  there 
was  a  band  of  claret-colored  silk  show- 
ing through  the  lace.  The  sleeves 
were  treated  in  the  same  way.  Bands 
of  claret  silk  lined  the  cuffs. 

White  wine  is  another  color  seen  In 
the  early  fall  waists.  Nothing  can  de- 
scribe the  full  delicacy  of  these  waists 
as  they  now  make  their  first  appear- 
ance. They  are  in  all  the  very  pale 
shades  of  yellow  and  in  the  delicate 
pinks,  some  of  them  so  faint  that  you 
cannot' tell  pink  from  yellow. 

A  waist  that  showed  the  absinthe  col- 
ors mixed  with  gray  was  in  Grecian 
design.  The  waist,  which  was  of 
tucked  taffeta,  was  trimmed  In  the 
back  with  a  design  in  panne  velvet, 
put  on  in  a  diamond  atfthe  back  of  the 
neck,  while  the  velvet  was  brought 
down  in  such  a  wap'  that  it  outlined  a 
little  bolero.  ' 

The  sleeves  sho-w*d  ag  odd  trimming 
of  panne,  with  a  diamond-shaped  piece 
of  the  velvet  near  the  shoulder,  the 
whole  outlined  witp  silver  braid. 

Black  and  white  appear  in  the  new 
goods  side  by  side -in  ^poiuilarity  with 
the  pale  colors.  A  very  handsome  waist 
of  white  salin  was  inade  under  a  black 
point  d'esprit.  Th^^guries  in  the  v^oint 
d'esprit  were  otitHned  with  tiny  cut 
jet  beads.  A  deep^tuff  Of  lace  finished 
the  sleeves,  and  below  the  lace  "^uPf 
there  was  an  un^ir  s^cve  of  tucked 
chiffon.  The  undgr  sfeeves  cou!d  be 
exchanged  for  hefvier  and  more  dur- 
able ones.  ^^ 

Chotix  are  to  be  ^  much  worn.  They 
are  made  of  silk  -^r  A-^vet.  of  panr.  ?, 
of  Liberty,  of  Louif^ine.' or  of  the  thin- 
ner stuffs,  chiffon,  mousseline,  silk 
muslin,  tulle  and  grenadine.  By  far 
the  prettiest  material  for  these  c^.oux 
Is  panne,  which  is  so  glossy  tliat  it 
presents  a  mirror-like  surface  and  is 
always  ornamental.  That  soft,  vel- 
vety, glassy  look,  so  observable  upon 
the  panne  silks  and  velvets,  makes 
them  well  adapted  for  choux  for  the 
hair  or  the  bust. 

Mrs.  John  Jacob  Astor,  who  is  ni'ted 
for  her  taste  in  dre.ss  rather  than  for 
her  brilliancy  In  gowning,  has  a  kna<!k 
of  using  the  choux  so  that  it  sets  off 
her  bodice  very  well.  Making  It  up  in 
a  large,  irregular  shape,  she  fastens  it 
to  the  front  of  her  gown  and  catches  it 
there  with  a  fancy  pin.  These  choux 
of  fancy  shape  are  much  more  graceful 
than  the  big  round  ones  that  are  mold- 
ed in  rosette  form,  and  they  can  be 
better  handled. 

A  French  ornament  of  panne,  to  be 
worn  upon  the  bodice,  shows  a  curled 
center  made   by     shirring     the   velvet. 


The  ends  are  also  shirred  and  are 
drawn  out  long.  To  those  who  know 
how  to  make  the  chou  this  can  best  be 
explained  by  saying  that  the  long 
doubled  strip  of  velvet,  of  which  the 
chou  Is  made,  is  shirred  from  end  to 
end.  The  string  is  now  pulled  tightly, 
but  the  velvet,  instead  of  being  curled 
round  and  round,  is  turned  and  twist- 
ed back  and  forth  with  the  fingers  un- 
til It  lies  in  little  fisthu-like  ripples 
upon  the  bodice. 

It  looks  as  though  for  evening  wear 
the  blues  would  be  seen.  Robin's-egg 
blue,  swallow  blue,  powder  blue,  In 
light  tone,  and  sky  blue  are  In  demand 
for  evening  bodices.  These  are  made 
up  with  lace  over  them,  point  d'esprit 
being  the  most  popular  of  all  laces  for 
this  purpose. 

A  very  elaborate  evening  waist  of 
swallow  blue,  that  grayish  shade 
which  is  so  becoming,  showed  large 
applications  of  tambour*- lace,  over 
which  were  appliqued  guipure  figures. 
The  entire  waist  was  covered  with 
these  applications. 

A  novelty  for  a  silk  waist  is  the  Trai- 
non  hood,  which  is  attached  to  the 
back  of  the  neck.  It  is  gayly  lined, 
and  Is  for  the  street  wear  only.  The 
hood  is  very  wide  and  really  makes  a 
trimming  for  the  back  of  the  waist. 

Another  novelty,  as  little  seen  as  the 
hood,  but  always  like  the  hood,  pretty, 
consists  of  ribbon  loops  that  are  at- 
tached to  the  collar  in  such  a  way  as 
to  extend  all  the  way  around  the  neck, 
front  and  back,  and  over  the  shoulders. 
Made  of  black  velvet  ribbon,  over  one 
of  the  new  blues,  these  are  very  pretty. 

The  gayly  flowered  pompadour  silks 
are  used  for  evening  waists  and  waists 
for  the  street.  They  are  really  like 
the  Louisine,  but  differ  a  little  in  hav- 
ing, usually,  smaller  figures,  and  be- 
ing less  elaborate  in  colorings. 

The  neck  yoke  and  the  hip  yoke  of 
lace  are  both  much  seen.  The  lace 
may  match,  and  when  they  are  so 
planned  they  make  a  really  diessy 
gown.  A  deep  yoke  of  lace  arour^d  the 
necl^and  a  deep  yoke  of  lace  around 
the  hips  will  do  much  toward  making 
a  dressy  costume. 

The  chameleon  silks  make  very 
dressy  waists.  They  come  in  all  col- 
ors and  show  all  lights  across  them. 
In  deep  red,  with  lig'it.^  in  pale  green, 
one  sees  these  silks,  and  in  black  with 
a  curious  tone  of  blue  running  across 
it. 

To  the  domestic  woman,  bent  on 
appearing  to  the  best  advantage  in  her 
own  home,  teh  house  beautifully  pres- 
ents to  her  no  more  attractive  possi- 
bilities than  in  the  matter  of  negli- 
gees. 

Yellow,  In  all  its  varieties,  has  been 
seen  too  much  this  summer  to  call  it 
an  entirely  new  craze.  But  these 
golden  tints  mentioned,  as  well  as  cer- 
tain saffron  and  other  shades,  are  cer- 
tainly novelties  this  side  of  the  At- 
lantic. Magnificent  y=^!low  lace  jackets 
have  been  seen  in  Paris,  delicate  linings 
in  pastel  colors  contrasting  charmingly 
with  the  rich  webs  sprtad  over  then-'. 

So  far  not  many  of  these  jackets 
have  crossed  the  briny,  but  tea  gowns 
and  matinees  are  taking  to  the  same 
warm  laces,  which  beautifully  set  off 
pale  hued  mulls  and   Liberty   tissues. 

In  form  many  of  the  tea  jackets  show 
bolero  or  bodice  eeffcts,  under  wh:ch  a 
loo.se  kilted,  deep  points  will  hang  half 
wav  to  the  knees.  The  lace  edges  this, 
and  is  sometimes  inserted  above  in  sev- 
eral rows. 

On  the  short  matinees  the  Insertions 
take  whatever  lines  are  becoming  to 
the  figure,  but  the  bolero  suggestion 
is  apt  to  be  accentuated.  A  kilted 
flounce,  falling  to  the  elbow  from  a 
pointed  shoulder  cap.  Is  considered  a 
pretty  sleeve:  and  pale  blue  silk  finish- 
ed lawn  and  black  Chantilly  lace  are 
found  effective  materials. 

A  girlish  jacket  for  a  maiden  in  her 
teens  is  of  apple  blossom  pink  with 
saffron  lace  yoke  and  insertions.  Lib- 
erty silk,  in  fine  kiltings,  is  the  texture, 
and  like  the  other  two  jackets  In  the 
cut,  the  sleeves  are  only  elbow  lentrth. 

Coming  to  the  third,  one  sees  a  sug- 
gestion of  the  peacock's  tall  in  the 
lower  shaping  of  her  fine  reception  jack- 
et. The  resemblance  Is  not  confined  to 
its  form,  for  In  the  original  the  skirt 
of  this  garment  glittered  with  the  rich 
blues  and  greens  of  the  Beau  Brummel 
of  birds,  changeable  spangles  and  shad- 
ed velvet  applications  providing  the 
scheme  of  color.  The  background  was 
of  white  net,  with  each  flower  outlined, 
and  tendrills  traced  by  black  buttonhole 
stitch.  A  bertha  of  the  spangled  net. 
which  likewise  formed  the  ptiffed 
sleeves,  draped  the  shoulders  becoming- 
ly; and  the  jacket  was  worn  with  a 
plain  net  blouse  and  demi-trained  skirt 
of  white  Lyon's  silk,  a  delicate  audacity 
possible  only  to  a  pretty  woman. 

The  exceeding  decoratlveness  of  ap- 
plications that  contrast  sharply  with 
the  background  Is  nowhere  more  noticed 
than  on  the  fine  automobile  coats  smart 
Newport  and  Tuxedo  women  are  latelv 
wearing.  Over  some  deeply  toned  silk 
or  velvet  will  be  spread  magnificent 
design"5  in  white  or  pn.'e  colored  taffeta, 
the  pattern  of  the  applications  accord- 
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RED,  ROUGH  HANDS,  ITCHING,  BURNING 

PALMS,  SHAPELESS  NAILS  WITH

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Ing  deftly  with  the  shape  of  collar  and 
sleeve.  Thus  superb  yokes  are  out- 
lined, and  rich  medallions  will  empha- 
size the  bust.  Tlie  deep  turnover  col- 
lar will  he  in  the  same  texture  as  this 
surface  figuring,  ind  sometimes  down 
each  front  of  thf  garment  there  will 
be  three  jeweled  buttons  holding  satin 
or  velvet  rosettes  with  ends.  These 
are  known  to  the  learned  as  "cockades." 
Of  course,  as  suggestions  to  the  mul- 
titude, such  coat.s  present  small  hope, 
as  few  are  rich  enough  to  buy  them,  and 
still  fewer  skilled  enough  to  make  tliem. 
And  they  are  de<-idedly  out  of  place 
in  the  democratic  street  cars,  which 
are  more  frequently  our  models  of  con- 
veyance than  are  automobiles. 

But  in  a  few  of  the  best  shops  the 
clever  woman  maj'  now  find  the  unlined 
applications  in  coat  shapes,  only  need- 
ing to  be  put  on  wadded  foundations 
and  finished.  The  garment  must  be 
very  loose— therein  with  its  clumsy, 
heavy  suggestion,  lies  its  chic  and  nat- 
urally the  surface  ornamentation  must 
be  sewed  to  "sick"  at  every  point.  If 
it  is  not  it  will  be  sure  to  curl  up.  like 
a  badly-licked  posi'.age  stamp.

Tne  sportsman  ought  to  know  when  he 
ha.<5  enough  and  not  continue  shooting 
Just  because  he  has  a  gun  that  carries 
more  ammunition  than  his  neighbors. 
It  tnu.st  rie  .'^niii.  howt-ver,  that  even 
the  old  spoil. «<men  will  acknowledge 
that  mure  -skill  is  required  in  shooting 
the  single-barrel  "pump."  There  is 
nothing  accurate  about  a  double-barrel 
grun.  The  aim  must  always  take  Into 
calculation  the  position  of  the  right 
and  left  hand  barrels  when  shooting, 
and  it  Is  a  fact  that  nearly  all  sports- 
men favor  one  barrel  or  the  other,  as 
Jn  shooting  they  get  better  results  when 
using  one  barrel.  With  the  "pump" 
the  aim  i.H  always  on  the  bird. 
The    balance    of    a    hunting       outfit 


comprises  a  dog,  a  good,  well-trained 
setter  or  pointer  for  chickens  and  quail 
and  a  good  Irish  water  spaniel  for 
ducks,  though  the  latter  may  be  dis- 
pensed with  where  the  sportsman  is 
able  to  have  the  use  of  a  boat  to 
gather  up  his  birds  or  lay  in  wait  for 
them.  A  dozen  decoy  ducks  for  these 
birds  and  a  dozen  decoy  geese  for  field 
work  of  the  latter  are  essential.  They 
may  be  had  for  |3  or  J4  a  dozen. 

A  game  bag.  or  hunting  coat,  plenty 
ammunition  and  an  old  suit  of  clothes 
complete  the  outfit.  An  ordinary  cutflt 
for  hunting  chickens,  quail,  ducks  and 
geese,  exclusive  of  dog  and  boat,  can 
be  had  for  $50,  but  the  sportsman  may 
jiay  $500  for  an  outfit  if  he  is  so  dis- 
posed.   He   will,    however,   get   no   more 

game  than  with  the  cheaper  outfit..

game. 

Delay  has  been  the  b.an.?  f>f  all  Iccal  i-on- 
tests.  The  march  of  a  team  down  the 
field  in  past  years  has  resembled  irore 
the  transfer  of  a  hospital  than  the  piog- 
ress  of  a  fr>otball  contest.  At  every  otner 
play  a  man  would  be  stretched  out,  os- 
tensibly because  he  waa  injured,  but  i-e:illy 
to  recover  breath! 

Lax  training  methods  allowed  men  to 
go  on  the  field  who  were  in  no  condition 
to  play.  Naturally  they  took  advantage 
of  whatever  privileges  the  rules  allowed 
them. 

Last  ve  !.'•  •  t  ules  ■>\ere  Sio  designed  that 
it  was  thougTt  no  team  could  delay  a 
game  longer  ^han  two  minutes.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  it  was  found  by  experience 
that  four  minutes  could  be  taken  up, 
with  only  a  simulated  injury  as  a  cause. 

Under  the  old  rulfs  two  minutes  wtre 
allowed  an  Injuretl  player.  That  tteotion 
still  stands  and  there  seems  no  way  of 
preventing  teams  from  taking  advantage 
of  It  by  a  pretense  of  injuries  to  men. 
Last  season,  however,  after  the  two  min- 
utes were  up,  the  captains  would  siill 
further  delay  getting  into  action  on  the 
ground  that  the  rules  <ieclared  the  referee 
could  not  declare  the  game  forfeited  un- 
til a  second  two  minutes  had  elapsed. 
This  gave  them  practically  four  minutes. 
The  nuisance  became  too  ronounoed  iind 
the  rules  committee  for  1901  revised  the 
clause  which  now  bears  the  addendum: 
"Any  further  delay  (after  the  two  min- 
utes) shull  l>e  peimllzed  und^r  rule  27  (e), 
28  lO."  This  means  that  for  all  delay  after 
the  time  allowed  a  loss  of  five  yards  will 
be  charged  against  the  offemding  team, 
while  the  referee's  power  to  forfeit  the 
game  at  the  end  of  an  additional  two  min- 
utes' delay,  is  in  no  wise  innpaired. 

The  changes  should  prove  beneficial,  lo- 
cally, and  if  the  referees  will  insist  ur-on 
exercising  their  functions,  and  refuse  ab- 
solutely, all  discussion  with  team  cup- 
tains  or  members,  much  more<  satisf.T,c- 
tory  progress  will  be  mad©  than  has  here- 
tofore been  the  case. 

The  remaining  changes  scarcely  affect 
the  play  at  all.  and  are  corffined  to  mere 
changes  In  reading  for  the  benefit  of  offi- 
cials. 

A  change  in  rule  4  in  reference  to  a  safe- 
ty affects  the  scoring  indirectly,  but  as  it 
applies  to  a  remote  contingency  its  value 
is  not  likely  to  be  often  tested. 

The  alteration  is  in  section  D  and  fur- 
ther detlnes  a  safety  as  having  been 
made  when  the  ball,  kicked  by  a  man  l>e- 
hlnd  his  own  goal  line,  crosses  the  exten- 
sion of  the  sloe  line  behind  the  goal  line. 
I'nder  the  old  rules  a  kick  of  ihl.<^  kind 
would  result  in  th©  opponents  gettlng^ 
possession  of  the  ball  in  touch,  and  at 
the  resumption  of  play  the  ball  would  Im- 
mediateJy  be  put  in  play  and  a  touchdown 
for  the  opponent  could  not  be  avoided. 

"This  seemed  rather  a  severe  penalty 
and  it  waa  determined  that  such  a  play 
fhould  be  ruled  a  safety  Instead  of  a 
touchdown  for  the  opponents.

At  the  sight  of  hrr  hu.«band  and  the 
other  men  with  their  weapons  Mrs. 
Moore  fled  from  the  house  and  s'.aried 
into  the   woods. 

"There's  ihe  deerl'  cried  Moore,  at  th© 
sight  of  his  wife  flying  for  the  wo(xl8, 
and  thereupon  he  raised  his  weapon  and 
lired  at  her. '  In  all  Moore  fired  about 
twenty  shots  at  his  wife,  but  without  se- 
rious effect.

in  jail.  Blackman  and  Cooper  give  the 
same  version  of  the  .=>iory  and  deny  pos- 
itively that  they  had  any  idea  of  ;;oiiig 
on  such  a  mission.  So  far  as  can  te 
leixrned  th©  .stcry  is  a  pretty  straight 
one.

Careful  'httjinejj  Man  With  a    Head    For 
"Detail  and  Other  Ambitions  "Bejidej 
Winning  the  })acht  Trophy. 


New  York,  Sept.  14. — Americans  have 
again  given  welcome  to  a  tall  gentle- 
man who,  in  his  own  country,  is  a 
knight,  and  who  on  his  last  visit  here 
was  presented  with  a  loving  cup,  be- 
cause he  showed  how  to  accept  defeat 
gracefully.  A  plain  man  is  Sir  Thomas 
Lipton,  to  whom  a  loving  cup  is  doubt- 
less as  gratifying  as  a  title.  He  may  be 
pardoned,  therefore,  for  taking  a  fancy 
to  other  cups,  and  wishing  to  carry 
back  with  him  the  trophy  which  bears 
with  it  the  title  to  the  international 
yacht   championship. 

This  statement  was  made  by  an  in- 
timate friend  of  Sir  Thomas  in  a  talk 
on  the  personal  side  of  the  grocery 
king,  as  he  is  known  to  him,  in  begin- 
ning which  he  remarked:  "He's  a  plain 
man."  And  wherever  you  see  Sir 
Thomas  Lipton,  whether  it  isi  on  the 
deck  of  his  yacht,  or  playing  golf  at  his 
country  place  in  Southport.  or  in  his 
private  oflSce  in  the  big  building  in  City 
Road — home  of  the  coaster  and  tram 
car — or  at  the  wonderful  cheap  food 
palace  that  his  money  gave  to  Lon- 
don's poor,  that  phrase,  "He  is  a  plain 
mart,"  describes  him  better  than  any 
other. 

Although  his  reiterated  Intention  of 
"lifting"  the  American  trophy,  hia 
wealth  and  his  practical  philanthropy 
have  brought  him  so  prominently  into 
the  public  eye,  he  is  retiring  by  dispo- 
sition, and,  although  thousands  of 
columns  have  been  filled  with  descrip- 
tions of  his  deeds  and  his  personal  ap- 
pearance, scarcely  anything  is  known 
of  how  the  man  of  many  plans  works 
and  amuses  himself. 

The  house   in   City   Road,   London,    is 


opera;  occasionally  gives  a  dinner 
party,  but  I  think  none  of  these  things 
appeals  to  him  like  his  business." 

He  is  hardly  ever  absent  from  London 
excepting  on  short  trips  to  Glasgow. 
Summer  is  the  only  time  that  he  takes 
a  holiday,  and  this  he  devotes  to  yacht- 
ing. "But,"  added  the  person  who  des- 
cribed Sir  Thomas'  recreation,  "don't 
imagine  for  a  moment  that  business 
is  lost  sight  of  because  Sir  Thomas  is 
on  board  the  Erin.  Every  important 
document  and  the  details  of  every  mat- 
ter to  pass  are  sent  on  to  him  dallv. 
his  secretary  is  always  with  him,  and 
he  spends  several  hours  every  morning 
directing  how  every  busineas  matt«r 
and  letter  shall  be  dealt  with." 

An  employe  at  "Lipton's"  said  "every- 
body who  works  forSirThomas  likes  and 
respects  him.  He  is  a  plain  man,  and 
he  likes  plain  dealing.  He  wants  every 
man  to  speak  his  mind  and  he  detests 
flattery.  Like  all  enormously  success- 
ful men,  he  is  a  disciplinarian,  but  he 
has  a  lot  of  heart  and  sympathy,  and  I 
have  known  of  many  cases  in  which  he 
has  given  a  man  another  chance." 

At  "Osidge"  Sir  Thomas  entertains— 
practically  speaking — hardly  at  all. 
When  he  entertains  on  anything  like  a 
lavish  scale,  he  prefers  to  do  it  at  a 
London  restaurant  or  at  his  club,  the 
Marlborough.  To  his  country  house, 
however,  he  invites  his  pals,  as  he  calls 
them — one  is  a  member  of  parliament, 
another  a  retired  British  officer  of  high 
social  connections — and.  as  might  be 
imagined,  the  time  is  passed  without 
much  formality.  Sir  Thomas  is  not  a 
great  reader,  although  he  has  a  large 
and  well  selected  library,  but  he  is 
especially  fond  of  billiards,  rides  a  bi- 
cycle,  plays   golf  and     bowls,     besides

Sir  Thomas'  retail  headquarters,  and 
there  it  is  that  he  spends  the  best  part 
of  his  time,  finished  in  various  expen- 
sive woods,  and  what  light  comes  in 
from  outside  filters  through  tall  win- 
dows of  stained  glass,  a  dozen  electric 

bulbs  supplying  the  additional  needed 
light.  The  oflrtce  furniture  consists  of 
a  few  solid -looking  chairs  and  the 
large  desk,  studded  with  electric  bells, 
at  which  Sir  Thomas  sits.  If  you 
mounted  one  of  the  chairs  you  could 
survey  the  immense  room  adjoining 
where  Sir  Thomas'  city  clerical  forces — 
some  hundreds  of  men  and  girls— are 
ranged  in  long  rows,  "posting"  books, 
checking  accounts  and  thumping  type- 
writers. 

Upon  this  scene  Sir  Thomas  arrives 
punctually  at  10  every  morning,  having 
driven  in  from  "Osidge,"  as  his  country 
place  is  called,  some  twelve  miles  out 
of  London.  He  is  in  his  office  practical- 
ly all  day,  lunching  in  the  building,  and 
It  is  said  that  if  you  dropped  in  any 
time  before  10  most  evenings  you  would 
find  him  still  there. 

Four  or  five  hours'  sleep  Is  all  that 
Sir  Thomas  ever  requires,  and  h«  is 
usually  up  and  out  of  doors  at  an  un- 
earthly hour.  Although  he  works  so 
hard,  and  hia  operations  are  upon  so 
great  a  scale,  he  is  never  weighed 
down  or  apparently  harrassed  by  them, 
his  cherry  smile  seldom  leaves  him,  and 
he  is  always  ready  either  to  hear  or 
tell  a  joke.  His  devotion  to  business  ap- 
parently impresses  no  one  who  knows 
him  as'  that  of  a  money-grubber,  but 
one  who  plays  business  in  a  scientific 
game.  "I  don't  believe  he  has  any- 
thing else  to  do,"  said  this  friend— "any- 
thing else  he  cares  to  do.  He  has  no 
family,   no  relatives.     He   goes   to   the 


spending  a  lot  of  time  with  his  horses — 
among  them  several  notable  trotters — 
to  say  nothing  of  having  a  pretty  and 
luxuriant  taste  In  orchids,  in  which  he 
resembles  Joseph  Chamberlain. 

One  of  the  features  of  "Osidge"  Is  its 
golf  links,  the  other  is  a  wonderful 
summer  house,  which  Sir.  Thomas,  tak- 
ing a  leaf  out  of  the  "Swiss  Family 
Robinson"  book,  has  established  amid 
the  branches  of  a  tree  on  his  place.  It 
is  reached  by  an  inprovised  staircase 
around  the  trunk,  and  .seats  half  a 
dozen  comfortably.  Sir  Thomas  gives 
his  women  callers  tea  there,  and  there 
it  is,  too,  that  he  and  his  little  coterie 
of  intimate  friends  smoke  their  after- 
dinner  cigars. 

One  of  Sir  Thomas'  close  acquain- 
tances said  of  him  the  other  day: 

"One  of  his  characteristics  is  that  he 
never  uses  the  'I-began-without-a-dol- 
lar'  tone.  He  is  entirely  without  osten- 
tation. The  generally  accepted  idea 
that  he  began  life  in  the  depths  of  pov- 
erty Is,  however,  incorrect,  though,  of 
course,  his  beginnings  were  extremely 
small.  A  man  in  Glasgow  who  believed 
in  his  ability  lent  him  money  enough  to 
open  a  little  shop  there,  and  his  great 
business  has  grown  from  it.  He  has 
often  told  me  that  his  first  and  great- 
est ambition  was  to  he  able  to  see  his 
mother  riding  in  her  own  carriage  and 
he  succeeded  in  realizing  it,  and  in 
building  her  a  fine  house  to  live  in  be- 
sides. "  Over  Sir  Thomas'  desk  in  his 
office  hang  pictures  of  both  his  parents, 
neither  of  whom  is  now  living. 

Sir  Thomas  Is  now  Interested  In  read- 
ing what  is  written  about  him,  and  one 
of  his  employes  has  the  task  of  putting 
newspaper  cuttings  Into  an  elaborately 
bound  volume  which  Is  destined  for  a 
place  In  the  Lipton  library.

Sept.  14.— The  state  normal 
school  people  have  come  around  to  the 
point  where  they  have  decided  to  com- 
ply with  the  law  passed  last  winter  and 
submit  their  accounts  to  the  state 
board    of   control. 

State  Auditor  Dunn  received  from  the 
board  of  control  yesterday  a  properly 
certified  copy  of  the  pay  rolls  of  the 
schools  at  Moorhead  and  Mankato  for 
August,  and  it  is  presumed  that  the 
accounts  of  the  other  three  schools 
will  come  up  in  the  same  way,  though 
there  has  been  no  official  intimation  of 
this  from  the  members  of  the  uormal 
board. 

The  amounts  for  the  two  pay  rolls 
are  small.  $386  for  the  Mankato  school 
and  $437  for  Moorhead.  but  the  amount 
of  money  is  not  the  question  at  issue, 
and  the  auditor  is  satisfied  lo  have  the 
law  complied  with.  The  sending  In  of 
these  reports  through  the  proper  chan- 
nel will  settle  the  dispute  and  prevent 
confusion  when  the  schools  open  and 
the  expenses  become  larger.  The  ac- 
counts weie  paid. 

President  Leavitt,  of  the  board  of 
control,  said  that  the  two  expense  ac- 
counts came  properly  attested  by  the 
resident  directors  and  the  presidents 
of  the  schools  at  Moorhead  and  St. 
Cloud,  as  required  by  law.  They  were 
accompanied  by  no  cominuatcat:cm,  and 
no  report  had  been  received  from  any 
of  the  other  schools. 

The  state  normal  board  has  submit- 
ted its  proposition  to  the  board  of  con- 
trol, but  President  Leavitt  said  Its 
contents  -would  not  be  given  out  until 
the  board  of  control  has  had  t'me  to 
prepare  a  reply.  The  communication  is 
from  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
normal  board  to  arrange  a  compromiae 
preposition  on  the  join:  ccntrol  of  the 
schols  by  the  two  boards,  by  which  the 
normal  board  is  to  deci'le  upon  what 
supplies  are  necessary  and  make  re- 
quisition for  them  thruogh  the  board 
of  control.

Eggs,  although  so  closely  related  to 
meats  in  their  fod  value,  are  better  adapt- 
ed to  the  full  round  of  seasons  than  tne 
hesh  of  animals.  In  the  early  spring  they 
begin  to  grow  more  plentiful,  and  from 
then  on  until  the  appe'ite  again  Inclines 
toward  the  grosser  m«ats,  the  markets 
are  generally  provided  with  an  abundant 
tjupply  of  good   fresh  eggs. 

An  egg,  of  all  foods,  must  be  above  sus- 
picion, tor  the  senses  once  offended  by  an 
ill-conditioned  egg  will  never  forgive  the 
affront. 

Lggs  play  a  very  Important  part  In 
cooking  aside  from  their  emijloyment  as 
the  iM-lntipal  dish  of  tiie  meal  and  tak- 
ing the  place  of  meats,  as  they  enter  Into 
an  inhnfte  variety  of  dlfferojit  dishes. 

But  considering  them  only  as  meat 
dtshes,  we  have  a  bi^wildering  list  to 
choose  from,  so  that  if  we  cared  to  serve 
tliem  more  treiiueiitly  than  meats  on  our 
daily  bill  of  fare  It  would  take  Ui>  a  long 
time  to  exhaust  the  list.  For  breakfast 
dishes  especially  We  h&v^  a  dellghtluJ  as- 
sortmi^nt. 

THE  WAY  TO  BOIL  AN  BOO. 
From  a  houseket'per,  whose  "expoilence 
Joined  with  common  stnse"  has  brought 
her  m,uch  valuable  kno'vlodge,  comes  tliis 
bit  of  information:  The  way  to  boil  an 
egg  Is  not  to  boil  it  at  all.  This  may  seem 
paradoxical,  but  is  nevertheless  true.  Put 
the  eggs  in  a  wire  basket  with  a  handle, 
the  trying  basket  will  answer;  then  set 
the  basket  In  a  bolUr  and  cover  the 
eggs  with  perfectly  cold  water,  not  warm 
or  hot,  but  cold  water;  set  the  boiler  over 
the  tire  where  the  water  will  heat  quickly 
and  lot  the  water  just  come  to  a  boll,  but 
it  must  not  boil;  at  that  particular  time — 
not  a  moment  later  or  stooner— remove  the 
basket  from  the  water  and  the  eggs  will 
be  cooked  ^ust  as  they  should  be;  spread 
a  largo  doily  on  a  heated  dish;  lay  the 
eggs  on  this;  fold  the  cnrners  of  the  doily 
ovar  the  eggs  and  serve  at  once.  Follow 
the  dii-eciions  to  the  le'.ter,  and  ■when  the 
eggs  are  broken  and  turned  out  of  the 
shell,  a  la  American,  they  -will  roll  out 
like  balls  of  jelly,  leaving  the  shell  clear 
and  oleaii,  the  egg  thoroughly  cooked, 
tender  and  delic-ate. 

CLPPED  HOG'S. 
Buttea-  the  requisite  rum'beir  of  egg  cuns 
and  carefully  break  a  fresh  egg  Into  eadi; 
sell  the  cups  in  a  strainer  over  boiling 
water  and  cook  until  the  whites  are 
turned  and  set.  Drop  a  bit  of  sweet,  fresh 
butter  on  top  of  each  and  shake  a  pinch 
of  minced  parsley  over  the  butter;  serve 
at  once. 

SCALLOPBr<  BGGS. 
Moisten  a  cup  of  si  ale  bread  crumbs 
wiih  cream  or  rich  m1lk;  put  a  layer  in 
the  bottom  of  a  buttered  dish;  coveir  with 
a  layer  of  sliced  harl-boiled  eggs;  lay 
over  bits  of  butter;  season  with  white 
pepper  and  salt.  Contuiue  until  the  disn 
is  Piled;  cover  the  top  with  fine  bread 
crumbs  moistened  with  butter  and  set  It 
In  the  oven  to  brown.  Serve  with  cream 
sauce. 

RUMBLED  EXK5^S. 
Break  six  eggs  Into  a  bowl;  add  a  tea- 
spoon of  melted  butter,  a  tablespoon  of 
milk,  or  two  tablespoons  of  cream  in- 
stead of  buter  and  milk,  and  beet  to- 
gether until  thoroughlj'  mixed;  then  turn 
into  a  saucepan;  set  over  boiling  water 
and  stir  until  the  eggs  are  thick  and 
creamy,  .season  with  pepper  and  .salt  ajid 
pour  over  hot  buttered  oast;  garnish  •with 
a  few  sprigs  of  parsley  and  servo  while 
hot 

EGG  CUTLETTS. 
Boil  half  a  dozen  sggs  for  at  least 
twenty  minutes,  shell  and  cut  them  into 
lengthwise  slices;  when  perfectly  cold  dip 
each  slice  Into  beaten  egg  seasoned  with 
salt  and  pepper;  ther  cover  completely 
with  bread  crumbs  in  which  has  l>een 
mixed  a  little  mincetl  ;:)ar8ley.  Fry  these 
cutlets  ill  hot  fat,  sufficient  to  float  them; 
arrange  on  a  hot  dish  with  slice*  of 
grilled  or  panned  toma'  oes  and  serve  with 
bechamel  sauce. 

friicassef:  eggs. 

Hard  boll  six  eggs.  Put  two  level  tea- 
spoons of  butter  in  s.  saucepan;  wheiii 
melted,  add  two  of  flour  and  stir  until 
smooth;  add  a  cup  of  frravy  or  stock;  sea- 
son with  salt  and  pejjper  to  taste;  add 
two  minced  mushrooras  and  a  sprig  of 
paisley,  mincetl;  let  tie  mu,shrooms  cook 
for  live  minutes  in  the.  sauce  if  they  are 
canned;  if  fresh,  cook  them  in  the  butter 
belore  the  flour  goes  in.  When  the  sauce 
is  made,  slice  the  hard-boiled  eggs  and 
add  them  to  the  sau>:e.  Let  the  sauce 
boll  up  once  and  serve. 

lOGGS   AN'ITH    STEWED  CELERY. 

Stew  two  cups  of  ceiery.  cut  into  snmJl 
pieces;  drain  and  with  a  cup  of  the  water 
in  which  it  was  cooked,  two  level  table- 
»i)oons  of  butter  and  two  of  flour  make  a 
white  sauce;  season  to  taste  with  salt 
and  pepper;  add  the  ce-lery  apd  keep  hot 
over  boiling  water,  while  you  poach  six 
or  eight  eggs  to  a  "tiim"  In  water  kept 
ju»l  below  the  "boll."  -Vdd  half  a  teaspoon 
of  salt  and  a  ta;ble»poon  of  ■vinegar  to  the 
■water;  spread  the  stev.ed  celery  on  a  hot 
dish;  lift  out  the  eggs  carefully;  drain 
an<i  place  on  the  celery  "mattress;"  gar- 
nis-h  the  dish  with  pointed  bits  of  toast 
and  parsley. 

EGGS  WITH  RED  HERRING. 

Beat  four  eggs;  add  a  pinch  of  cayenne 
and  a  teaspoon  -of  minced  parsley,  and  a 
grcn  onion  minced  fin^i.  Bone  a  red  her- 
ring; broil  and  mince  it  very  fine;  add  to 
the  eggs;  put  Into  a  saucepan  with  a 
small  piece  of  butter  or  table  spoon  of 
salad  oil  and  cook  until  the  eggs  are  set. 
Serve  on  toast  with  si  ices  of  lemon. 

CHEESE   AXD  ESGCt   SANDWICHES. 

Grate  rich  soft  cheeste  and  to  each  cup- 
ful add  the  yolks  of  three  hard-boiled 
eggs;  rub  to  a  po^wde:*;  season  with  cay- 
enne and  salt  and  mix  to  a  paste  that 
will  spread  nicely  with  rream  or  melted 
butter.  Cut  thin  and  :rim  slices  of  whole 
wheat  bread  and  spread  with  the  mix- 
ture.

TO   PREVENT  WAX  CANDLES  DRIP-

I.iay  tho  candles  in  the  refrigerator 
where  they  will  keep  perfectly  dry  but  get 
thoroughly  chilled  and  they  will  not  (frlp 
but  burn  up  clear  and  bright. 

TAKE  CARE  OF  THE  DISHCLOTH. 

Whether  you  use  the  small  dlah  mop  or 
the  old-fashioned  clolh,  look  well  to  It 
that  they  do  not  breed  disease  during  tlfc 
damp,  hot  season.  An  old  country  physi- 
cian once  said  that  when  he  was  cailed 
to  attend  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  In  a 
farmhouse  where  he  knew  no  drains  or 
stagnant  pools  could  be  found  account- 
able, he  immediately  Investigated  the  dish- 
cloth and  floor  mops.  If  the  dishcloths 
are  not  kept  clean,  dry  and  sweet,  they 
win  breed  disease  germs  as  surely  as  de- 
cayed matter  and  these  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  every  member  of  the  Zamlly  on 
the  dishes.  The  cloth  should  always  be 
washed  In  hot,  soapy  water  after  using  U, 
well  rinsed  and  hung  in  the  fresh  aJr  and 
sun  if  possible,  where  it  will  dry  Quickly 
At  once  each  week  and  oftener  in  damp' 
hot,  rainy  weather,  boll  it  thoroughly  In 
soda  water.  The  dishcloth  should  be  kept 
as  cean  and  white  as  the  drying  towel, 
but  Jhis  is  not  possible  when  the  cjoth  is 
used  for  various  other  purposes  bealdo* 
alsh  washing,  especially  about  the  stove. 
I^ave  coarser  cloths  and  holders  for  stove

Emma  Goldman  Removed 

From    Danger    of 

the  Mobs. 

Chicago.  Sept.  14.— Emma  Goldman, 
who  U  looked  upon  as  the  most  Im- 
portant of  the  "Reds"  incarcerated 
here,  was  spirited  away  from  the  wo- 
mans'  annex  of  the  Harrison  street 
police  station  early  this  morning  when 
it  was  learned  that  the  president  waa 
dead. 

She  was  hastily  put  in  a  csrb  by  two 
policemen.  The  police  tried  to  keep 
the  matter  secret,  and  denied  It  last 
night.  It  was  admitted  this  morning, 
however,  by  Capt.  Mahoney,  who  re- 
futed to  tell  where  the  woman  had 
been  taken.  Her  removal,  he  said  was 
merely  a  precautionary  measure,  and 
it  was  probable  she  would  soon  be 
brought  back. 

While  Miss  Goldman  was  being  hur- 
ried to  safety  in  a  cab  a  crowd  number- 
ing about  100  men  started  for  the  annex 
loudly  threatening  to  lynch  Miss  Gold- 
man. Tiiey  had  waite(l  in  front  of  th" 
bulletin  board  till  all  hope  was  gone, 
and  then  started  out  to  execute  ven- 
geance. After  proceeding  a  few  blocks, 
however,  cooler  heads  in  the  crowd 
succeeded  in  checking  the  excitement 
and  somewhat  later  the  crowd  sull^'nly 
dispersed. 

No  disturbance  was  reported  by  the 
county  jail  officials,  where  the  local 
anarchi.sts  are  locked  up.  It  was  the 
belief  thi.s  morning  that  the  president's 
death  would  make  it  extremely  un- 
likely that  the  court  would  admit  them 
to  ball. 

Chief  of  Police  O'Nell  is  quoted  as 
saying  that  it  woui-l  be  murder  to  let 
them  on  the  street  with  citizens  in 
their  present  grim   temper. 

Dr.  Saylin,  the  Buffalo  physician  ar- 
rested Thursday  night,  is  the  most 
mysterious  prisoner  who  has  been  ar- 
le.'tcd  here  in  connection  with  the  in- 
vestigation of  an  alleged  plot  against 
the   president's  life. 

In  his  sta<ement  to  the  police.  Dr. 
Saylin  is  quoted  as  saying  that  he, 
Emma  Goldman  and  others  were  In 
Buffalo  Sept.  2,  but  he  safd  the  meet- 
mg  was  purely  social.  Thfs  8tatem»'nt, 
however,  conflicts  with  the  one  Riven 
by  Mls.«  Goldman,  who  told  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  reporter  that  she  was  in 
Cincinnati  Sept.  2  and  left  that  city 
foi   St.  Louis  that  night. 

Reporters  have  not  been  able  to  see 
Misc  Goldman  in  regard  to  the  fe^^ni- 
ing  confliction  in  the  stories  told  by 
htrself  and  the  Buffalo  doctor.  Chief 
Mfit^-on  Keegan,  who  has  had  charge 
of  M'Ss  Goldman,  told  a  r<tt>orter  tnis 
morning  that  when  Miss  Goldman 
heard  that  the  police  were  getting  & 
statement  from  Dr.  Saylin,  she  »-aio: 

"He's  likely  to  .  get  us  all  in  jafl. 
He  has  not  the  memory  for  dates  that 
1  have,  and  If  he  trusts  to  his  m^emory 
I'm  afraid  he  will  make  no  trouble."

Special  Meeting  to  Make 

Arrangements     For 

Memorial  Service. 

Chicago,  Sept.  14.— Mayor  Harrison  to- 
day Issued  a  call  for  a  special  meeting 
of  the  city  council  to  make  arrangements 
for  memorial  services,  to  draft  resoiu- 
tions  and  lo  take  such  other  action  as 
was  deemed  fitting.  As  soon  as  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  Presidenl  Mc- 
Kmley's  funeral  Mayor  Harrison  will 
issue  a  proclamation  closUig  public  of- 
fices and  public  schoole  aud  requiring 
business  houses  lo  be  closed  during  the 
dav  of  the  funeral.  The  proclamation 
will  ask  the  residents  of  Chicago  to  hold 
special  ser^STe's  In  the  churches.  The 
American  league  baseball  game  scheduled 
for   this   afternoon   has    been    postponed. 

A  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Illinois  Manufaeiurcrs'  asaoclaiion 
has  been  called  for  Monday,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  action  In  reference  to  the 
Oeaih  of  Presidenl  McKlnley.

GIANT    TORlXJlBiJS. 

Four  glani  tortoises  have  recently  been 
added  to  the  reptile  department  of  the 
Zookigical  Gardens  in  Bronx  Park.  Tiiey 
are  trom  the  Galapagos  Islands,  in  the 
Southern  Pacific  ocean,  and  differ  fi\>m 
any  tortoises  native  to  Europe,  Asia,  Af- 
rica or  America,  says  the  New  York  Tri- 
bune. 

The.'»e  monstei  tortoises  are  Mving  re- 
minders of  the  age  of  giant  reptiles.  They 
represent  the  sole  survivors  of  iha  gigan- 
tic cold  blooded  creatures  whose  ma.-*sive 
bones  in  the  different  scientific  museums 
illustrate  the  wonders  of  the  Pliocene  age. 
In  that  age  lizards  attained  a  lengiii  of 
forty  feel  and  more,  and  iX)3seased 
strength  enough  to  tear  down  small  trees 
in  order  to  browse  upon  their  leaves.  All 
reptilian  life  was  gigantic  in  proportion, 
and  a  comparison  of  an  ordinary  tortoise 
of  the  present  day  witli  one  of  the  .;itMnt 
tortoises  shows  the  decadence  of  the 
reptile  race.  The  average  land  tortoise 
of  Europe  or  America,  for  instance, 
weighs  five  pounds,  while  the  larif*it 
tortoise  at  Bronx  Park  weighs  310  i>oundB. 

There  are  fourteen  distinct  speci;«  of 
the  giant  tortoise.  Of  these  six  inhabit 
the  Galapagos  islands,  four  thti  Aladab:':i 
Islands  and  four  the  Mauritlus-Roilrigaez 
group.  All  the  si>ecles  are  rapidly  be- 
coming extinct,  and  reputable  :->cientlflc 
authorities  have  declared  several  species 
to  be  entirely  extinct  for  some  tim3.  On 
the  continents  of  Europe.  Asia  and  ,\.frica 
these  creatures  are  represented  onl.v  by 
fossil  remains:  the  living  Individuals  arc 
confine<l  entirely  to  the  Islands  mentioned. 

To  pro<"ure  these  reptiles  a  number  of 
expeditions  have  been  planned.  The  fii  st 
of  these  resulting  In  the  arrival  of  soecl- 
mtns  In  this  country  was  made  oy  the 
United  Slates  ship  Albatross.  The  sr*ci- 
mens  procure*!  were  ulaced  In  the  Nation- 
al Museum  at  Washington.  In  1812.  loi:g 
beore  the  visit  of  the  Albatross,  the 
United  States  ship  E)s«cx  had  expl  Jred 
the  islands  of  the  Galapagos  group,  i.na 
tvro  large  tortoises  were  captured  and 
presented  to  a  South  Sea  Island  chief. 

In  1889  these  same  reptiles  were  ob- 
tained by  Walter  Rothschild,  and  were 
shipped    by   him    to    London. 

In  1S97  Mr.  Rothschild  disnatched  hie 
expedition  for  giant  tortoises  to  the  Gal- 
apagos Islands.  The  total  expenses  of 
this  expedition  were  $16,500,  Fifty-nine 
tortoises  were  procured,  but  none  exceed- 
ed 300  pounds  in  weight.  All  the  Islands 
were    visited.

"For  free  speech  and  liberty  of  the 
press  we  have  given  our  chief  executive 
as  a  sacritice.  Partisans,  by  this  groat 
sorrow,  are  made  patriots  and  all  pollu- 
cal  differences  are  forgotten  In  this  ter- 
rible   crisis. 

"Kverv  heart  pours  out  the  full  meas- 
ure of  its  sympathy.  Prayers  for  the  be- 
reaved, anathemas  for  the  destroyer, 
curses  for  the  fiendish  heresy  that  m- 
splred   the  act. 

"In  grief  is  born  a  determination  to 
extirpate  this  unholy  creed.  Fwery  loyal 
American  from  this  moment  is  armed 
with  this  stern  resolve. 

"In  earth  there  is  not  room  for  good 
men  and  this  viperous  sect.  Let  the  good 
men  stay." 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the 
holding:  oti*  oubllc  memoriyl  services  upon 
the   day   c4|  the    president's    funeral.

MANY  COME. 


Excursion  on  Omaha  Line 

Brings  In  Large 

Crowd. 

It  was  a  little  after  midnight  when 
tho  big  excursion  over  the  Northwe.^tem 
road  reached  this  city,  three  hours  late. 
It  was  a  late  hour  to  bring  a  crowd  of 
strangers  into  the  city  and  for  nearly 
half  an  hour  there  was  a  procession  from 
the  Omaha  depot  to  the  Manhattan  build- 
ing,  where  Secrelarj-  Hill,   of  the  Duiuth 

Improvement  company,  had  been  wait- 
ing to  receive  them.  Many  of  the  ex- 
cursionists did  not  understand  the  ar- 
rangement of  meeting  at  the  Manhattan 
building  and  scattered  about  the  streets. 
Mr.  Hill  and  his  force  went  out  after 
them  after  the  first  applicants  were  pro- 
vided with  lodging  places  and  by  2  o'cl.»ck 
In  the  morning  not  an  excursionist  tould 
be  found  that  was  not  provided  for  In 
some   way. 

About  1600  people  came  In  on  the  excur- 
sion. West  Superior  had  a  delegation 
down  the  road  as  far  as  Spooner  and 
as  a  result  of  their  labor  about  400  people 
got  off  on  that  side  of  the  bay.  At  the 
West  Superior  station  there  was  a  band, 
a  crowd  and  plenty  of  calcium  light,  but 
It  f.iiled  to  catch  the  big  crowd.  The 
rain  that  set  In  at  aji  early  hour  this 
morning,  while  needed.  Is  a  little  inoppor- 
tune for  thf  pleasure  of  the  visitors,  but 
they  have  been  maWng  the  best  of  it 
and  enjoying  themselvns  as  well  as  pos- 
sible under  the  circumstances. 

The  change  of  climate  is  very  notlc?>abIe 
to  the  visitors  and  somo  were  even  «hl\-er- 
Ing  after  their  arrival  last  night  though 
the  average  Duluthlan  thought  It  a  com- 
paratively warm  night  for  this  time  of 
season.  The  visitors  report  it  very  warm 
In  Southern  Minnesota,  Iowa  and  Nebras- 
ka.    It  is  also  quite  dry. 


The  feeling  of  gloom  and  sadness  so 
prevalent  in  Duluth. as  in  other  cities 
over  the  death  of  the  nation's  executive 
officer  is  also  noticeable  In  West  Du- 
luth, where  all  citizens  are  today  dls- 
cussins  in  sorrow  the  calamity  that 
has  befallen  the  nation.  Everyone  has 
admired  and  respected  President  Mc- 
Kinley as  a  man,  and  the  sorrow  over 
his  death  is  as  widespread  as  the  hor- 
ror and  indignation  over  the  manner  in 
which  the  nation  was  robbed  of  its 
chief  magistrate. 

The  members  of  the  Republican  club 
are  especially  sorrowful  over  the  presi- 
dent's death,  having  been  led,  as  were 
thousands  of  others  from  the  favorable 
reports  earlier  in  the  week,  to  suppose 
that  the  president  was  on  the  road  to 
recovery.  There  Is  a  feeling  among 
the  members  that  a  meeting  should  be 
called  at  an  early  date  for  a  public 
expression  of  the  sorrow  of  the  club 
over  the  president's  death.  Many  of 
the  metnbers  of  the  club  have  expressed 
a  desire  that  the  meeting  called  be  a 
public  one  of  W^est  Duluth  citlrens, 
and  that  all,  regardless  of  political 
faith,  be  invited  to  be  present  to  ex- 
press their  sentiments  of  sorrow  and 
sympathy  for  the  bereaved  wife  of  the 
late  president. 

J.  B.  Flack,  an  old  soldier,  who  is 
now  employed  as  flagman  at  the 
Northern  Pacific  crossing,  on  Central 
avenue,  knew  President  McKinley 
when  he  was  a  young  man  and  serving 
his  country  In  the  civil  war.  Said  Mr. 
Flack  this  morning,  as  Incidents  were 
being  recalled  of  the  kind  heartedness 
of  the  late  president: 

"I  well  remember  one  little  incident 
that  happened  during  the  battle  of  An- 
tietam,  in  1862,  that  illustrates  the 
thoughtfulness  of  President  McKinley 
for  the  comfort  of  others.  I  was  a 
member  of  the  First  Kentucky  battery 
of  artillery,  and  our  battery  was  bri- 
gaded with  the  Twenty-third.  Twenty- 
sixth  and  Eleventh  Ohio  regiments  of 
infantry.  At  that  time  William  Mc- 
Kinley was  a  stripling  of  about  20 
yearrW  age,  and  was  a  sergeant  in  the 
Twenty-  third  Ohio.  I  remember  see- 
ing him  about  as  well  as  any  person 
will  remember  some  one  that  he  is  in 
the  habit  of  seeing  around  from  day 
to  day. 

"The  Twenty-third  Ohio  had  been 
out  on  the  skirmish  line  all  night  and 
when  tnorning  came  there  was  no 
prospect  that  the  men,  who  had  been 
in  action  all  night,  would  get  any  time 
to  get  anything  to  eat.  They  were  tired 
and  hungry  but  knew  of  no  way  to 
roHeve  their  sufferings.  It  was  then 
that  Sergt.  McKinley  did  a  little  act 
that  no  one  else  thought  of,  and  one 
that  immediately  endeared  him  to 
every  .soldier  In  the  regiment.  Securing 
an  excuse  from  his  superior  officer, 
he  slipped  back  to  the  rear  and  there 
prepared  a  large  quantity  of  hot  coffee 
that  he  brought  back  and  distributed 
among  the  tired  and  hungry  soldiers. 
The  coffee  was  refreshing,  and  thj  sol- 
diers were  given  cheer  to  enter  upon 
that  day's  fighting.

OPTIMISTIC. 


Lumbermen  Pleased  Over 
Otitlook— Some    Over- 
conservative  People. 

Lumber  manufacturers  are  rather  op- 
timistic over  the  outlook  for  the  fall 
sawing.  They  say  that  the  mills  will 
be  in  operation  for  many  weeks  to 
come  and  that  they  are  very  likely  to 
be  sawing  at  full  capacity  up  to  the 
close  of  navigation.  Only  two  of  the 
mills  have  closed  down  on  their  night 
runs  and  the  other  m-mufacturers  say 
they  have  no  reason  to  follow  suit  yet. 
Logs  are  coming  in  plentifully  and  the 
lack  of  dock  room  has  been  a  little 
remedied  by  the  heavier  shipments  of 
August. 

The  pine  timber  market  Is  quiet.  One 
large  pine  deal  on  the  north  shore  con- 
coriilng  lands  under  cpilon  for  soma 
weeks  has  fallen  through.  It  Is  defi- 
nitely known  that  ar  other  large  con- 
tract for  winter  logging  has  also 
fallen  through.  The  contract  was  to 
have  been  closed  today,  but  some  of 
the  principals  were  iilarmed  over  the 
reports  of  the  presldert's  condition  yes- 
terday and  held  off  I'or  fear  that  his 
death  might  affect  market  conditions  in 
lumber.  Other  lumbermen,  among  them 


the  mo&t  prominent  and  successful 
manufacturers  at  the  head  of  the  lakes, 
claim  that  such  a  view  of  the  lumber 
situation  Is  unreasonable  and  entirely 
too  pessimistic.  The  market,  they  de- 
clare, depends  on  the  law  of  suppfy  and 
demand.
